' though I am no ways engaged in it, and have had no 

Part, except by my good Offices, in thofe TranfaAions, 

which have been declared to be die principal Caufes and 
" Motives of it, I cannot fit regardlefs of the prefent 
" Events, or be unconcerned for the future Confequences 
** of a War, undertaken and fupported by fo powerful an 
*' Alliance. 

" If ever any Occafion required more than ordinary Pru- 
" dence and Circumfpeftion, the prefent calls upon us to 
** ufe our utmoft Precaution, not to determine too hallily 
*' upon fo critical and important a Conjundhire j but to 
" confider thoroughly what the Honour and Dignity of my 
" Ci'own and Kingdoms, the true Interell of my People, 
*' and the Engagements we are under, to the feveral Powers 
** we are in Alliance with, may in Juftice and Prudence 
*' require of us. 

" I have therefore thought it proper to take Time to cx- 
** amine the Fads alledged on both Sides, and to wait the 
" Refult of the Councils of thofe Powers, that are more 
** nearly and immediately interelled in the Confequences of 
*' the War, and to conceit with thofe Allies, who are un- 
*' der the fame Engagements with me, and have not taken 
" Part in the War, more particularly the States-General of 
** the United- Provinces, fuch Meafures as Ihall be thought 
** moll advifeable for our common Safety, and for relloring 
" the Peace of Europe. 

" The Refolutions of the Britifli Parliament, in fo nice a 
** Jundlure, are of too great Moment not to be carefully 
*^ attended to, and impatiently expedted, by all, and not 
'* the leaft by thofe, who will hope to take Advantage from 
*' your Determinations, whatever they ihall be, and to turn 
** them to the Prejudice of this Kingdom. It mull there- 
** fore be thought moll fafe and prudent, thoroughly to 
** weigh and coniider all CircumHances, before we come to 
** a final Determination. 

" As I fhall have, in all my Conliderations upon this 
** great and important Affair, the (lri6lefl Regard to the 
** Honour of my Crown, and the Good of my People, and 
** be governed by no other Views, I can make no Doubt, 
** but that I may entirely depend on the Support and AfH- 
*' fiance of my Parliament, without expofing myfelf, by 
** any precipitate Declarations,- to fuch Inconveniencies, as 
** ought, as far as pofSble, to be avoided. 

" In the mean Time, I am perfuaded, you will make 
*' fuch Provifions, as fhall fecure my Kingdoms, Rights, 
** and Poffeflions, from all Dangers and Infults, and main- 
'' tain the Rcfpcft due to the Britifli Nation : Whatever 
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" Part It may, in the End, be moft reafonable for us to a^, Aimoj cen- 

'* it will, in all Views, be jiecdTary, when all Europe is , ^ ^ i nf^ 

" preparing for Arms, to put ourfelves in a proper Pofture 

** of rVefeiice. As tKis will belt prcferve tiie Peace of the 

** Kingdom, fo it will give us a due Weight and Influence, 

** in whatever Meafures \vc fliall take in Conjun^on with 

" our Allies : But IhouM the Defence of die Nati(Mi not 

*■ be fufficiently provided for* it will make us difregarded 

** abroad, and may prove a Temptation and Encouragement

*' publick Troubles and Diforders, 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 
** I iliaJl order the Eflimates to be laid before you of fncb

** Service* will be v^ confiderable j but 1 am coniident it 
** will be thought by }'Ou feaibnable and neceflary, I muil

My Lords and Gentlemen, 
** It is at alJ Times to be wiflied^ that the Bufmcfs of 
" Parliament might be carryM on free from Heats and 
'* AnimoJities, and with that Temper^ which Lecomes the 
" JuJlice and Wifdom of the Nation : At this Time Jt is. 
*' more particularly to be defired, that this Seffion may not 
** be protracted by unneceflary Delays, when the whole

iSii*te>S?& The Commons being return'd to their Houfej and the 
«»J^reis of Speaker having reported his Majefty's Speech, Mr Campbell, 
Member for Pembrokelhire, mov'd, * That an Addrcfs of 
Thanks be prefented to the King, for his mofl gracious Speech 
from the Throne : To acknowledge his Majefly's Good- 
nefs in the Concern he had exprefs'd upon account of 
the War unhappily begun in Europe, and his Majefly's great 
Wifdom in ufing fo much Precaution upon that critical Con- 
juncture, in waiting the Refult of the Councils of thofe Pow- 
(crs, who were more nearly and immediately interefted in the 
Confequencesof the War, and in taking time to examine 
the Fadts alledged 00 both Sides, and to concert with thofe 
Allies, who were under the fame Engagements with his Ma- 
jefty, and had not taken Part in the War, fuch Meafures, as 
fhould be thought mofl advifable for the common Safety, 
and for refloring the Peace of Europe : To declare their un- 
feigned Confidence in his Majedy, that in all his Confidera- 
tions upon that great and important A$kir, his Majefly 
would have the flridlefl Regard to the Honour and Dignity 
• of his Crown and Kingdoms, iind to the true Interefl of hi^ 
People : And to afTure his M^jefty, that he might intirely

* I bdieve it has always been taken for graJited, that the '"^i"*"*' 
Speeches from the Throne are the Cornpofitions of Minillen 
of State; upon that Suppofition we have always thought our- 
fdves at Liberty to examine every Propofition contained in 
them ; even without Doors People are pretty free in their 
Remarks upon t^em : I believe na Gentleman here is ig- 
norant of the Reception the Speech from the Throne^ at the 
Clofc of kftSeflion, met with from the Nation in gcneraL It 
is not to be doubted ^ but the fame Freedom may be taken 
with any Propofition made by any Gentleman in this Houfe, 
in confequence of fuch Speech* I will not fuy the Queflioa 
moved by the Honourable Gentlenwn, was penned by the 
fame Hand that penned his MajeJIy^s Speech tho' there is a 
good deal of Reafon to believe it, 

* As to the Motion, I have one very great Objection to the 
whole ; it is too cautioafly and too generally worded : Un- 
der fuch general Expreflions there may be Designs concealed, 
which the Gentleman, who penned the Motion/ does not 
think proper now to declare i but when they come to be 
cxplamed, this Houfe may then probably find itfelf drawn 
into fome DifficuhieSp hy making ufe of fuch micertain Ex- 
preflions in the Addrefs now propofed. There is indeed one 
Paragraph, \\'hich I ftiall now particularly lay my Finger on : 
I cannot pretend to repeat the very Words, for we, who hear 
the Speech and the Motion but once read, are obliged in 
iome manner to ftioot ilying ; I think it propofes for us to 
fay in our .Addrefs, ' That we will fupport his Majeily in all 

* thofe Meafures, which he (hall think it necejTary to enter 

* into.' NoWp I am afraid, that under fuch a general Ex- 
preflion, there may be couched, or at lea ft it may hereafter 
be infifled on that there Is couched, a Promife of a Vote of 
Credit, and therefore I ftiould be willing to have thofe 
Word, a little explained ; for I Ihall always endeavoor, ai 
much ^5 1 can, to prevent this Houfe being raihly drawTi 
into fuch Promifes : I fhall not pretend to offbr any A mend - 

nt till I have hear^ other Gentlemen's Sentiments; I 
lOW only lay my Finger upon this Part* of the Motjon ; af- 
r other Gentlemen have fpoke, I may pofllbly give my 
pinbn farther, and perhaps offer an Amendment ; but 
could with rather that tlie Words were left ouC 
Sir John Hynde Cotton fpoke next ; 

Mr Speaker, 
* I agree in a great Meafure with the Motion ; but I 
have an Objedlion t^ the Paflage where we promife to pro- 
vide for the Security of his Majedy^s Kingdoms, Righs\ 
and PsJrJtQffi : Now* Sir, thcic la(lWords>*irc fo gnieral, th.it 
l^^l am afruid ihey may indtide bi^ Mnjeily's German Dtmi- 
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Qiom ; I 2m perftsaded chcj will be unileHlood in thh SeaJe 
by all without Door^^ whatever this Hotife may intend 10 
mean hy it : The Gendeman who opened the Debate ha$, 
"^tjs trite, fatffiyM me and I beUeve every Gentlemaji iii 
the Houfe, that 00 ftich Thing k intended ; but I think it 
likcwife neceflary lo fati^fy the Work! without Doots ; I 
think it incumbent upon us, to afllire our Con&ttQents, that 
no fuch Thing was ever meant, and therefore 1 think it 
will be proper to add fonie explanatory Words ; for which 
Rcafon I fhaJl beg Leave to move for this Amend men r, 
viz. chat the Word% thereimt^ helangmg^ may be added 
after the Word Pofeffiom^ fo that the Sentence will r^in. 
thus, * As fhall fccare hb MajcllyV Kingdoms » Rights and 
' PofTedons^ thereunto belonging, from ail Dangers and lor 
' fults; 

Hereupon Mr Campbell replied ; 
Mr Speaker, 

* I believe I did open the AiFair before us ia the Manner 
the honourable Gentleman wib pleafed to mention ; But it 
was not from an Opinion, that there really was any Poflibi' 
lity for putting fuch a Senfe upon thofe Words, as the Gen* 
tjeman fcems lo be apprehenfive of : They are fo fully ex- 
plained, both by what goes before, and by what comes 
after, that there is no Room for im3g;tning, they ever were 
meant to comprehend his Majeily's German Dominions ; 
every Man mull fee they relate only to die foreign Rights 
and PoiTeilions belonging to the Crown of Great Britain : 
I gave fame Explanation of them, only to preclude any Ex- 
ception being taken, by Gentlemen's confidering thofe gene- 
fal Words by themfelve^^ and without Regard to what went 
before, or followed after : But to any Gentleman either 
within or without Doors, who coofi tiers the who Je together^ 
there cannot fo much as a Doubt arife about the Meaning ; 
they can relate to nothing but what belongs to his Majeltf 
as King of Great Britain, therefore I cannot think there is 
the Jealt Occafion for the Amendment propofed.* 

Then Lord Cole rain e flood up and faid : 
Mr Speaker, 

* The Gentleman who fpokc lall, has not in the leaft 
fttisiied me, as to the Meaning to be put upon the Wordi 
objc^^ed to ; for if thofe Words be taken in a ftriti gram- 
m.iticaJ Senfe, they mufl: certainly comprehend his Majefty's 
German Dominions : Thofe Dominions are certainly a Part 
of his Majelly*s PoiTeflions, and as fuch muilbe comprehen- 
ded under thofe general Words ; nor can I fee any Reilric- 
tton put Upon them* either by what goes beforei or what 
jollows after ; even th^ Amendment, propofed. Will not, I 
tm afrsid, be fuSkicnt to leilrain them as they ou^ht to be, 

and 
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and tKeiefore I am of Opinion, that the Amendment otiglit ams 7. c«, h.^ 
fx> be in thefc Words, hh^iging to the Cra-vn 0/ Grmt 
Britmn ; fo as that the Sentence may run thiis, * As (haU 

* fecurc his Majefty's Kingdoms, and al! the Rights and 

* PoflTeJEotis hsimging to the Cr^wrt of Grtat Briiaift, from 

* all Dangers and Infults.' 

Mr Henry Pelham fpokc next, as follows : 
Mr Speaker, 

* The Qaeftion moved by the honourable Gentlemaii 
was, I thought, fo aptly worded, and, to ufe my worthy 
Friend's ExpreJIIon, (0 cautiouily worded, that I did noc 
imagine any Obje^on would have been made to it. As 
to the Words, Rights and ¥&ffk£ioni^ the proper Meaning 
of them iecms to me certain and apparent : Doubts have 
lately been raifcd about iom^ of thofe Dominions, which 
properly belong to ihc Crown of Great Britain ; and tho* 
there never was any Foundation for thofe Doubts, yet fome 
Gentlemen have llrongly infilled there was ftill fomething 
wanting, fome thing farther neceiTary to be done* m order 
to fee tire her Enjoyment of thofe Fofleffions : From that 
Confideration alone, if there were no other, every Gen- 
tleman muil condudej all that could be meant by thofe 
general Words, was, to comprehend the fcveral British Pof- 
ieflions in foreign Parts v but as to his Majefty's German 
Dominions, as 3iey in no way belong to the Crown of 
Great Britain, which is mentioned in the very next Sentence, 
I can't believe any Gentleman in this Houfe, or without 
Doors, will ever imagine they were meant to be compre- 
hended under thofe general Words, therefore I can't think 
any Amendment neceilary.' 

Then Mr Fultoiey ftocjd up and faid : Ui Ptatwer. 

Mr Speaker, 

* When I heard his Majelly's Speech, and the Motion 
made by the honourable Gentleman, I was in Hopes, Sir, 
we rtiould have feparated to Day wichqat any Debate ; yet 
1 mull own, the Words taken Notice of by my honourable 
Friend \Mr ^bippen\ did at firll ilrike me a little. 1 was 
indeed a little afraid of ikt^ Ct>nfcquences, or at leall of the 
Ufe that might be made of fuch Words, but I was refolvcd 
to pafa them over in Silence : Hovvever, now they are 
taken Notice of, \ mull i^y^ fome Amendment in order X^ 
TcHraiii them a little, will not be unnecefGuy. I am not 
lor leaving them out entirely, becaufe one Fart of his Ma-

ablcdj by ihc AITiitance of Parliament, to cncreale the Num- 
ber of Seamen then bctore voted and granted for the Ser* 
vice of that Year ; and to enter into and make good fuch 
Engagements, as the Circumilances and Exigency of Affaire 
might require. Upon this MciTagCp the Houfe of Com-

maining long a Secret : It was never known that a- Secret^ 
was long kept by any fuch numerous AiTembly i and there- 
fore we ought to be extremely cautious, and never call for 
any Papers which may contain fuch Secrets, For my own 
Part, I do not pretend to know the Nature of thofe In- 
ftruftjons or Letters ; bijt it b certain, that fome of them 
may contain fomething not proper to be publifh'd to the 
World at this Jandure ; the publishing of them might, per- 
haps, open old BoreB, and give CMFence to fome of thoft Powers 
with whom we have at prefent a good Underftiinding ; by 
which his Majefty's Negotiations for relloring the Tran- 
quility of Europe might be very much embaraJTed, perhaps 
render'd entirely frujtlefs ; and therefore I cannot but thint# 
that any fuch general Call for Papers is now, and always 
will be of dangerous Confequence. 

* Jf this Houfe fhonld at any Time hereafter refolvc to 
take the Treaty of Seville into their Confide ration, wiien 
that Day conges, if any Gentleman of this Houfe can then lay 
his Finger on any particular Paper, which he thinks may be 
ncccffiry for the Information of the Houfe, he may then 
move for it, and the Houfe may, if they think proper, 
agree to fuch a Motion : But to make fuch a genera! Motion 
as the pre fent, and to call for all the Letters and Inlbui^ions 
fent to our MiniUers at thofe two Courts in jgeneral, I

tion we have juft now come to ; and therefore I take it 
be n$ proper now, as it can be when the Day comes

t ' As to any Secret which may be contained in the Paper* 
ird for^ and which it would not be proper at prefent to 
publifii to the World, that can be no Argument againlt 
the Motion ; becanfe^ if that ihould happen to be the 
Cafe^ his MajeRy would communicate to us none but fuch 
^ contained no fuch Secrets i aDd in his Anfwer to our Ad- 
drefs woild acquaint us, that the other Letters or Inflruc- 
tions contained fuch Secrets as were not proper to be re* 
VcilM at prefent ; This would be a proper Anfwer from his 
Ma jelly, and fuch an Anfwer as this Hoafe would certainly 
reft fatisfied with, unlefs fome very llrong Reafons appeared 
to the contrary : But, Sir, this is an Anfwer which ought 
not to be taken from any other Perfon but his Majefty j h 
h below the Dignity ofthisHoufe to take it from any other ^ 
k is what no Member of this Houfe ought fo much as tg 
infmuate i for any fuch Infmuation is offering an Indignitf 
to the Crown, becaufe it feems to be a di<flatiiig to hh Ma- 
Jelly ^ and prefcribing to him what Anfwer he is to make 
to I he Addrefs of this Houfe. The Gentleman fpoke of 
opening old Sores, and that the publiihmg of thofe Papers 
might give Offence to fome of thofe Powers we are now in 
Friendlhip with : 1 his feems to be a very extraordinary 
Reafon again ft the Motion j for I am fure this Reafon will 
hold equally good againlt callii^g for any Treaty , or anj 
Paper relating to foreign Negotiations ; and I can fee c* 
Difference between denying that the Houie has a Power to 
call for any Papers, and making Ufe of an Argument, 
which, if , allowed, would render that Power altogether in- 
cflfedukl r But, Sir, 1 would gladly know what Prince, what 
State there is row in Europe, whom wc have not difobh'ged 
snd fallen ou . with by Turns i and fhall k be faid, that tht 
jiubliflting of thofe Negotiations which we carryM on while 
we were at Ennury, or at J«aft ;iot in i cordiiJ FrirndHiip 
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Aniw7. r:eo lu ^Jth tlicm. Will open thofc Sores wliich were eivtirdy healed 
t7iMt- up by a new Treaty afterward conduddl with them ? Does 
not every Gentleman Tee, that this Argument flrikes againft 
this Houfe's ever defiring to have any foreign Treaty or 
Negotiation laid before them, except fuch as have been be- 
fore publiflied to the World ? 

* As to the Connection between the Papers now moved 
for and the Treaty juil before call'd for^ k is in my Opi» 
nion evident : For what End have we called for a Copy of 
the Treaty of Vienna ? What are we to. confidcr of, when 
we enter into the Confideration of that Treaty I Are not 
we to confider, whether it was for the Benefit of this Nation^ 
or not ? And how Hiall we determine this, without knowing 
the CircumRanceS) or thofe AfFaii-s, which made it neceffary 
for us to coudude fuch a burthen fome Treaty ? It is wdl 
known, that by that Treaty we enter'd into very great En- 
gagements J Engagements, which, if punftuaOy perform^'d^ 
may colt this Nation Infinite Sums of Money i and Engage* 
ments which we^certainly ought not to have entered into, if 
the pubis ck Tranquility could have been ejlablifhcd at any 
cheaper Rate. Is it to be pre fumed, that the Impoflibility^ 
which was found of carrying the Treaty of Seville into 
Execution, without involving ourfelves and all Europe in a 
bloody War, was what made it necefiary for us to agree to 
thofe Engagements containM in the Treaty of Vienna : And 
Jiow is it poflible for us to detcrmiaej whether or no there 
was an Impoffibility of carrying the Treaty of Seville into 
Execution, without having all thofe Papers firll laid before 
us, which relate to the Execution of that Treaty ? It was, 
J remember, when ftrlt concluded, a Treaty which was much 
bragg'd of by the Friends of the Gentleman who fpokc laft ; 
and if it was fo good a Thing, I cannot find out why he or 
liis Friends Ihould be fo fond of keeping fecret either the 
Me^us by which it was obtainM, or the Methods that were 
^fterwnrds ufed for carrying it into Execution. As to the 
JMeans by which that Treaty was obtain'd, th^y may not, 
pcrhapa, relate much to the Treaty of Vienna ; but as to 
the Methods ufed for carrying it into Execution, the laft of

CUT Information are, when .caird for, refufed by thofe in 
Power, bow is it poflible for us lo anfwer his Majefty's Ex- 
peftauons ? It mull be owaed^ that we have of lace Years 
been in v^ery odd Circaxnilances i and our prefect Situation 
may, perhaps^ in the Opinion of many, be owing, in fome 
Meafure to the Mifmanagement of thofe in the Adminiiba- 
tjon i I fhall noi fay it is fo ; but it thiit be not the Cafe, 
I can fee no Reafon for refufing the Papers now called for ; 
and if this be really the Cafe, it ought certainly to be in* 
quirM into ; and the Papers now call'd for, as well as a great 
many others, muft neceiTarily be laid before us, in order to 
enable us to make a proper Inquiry, and to apply proper 
Kemedics for thofe Evils which che Nadon labours under ac 
prefent. Upon the whole. Sir, as I faid at Arft^ I think 
the Motion now made to us moil regular i I think it is ab- 
folutely neceiTary for us to have thofe Papers kid before

»Sir Robert Walpole fpoke next ; 
Sir, 
* 1 iland up to agree in feme Part with the honourable 
Gentleman who fpoke laA : If we are at prefent in any un- 
happy Situation, and if it be but thought, by any Gentle- 
man in this Houfe, that that Situation Is any Ways owing 
to the Mifmanagement of thofe in the Adtainlllratiouj in 
my Opinion, whoever thinks fo, ought to move for this 
Houfe*s going inio fuch an Inquiry ; they ought to move 
for the Houfe to go into a Committee upon the State of 
the Nation ; and, upon the Foot of fuch an Inquiry, I will 
willingly join Iffue with the honourable Gentleman, or any 
other Gentleman in this Houfe. Whenever the Houfe fhall 
pleafe to refolve upon going into fuch a Committee, I pro- 
jnife, that fo far as lies in my Power, nothing ftiall be re- 
fufed, that is thought proper or nccelFary for giving the 
Houfe all the Information, that can be wifhed or deiired ;

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trc then ready to cry oat, ' We would liave reltevM yon , we 

* would have extricitcd you from all the Diffictjhies you 

* labour under, but we were by Power deny'^d the Means of 

* doing it/ This, Sir, is a Piece of Management, it is a 
Sort of ParHameniary Play, which has always been pra£tifcd 
by thofe who oppofe the Meafures of the Adminiilration ; I 
rctnembex it as long as I remember Parliaments, and have 
by my own Experience been acquainted with it : I c;in re- 
member Motions made with no other View, but to have a 
Negative put upon them ; and particularly at the Beginning 
of a Sefiiofi, the Language among fuch Gentlemen luis al- 
ways been, ' We muft give them no Reft, but make Motion 

* after Motion ; if they agree in any Motion we make^ it 

* will diftrefs them ; and if they put a Negative upon every 

* one, it will render them odious among trie People/ 

* This, I fay, has been always the common Pra£lice of ^ 
thofe who are refolved, at any Rate, to oppofe the Adminl^" 
Ibration ; but I maft cake Notice that to fay, that any Mo-^ 
tioji in Parliament is refufed by Power, is, in my Opinion, 
a very unparliamentary Way of fpeaking ; When any Motioa.. 
is made, every Gentleman is at Liberty to debite withj 
Freedom upon it, and to agree or difagree as he thinks rea» 
fonablei if it be reje&d, it mnft be by a Majoricy of thi3*1 
Hode, and becomes an A£l of this Houie ; and to fay, that 
what is an Aft of the Houfe^ is an Aft of Power, is not, I 
think, (peaking in the Language of Parliament- 

' I fhali like wife agree with the honourable Gentleman^ 
that when any Papers are moved to he called for, the Houf<? 
IS not to be told by any Member, or any but his Majeity, 
that fuch Papers contain Secrets which muft not yet be dif- 
coverM ; but I hope the Gentleman will agree with me, that 
it is below the Dignity of tlus Houfe to prefcnt infignilicant 
Addreffes to his Majeily ; %'e are not to defirc of his Ma- 
jefly what, evidently and at fir ft Sight, appears to be fuch 
?!^ his Majeft)' cannot comply with ; and therefore, when a 
Motion for ::ny fuch Addrefs is made, any Gentleman of 
the Houfe may. nay he ought, if he thinks fo, to rife up 
and {hew to the Houfe, that what is defired by the Addrefs 
moved for, is of fuch a Nature, that his Majefty cannot 
comply with it ; and this I take to be the Cafe now before 
us. In moil publick Negotiations, there are feme Things 
mmy happen which ought never to be revealed ; in every Ne- 
gotiation, feme Things, I believe, do happen, which ought 
not to be ptiblifhed to the World for a great many Years 
after ; and therefore it muft be very irregular to defire his 
M.ijefty to lay before this Houfe, that is, to publilh to the 
World, all the Letters and Inftr uftions relating to a Nego^ 
tiadon, which happened but a very few Years ago. 

' Gentlemen 
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Gentleinen may alTigTi wh^t CsLufea they pleafe for the 
I Treaty of Vienna ; but when that Treaty comes to be con* 
fcdered by thb Hotife, I believe it will appear, that we there- 
by entered into no cjetraordinary or burdenfome Engage^ 
ments ; it will appear, I believe, t hai we ^re not thereby 
obliged to do any Thing, but what we were by the Nature 
of Things, and by the Clrcumftances of the Affairs of Eu- 
rope, obliged to do, if no fuch Treaty had ever been made. 
If this ihopJd appear, it will then be certain, that what the 
honourable Gentleman was pleaicd to mentionj was not the 
true Caufe, or the only Foundation of the Treaty of Vf- 
ennn ^ fo that^ 'till this Huufc has entered into the Coniide^ 
ration of the Treaty of Viennn, and has found thnt the 
EDgagements thereby entered into were fuch, as we ought 
not to have taken upon us, if there was any other Way Jefc 
of carrying the Treaty of Seville into Execution, without 
entering into a War ; 'till fuch Time, I fay, it cannot ib 
much as be pretended^ that there is any Connet^tion between 
the Letters and InRruftions relating to the Execution of the 
Treaty of Seville, and the Treaty of Vienna now refolved 
to be called for ; and therefore, 'tilt that Time, the Motion 
now before us cannot be a proper or a regular Motion. 

* Before 1 conclude, Sir, I mull take Notice, that the 
Way which fome Gentlemen hai^e got into, of making Pane-^ 
gyricks, and praifing the Minilters for their great and pro* 
ftjund Wifdom by way of Irony at one Time, and at other 
Times calling Names, fuch as, J e&rwardlj Jdminifirathn^ 
a iv^ge/fngj Jhlfthg Mlmftry ; ( though by the l^y^ I never 
underilood the prefent to be a Ihifting Adminiilration ; for, 
as I take it, the great Quarrel amongft ns is, that the 
Adminidratjon has not been fhifted ) fuch a Way, I fay^ 
Sir, is a Method of Speaking, which { very ili becomes any 
Member of this Houfe. Though I cannot agree with Gen«- 
tlemen who fay, that this Nation is at prefent in fo unhappy 
a Situation ; yet I mull grant that the Affairs of Europe arc 
not at prcfem in a very happy Situation ; and if the Errors 
or Mifmanagement of any of the Admin iftracion here, has 
contributed in the leatl to the prefent Poilure of Affairs in 
Europe, I mull think that they very little deferve to ferve 
the Crown ; but really by fome Gentlemen's way of Talk- 
ing, one would imagine thai the Mimfters of England wero 
the Minirtcrs of Europe ; or that Madncfs and Folly reigned 
at this Court, and that the moft profound Wifdom prcvaiPd 
at all others: If any unforefeen Accidents abroad, if the 
Ambition of any foreign Prince, or the Mifcondu£l of any 
foreign Court, produce any untoward EfFcds, or occafion 
any Troubles ot Cgmmotioas in Europe, the Minillers of 
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England are immediately loaded with the Whole t it ts the/ 
that have done the Mifchief, and they muA anfwer for ir. 
This, Sir, is a way of treating thofe who have the Honour 
to ferve the Crown, which to me really feems neither candid 
nor juft : However, I fhall trouble you no farther, but only 
to declare that I (hall be againft the Motion, which the ho- 
nourable Gentleman has been pleafed to make.' 
To this Mr Shippen anfwer'd. 
Sir, 
Mr shappem ' As the honourable Gentleman, who fpoke laft , has made 

grievous Complaints of the Treatment he and his Friends re- 
ceive from other Gentlemen, I am a good deal furprized 
that he fhould, al;^the fame time, fall into that very Error 
which he fo much complains of in others ; for to fay, that 
Gentlemen make Motions, only for the Sake of having aa 
Opportunity to declaim againft thofe in the Adminiftra- 
tion ; or for the Sake of making a Figure in the Votes^ it 
Language, in my Opinion, as unparliamentary, and treat- 
ing Gentlemen with as little Candour, as what he has blam- 
ed others for. 

* I muil fay. Sir, that it feems to be a very difficult Mat- 
ter, to know how to pleafe thofe great Men in the Admini- 
firation ; for I find that when any Encomiums are made up- 
on them, when any Thing is faid in Praife of their Mea- 
fures, they immediately take it to be meant by way of Iro- 
ny ; and if any Gentleman happens to give them any Names 
which may feem to be a little harfh, thofe they underlland ex- 
aflly as they are fpoke, and complain that Gentlemen do not 
treat them in a parliamentary Way : But, Sir, whatever o- 
tiier Gentlemen may do, I am none of thofe who have be« 
flowed Panegyricks either upon the prefent or upon any 
Adminiftration, and I hope I never was, or ever ihall be 
guilty of calling Names. Perhaps the honourable Gentle- 
man may didike thofe Names, which he pretends have been 
given to him in this Houfe ; whether it be parliamentaiy . 
Language or not I (hall not determine,, but I mull tell him^ 
that it is very foft and pleafant Language when compared 
with that of the People of England : Were he to hear them 
fpcak, he would hear them fpeak in a Stile very different 
from that ufed at Court, or even in this Houfe ; and I be- 
lieve it would be for his Advantage, to give a litde more At- 
tention to the plaiji Language of thofe he looks oa to be none 
of his Friends, than to the fooching Flatteries of his Crea- 
tures and Paraiites about him. 

* Sir, Gentlemen may make themfelvey merry, but what 
I have faid may perhaps, when it is too late, be found 
to be true J and whatever the honourable Gentleman and 
his Friends may pretend to think of the prefent Motion, I 
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iiuft be of Ofdnion, that it is not only" reafooablej but that 
is a natural Confequence of what wis immediately before 
uoved and agreed lo ; and therefore I hope this Houfe will 
: fo confiftenily with itfelf, as to agree to the prefenX Mo- 
tion like wife. What Information we may get from the 
Papers uvoved for^ with regard to the Treaty of Vienna, 
the Gentleman who has feen them can bell tell ; but as that 
Treaty was the immediate Gonfequence of the Negotia- 
tions relating to the Execiition of the Treaty of Seville, I 
miift think that the Journal of tht>fe Negotiations will afford 
us fome Light J with regard to that Treaty which imme- 
diately followed ; and therefore 1 hope the Gentleman will 
excufe me for not taking it upon his Word, that the Pa- 
called for can have no Manner of Connexion with 
be Treaty, which we feem now refolved to take into Con* 
Ederation/

• I iland np now, as 1 have been obliged to do upon ma* *^ p^Hexy-. 
tiy other Occafions, to afiert the Rights and the Privileges 
pf this Houfe ; we have not only a Right to call for what 
papers we think neceiTary for our Information, but we have 
Right to have the Papers fo called for, laid before us. 
The honourable Gentleman on the Floor fcems highly of- 
^iended at an Expreffionj which drop'd from my honourable 
?riend by me, I will agree with him, that this tloufe may 
&r may not agree with the prefent, or with any other Mo- 
tion, that fhall hereafter be made by any Gentleman in this 
'^Houfe : This is a Privilege, which I hope fhall always be pre- 
ferved, not only in Show, but In Reality ; I hope no Gentle- 
aan IKall ever attain to fachaPower,a3 to havea Majority in 
his Houfe always ready to approve what he pleafes to pro- 
Ifsofe ; and I will iikewife agree with him in this, that when 
my Motion is rcjeded by a Majority ^ ft then becomes an 
ift of the Houfe* in which every Gentleman mufl ac- 
Cquiefcc ; but I hope he will agree with me, that 'till the 
IQueftion is put upon any Motion^ and the Opinion of the 
[Boure taken upon it> it does not become an Aft of the 
loufc : NoWj as no Qudlion has yet been put upon the 
prefent Motion, and as It has yet been oppofed only by thoie 
^ho arc immediately concerned Jn the Adminiilration, I 
^ink it may properly be faid, that what has been ajked has 
en refufcd by Power, or at leail by thofe in Power. 
' The Gentlemen, who oppofed this Mot ion , are forc'd to 
Lacknowledge, ihat thisHoute has a Power of calling for what 
IPapers we pleafe ; but ihen^ fay they, you ought not to call 
'|br the Papers relatmg to any foreign Negotiation, becaufe all 
fuCh Pap^n muft contain Secrete whi^h oug^ht ti^gt ta b& "^viV 
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7'Otm.n lifhed to the World. Is not this fitjing tod mbjiag in tlw 
^^'^ fameBitath? Yoa may call for what Papers yoaplcafe; but 
yon muft not call for the Papers relating to any foreign Ne- 
gotiation, becaaie the Addreffing for thofe af^ieais, at fiift 
Sight, to be fnch an Addrefs as his Majefty cannot compl/ 
with. Sir J fay, that when this Hotafe finds it neceflary, thejr 
may call for all the Papers relating to any N^Qtiation what' 
ever, and may infill upon having all of th«i laid before 
the Hoafe. Do not we know, that opon fuch Occafions fve 
name a fecret and feled Committee to infped fuch Papen, 
and to report what they find in them relating to the Afl&ir 
tmder our Coofideration ; and I hope we fhall always have 
in this Houfis ten or a dozen Gentlemen, as capable to 
diflinguiih what ought to be kept fecret, and as capable to 
keep thoie Secrets, as any Seoetary or other Mmifler of 
State, that is or ever (hall be in this Nation. 

* I am really furprifed to hear Gentlemen pretend, that 
there is no Conne6lion between the Negotiations for car- 
rying the Treaty of Seville into Execution, and the Treaty 
of Vienna ; when by that very Treaty of Vienna the Treaty 
of Seville was adually carry'd into Execution. It is pUin 
to the whole World, that the Treaty of Vienna was the 
laft Negotiation fet on Foot for carrying the Treaty of Se- 
ville into Execution ; and in order to judge of this laft Ne* 
gotiation, we only defire to fee the Papers relating to the 
preceding Negotiations, which were carry'd on for the fame 
Purpofe. It may, for what I know, be true, that by the 
Treaty of Vienna we entered into no Engagements, but fuch 
as we were obliged to by the Nature of Things, and the 
Circumftances of the Affairs of Europe ; but it moft fureljr 
be granted, that an exprefs Stipulation is more binding thsat 
a natural Obligation ; and that no prudent Man will con- 
firm a natural Obligation by an exprefs Stipulation, unleft 
he h?s fome very good Confideration for {o doing : If we 
had entered into no exprefs Engagements, we fhould have 
left our Poflerity in the fame Cafe we were in ourfelves a 
they might then have judg'd as well as we, by the Nature 
of Things and the Circumftances of the Affairs ofEurope;^ 
as they fhould then have appeared to them ; but now the^r 
are pinned down, they muft judge only by the Terms of 
the Treaty which we have made for them ; and though 
the Nature of Things and the CSrcumfbinces of Europe, . 
fhould be entirely alter'd, it will, without Doubt, be in** 
fiiled on, that they ought to perform thofe Engagements 
we have fubjedled them to. 

* The honourable Gentleman faid, that if the Nation was 
in an unhappy Situation, and if that Situation was owing to 
any MiAnanagemcnt at Home, it ought to be inquired into 9 
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I that, OP tlie Foor of fodi an inquiry, he was rcaJy to 

Dm Ifllic with any Gentleman in this Hdufc, On that 

Poot, Sir, I am ready to join IffUc with him ; To me there 

> nothing appears more cert^n, than that we arc iti a molt 

IQientsble and calanii'ious Situation ; and even from the 

Jghts I have already I am conviD^^d, beyond all Doubt, 

our preient Situation is owing to the Mifmanagemcnt 

if thofe at home : It may, I behere, be proved, to the Sa* 

tisfa£tioQ of every unbi^iFed FerfDo ; but I muil fay, that 

if the honourable Gentleman's Opinion prevails in the pre- 

fent Debate, he is taking a very effeiftiial Method to prevent 

its being in the Po^ver of any Gentleman to bring Proof* 

of what f have now afiiu'ted.

I would gladly knowt how It is poflible for the Farlia- 
ent to give the Nation any Relief in its prefent melancholy

che Queilion fhould come before us, Whctiier or no we 
,, ought to take any Part in the prefent War f Can we pa(s 
I any Judgment upon fudi a Queilion, without £rll knowing 
how we ibnd K^aged to the feveral Powers abroad ? And 
can wc know any Thing of tliis^ without firft examining the 
many Treaties and Negotiations which have been carry 'd 
on of late Years ? U we are to take no Part in the War» 
we rauft provide for the Safety of the Nation : How ct\a 
we do this properly » and as it ought to be done ^ How can 
we judge of the Edimates that are to be laid before us for 
that End, without knowing what Danger the Nation is in ? 
And how can we know our Danger, without knowing how 
wc ftand with refpei;! to our foreign Alliances and Engage* 
ments > For tJiefe Ends, Sir, we mull have not only the 
Papers now moved for, but, in ray Opinion, a great many 
others will be neodlkfy, in order to give u& tliofe Lights 
which we ought certainly to have. 

• As I have faid before. Sir, even as Things now appear 
to me, all that has happened b the Work of our own 
Hands ; che Weakncfe of thofe whom many already look 
upon as our Friends, and the Strength of our Enemies, it 
all of our own doing; Gentlemen were toM of it at the 
Time when rhofe T ran faA$ons were carrying on, but they 
were too wjfc to iilkn 60 Adricc* What ihc whole Chain 
I VoL^ni. D m^ 
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and Series of our Management for feveral Years pal^, comes 
to be impartially lookM into, what I now fay will be fbaod 
to be true : Certain Caufes will be found producing certain 
£fFe£ls ; thefe EiFeds afterwards becoming Caufes, and pro- 
ducing other EScSts, *cill at lafl we have arrived at the mife- 
rable State we are now in ; but thefe are Matters, which I 
hope will foon come to be more fully opened, and clearly 
ilated to this Houfe. 

The honourable Gentleman faid, ' That Motions were often 
* made with no other View, but to have Negatives put upon 
^ them ;' if that be the Cafe as to the prefent Motion, the 
Gentleman and his Friends may eafily difappoint us of the 
Negative we are fuppofed to expeft ; and I wifli with all 
my Heart, that the Gentleman would give himfelf the 
Pleafure of diiappointing me and fome other Gentlemen, 
the obliging of whom did never, I am perfuaded, yield him 
any great Delight.' 

Mr Danvers ftood up next, and fpoke as follows : 
Sir, 

* I am entirely againft your Queftion ; I think it is a 
mod unreafonable Proportion ; and that it would be alto- 
gether as right and as dutiful in us to addrefs his Majefiy 
to bring his Cabinet, with all the Papers in it, and lay it 
upon the Table, or upon the Floor of this Houfe, to be 
pcrufed by the^Members. An honourable Gentleman, who 
fpoke lalt but one, talked of the Language of the People 
of England, and feemed to infinuate, as if they abufed and 
railed at the Miniiby. As to that, I have been, fince laft 
Sefiion, in feveral Counties of England, and have converfed 
with People of different Parties, and I never heard any 
■Man reproach the Miniftry ; on the contrary, they feemed 
all to think, that the only Difpute among us here was who 
ihould be'Minifler ; and as "this is a Difpute which the Ge- 
nerality of the People of England are no way concerned in. 
Gentlemen are much miikken, if they imagine that the 
People of England trouble their Heads about it.^ 

The Queftion was then put upon Sir John Ruftiout's Mo- 
tion, and carry 'd in the Negative, by 195 to 104. 

Jan. 25. Mr Sandys mov'd, that the Inftrudions given to 
the Britifh Miniiler in Poland, Jnno 1729, might be laid be- 
fore the Houfe : He introduced the 4id Motion as follows :

• Ic is very well known. Sir, tha-t the late King of Po- 
land wits at that Time in a bad Stace of Health, fo bad» 
that eve a his Life was defpair'd of, and therefore %ve need 
not doubt, but that there were fome Meafures then laid, 
down for regulating, or at lea ft influencing the Ele^ion of 
a new King : As we had a Minifter there at that Time, it 
is as little to be doubted, but that we were at leaft confuhed, 
perhaps, by all Parties concefn*d ; we had a Right to inter* 
meddle, becaufe there are, I believe, fonie 1 reaties fub* 
filling between us and the Republick of Poland ; and we 
were certainly interclkd in that great Event, becaufe of 
the extensive Trade carry ^d on by our Subjects in that fruit- 

' fill Kingdom : *Tis true, the then King of Poland hsppen'd 
to live for a few Years after ; but it is probable, that the 
Mea fares then agreed on, were much the fame with thofe 
which have been fince purfu'd ; or at leail, that the Mca- 
fiires then concerted, very much influenced (oint of thofe 
Meafures which have been fince carry'd into Execution : 
For this Reafon, I Jhould be glad to fee, and I think it is 
abfolutcly neceflary for this Houfe to fee the Inftrudions* 
at lealt, that were fent to our Mintlkrs at that Time, be- 
fore we can determine any Thing as to the State in which 
we (knd at pre fen t, with refpeft to the War now unhap- 
pily begun in Europe ; and therefore I have taken the Li- 
berty to make yoa this Motion, which J hope the Houfe 
will agree to/ 

This Motion being fecondcd by Mr Chetwynd, a Debate Mr ci>etw)nj. 
cnfued, in which Mr Henry Pelham fpoke to this EIFtil ; 
Sir, 

* The Motion now made by the worthy Gentleman, can, Mr h. ptifuoi. 
in my Opinton^ bear but a very fliort Debate, For my own 

Part, I really think it a moft improper Motion, nor can 1 
apprehend what the Gendetnan means by going fo far back 
as the Year 1729. I do not, indeed, remember any Thing 
of the King of Poland's bad State of Health at that Xms i 
but let that be as k will, it is certain that if he w^as (hen 
uidifpored, he recoveied of that Indifpofition, and lived 2

Sir, as has been wifhed in a former Debate, that 
i7n-34^ ^ Gcntiemcn would be fo candid as to declare what they real* 
ly intend by fuch Motions as they fiave made of late : If 
they would once fairly tell what they mean, we might form 
fome Judgment, whether what they afked for was necefTary 
for attaining the Ends they propofe ; and in that Cafe, if 
'any Thing neceiTary or rea(onable ihonld be refufed them, 
they would phen have fome juft Ground of Complaint ; but 
thus to move, Day after Day, for all Letters, all Inftruc- 
tions, fent to his Majefty's Minifters at the ffcvcral Courts of

Mr H. Waipoic. Mr Horatio Walpde fjpolcc next. 
Sir, 
« After what has been faid by my honourable Friend, it 
may, perhaps, be thought that I give both this Houfe and 
myfcif unneceffary Trouble, in urging any thing farther a- 
^inft the Queftion now before us. If we (hould agree to 
this Motion, it would, in my Opinion, fhew a very great 
Difrefpedl to his Majeily ; for as his Majefty has horn the 
Throne affured us, that he had no Share in thofe Meafurcs 
wliich have occafioned the prefcot War, other than*by his 
good Offices ; and as this Motion, if it means any thing,, 
means to inilnuate that his Maiefty has had a Share in the 
late Tranlad^ions relating to the Eledion of a King of Po- 
land, our agreeing to it would plainly be to tell his Ma- 
jefty, that we fufpedl he has had a very great Share in thofe 
Meafures which gave occafion to the prefent War ; abd 
therefore.

ithTough his Territories to Italy ; or did they prophefy, ihac 
liie would join with France in declaring War againJl: the Em- 
ar ? Have any of them prophcfy'd, that the two ftrong 
Ports of Milan^ and Pixzighitone^ that might htve been r^- 
Ifcnably fuppofcd to have held out a Siege of five or fix 
''lonths, Ihould have been taken in a few Weeks ? In fhor^ 
Sir, they have pretended to foretel every Thing, and have 
ally foretold nothing ; Tve lately fcen a Pamphlet to thia 
Turpofe ; bw being a Digr^on from the Qucftion, I (hall 
'fay no more about it. As to the Motion itfelf» it appears 
to me in fach an odd Light, that I dare fay, the Gentleman

■!ioned Pamphlet?, brings to my Mind thfit I have lately 
fccn one, [ In titled, Ohfer^^thns *n the C^ndkH &fGrmiMn- 
iain^ m?ttir rtgixrd to the Ncgttiatiom nrfd <fther TranfaiHimM 
mhraad, 1719 ] which I believe I (hould not have read, had 
I not been told that my Name was mentioned in it. 'Tjs^true, 
that, about the Tlme5 mentioned in that Pamphlet, we were 
H^lfged to lit out fome Squadrons of Men of War ; and tho* 
^B thought myielf then old enoagh to be laid aftde, yet I had 
^■be Honour to be appointed by hrs MajeAy Commander 
Hlf ^smt of them ; With Qne gf thcfi^ Squadrgns I ^iJed ta 
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Aano 7. Gee. II. the Baltick, for the Relief of Sweden^ which was then in a 
very dangerous Situation, the Mufcovites having then a large 
Squadron at Sea, with which they were plundering and ra- 
vaging their -Coafls, at the fame Time that they were at- 
tacking tftem with a numerous Army by Land. The very 
News o( our fitting out fuch a Squadron for the Baltick had 
fo good an £ffe£l, that before I arrived at Stockholm, the 
Mufcovites had agreed to conclude a Peace with Sweden^ 
upon reafonable Terms ; fo that when I came to Stockholniy 
I was told by the Court, that they had no farther Occafion 
for our Fleet ; but the Fright the poor People were in, 
where I touched, and their Joy on the feeing our Fleet, wu 
a plain Demonftration of the Danger they thought them- 
felves in. ' I went afteirwards to the Coaft of Spain, [ In Dec. 
1726] with another Squadron, where I cruized, and looked 
out with all poflible Care for the Spanilh Flotilla, then ex- 
peded home ; they, indeed, had the good Fortune to efcape 
me ; but if the Gentleman who wrote that Pamphlet, knew 
the Place I was obliged to cruize in, and the only Place I 
could poifibly cruize in, for the intercepting of the Flotilla ; and 
if he knew the great Seas that roll there m the Winter-Time, 
he would not have had Occafion for long Nights, or foggy 
Weather, as a Reafon for my having mififed meeting with 
the Flotilla ; he would have known, that at that Time of 
the Year they might have paffed even within my View, 
without its being in my Power either to come up with 
them, or to fire a Gun at them : But Gentlemen often cen- 
lure other People's Adions, becaufe they know nothing of 
the Matter about what they take upon them to criti- 
cife. I have ferved as an Officer in the Navy ever fince 
the Revolution, and, I hope, I have hitherto ferved with- 
out the leaft Reproach : I am fure I have always endeavour- 
ed to ferve my Country to the utmoft of my Power ; and 
therefore, I hope, Gentlemen will take Care not to throw 
any Reflexions upon my Condu6l : But feme People feem 
to think, that, with our Squadrons, we may do what ever 
we plcafe, and that if a Squadron is fitted out we muft fight, 
whether there be any Occafion for it or no j 1 believe they 
think, that with the lail Squadron we had at Spithead, we 
ought to have foughc the Dutch, who came and joined us, 
rather than not to have fought at all ; but furely this, as it 
is a very monikous, cannot be a good Opinion : We may, 
perhaps, this Year fit out a Squadron, and pofiibly they too 
may go no farther than Spithead, they certainly will not, 
unlefs there be a Neceffity for proceeding farther ; but when 
all our Neighbours are fitting out Squadrons, and making 
great military Preparations, it would furely be very im- 
prudent

* But, Sir, to be altogether ferious, for the Subjeft i% 
really ef a very feMOHs Naisuie ; if Gentlemen have a 
Mind to do fomething for tke Safety of the Nation . in our 
prefeia mdancholy Cucumillancei, and feriou% to alk the 
Advice and AMance of Parliament, thofe Things that are

lieve, every Gendeman thinks the Author, or at leaft the 
fuppofed Author of that Pamphlet, is now fpcaking to you ; 
but I can freely declare^ that I am not the Author of it ; I 
have, indeed, read it ; and I believe the greateil Quarrel 
that Gendeman and his Friends have with it, is, that they 
do not know how to anfwer it. 

* The honourable Gentleman likewife mendoned the Cafp 
of a Patient and his Phyiiciah ; but I leave the World to 
judge, who moft deferve the Appellation of Quacks, they 
who have the proper Degrees, and pradife in a regular 
Manner 5 or that Gendeman's Friends,, who have been for 
fome Years paft difperfmg their Quack Bills round the Coun- 
try, exclaiming againft all thofe in the regular Pradlice, and 
endeavouring to perfuade People in good. Meakh that they 
are in a dangerous Condition ; and that if they do not im-( 
^mediately difcharge all their 'regular Phyfkians, and fwal- , 
low their Quack Powders, they muft inevitably periih. 

But, Sir, t^be ferious^ as the Gendeman faid, upon this 
Subject, tholSgh I cannot think that the Subjed now before 
«s is fo ierious as he would reprefent, if thoie Gendemen 
would fairly and openly enter into the Confideration of the 
State of the Nadon, I will defy that Gendeman, <»ARny 
other Gentlemen to fhew, that thoie in the Admmiilrafioii 
have a£ted ^ny Part, or entered into any Meafures, but what 
were, 'at the Time they were traniadbed, the rac/Si conMent 
with the Intereil of Great Britain of any that could then 
be thought of, orNcntered into. Gentlemen may give to the 
prefent Adminiffa^tioh the Name of a fhifting AdminKh-a- 
tion ; Gendemen may fay that they have wheeled abost 
from Court to Court ; but upon Inquiiy, it will appear, 
that they have never ihifted or wheded, but when the In- 
tereft of their Country required it ; and that if there hat 
been anyihifting or wheeling, it was always owing to a 
Change of the Meafures at other Courts : As long as any 
Power in Friendship or Alliance with us, condnued to a& 
agreeably to the Intereil of Great Britain, fo long we con- 
tinued hrm to them ; but when any of than began to enter 
into Mteafures which were direftly o|^pofitc to our Intereft; 
we then likewife changed our Meafuies, and had Recourfe- 
to other Powers, who, from that Moment^ became our more

* In fliort. Sir, 1 find, that thofe Gentlemen who call 
themfelvea PatriotSj haye laid this down as a fi^cM Principle, 
that they muil always oppofe thofe Meaiurcs which are re- 
folved on by the King's Mini Iters, and confequently niuft 
always endeavour to (hew that thofe Xjeafures are wrong ; 
and this. Sir, 1 take to be tlie only Reafbn why they have 
been as yet fo filenc as to a certain Subjefl, in which the 
Interetl of their Country is very much concerned : Their 
i.anguage at prefent is, as! fuppofe^ * Do not let m declare 

* our Opinion i let us wait 'till we know wlat Part the Mi- 
' nllby takes, and then let us endeavour to fhew that they 

* ought tolhave a£ted quite otherwife i If I may be allowed 
to uie a low Simile, they tn^t the Miniihy in the fame 
Way as I am treated by Ibme Gcaatlemcn of my Acqaain- 
tance, witii refped to my Drcfs ; if I am in plain Cbaths, 
tSen they iay, I am a flovenly, dirty Fellow ; and if by 
Chance I have a Suit of CloAths witli fomc Lace upon them» 
diey cry, what, fliall fuch an aukward FclJow wear fine 
Cloaths ?

As 
to the Digreflions which the Gentlemen have run into, I 
ihall no^ give the Houfe much Trouble about them ; and 
as to Arguments, the only two that I have heard made vfe 
of, or {o much as hinted at, againft the Queftion* are, that 
the agreeing to the Motion now made to us would be fhew- 
ing a Difrefpedl to his Majefty ; and, that if it ihould be 
agreed to, it could be of no Service; as to the giving us any 
Information about our preient Circumftances. 

' It is faid. Sir, that the agreeing to this Motion woulct 
be (hewing a DifrefpeC^ to his Majefty, becaufe it would be 
ihewing a Sort of Sufpicion, that his Majefty has had a 
Share in thofe Tranfadions which have given Occifion to' 
the prefent Wta ; though he has,- in his Speech from the 
Throne, declared, that he has had no Share in them. The 
Anfwer to this Obje6tion is plain ; we all know, it has al- 
ways been allowed in this Houfe, that Speeches from the 
Throne are the Speeches of the Minifter, and upon that 
Suppoiition it has always been thought, that neither this 
Houfe, nor any Member of this Houfe is guilty of any Dif- 
refpedt to his Majefty, in examining and canvafting with 
all poifible Freedom every Sentence of the Speech from the 
Throne ; even the Fads there afferted may be defly*d, and 
if upon Examination it (hould be found, that they are falfe, 
the Minifter ought and certainly would anfwer feverely for 
it. This is the very Cafe now before us : It is allowed on 
all Hands, that the Eledion of a King of Poland is the 
principal Caufe of the War now broke out in Europe ; and 
to tell us, that his Majefty has faid, that he has had no 
Share in that Tranfa^lion, and that therefore we muft not 
inquire into it, is a direct beggmg of the Qudlion : The' 
Minifters are the only Perfons we can fuppofe to have faid 
fo, and there are other Gentlemen who affirm, or, at leaft, 
fofpe^l the contrary : This is a Fadl then that is contiO-' 
verted ; this is the Fad which the Houie is to inquire into ; 
and when a Motion is made for having thofe Papers laid be- . 
fore us, which are neceffary for giving us fbme Lights into 
this Affair, ftiall Gentlemen be told, that fuch a Motion 
k improper, 1>ecaufe it is inconfiftent with that Refped 
which WQ hav&profefled for his Majefty, in our Addrefsof 
Thanks ? If this Houfe can be perfuaded to accept of fuch 
an Excufe, if a Majority, of this Houfe can be prevailed on 
to join in fuch a Method of Prb^eedine^ thofe Gentlwnen 
who can fo prevail upon them, may j£tt)w out as many 
Defiances as they pleafe : They are the fole Matters of all

> Light?, which may enable us to determme how this Nation 
ftands engager, wjth refpedi to the War now carrying on 
in Europe, iince the principal Reafon of that War h al- 
lowed to be founded upon the late Election of a King of 
Poland* Genttcmen may, if they pleafe, prcttfnd Ignorance, 

' but it n very ctrain, that the late King of Poland was in 
the Year 1729 in a very bad Condition, with refpeffe to 
bis Health, and therefore it feems certain, that fome Mea- 
fures mull have been concerted, relating to the then future 

I £le£lion ot a King of Poland ; whether we h^d any, and 
what Sliare in thofe Meafures, is what this Houfe now 
wants to inquire into, and to me it fecms as evident as any 
Demonibatian whatever, that the feeing of thofe Inftruc- 
tions is abfolutd)(rnecefrary for this End* 'Tis true* the 
King of Poland did recover a little, and did live for a few 
Years after, but he never was after that in a State of per-

Are not we Guarantees for 
All the Emperor's Rights and Pofleflions in Italy f Are not 
we Guarantees even for the Pragmatic k San^ion in its full 
Extent ? I beJieve we are under Engagements to every one 
of the Northern Powers i md I have heard, that we are 
under fymt Ecgagemests to tbe Court of France ; fo that

II. let ft WjOT bavc; brokc out between any two Powers in Eir- 
i7«-34' j^pg^ j^j ^jji jjg difficult to fliew, that wc ha4 no Hand in 
the Tranfaftions which gave Occafion to that ^^a^ ; upon 
the ooncrary^ I believe it will appear, . that each of them 
might have jufily made Demands upon us , and this, Sir^ 
is our prefent unhappy Sitqation : If this ihews great Wif- 
dom^ or regular ?n£dct, as the Gentleman was. pleafed to 
call it, in thofe at the Helm^f our Affairs, I leave to the 
World to judge : Wc have Ibeen running all over Europe, 
and enterii^ into Engagements with every Prince and State 
in Europe, and all this without any national Benefit in 
View, but generally 'to the great Detriment of our Domc- 
fiick Affairs, and often- to t^e great Interruption of our 
Trade in all Parts of the World ; and how probable ie 
may be, that the fame Wifdom, which has brought us into 
this Situation, will be able to extricate us out of it^ is a 
Queflion which may be eaiily refolved. 

* We were told. Sir, the £r& Day of the Seffion, thaH 
we were to concert Meafures, and to a£k in Conjunction 
with Powers who are under the fame Engagements with us, 
and have not. taken Part in the prefent War, more particu* 
larly the States General : But I would gladly know, if we 
have hitherto taken any ^neStep in Conjun^on with them ? 
Is it not well known that in moll Cafes we have lately made 
the firil Step by ourfelves, and then have, ^ with great Diffi* 
cnlty and Expence, prevailed on them to follow us^ which 
they never did, but upon their, own Terms, and under very- 
great Reftri^bons and Reiervations : They have now inideed, 
done fomcthing for their own Security, but what they have 
done wajSj, Ibeheve, done without any Thing of our Parti- 
cipation; they did not fomuch^ I believe^ as confult with 
us upon that Ijead, which reaUy looks as if they had fomc 
DiAruft of our Power^ or as if they thought they could not 
put aij^y Coxifidence in the Counfels of this Nation ; and if 
our moil natural Allies fhould once begin to harbour fuch an^ 
Opinion of us, we may then conclude, that there is no De- 
pendence to be had upon their Friend^ip or Alliance. 

* In ihort, Sir, if his. M^efty cxpcQs our Advice upon 
the prefent. State of the Affairs of Europe ; if his Majefly 
expe6ls the AfCllance of Parliament in the prefent Exigency 
9t Affairs, We mufl be informed how our A&irs ttand, 
before we can in a proper parliamentary Way give either 
our Advice or Affidance : It was with this View, and with 
this View only, that fome Papers have been already called 
for, which have indeed been refufed by a Majority ; it ia 
with this View only, that the Papers mentioned in the. Mo- 
tion now before us are aiked for, and if they likewife be re- 
fufed by a Majority, we may, perhaps^ give his Majeity

Sir Robert Walpole fpoke next. 
Sir, 

* I will agree with the honourable Gentleman who fpoke 
Jiaft, that the prefent Pofture of Affairs doet require, and 
Y%k Majcfly expels the Alfillance of Parliainent ; but I 
[ivjllfay, rhac the pre fen c iVIotion^ and fome fuch lately 
' made, had the Hoafe agreed to thcmj wouid have tended 

to increafe the preleut Troubles aiid Confafions Abroad, 
rather than to have given any real Affiilance either to oiir- 
felves or otljers, I believe, Sir» there is not a Court in 
Europe, whether engaged in the prcfent War, or other wif^, 
but expe£ted to have known by the i jth of this Month, 
what Part Great Britain was to have taken in the present 
War I as yet it remains unrefolv'd, or, at leaH, a Secret^ 
and it k the Lnterefl of Great Britain it ibould continue fo ; 
but fome Gentlemen ieein inclined not only to precipitate 
their Country into a Refoktion, but to publish chat Refo*^ 
lution, as foon as taken, to the whole World ; and which 
Side deferves moit the -Thanks of their Country, thofe who 
are for our coming to no Refolution *till we have fully ex- 
^amined the Circumilances of Affairs, and even then con- 
cealing our Refoiutions till we are jaft ready to carry them 
into Execution i or ihufe who are for our coming to a hally 
RefoJutLon, and immediately publiOiing it to the World 
that J our Enemies may have Time to provide againJl it, I 
leave to the World to judge. 

* Whatever other Qentlemen may think, it is my Opini-^ 
on, that our Simation is much better than can well be ex- 
peded i and whenever that Matter fliaU come to be exa- 
mined into, I believe it will appear, that our prefent Situa- 
tion is the very beil the Nation could poffibly be in, with 
relation lo tJie prefent Pofture of Affairs in Europe. The 
Gentleman who fpoke Lift, was pleafcd to mention the States 
of HoUaiid, and that they Jiad done fomething for their 
own Security ; 'tis true, they have done fomething, they 
have entered into a Treaty of Neutrality ; whereas we have 
remained entirely in a State of Inaflion ; but upon this very 
Account, I think, we are in a mucJi better Condition than 
they are, for by that Neutrality tliev have engaged not (o 
a£l at all, nor to concern themfelves in the prefent War ; we 
arc iHll at Liberty, and may, upon any Event, take that 
Part which fliall then appear to be moll for the Jntereil of 
Great Britain : Id this rhen our Ct^^fe k better than theirs, 
becaufc thcK are engaged by au exprefs Stipulation not to 
concrm tbcmfdvc^ in the prd'cnt War, whcreai wc arc un-

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AMo 7. ««>•"• dcr no Engagement, but that natural Obligation which lic^ 
I73J-J4. Upon gygiy Oountry not to concern themfelvea in any War, 
unlefs they find it for their Intereft fo to do. 

' I do not bdieve. Sir, that the States Genera], or any 
other foreign Power has lefs Trail in the Strength, or lefs 
Confidence in the Counfels of this Nation than they fbrmer- 
]y had ; but if it were fo, I (hould not wonder at it, when 
every Ppft tells them, that we are a divided Nation, and 
that there is no Dependence to be had upon our prefent 
Counfels, becaufe great Alterations are foon to happen, v^hich 
muft neceiTarily produce a thorough Change in all our pub- 
lick Meafures ; and upon this Confideration I leave it to 
every impartial Man to judge, if we are in any unhappy Si* 
tuation, who have contributed moft to it, thofe who have 
honellly and ^feithfolly ferved the Crown, or thoie who have 
made it their Bofinefs for fome Years, to do all that was in 
their Power to fliibefs every Meafure of his Majefty's Gth 
vemment ; and that too in Conjunftion with a Perfon who 
I believe will never be truAed by any Court in Europe. 

* His Majefiy, in his Speech from the Throne, has told 
OS, that he is not any Way engaged in the prefent War^ and 
that he will take Time to examine the Fa£b alledged on both 
Sides, before he comes to any Determination ; when he has 
done fo, it is not to be doubted, but that he will lay all the 
Informations he can get before his Parliament, and will take 
the Advice of Parliament, what Part the Nation ought to 
take in the then Conj unsure; why then (hould we endeavour 
to anticipate his Majelly's wife Defigns ? Why ihould wt ran 
headlong and plunge the Nation into a War, by joinmg ei* 
thcr one Side or other, before his Majefty has had any 
Time to examine into the Pofture of A&Lin abroad ? This 
feems, indeed, to be the View of fome Gentlemen ; but 
furely fuch a rafh Proceeding would rather increafe than 
diminifh the Unhappinefs of our prefent Situation ; and is 
very far from that Cbolnefs and Temper which ought to be 
fhewn, when the very Safety of our Country depends up- 
on the Prudence and Unanimity of our Refolutions. 

' An honourable Gentleman, Sir, who fpoke fome time 
ago, took indeed a great deal of Liberty in talking of Majo- 
rities of Parliament ; but I would have Gentlemen to know, 
that when they talk of fuch Majorities at prefent, they 
f|ieak of their Equals as Members of this Houfe, of their 
Equals on any Ground in England ; let Gentlemen but caft • 
their Eyes round the Houfe, and they will find a Number 
of Gentlemen fuperior to the higheft Number of their Mi- 
^rity, who can is little be fufpeded of Corruption, as any 
of thofe who generally appear upon the Minodty Side oT 
the QuefUon.

Mtaiwan. * It is very true, that the hcmourable Gentleman, Who 
jnade you this Motion, is not veiy apt to be difconrs^d, 
but however he may fUtter himfelf with Succels inhis pre^nt

ibrmer Motion, which the Houfe has already rejeded, thi^t 
I can fee no Reafon he has to exped, that the prefent itould 
have a different Fate. His Majeily has already told us, that 
he was no way engaged in the prefent War, nor had had 
any Share in thole Traniadions which gave Rife to it ; and 
therefore *tis not to be prefumed, that any Power eneagM 
has made any Application to him founded upon Treaties br 
other Engagements.

* It k well known, Sirj that in mod of the Engagements 
we have entered into with foreign Powers, it is left to ihe 
Choice of the Power we arc engaged with, to demand a Quo- 
la in a Squadron of Ships, a certain Sum of Money, or a 
certain Number of Troops ; and as we are to go Into a 
^ommittee upon the Supply on Monday next^ there is no- 
iking more re^fonable, £Jian that the Houfe Ihould be in- 
formed of what Demands have been made upon us, and 
Whether thofe Demands have been for Ships, Money^ or

jTnformation, it will be impoiUble for us to know how to 
come to fuch Refolutions, as may be moll for the Safety and 
jEIonour of the Nation.

Revenue^ which 
the Petition relates to, I believe, every Gentleman would 
willingly do fomething to prevent it, if poiTible ; but the 
Method, propofed by this Petition, appears really to me in 
A very ibrange Light : It has been found, they fay, that 
the Laws of Excife joined with the Laws of the Cufloms, 
have not been efFediual for preventing all thofe Frauds ; 
.and .therefore Genflemen propofe, that we ihould take off 
one of thefe Checks, and indeed, that which mull be ac- 
knowledged to be the moil efFe6lual of the two, in order to 
prevent Running for the future.

The Hearing of Compkinta from che Suhjedis, and the Re- 
dreiDng of Uieir Grievances^ I have always tindcrilood lo 
be a chief Part of the Bafinefi of Parliament i and I am 
forry to hear it faid in this Honfe, that any Time is im- 
proper for fiich a Confvleration^ efpeciaJly when it is not 
(o much M ptetended» that the Camplarnt^ are frivolous » or 
thttt the Pet ji toners are inconfidtf^ble. 

* The hono arable Gentlenian fpokc of our bemg on the 
Brink of a War, and therefore thought it unwifc i'or tis to 
attempt to do any Thing that might Icffen the pabljck Re- 
venue : 1 bcHeve no Gcntk-man in this Houits means to 
leiTen the publick Revenue ; the very End of the Motion 
now made is to endeavour famcthing that may increafe ihe 
publick Revenue, by preventing tliofe Frauda by wliit:h it 
is greatly diminifhed. The Gentleman allows, thjt the 
Lavvs of Excile and Cuiloms, when joined togetlicrj are 
ine&i^jal for preventing the running of Tea ; but thinks tt 
ftrangc, that the taking oiF one of thofe Checks ihculd be 
propofed as a Method for the preventing of running for the

* If Gertclemen will examine this Affair a littlep they will 
find, that by adding' the Laws of Excife to the Laws of 
the Cgftoms, they have neither giren a Check to Smng- 
gUng, nor increafed the publick Revenue, in Proportion fts 
the Confu nipt ion of that Commodity has mcreafcd of late 
Years within this Kingdom, In 1716, the Duty upoa 
Coffee and Tea amounted to but fixry odd thoufand Puunds ; 
From 1716 to 1724 that Duty continued fubje€t cmly to 
the Lhy^s of the Cufioms^ find yet fo greatly did our Con- 
fumplion increafe within that Time, that in the Year 1 7^5 
the Duty amounted to Tit,oool. near double the Sum in 
that fevcn Years which preceded the Alteration* This 
can be attnbetcd only to the Increafe of the Confumption, 
for It cannot be Taid, that the Cgtiom-Houfe Oflicer^ were 
more cKitft and diligent, or the Smugglers k($ ikilled in the 
Arts of Deceit in tiiat Year, than they had betn in any of 

" he former. 
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' In 7724, the famous Alteration now complained of 
was mai3e : Wc cannot (uppofc the Confumptlon has fincc 
dccreafed ; on the contrarjf, as Tea has been fold cheaper 
than ever it was before, we muft fuppofc that the Con- 
fumption has greaily increafed ; and as by this Alteration 
the unfair Traders were entirely put out of all their old 
Arts of Smuggling, or at leall of difpofing of their run 
Goods, we mull fuppofe the Duty increalbd, and accor- 
dingly it did (o till the Year 1729 > when it amounted to 
about 162^000!, But by that Time the Smugglers began 
to learn new Arcs of Deceit, and to contrive new Ways of 
defmuding the Publick ; fo that fi nee the Year 1729, the 
Duty has been decre^ifmg, and is now reduced to lefs than 
J iOjOOO 1. /fr Annum. From hence it muil appear^ that 
the Publick hits not gained much by the Alteration of the 
Method of Colieflion, which lies fo heavy on all the Dealers 
in that Commodity* 

* It is certain, that this Decreafe in the publiclt Revenue 
fincc the Year 17 29* cannot, be owing to any Decreafe in 
the Confumption of that Comroodity ; for it Is of late Years 
fold fo cheap, that the very meanell of the People make «fe 
of it. A poor Woman of my Neighbourhood, for whom 
J had ibme Time before procured twelve- pence per Week 
Charity, acknowledged to me, that fhe had Tea every 
Morning for her BreakfaJI, and faid that, except Water, it 
was the cheapeit Drink ihe could get ; and therefore, as 
the Confumption muft be much larger, and the Produce of 
the Duty very little fuperior now to what it it was in the 
Year 1723, we muft conclude, the Alteration now com- 
plained of has rather increafed than diminifhed Smuggling. 

t The honourable Gentleman Ihould not have faid it was 
propofed to leilen the publick Revenue, or to take off any 
of thofe Checks which have been laid upon Smuggling ; 
there has not been any Thing propofed, nor is it proper 
there fhould, until we go into the Committee moved for, 
which I have Reafon to believe the Houfe will agree to^ 
becaufe I have not yet heard any one Argument offered 
againft it, but only of its not being now a proper Timc- 
This indeed has been aimoll the only Argument made ufc

I am iurprb'd to hear it pretended that 
no Argument has been offered ag^bft the Motion* but that 
>flf its not being a proper Time ; have not Gentlemen been 
told. Is it not weLi known that this is thelafl Seffion of a Far- 
liameiit» which muft altvays be pretty much hurried ? And 
therefore it is not proper to bring before ua an Affkir of fuch 
a complicated Nature, and which will require fo much 
Time to fearch throughly to the Boitom of the Wound^ 
before we can fo much as pretend to apply, or even to find 
out a proper Remedy. 

* Docs not every Man know^ that the prcfent Pofture of 
Affairs in Europe m;iy probably bring Matters of much 
grater Importance before us. Matters of the highell CoU' 
fequence to the whole Nntion ? Shall we then take up the 
Ihort Tims we have to fif> in the Examination of AiEiirs re- 
lating to one fmall Branch of the Revenue, the delaying of 
which until another Seiiion, can be pf no lignal Difad vantage 
to the Nation in general, m even to any private Man > \Vc 
ou^ht to be the more cautious of entering into the Exami- 
nation of this Petition, bccaufe it may bring before us a 
great many fuch : Several Sorts of other Commodities are 
fubjcd to the Laws of Excife ; if we once enter upon giving 
Relief to the Petitioners, we may exped Petitions from the 
Dealers in all thofc other Commodities. 

* The Gentleman who fpoke lall has, I find, been at the' 
Pains to confider the Amount of the Duty upon Tea, for 
feven Years before and feven Years after the Alteration in 
the Method of coiled ing it i and I agree with him, that in 
tbb laji Year the Produce amounted to no more than 
1 20,000 L But I muil take Notice^ that his Method of 
comparing the one wkh the other is neither fair nor juft : 
He has, out of the Time before that Aheration was made*

* I appeal to every Gentleman that hears me, if the fair 
Way of ftating tbii Matter is not, to compute the Amount 
of the Duty for feven Year* before, in order to fix a Me* 
dium for that feven Years ; and next to compute the Amount 

^|br feven Years after, in order to fix a Medium for that 
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Aim^ 7- Get. a Tim<j, and then to compare the Mediums together. Ac- 
!_';"'-,, y cording to this Method it will be fqund, that the publick 
Revenue has been increaied above 34,000!. fer Annum, Be- 
£des this, the Gentleman forgot to mention Seizures, which 
in this Cafe ought to be taken Notice of, and added to the 
yearly Increafe ; by them it will be found there is an Ad- 
dition of 20,000 L a Year more made to the publick Re- 
venue, which in the whole amounts to 54,000 1. a Year; 
an Increafe, which I believe no Gentleman in this Houfe 
will think inconfiderable ; nor. ought we to go rafhly into 
the changing of that Method, by which this Increafe has 
been made, efpecially when we are at leail in Danger of - 
being upon the Brink qf a War, as has been hinted by my 
honourable Friend. 

* I allow the Praftice of running Tea is a L^fi to the 
Publick, and an Injury to the fair Trader, and is come to a 
. very great Heighth of late ; but the Manner of carrying it 
on is very different from what it was. The Smugglers now 
travel 30 or 40 together, well armed and provided for a 
defperate Defence ; they carry their Goods from Houfe to 
Houfe, and adually murder the King's Officers : This dan- 

f^rous Method they have been reduced to by the Laws of 
xcife, and will any Gentleman defire to have that Check 
removed, which has laid them under fo great Difficulties ? 

' Gentlemen fay. Arguments are not offered againft what 
fihey propofe, or at lead only fuch ^s are general ; but, ] 
think, it has always been the Cuftom, when any thing new 
is offered, thofe wha are for it give their Reafbns, and if 
thofe Reafons cannot be fufficiently anfwered, the Houlhi 
then agrees with the Motion. Now I wi0i thofe Gentlemen 
\yould give us fome particular Argument in Support of what 
they propofe, agree upon fome particular Fa6b, and then tl» 
Gentlemen, who feem to be of a contrary Opinion, would bo 
able to debate the Queilion fairly with them ; but fince the^ 
have not been able to agree on any Fafls, or to give us any 
particular Reafons for referring this Petition to a. Comsoilh* 
tee, I mufl conclude that even they themfelves are not pre- 
pared for taking it into Confidexation ; therefore I hope 'v^ 
will be ordered to lye on the Table.'

were now in a Committee upon the Petition ; but as the o»- 
]y Quei^ion before U3 is, whether or no we fhall: go into ai 
Committee, I cannot think, that it is cither proper -or rea- 
fonable. It is acknowledged, jtbat the PraAice of Smuggling^ 
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defjjedt but that all thoi<? who are fubjed to tbe Law* 
f Ejicift are under a great many Iwconveniences, which 
leij" f ellow^Subjetb not liable to iuch Laws are frtc from : 
J a alone ought to be a fufficient Inducement for us to 
into a Commit cee ; for in moll Cifes Petitioners* who 
«Jmpkin of Grievances, are to prove the Fads they allcdge 
before the Committee; and Petitioners are generally re- 
irred to Committees upon Stiggeiiions only of Giievances, 
hich ought to be redreffed ; but the Cafe now before 
yxs is much rtronger^ the Fads alledgM by the Petitio- 
ners are allowed to be true, and the Grievances complain- 
ed of fueh as Ought to be redrcfled ; yet ibmc Gentlemen 
arc againJl fo much as taking their Petition into Confide* 
tion. If this be treating our Fellow-Subjeds as they 
«mght to bev I leave to the wliole World to judge ; but^ up- 
Qi£i the prefentxng a Petition, and upon a Debate whether 
that Petition ought to be referred to a Committee, to deilrc 
Gentlemen to agree upon particular Fads, efpecially when 
the Fad.^ mull ail be fucTi as cannot be known to any but 
thole in the Management of the public k Revenue, is really 
unreafoQable : Tt is defmng Gentlemen to agree upon Fads 
which it is impoiablc for them to know, 'till they can in % 
proptr Wjy have an Opportunity to inquire Into them. If 
the Haufe ihoiiid agree to go into a Committee upon this 
'^etiiion, I do not doubt but fuch Papers wIK be called for, 
will make it appear by undeniikble Matters of Fad, that 
t only ihe Petitioners ought to be relieved, but that fomc- 
thin 01 mi^il be done for putting an End to the iufamout 
Pradice oiF Smuggling : So thtt our not being able at prefent 
to iix upon any particular Fadi, k fo far from being a Rea- 
fon againft, that It is a ftrong Reafon for our referring this 
Petition to the Confideration of a Committee, The Peti- 
*nCTa have very juJi Grounds to hope this Houfe will take 
' from them thofc Shackles, we moll jurtly rcfufed to put 
ipon the Dealers in Wine and Tobacco : They have a& good 
Title to all the Liberties and Privileges of Engl ifhmen at 
y other Subjeds* and I can fee no Reafon for dillinguini- 
ig them from the rcil of their Countrj'men, In the prefent 
^afe Gentlemen need not be afraid of making a Precedent, 
id Jsying a Foundr.tion for a great many Petitions ; there 
c no Dealers in England followed by the Laws of Extifc 
the Dealers in Tea are, except only the Dealers in Bran- 
\y i therefore, the givinij Ear to the he^vy and jull Com- 
laints of the Petitioners, can lay no Foundation for a Mul- 
itude of Petitions being brought in upon us from t!tc Dealers 
tn other Commodities j for tho^ there are other Cosnniodi- 
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ties fubjeft to the Laws of Excifc, yet thofc go no far iBcr 

tlian the firft Manufafturer ; they do not follow the Commo* 
dtty into the little Shops and Cellars of every petty Retailer. 
Gentlemen tell us, that we are to have Matters of much grea- 
ter Weight before us, which require a more immediate Conii- 
deration, and which will take up the whole of that (hortlfime 
we have to be fogether. I know nothing of greater Wright 
than that of effedlually fecuring the pubbck Revenue, encou* 
raging the fair Trader, and relieving our Fellow^Subjefts 
from tb« Grievances they labour under ; and I wifh the Gea- 
tlemen wonld inform the Houfcy what it is they think a Mat- 
ter of much greater Weight, I am fure, if we arc upon the 
Brink of a War, it renders it much the more nece/lary for 
us to take the Petition into our Confide rat ion ; As the War 
can be fupported on!y by the publick Revenue, if we are In 
fuch Danger, It Is the more incumbent upon us to cake aU 
poJTible Methods to fe cure and increafe that Revenue 1 and 
as in time of War the fair Trader labours under many Dif- 
couragements abroad » it will become the more neeefTary to 
take cAre that he fhaK labour under as few as pofTible at 
home ; and if we are threatened with a War^ it is the Bafi- 
nefs of this Houfe, and of ^vtry Man who vvifhes well to 
the prefcnt Eiiabliflimcnt, to be more diligent than ufual in 
concilbting the Minds of the People to his Majcfty's Govern- 
ment, which can only be done by removing their Grievan- 
ces as foon as we hear them : Thus, every Argument that 
has been offered againft going into a Committee, when dvrly 
confidered, appears to be a itrong Argument in Favour of 
the Motion ; therefore, unlefs fome more weighty Arguments 
be offered, I am perfuaded the Houfe will not rejeft it.* 

Mr Philips Gibbon fpokc next : 
Sir, 

* I fland up to agree with my worthy Friend, in the Mo* 
tion he made for referring this Petition to a Committee of 
the whole Houfe i and a? I have not yet heard any one Ar- 
gument againft it, I ihall not take up much of your Time* 
I have indeed heard Gentlemen argue again ft what they 
imagine may be propofed when we go into it, which to me 
feems a very prepofterous Way of arguing ; they firft form 
to themfelves hideous Nf^tlons of what is to be propfed in 
that Committee, and from thence they refolve to be againft 
going into any fuch Committee, X would be as unwilling, 
a? any tjentleman in this Houfe, to do any thing at the pre- 
fer! t J unsure ftir leficning the publtck Revenue, and I am 
far from believing any fuch Thing is intended to be pro* 
pofcd ; yet if 1 did believe it, I fhould be willing to hear 
whst Gentlemen had to fay upon that Head, and therefore 
would not be ^gainjt giving them an Opportunitj^, efpedally 
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in a Cafe every Man allows to lland very much in Need 6f 
Icdrcfs. 

I am of Opinion, thofe Gentlemen who fhew fo very

no great Gainer by the AlEeration fome Tim'e ago made in

now to be entirely altered ; Gentlemen find Time enough 

to load the Nation wkh many and heavy Tastes, but can

Mafter of : 1 wonder how, after fuch a Declaration, 

liey can with Confidence look their ConHituents in the 

t^ace, hr lefs expeft that they rtiould again do them the 

lonour to fend tliem hither. Thofe Gentlemen really talk 

of this Houfe, as if they looked on it as a Regillcr for 

Taxes, and as if we had nothing to do here but to grant to 

the Crown what Sums the MiniJkrs fhould pleafe to call 

for ; I liope, we are not yet come to fuch a low Pafs ; I 

^^^have ftiU a better Opinion of this Houfe than to believe, that 

^bou will reje^l a Motion fo reafonable and fo tiecefTary.'*

■ Sir, 

^^ ' I am fo fcnfible of the Grievances of the Petitioners, 
and the Necefllty of doing fome thing to put a Stop to that 
growing Evil of Smuggling, that I have been in Expefta- 
tion of this Petition ever fmce the Selhon began. The 
Time I fpent in the Country, during the lail Recefs of Par- 
Jiament, happened to be where I had Occafion to fee a great 
deal of that infamous Pra6lice ; (o that if there was no 
other Motive for going into the Committee propofed, thaa 
that of endeavouring to do fomething to prevent Smuggling, 
tiiat a lone with me wouU be t prevailing Motive i and for 
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thit Reafon I am fiirprb'd to fe« the Motion oppofed by 
nny Gentleman ; mach more oy tliofe Gentlemen, who moil 
know much moie cha^ I do of the great Increafe and fatal 
EWcOis of this mfemoiis Pj*a£tke. In the County of Suiiblk, 
the Smugglers went abotit m fuch formidable Bodies^ that 
if fomething is not dmie to put a Stop to it, they may foon 
threaten Danger eren to our Civil Goverr^meiic : I have of- 
ten met them in Gangs of 40 or 50 together all fo weU 
mounted, that even the Dragoons could not; come up with 
them ; and they give fucli excclTive Wages to the Men that 
will engage with them, that the Landed intereil fuffei's con- 
iiderably by it : The common Price of a Day's Labour itir 
that Country is already got up to 18 d. and, even at that 
Price, it is with great Dilficulty that the Farmers can gee 
Labourers ; and huw can it be othtTwife ? For all the young 
clever Fellows of the County are employed by the Smug- 
glers i from them they have half a Grown a Day while th^ 
wait upon the Sen-CoaA for the kndJng of the Goods, and 
as foon as the Goodsi are landed, and they mount on Horfe- 
back to go about the Country to difpofe of them, they have 
a Guinea a D ly, and ?tre well enterCimed during their At- 
tendance : Thus they iind a much caficr and more profitable 
Employment than any they can have from the Farmer, and 
while they are thus cm ployed, all Improvements of Land 
muil remain in Sufpence. Gentlemen may talk of the great 
Check put upon Smuggling, by tlic joining of the Laws of 
Excifc to the Liiws of the Cuftoms, but they mull allow chat 
that Projcfl, from which fo much Benefit was expcifted, has 
proved altogether meffl'^ual ; and I am afraid, that all other 
Methods will prove ineflrfturi!, as long as the Duty is fo 
high, and fo much Advantage to be got by running. In 
that Part of the Country where I was. Tea is generally 
fold by Retailers in their Shops, at 5 s, a Pound ; and as 
we mail fuppofe the Importer to have a Profit upon Impor- 
tation, and as the Duty amounts to above 4 s, 9 d. a Pounds 
I leave Gentlemen to judge whether it h polfible, 10 Ml 
fay Retail at 5 s. f^r Pound any Tea^ upon which the Duty 
has been honelUy paid. It is eafy to guefs whence all this 
Tea cpmes ; the Smugglers buy it in Holland, at z s* per 
Pound, and from thcRce run it into this Country 1 the 
Dutch buy it in the Eall- Indies at 6d. per Pound, fo that 
this Nation pays the Dutch i s. 6 6. per Found for the Car- 
riage. This muft be a valt f^fs to the Natron, and cer- 
tainly fo great en Ad\*antage to Holland, that J am fure, if 
there were now a Dutch Minilter in our Gdlery, he would 
be extremely pleafcd to hear this Motion rejeaed ; and 
would not fail to acqijaint the States General^ how much 
the Intcrdl of Holland had, by fome Gentlemen In a Britllh 
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Houfe of Commons, been preitrred to tHae of Great Bri- 
tain 1 am amnzed to find that fome Gentlemen do not fee 
how much the Kevenue fuffers by the Praflke of Smugglings 
and tho' I do not expefl that they ihould take any great 
Care of the SubjeO, yet I hope they will take fome Care 
of the publick Revenue, ftncc they have the fingering and 
lanaging of it* Upon the whole, I mull fay^ if we have 
*y Regard for the Subjeds in general, for the Trade of 
this Nation, for the publick Revenae, far the landed lute* 
rcrt, particularly the Tillage ; we certainly muft agree to go 
into this Committee ; I am fare nothing more worthy of our

* I cannot fay, indeed, with the Gentleman who fpokc 
lafl^ that I have been in daily Expefbdon of this Petition i 
on the contrary, I was in Hopes, as the Senfe of this Houfe 
had been taken t^pon k lail Se^ion, the Petitioners would 
bave chofen a more proper Time for renewing their Re* 
queil, than when we are upon the Brink of a War. Our 
Situation is at preftnt fuch^ that to do any Thing which 
might poffibly lefTen the publick Revenue, would be lifting 
other wife than this Houfe ought to do j the pre fen ting it at 
fuch a critical Jundure, feems really done with no other 
View, but that of reviving tltok Clamours and DiJlurbauces, 
which were htcty fo artfully tHrred up over the whole 
Kingdom, It is impoHib^e to talk either for or ag^Inll com- 
mitting a Petition, without entering fomc way into the Me- 
rits of it, and into what may be expected to be done in that 
Committee : In this, if there is any Irregularity, the Gen- 
lemen who have fpoke for referring the Petition to a Com- 
ittee, have been as guilty as thofe who fpokc againll it 3 
t in my Opinion, there is nothing more proper to be con- 
er'd at prefentp than whether or no there can polTibly be 
y Thing propofed in tJiat Committee, for rcdreffing the 
fievancc^ complained of in the Petition ; for It^ no pre- 
t Rcdrefi can be thought of, it would not be very con- 
ilent wiMi the Dignity of this Houfe, to go into a Com- 
ittec upon any Affair, only to ftare at one another, and 
then to break up wjthout hearing any .Thing propofed, or 
coming to anyone Refolutiouj and as yet I kive heani 
thing mentioned, nor fo much as hinted at for us to do 
that Committee, but what might probably diminiih the 
publick Revenue, which is a Risque we ought not to run 
prefent. I am very fenfiblc of the great Enormities com- 
it ted by the Smugglers, efpecially in the adjacent Cotm* 
\€A. The open and outrageoui Manner iji which thry carry 
Vol, Di. H on 
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Anno r n«o. II. on thalr Frauds is well known ; but that Method of Smug- 
gling is much more expeniive, difficult, and dangerous^ 
3um the private Way they had of carrying on that Pradlice^ 
before the Laws of the Excife were joined to thofe of the 
Cufconis ; it is likewife well known, how many Seizures 
have .lately been made, and how many of thofe Smu^Ien 
have been quite ruined and undone ; this muft neceluirily 
difcourage 'any new Undertakers in that .Way, and will cer- 
tainly put an End to the Practice. I fhall not now pretend 
to fay, what Increafe has been made to the publick Re- 
venue, by fubjtdling Tea, Coffee, and Chocolate to the 
Laws of Excife, but it is certain that Branch of the Revenue 
has been iince that Time increafed, and I cannot think but 
there was more Smuggling before than fince that Alteration 
was • made ; there were not indeed (o many Seizures made 
before, nor was Smuggling formerly carried on in fo opei^ 
or fo violent a Manner ; fo that it has iince made a great 
deal more Noife, and from thence moll People condude, 
faJiely I believe, that Smuggling has lately increafed. 

* It is true,moft of thofe Tiimgsnow under the Laws of Ex- 
cife, are not fo much followed after as Tea, which indeed makes 
a DiiFerence as to the Number of Perfons who arc thereby 
fubjedled to the Excife Laws : But as to thofe who, by their 
being Manufacturers of fuch other Commodities, arefubjeded 
to fuch Laws, they certainly have as much Reafon to com- 
plain of Grievances, as the Dealers in Coffee and Tea can 
polTibly have ; and therefore they have as good Reafon to 
apply to Parliament for Relief. Have not the Malftcrs, 
Brewers, Soap-boilers, and a great many others, as good a 
Title to all the Liberties and Privileges of Engliihmen, as 
the Dealers in Coffee and Tea, or any other Subjefts f 
And the Rcaibn for diftinguiihing both from the reft of their 
Countrymen is, becaufe the publick Utility and the Nature 
of their Bufinefs, make it abfolutely neceffary to do fb : If 
we then take the Cafe of the Petitioners into our Confide- 
ration, can we expe^ but all the other Sorts of Traders, 
who arc, or imagine themfelves in the fame Circumftances, 
will not apply to us for Relief? And will it be coniiftent 
with the Juilice of Parliament, not to take their Cafes under 
our Confideration, as well as the Cafe of the Petitioners ? 
1'hus fhall we open a Door for a great deal more Buiinefs^ 
than we ihall have Time to difpatch in this Seflion or in 
this Parliament.

No, tliey can- 
no: be fo much as fiifpefted of having any fuch Dclign ; 
but if the prefent Motion be rejefcd, it will, and it ought 
to revive thofe Clamours, and renew ihofe Difturbances^ 
which were laH Year moft juftly raifed over the whole King- 
dom* by a moft wicked Scheme which was propofed in this 
Houfe : The Nation will from thence moll juUly conclude^ 
that the Scheme then fet on Foot is not yet laid afide j they 
will have Renfon to fearjthat an honourable Gentleman may 
perhaps be able to perfuade Gentlemen, at the Beginning of 
a Seven Year's Parliament, to agree to t1»at wicked Scheme, 
which he could not perfuade them to agree to immediately 
before a new Eledion. If our Fellow-Subjeds were intirely 
relieved from the Oppreffion of Excife-Lawa, it might not 
perhaps be fo cafy to fajddle us with them aga.in ; but the 
Gentleman is refolved to preferve this as a Neft-Egg, as a 
Foundation to build on, whenfoever he has a Mind to take 
up again his favourite Scheme. Gentlemen fcem to be in 
a Fright, as if the publick Revenue were to be diminifhed 
or uken away ; but I am convinced their Fears are ground- 
lefs : All that is defired h, that we would go into a Com- 
mittee, that we would take the Affair once ferlouHy into our 
Conftdcration, to fee if any Thing can be done moreeffrc- 
tually to fecure the publick Revenue than it is at prefent, 
ami at the fame time to grant fome Relief to thofe who pe- 
tition for it, and have a Right to expefl it. Thb will giYC 
us a Title to return to our Conl^ituents with fome Confi- 
dence i and r can fee no Reafon wKy we Iho^id leave to an^ 
future Parliament the Hoaour of doing a Work, which will 
be of fuch figaal Service to tlielr Country and to their Fel- 
low- Subjc£b :'*TIie Grievance now complained of was, 
without doubt, tlie Fomdation of that wicked Scheme which 
we had la ft Year before us ; and I am convinced, no Gen- 
iJcinan who had th« HdROtir gf Cfpofjug that Scheme, will 
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_ se to the rcjeftmg of the prefrnt Motion ; otherwifc tHc ^^nojj cm. il 

MHoufe mull be much changed from what itwaswhcaan 
lionourable Genckmgn, on teeing the Minority daJly in- 
Ire^e^ and die Majority fickcn nway, was at I aft brc'dp 
jfimoii with Tears in his Eyes^ to give up his favourite 
Child, of whom hefeenied to have a moft extraordinary O* 
pinion, when he fatd, ' That Gentlemen, who envied hira 

* other Things, would fomc Bay or other envy him the 

* Honour of that Project.* I am perfuaded he Hill enter- 
tains the fame good Opinion of it, and waits only for & 
proper Opporttmity to renew it ; for which Reafon he is un- 
willing that we (hould go into fuch a Committee as is now 
propoied, Icfl we fhodd fa p all the Foundations of any fu-

I To thh Sir Robert Walpolc replied. 

^ Sir, 

^H 'If I were to follow the Gentleman, who fpoke lafl, StrR.wjUfoi^ 

l^iu all lie has faid, I mufl intirely negled the Queflion 
before us ; but of la:e it has become lo fsi^ionable for 
Gentlemen to mn away from the Queiiion, and fay every 
Thing thtir Fancies fuggelt to them, that it is impoffible tQ 
give th<;m any Anfwer, and keep to the Order of Debate, 
I cannot comprehend how 1 come to be any way perfbnally 
concerned m the prefenc Quertionj yet moll of what the Gen- 
tleman faid feemed in a particular Manner to be direded at 
me, which indeed is a Sabjeft I always fpeak to with the- 
greatcl^ Un^villingners, as it is very little worthy the Atten- 
tion of this Honfe. As to thofe Clamours which were latclvp 

f or have at any other Time been raifcd without Doors, I 
know that all che means haman IndoJlry was capable oi^ 
liave been employed to raifc Clamour againll me in all Parts 
of the Kingdom ; btit it is my Happinefa, that after ten 
Years Endeavours for that Purpofe, no Objedion could ever 
be made to iriy Condu£t, except what proceeded from fomc* 
thing I had propofcd or moved for in this Houfc, I am 
not confcious to inyfelf that I ever propofed any Thing In 
this Houfe, but what I thought confiitent with my Duty, as 
a Member of this Houfe, as a good Subjcd^ and as a Ser- 
vant to the Crown ; and in fuch Cafe, Gentlemen may talk 
of the Privitrges of Parliament, and of the Freedom of 
Debate in this Houfe, but if what a Man fays is to be 
mifrtprcfented, and Clamours raifed againft him without 
Doors, for what he honeilly and fairly pfopofesp or gives as 
bis Opinion in this Houfe, I muil leave to the Houie to judge^ 
what their Privil^es may in Time come to. As to die v\ icked 
Scheme, a? the Gentleman was plea fed to tail it, ivhith lis 
would perfuade Gentlemen, is not yet laid afide^ I, for my 
own Part, can afurc thi* Hoafe, I am not fo mad as ev4;ragam 
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to engige m iny Thing that looks like an Excife^ tho' In mjr 
own private Opinion 1 ilill think it was a Scheme, that woiild 
have tende^l very fnuch £o the later ell of the Nation, and I 
am convinced that all the Clamours vvithout Doors, and a 
great Part of the Oppofttion h met with every where, was 
founded iipon artful Fallhoods, Mifrcpre fen ta( ions, and Infi- 
u nations that fuch Things were intended, as had never enter- 
ed into the Thoughts uf any Man £ am aoj minted with. 

I will now try, if I may be allowed to fpeak a few Words to 
the Queilion now before us, bnt mult firft take Notice, tha£ 
I do not remember any Promife made laJl Seflion, that this 
Petition fliouid be taken into Confide ration in this Seffion ; 
nor do I know any Perfon that could make fuch Promife, or 
that can now fay it fliall be conftder*d of next Seflion. I 
am fare f never made any fuch Promife i but I believe any^ 
Gentleman may fay, ^that the next Parliament may, if they 
pleafe^^ take the A^ir into their Confideration ; and I think 
jt is an AiFair of fuch Confequence, that it will be more 
proper to enter upon it in the Beginning of a new Parlia* 
Jnent, than at the very Clofe of En oM one. It ha^ been 
pretended, that the j\ltcratba made fome Years ago, as to 
the Method of coUefting the Duties on Tea, has not pre- 
vented the running of that Commodity, nor increafed the 
Revenue in Proportion to tiic fncreafe of the Confumption i 
to prove this. Gentlemen have been plea fed to make Com- 
putations, but, as was before obfcrved, they took a N^ty un- 
fair Method. As to the Running of Tea, the AlDeratioti 
made has not indeed entirely prevented it, but I am fure 
It has made Running a great deal more expeniive and dan- 
gerous I therefore one may with a great deal of Probabilitjr 
concltide, that no fuch large Quantities of Tea have been 
run fmce the late Alteration was made, as there were before 
that Time ; or at leaft it may be faid, chat as all Sons of 
Teas are now fold much cheaper abnoad than they were lor* 
mcrly, and all our Sm^^gglers are become more cunning, and 
tnore bold and defperatc, a great deal more of that Commo- 
dity would have been run in upon us, if that Alteration m 
collefling the Duty had not tween feafonably made. As to 
the Incrcafe of the publick Revenue, if Gentlemen will take 
ibit Branch of it at a Medium for feven Years before and 
^even Years after the Alteration, I beHevc it would be found 
to have been a growing Revenue from that Time 'till the 
Year 1729, when indeed it began to decreafe \ but that was 
not owing to the new Arts found out hy the Smugglers, but 
tn the Increafe of their Profits by Smuggling ; for in that 
Year the Dutch had four Ship* at China, and the French had 
fiur more, by which they imported fo great Quantities of 
Tftn, txA were obCged co fell it fo cheap, that they not on- 
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\f f applied tK(>f€ Places we formerly ufed to fopply , but 
greaKT Quantises of it were run in upon us^ becaufe the In- 
creafe of the Difference between the Price of that Commodi- 
ty Abroad and the Price here> confiderably increafed the 
Profits to be got by Riinning, which made the old Smugglers 
run greater Risks, and engaged a great many new Adven- 
turers in that pernicious Trade ; and this h the true Caufc 
why that Branch of our publick Re?enue b^n then to de- 
creafe ; but if the former Method of coUcfiing that Duty 
kid been then in ufe, it would have deareafed much more 
confiderably ; tjay, I do not know but it might have almoft 
intirety vanished. Another Miikke which Gentlemen hav« 
fallen into is> they have, as to the Produce of this Bnnck 
of the Revenue for lalt Year, forgot to make any Allowan- 
ces for the large Quantities now in tlie Warchoufes of the 
EaU-fndia Company, which muft all pay Duty before it can 
be removed in order to be fold for Home^ConfLmiption ; fo 
that to pick out any one Year for determioing the Amount 
of that Pan of the publick Revenue, if a very fallacious Wajr 
of computing, bccaufe it intircly depends upon the Salei 
which the Eail-India Company nre pleafed to make, and not 
upon the Quantity that is confumed within the Kingdom for 
that Year, and yet GentJemen have been fo candid, as to 
pick out this lall Year, when the Produce was lefs than it 
has been tn any one Year fmcc the AlteraEion was made, in or- 
der to compare it with the Year immediately prececding the 
Alteration, when the Produce was higher than it had ever 
been before ; and for this plain Reafon, becaule^ when that 
Alteration began to be talked of, every Body imagined, that 
it would inhance the Price of Tea, and therefore mod pri- 
vate Families laid in g^at Stocks of Tea, before the Altera- 
tion took Place. When Gentlemen talk of going into Com- 
mittees to coniider of taking the Duties off of any Commo- 
dity, they do not furely reflcd, that it would be entering 
into an Aiikir which requires the mofl mature Confiderati* 
cm ; there are many other Duties which oughc to be lowered 
or taken off, if it were poffible i and if we weie to go into 
fuch a Committee, I do not know but it might be Btought 
more reafonable by many Gentlemen touke off the Duty oh 
Sc^p and Candles, than to take cff, or even to lower the 
Duty now payable upon Coffee and IVa ; but thefe are Con- 
fiJcrations whkh I cannot think proper to be entered upon 
in the laH Seflion of a Parliament ; therefore I mull be agamJl 
the prdent Motion, whatever Ufe may be njade of putting 
% Nrg;itivc upon It : The rc]c£ling of it mny perhaps m made 
Ufe of by fome Gentlemen to ra lie new cLmours, and to 
incrcafe the Number of Cockades* with the fine Motto of 
If^tm, lFt$}irt}t, mdn^Stfd/i % but whatever Hope^ may 
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be c6n€cived from fuch low Artifices, T entertain no Fcari 
about them, nor (liall they ever deter me from declariog my 
Sendmenis freely upon an/ Subjed that comes before lhi» 
Houfe." 

Hereupon the Speaker rofe up, and faid, 

Gentkmen, 

IT jV fto Bujtnefs of mitte io £tppmr &n either Side of ih§ 
^uefltQn : Bui ii is my Duty t& fake N&iice^ njt^hun Gen- 
iiemtn an dlfirdetiy* ^hsre is n&thijfg mere irregular thaM 
Jhr G^tfiemefi to h$ per final in their Dthuiit^ or to menitoH 
any Thing that b£is heea /aid in a. fgrfmr Se£i&n of Pariia-' 
minti or cv€n ^nfy the njiry Day hffori. 

Upon this Mr Palteney ftood up again, and faid, 
Mr Speaker, 

* It is certain there is nothiirg hi ore irregulhr, than for 
Gentlemen to be perfonal in their Deba£ei^, or to mention 
any thing that has been fald by any particular Gendeman 
in a former Debate ; but if I am the Peiloii meant, I can- 
not tJiink I have been guilty of any of thefe Irregularities : 
I have faid nothing but what related fome way to the Que- 
ition in Hand, or In answer to w^at had been faid by foitie 
cf the Gentlemen who fpoke before me. But now I'm up, 
IMI juA mention one J hing, with the Indulgence of this 
Houfe, which the bono arable Gendeman who fpoke laft 
feems to mittake ; he feeraed to me to talk as if Gentlemen 
meant to take off the Duty on Tea : No Body, I believe, 
has fpoke of taking oiF that Duty ; but if the Duty be too 
high, or laid on in a wrong Manner, if we go into a Com- 
mittee on that AfFair, 1 doubt not bat fomething may be 
propofed for fectiring the Duty to the Publick more efte^- 
ally than at prefent i and for levying it in a Wity which may 
be more convenient and agreeable to the Subjeft. We may 
remember what was the Cafe of the Duty upon Pepper; that 
Duty was found by Experience to be too high i it was low- 
etM, and even by the lowering of It, the Revenue came to 
be a cor fide rable Gainer. This may be found to be the 
Cafe^ with refptd^ to Tea, but this we cannot judge of tiU 
we go into a Committee upon it, and have all Papers proper 
lor our rnilruflion laid before u%J* 

Sir Jolm Bernard fpoke next. 
Sir, 

' The honourable Gentleman over the Way has endea- 
voured to prove by Argument, the contrary of what i« 
known to be true in Fad. He granted, indeed,, that the 
fubjeding of Tea to the Laws of Excife lus not inUrely 
pievcmed the Running ihut Commodity ; but then he iaid. 
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a Jt h^ii not been fubjefted to ^he Lewi of Exdfe, much 
greater Qaantitles would have been riin, becauCe of the 
great Difference that there has lately been m the P^ice of 
Tea Abroad, and the Pfice of it in this Kingdom : Now^ 
J cannot bdieve there is, or has lately been, fo great a Dif- 
ference between the Price of Tea in foreign ParL% and the 
Price at our Eaft-India Sale& ; for it is certain that our £alt* 
India Company maft and ought to regulate their Price ac^ 
cording to the Price it bears in foreign Markers : They cer- 
tainly buy it as cheap in China as any other Company can 
do» and it colb thein no more to bring it Homci therefore 
they ought to fell as cheap as any Company does, otherwife 
they cannot pretend to fell any of their Tea in a foreign 
Market i and it is to be hoped, they do not make ufe of 
their exclafive Privilege, to lay a Tax upon this Nation, by 
making us pay dearer for their Tea than wc can f urchafe 
it from others : This indeed would give an Encomagement to 
Smugglings but this would be owing intirely to their ma- 
king a bad Ufe of their exdniive Charter- For this Rea* 
fon it is to be prefumed, that in the Year 1729, when the 
thrice of that Commodity fell fo much ^broad^ it fell a 
great deal likewife at our Eaft-India Saies here ; and there- 
fore that DifFc;rence, which the Gentleman built lb much, 
on, cannot be the real Cau{e of the Decreafe of that Branch 
of our Re%^cnue fmce thai Time j but this is a Fadt which 
we ought to inquire into^ and a firong Reafon for our going 
into the Committee I have propofed. 

* Tis true, the Laws* of Excife do not contribute any thing 
to the EncoLir.gement of Running ; this is what no Gentle* 
man has aflctted, but I am convinced they have contributed 
tiothing to the preventing of Running j and I am fure^ if 
it does not appeax, that they have contributed very remark- 
ably to the preventing of that infamous Pra6lice, we ought 
not to leave fuch a Number of our Fellow-Subjeds, even 
for the Space of one Year, under the Eurtlien of fuch op- 
preffive Laws, otherwife it cannot be faid, that we have 
that Re^d to the Eafe of the People, whieh a Britifli Par- 
liament ought to have, and 1 hope will have. The Gen- 
tleman found Fault with che Computations made, but let 
him make his Computations what way he will, 1 believe 
it will be found, that the Increafe of the publick Revenue 
has bore no Proportion to the Increafe of the Confumption j 
and this bft Increaie, which moil be acknowiedged by eve- 
ry Man, is a good Reafon why the Rule, which tht Gentle* 
man propofes for difcovering whether the Revenue has been 
a Gaiiier by fubjefting Tea and Coffee to the Laws of Ex- 
die, ought not to be obferved ; for if the Confumption 
gradually incrcai'd for fcven Yeati before, md ftvcn YearA 
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after the Alteritton in colleQing ihe Duty on thofc Com* 
modi ties ^ the Medmm for the feven Years after, miail be 
much higher than for fevCTx Years before^ and yet the In- 
creafe of the publick Revenue cannot be faid to be owing 
to the Laws of Excife, but to the Incrcafe of the Coti- 
fumpcion. As to the great Quantities of Tea now in the 
Warehoufes of the Eail India Company, axkd the larger 
Quantities pretended to be bought up juft before the Alte- 
ration took Place, it is certain the Company generally hava 
large Quantities lit their Warehoufes^ and fell them off ac- 
cording to the Demand J which ^ as to our Home^Confump- 
tion, muft be pretty near equal one Year with another ; fb 
that if they have greater Quantities now than ufual, it rauil 
be bccaufe of the little Demand there is for their Tea at 
foreign M-irketa ; but whatever they feJl for that Purpofe 
pays no Duty, therefore it cannot be faid, that the Quan- 
tities they have upon their Hands mull all pay the Duty, or 
that a Variation in their Sales can ever much alter the 
Amount of that Branch of the Revenue* Whether large 
Qunnttties of Tea were bought up juft before the Alteration 
look Place, is what I (hall not now pretend to determine i 
buc if we go into a Committee on this Affair, the Accounts 
of Sales, and the Accounts of Tea exported in that Year 
may be called for, and from them that Matter will appear $ 
fo that every Fad the honourable Gentleman has been 
picafed to mention^ is a flrong Argument for our going in- 
to a Committee upon this Af^ ir. 

' 1 find no Fault with the Duty on Tcs^ beitig fo high, I wiHi 
it were higher than it is, if it were poilible to collrft it, be- 
caufe I look upon it as an Article of Luxury ; therefore, 
if the Duty on feme Sorts of Tea were laifed, and if alt 
the Tea that (liall hereafter be feiz'd, was to be burnt and 
deftroy*d, I believe it would be much better for the Nation : 
And this is an Anfwer to \N'hat an honourable Gentlemaa 
faid. That we ought not to go into a Committee, unlefa 
we are well altured, fome Gendeman has fomcthing to 
propofe ; tho' I do not aOow his Rule to be good, be- 
CEufe, when a Committee is refolved on, and proper Papers 
called for, Gentlemen may from them fitid fome thing very 
reafonabie to propofe to the Committee, which they could 
not before think of: But in the prefent Cafe, this Argument 
is of no Weight, for befides that already mentioned, I 
could hint at feveral other Propo fit tons which may be 
thought reafonable. We are certainly in a wrong Method 
&t prefent, with refpedl to our Duties upon Tea ; There is 
a very great DifR^rence in the Price of different Sons of 
Tea, and yet our Duty is upon all Sorts of Tea the fame ; 
Tea of z s, /^r Paund, pay« jw much Duty as Tea of 20 s* 
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p£r Found ; ajid therefore^ in my Opmion^ if tJie Duty were Anno 7 c*»jL 
^d on ad Faiorem^ neither the pubJick Revcnu^^ nor rhe ' 
Eafl-lndia Company would fufTer fa much hy the large Quan- 
tities of low prized Tea^ run in upon us from Holland -^nd 
Flanders. In Cafes where the Duty far exceeds the pntne 
Coft of che Commodicy, there is a very great Tcmptatioft 
for Smuggling : A Man has more Prolic when he gets two 
hundred per Cent, on the Money he Jays out, dian when he 
gets but one, or perhaps btit 50 fer Cent, and thi^ wLl en- 
courage him to run a greater Rllk, and will engage more 
Perfons to become Adventure n. Upon this CbnfideratJon it 
mull be gran ted r that the Lownefa of the Price of Ibme 
Sorts of 1 ea Abroad, may of late have contributed a little 
to the Increafe of Smuggling i but no Laws can in fuch 
Cafe prevent the Praftice ; for where there is an excefiive 
Advantage to be got by a Man's being lucky, no Rifk can 
prevent his endeavouring to grafp at it^ nor will the Misfor- 
tunes of fome frighien others from becoming Adventurers ; 
This is the Nature of Mankind, therefore it is vain to ima- 
gine, that the joining of the Laws of Excife to thofe of 
the Cuiloms will prevefit the Rumiing of Tea, as long m 
the Advai^tage to be got by it continues fo extraordinary. 

' Tho' every Man fubjefl to the Lawsof Excife is a.^ liable 
to Hardftups as another, yet there is a very great Diilerence 
between the Excife upon Tea, Coffee, and Chocolate, and 
the ExciJe upon any other Commodity. By all our other 
Excl fes, except Brandy, but a few People, none but the 
lirfl: Manufadurers are made fubje^ to the Laws of Excife, 
and by moft of them, there is a v^ry great Addition made 
to the pub lick Revenue ; but as to the Excife upon Tea, 
Coffee, and Chocolate, there is little Advantage got to the 
Publkk by that Method, yet by that Excife there are more 
People, I believe, made fubjed to thofe opprefTive Laws 
than by all the other Excites . And fufely, when we arc 
to fubje£t any of our Fellow-Subjedls to oppreflive Laws, we 
ought to confider their Number, and the Benefit which the 
Publick reaps thereby, in order to compare the two together, 
and from thence determine, whether the Advantnge got by 
the Publick bears fuch a Proponion, as may juftify the lay- 
ings fo many of our Countrymen under great Jnconvtuien* 
cies : This ftjews that the giving Ear to the juH Comj^Jainta 
of the Petitioners, lays us under no Neceffity of taking 
the Cafe of any other Set of Men under our Confidcration. 

* As to the Confcnt of thofe, who have an Intereit in the 
Duty upon Coifee, Tea, and Chocolate, I believe we need 
give ourfclves no Trouble upon that Head ; for as they arc 
certain, that the Parliament will not allow them to b*; ^^jf- 

eri, they willj as foon as aflted, readily confent to ^ny 
I z Alteration 
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Alteration we fliall make, efpecialiy when it is for freeing 
fuch a confiderabk Number of their Pel low -Country men 
from great Hardfhips i but it will be Time enough to think 
of this after we hai^c come to the Refolution of guing into 
& Committee upon this Ai^ir ; therefore that Argijinent Caa 
be of no Manner of Weight again ft the Queftion/ 
Mr John Cockbura fpoke next* 

Sir, 

' In our prefent Sitiiation, I would be very far from a» 
greeing to any Thing that couJd poffibly diminifli the publidc 
Revenue ; but I am certain the Revenue can be in no Dan- 
ger by our agreeing to the prefent Motion ; for wlitn we 
are in the Committee propofed, if any fuch Thing fhot^Id be 
ofFer'dj Gentlemen may freely give their Negative to it, 
notwichftanding their having given their Confent f^ir going 
into a Committee, I muft fayj I have not heard much Ar- 
gumenc made ufe of by the Gentlemen who have oppofed 
this Motion : The whole of what ih^ have faid refolves in 
this, that the Time is improper, becaufe the SeiHon is to be 
but Aort ; fo that the true Quellion now before us, if. Shall 
we allow fo many of our Fellow- Subjects to labour under] 
what they apprehend to be a Grievance, without makin 
the ieal^ Inquiry into their Complaints ? Or Ihall we fit thr 
or four Days longer than fome Gentlemen intend we fhould 
As this feems the only Queftion before us, it is eafy for an 
Gentleman to determine, which Side he ought to take ; 
fhall mott certainly be for going into the Committee mov 
for/ 

After him Mr Jofeph Danvers faid, 

Sir, 

* I am fo far from being for the Queftion before ns, that I 
think this Hoiife fliews a great deal of good Nature, in al- 
lowing the Petition to lie upon the TabJe i for, in my Opi- 
nion, it ought to be rejefted. I fhall, indeed, readily be 
for any Thing that may difcourage not only the Running, 
but the Importation of Coffee, Tea, or Chocolate ; for I 
wifh we would or could be made all to return to the good 
old Way of our Ancellois, in breakfafting upon good Englifti 
Ale and Bread and Checfe. Both the Men and Women of 
thofe Days were, I believe^ as ftrong and as healthy a5 they 
are now, and yet what they made ufe of for Breakfaft, did 
not carry one Penny out of the Nation : However, I think 
we may find out a much properer Time for inquinng into 
this Affair, than the very laft Seifion of It Parliament, and 
a SelTion which muft be taken up in confidering Things of 
much greater Coniequence, not only to this Nation, but to 
KiiTope in general. An honourable Gentleman talked much 
of a Scheme, which was before m bit Year, which he was 
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cleafed to call a vvklcedl Scheme i but I dl^er fo fur f rem 
h'init that I think the Gentlemeti concerned in the Ad mini - 
Aration never did a Thing To wrongs ^ ihe giving up ihaE 
Scheme : I chen thought, and ilill think, it would have 
been very much for the Interell of the Nation, and I am 
fure that It might hive been carried, if thofe Gentlemen 
had not of themiilve^ let it drop.* 

Then the Quell ion being put, for referring the fatd Peti- 
tion to a Committee ot the whole Houfe^ it was carrjr'd in 
the Negative by 233 againit 155.

Land-P'otces in Great Britain, in the PlantationSj and in 
Minorca and Gibraltar, for the Year enfuing : By thefe 
EIHmates Gcndemfn will find, that the. Charge for next 
Year does but v^ry little exceed that for lail Year ; and 
therefore, confidering the prefent State of AiFairs in Earc^e, 
which muft be known to every Gentleman in this Houfc, 
I ihbk it wou!d be but mifpcndiog Hie Time of the Com- 
mittee, to lay any Thing with relation to the Qucflion f 
have now in my Hand to move to you, 

' The Difference between the Situation this Nation is m 
now, and the Situation it was in Ia«l Year, fufficiently julli-. 
fies the fmall Addition that h propofed^ to be made to our 
Land -Forces ; the Addition propofed is no more than 1 800 
K-len, and even thl^ Addition h propofed to be made in the 
cafieJt and lealt expenfivc Way : We have now three Regi- 
ments at Gibralur, which have always hitherto been phccd 
on the Bfitilh Ellablilhment, becaufe, tho' they were fent 
there upon an Emergency, it was never before thought ne- 
ceflary to continue them there ; but fmce a War is broke out 
in Europe^ it cannot be thought fafe [o recall them, and thci^ 
fore in their Place it is propofed to add 1 too Men to the 
Regiments we have now at home, and to place them for 
rhe future on the Etlabli(hment for Minorca and Gibraltar. 
This, in my Opinion, k fo icafonable and fo necelTary *t 
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Demand^ that I fliall give the Commtttf e no farther Trouble, 
but beg Leave to move. That the Number of eiFe£live Men 
to be provided for Guards and Garrifons in Great Britaui^ 
and for Guernfey and Jerfey, for the Year 1734, be, in- 
cluding 1B15 Invalids, and 555; which the fix independent 
Companies conftft of for the Service of the Highlands, 
1 7,704 Men^ Comminion and Nan4^ommi^on Officers in.-* 
eluded/ 
sirw^iv^ndbim., Hereupou Sir WiUiani Wy ndham ipoke as follows : 
Sir, 

* T do not {band up to oppofe the Motion made by the 
honourable Gentleman over the Way ; for 4s the Motion 
ftands, the Number of forces propofed lo be kept up for 
next Year is, I find, no greater than that which was kept 
up for !a(i: Year, and, according to our prefcnt Situation, 
I do believe the keeping np the fame Number of ('orce* 
will not be thought very extravagant ; but by what the 
Gentleman wa5 pleafed to fay, there feems to be an Augmen* 
mtton defign'^d ; I fhail therefore beg Leave CO propofe an 
Amendment to this QueJtlon, becaule« as to our own par- 
ticular Situation, we are ft ill left in the Dark. 

* There is no Gentleman in this Houfe, who can agree to 
any Demand that comes from the Crown more chearfully 
dian I fhall, when I fee any Reafon or Neceifity for fuch a. 
Demand : But when any Augmentation of our Forces, 
either by Sea or Land, is demanded, when any additional 
Load is defired to be laid upon the Peopk, while I have 
the Honour to be one of the Rcprefentatives of the People^ 
I fhall always expe^ to have fufficient Reafons (hewn me, 
before I give my Confent for complying with any fuch De- 
mand ; and therefore, upon every fuch Occafion, I think a 
full Information ought to be given touching the Situation 
of our Affairs, that we may from thence judge, whether 
we ought to confent to what is propofed : Nay, though no 
Augmentation had been afked, if nothing more were to be 
aSlted, but to keep up for next Year the fame Number 
that w^ kept 11 p lafl Year ; yet, as it is a heavy Charge 
upon the People, and cannot furely be always neceiTary, 
the Confent of Parliament ought not to be expected, with.- 
out giving us fome good Realbns for it, 

* for this Reafon, I ^lope, that fome Gentlemen who can 
inform us, will rife tip and let us know fome thing of our 
prcfent C ire um fiances : It is high Time we ihould Unow» 
not only our^jrefent Situation but like wife, wli3t Share wc 
are to take, or if we are to take any, in the War now 
begun in Europe : It is chiefly with this View, that J am 
to oCr an Ajiacndment to the Quellion : My principal De- 
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^fn ifi It J5, that fomt Gentkm&ti may rife up^ and give knm % Get>. %l 
me fome Argument, afford me fome Excufe, for my con- 
fen ting to lay a new Load upon a People whom I know to 
be already moft heavily loaded. I know. Sir, we are in a 
Committee, and therefore I may be indulged in fpeaking 
more than once, for which Reafon I fhail now add no more, 
but o»ly move, that the Words, A»d intiuding the thret 
Regimtnn of Tyr^nviey^ Grp^e^ and Kitk^ may be add- 
ed by way of Amendment to the Quelbon** 

He was oppos'd by Mr Henry Pclham ; Mr «« Petbato. 

Sir, 

' My Opinion is the fkine with that of the honourable 
Gent!em:in who made you this Motion ; the Augmentation 
pfopofed is^ I think, fo very fmall, the Manner of doing it 
fo eafy, and fo little expenfive, and ihc NccfHcy of doing 
it fo evident and apf^rent, that I did not cxpcfl that^ either 
I Or any Gentleman elfe fhould have been under a Necefllty 
of ftandfng up to fay any Thing in Support of the Motion. 
Tne honourable Gentleman* who fpoke lall, has propofed an 
Amendmenl, and wants much, it feems, to be informed of 
our prefent Situation, and hopes that fome Gentlemen will 
Hand up and fatisfy him : I do not cake upon me to fpeak 
as a Pcrfon any way concerned in the Admin iftration, I fpeak 
only as a Member of this Houfe, and, as fuch» I want no 
farther Informal bn ; the Lights I have, and which every 
Gentleman m this Houfe muft know, are fufficient to enable 
me to give my Vote in the prefent Queftion ; If other 
Gentlemen, whofe Curiofity may be greater than mine, 
want to know more dun they yet know, I am afraid they 
will return from the Hotife no wifer in that Refpe^, than 
when they come to it % for Gentlemen are not obliged to fay 
more than what h neceflary for their prefent Argument i 
nor arc they bound, upon every Occafion> to kx^fy the 
private Curiofity of other Men, 

* Every Gentleman muft know the prefent Circumllancei 
of A^irs in Europe, and from that Confide rati on alone 
muft fee the Neceflity of the Augmentation propofed ; The 
three Regiments, which are at Gibraltar have been, 'till 
now, kept upon the Britilh Eftablifhment, bccaufe it was not 
expcded, that we fhould have been obliged to continue them 
there : But lince a War is broke out in Europe, fince our 
Neighbours have all great Armies in the Field and great 
Fleets at Sea^ would any Man think it wife or prudent in us, 
to diminiOi the Strength of that Place by recalling thofe 
three Re^ments ? Or can any Gentleman in this Houfq 
think, that a lefs Number of regular Troops at home is ne- 
ctflkry now in the Time of War, than what wtis lall Year, 
m tiic Time of Pence, thought ijcccflary for the Defence 
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Aimo 7. Geo. H, of his Majefty'fl Ferfon and Government ? Surely no Mem^ 
*7iii*. ^ |j^^ ^f i^jg Houfe can poflibly think fo, and therefore X 
cannot fee how any Gentleman can difagrec with tlie Que- 
ftion now before you ; ftnce all that \% thereby propoTcd 
is but a fmull additional Expencc of 34 or 35,000!. to the 
Nation, It is only an Augmentation of our Forces at home, 
equal to, and in the room of thofe three Regiments, which 
it is now become necefFary to put upon a foreign Eilablifh- 
jnent ; for after they are once put upon that Elfcabliihment. 
it is certain they cannot be cJled home, whatever Necef- 
fity we may have for them here ; and, for all that has* bee a 
formerly faid by Gemlemen about numerous Standing Ar- 
mies, I know very well^ tluit while I ferved in another Of- 
fice, we nevei" were able to make fucK a Difpofitioa of Quar- 
ters, as to have it in our Power to call above three or four 
thoufand Men together upon any Emergency* For thefe 
Reafons, Sir, I cannot agree to the Aiitendment propo fed ; 
on the contrary J I never was, I think, clearei* in any one 
QuefUon I moved in this Houfe, than I am in that whkh 
you have in your Hand.* 
Hereupon Mr George Heathcote flood up, and faid. 
Sir, 

iraHcaibcotc. * As the Situation of Affairs in Europe Is very mueh 
altered fmce laft Year, ib my Opinion, with reipe£t to 
the Army, \> greatly changed. I was, 'tis true, laft Sef- 
fion again ll keepirg up fuch a Number of regular Troopa, 
as the Majority of this Houfe were pleafed to agree to ; but 
the Reafons which then made me vote againit the Number 
propofrd, ^^^m to be good Reafons for agreeing to what is 
jiow propofed. We were then in a State of perfeft Tianqui- 
lity, both at home and abroad i but now the Scene ia 
changed, and we are in great Danger or being involved in 
that War, which is already broke out : Do not we fee the 
King of France, who for fome Years has been in a State of 
Inaction and feein ing to mind nothing but Diverfions, now 
fettling with great Application to publick Bufmefs, and fol- 
lowing the Footlleps of his ambitious Predeceffor ? Do not we 
fee, that he by his Armies, in Conjunilion with thof* of 
Spain and Sardinia, lia^ in a very fhort Time, over-run a 
great Part of Italy? This has given the Alarm to all the 
Princes of Europe^ and certainly ought to give us fome like- 
wife. We are perhaps amonglt the moll remote from Dan- 
ger, but it may reach U5 at bit ;and in fuch Circumftances, I 
fhouid think it ^^ty unwife not to be upon our Guard ; 
for which Reafon J cannot bat agree to a Den? and , which 
in itfelf I think fo modelt and fo reafonable i and I wifti that 
the prefent Qucflion had been agreed to without any Op- 
poiiiioii or D^bate^ in order to convince the whole World 

that 




thtre Ib a good Harmony fubMing between hi 
and hh Parliament,' 
Sir Thomas Luml^f Saanderlbn fpoke next : 
Sir, 

' NotwithJknding what has been faid by the two honou- 
rable Geirdemen who fpoke M> I am of the fame Opinion 
with my honourable Friend who moved for an Amendment 
to the Qucfdon i for unlefs we arc to engage, anlefs we are 
to have fame Share in the prcfent War, I can fee no Ne- 
cdEty, nor indeed any Rcafon, for the Augmentation pro- 
pofcd ; becaufe 1 am very well aJTujed, none of the Powers 
engaged in War will attack us, if we have a mind to fland 
neutral ; and if his Majefly were refolded to take any Share 
in the War, or even to give the leaft AUidance to cither of 
the Parties engaged, he would certainly have communicated 
bis Refolutions to his Parliament : Surely thofe Gemlemen 
who have always thought, at Icafl of late Year's, chat an 
Army of 1 8,000 Men is neceflary in Times of Peace, to fup- 
poit his Majeily's Government, can never think, that the 
Addition of 1 Soo will enable him to take any Share in th« 
War^ or to give Affiilance to any of his Allies ; from hence 
I mufl: conclude, that his Majefty is not to take any Share 
in the War, fo that the Smalhiefs of the Augmentation de- 
manded, which they make ufe of as an Argument for pre- 
vailing with us to agree to it, is with me a y€jj ilrong Ar- 
I gument for refufing to give my Confent, 

* But, Sir, the chief Argument with me for being againd 
the prefent Queftion is, that I am afraid leil the Number 
of Forces kept up lait Year ibould come to be thought al- 
ways ueceflary to be kept, even in Times of the molt pro- 
found Peace and Tranquility j and indeed the Gentleman 
who fpoke Jait but one feemed to inftnuate as much, fo tJmt 
from henceforth we may reckon an Army of 1 8,000 Men as 
a Part of our Conftitution ; and even this Army it feems is 
always to be augmented, whenever any litde Quarrel hap- 
pens between any two of our Neighbours, and that whether 
we are to have any Share in the Quarrel or not : This is 
the principal Reafon, Sir, why I cannot agree to the Que- 
ftion, as it now Hands, and therefore I ihall be for the 
Amendment propofed.' 

kMr William Pulteney then fpoke as follows : 
Sir, 
* The honourable Gentleman who moved the QueHIoQ 
d extreamly wdl in opening ind explaining it to ihe Com- 
mittee, for it is in itfclf fo dark and intricate, that without: 
the Explanation he was pleafed to give us, I believe there 
ate very few Gentlemen in the Houfe who would have uo- 
derilood it, or could have Imagined^ that & large Aug- 
Vo V. in* K mcntaliyrs 
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mentation was thereby mcitnt t 
Forces in Great Britain : By the Words of the Qaeltion, no 
greater Number of Land-Forcr? than what was voted la It 
Year appears to be tiemanded, yet when it comes to be ex* 
plained, we find that there is a Demand for an Atigmenta.- 
lion of about 2000 Men : Here is an Army in Difguifc j 
It really puts me in mind of Biyes's Army in the Pby^ for 
it would have been an Army inc&g. if the Gcntkman had 
not been plea.fed to difcovcr it. 

' An honourable Gentleman told us, that thofe three Re* 
giments now at Gibraltar, if they ihould once be put upcm 
that ElUblifliment, could not be called homcj let the Oc^ 
cafion for them here be never fo prcfilng ; this I amnot ad- 
mit, I can fee no ImpoflibiHty of calling them home, tho* 
they ihould be put upon that Eftahlifhment ; but, gran tin j 
they were, have we noi: ij^ooo Men in Ireland^ from 
whi^nce we may call home as many as we pleafe, upon any 
Emergency : Has not this been done in former Times ? 
And did not the Parliament of Great Britain willingly make 
up tiie Difference of the Pay, and ali the other Chat^gcs 
that attended the Tranfporting of them : Befides this, can- 
not we cnU for Troops from Holbnd, whenever we have 
Occafjon for any fuch ? Has not this likevvife been formerly 
done ? We know thiit the Dutch are by Treaties obliged 
to fumifh us with i o^ooo Men, if we ihould be attacked by 
any Pov/er in Europe^ and ihat at their own Expence too ; 
tho' I believe, indeed, that we never had as yet any fucH 
Aflillance from them, but what the Parli:iment of Great ^ 
Britain was obliged to pay for. 

• The Gentleman fpoke likewife of itie Dlfpofition of 
QL):irters, and the Difficulty of getting a Number of Men 
together, on any Emergency, Sir, I have had the Honour 
to ferve in that Office, as well as the honourable Gentle- 
man, and I never knew a Difpofition of Quarters fo made, 
but that almoit all the Troops in Great Britain could be got 
together by regular Marches, time enough to oppofe any E- 
\ieij}y that could come againll u^, unlefs they fhould drop 
from the Clouds ; I cannot comprehend, from whence Gen- 
tlemen imagine that fuch Troops ihould be fent againft us : 
Muft ihey nat march, from their fever al Quarters, to the 
Sea*Co^ft of that Country from whence they are to come ? 
Mud they not have a FJect of Ships to tranfport them, 
and a fair Wind to bring them to this Ifland ? Will not all 
this take up Time^ and that enough to give us aft Oppor- 
tunity of sllembHng our Forces? This, really. Sir, tg me 
feenis to be raifin^^ Fi.iitafms in the Air, iu order to find 
Pretences for loading the People of England with TaKca. 

'The 
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' TKc Amcndmenc prapofed was not, I believe, me&nt 
by the honourable Gentkmaa who movM it^ fo much to be 
infilled on, as£o oblige tliofe GentlerncDj who defired tis to 
coaktjt to this Augmentation t to fhew us fome Reaibn for 
fci Joing; a.nd with this VifW [ mull join with him, and 
will be for the Amendment, *till 1 hear fonic Realon given 
for the Augmentation : l( thofe Gentlemen will vouch ikfe 
to fhew ns any Realons foi what they ask^ and thoie Rea- 
fom (kill appear to be fufficient, I make no Doubt but that 
my worthy Friend wijl be ready to drop the Amendment he 
lias propoied i a.nd, 'till fome Rctfon ia offered to us* I think 
I have no Occafion to fay any thing more upon this Subject. 
When they have ihew0 us tfieir Reafons for making the , 

Augmrucauon, I fhall eiikcr agree with them, or I IhiU 
endeavour to fhew why X do not thitik the Reafons they have 
^cred fufficicnt.' 

Hereupon MrFelham Aood ap again, and explained what Mr H.ivtiuia, 
lie had before faid« with refptfl id the calling isome tJie Regi- 
ments from Gibraltar, and with refpcfl to the Dlfpoiltion of 
Quarters. 

This done, Mr Walter Plmner faid» 
Sir, 

* I cannot but think that it is highly r^jjafonable, for Gen- itrw,Pii*mgr. 
tlcmcn to expe^ a little more Satts&ftia^i than i^hat they 

have yet ge^t, as to the Neceflity lor this Augmentation be- 
fore they agree to it : This Hcik has always been fafd to 
hold the Purfe of the People ; but If we Oiould agree to any 
Tax or Meafure, whidi may oblige us to load the People 
With Taxes J without the Jeail Reafon affigned, we could not 
jullly be faid to be Mailers of the Purle of the PeopJe ; we 
could be only the Slaves who carry it, in order to open it as 
often, and as wide as our Mailers fliall pleafe to dcmaiii}. 
From all that ha^ been faid^ I cannot fee, that we are in 
any immediate Danger either at Home or Abroad ; and I 
am afraid, that the putting of thofe three Regiments upon the 
EibMiihment of Gibraltar, may be done with a View to make 
the Feopk of this Nation feci the £xpence of that Place, 
in order to make them fick of it, and Co to induce them the 
more eafily to agree to the delivering it up,* 
Then Mr Digby fpoke as follows. 
Sir, 

* The Number of Ltud-Forces now propofcd to be added yt t. D^titf * 
to the Number voted lait Year, I muil own to be but very 
iaconfiderable : But as the Number voted bit Yt-ar was by 

many thoufands more than I thought neccffary, I mull now 
look upon all thofe thoufands, as an Addition made this Year 
to the Number of our Land- Forces ; and as that Addition , 
i» much bfg^er timn I can judge to be neccSarj^ from aU 
K t Ihat 
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that I have heard from thofe Gentlemen who axe fo foad of 
increaJing oar Army, I cannot bat be agalnll any new Lfr« 
vici , 

Gentlemen tell ns, * That the Expencc of the Augmea- 
* tation propofed will be no more than 34 or 35,000!.* But 
to this I muii add the Expence of thofe many thoofands^ 
which laft Vear I thought very unneccflary to be kept up^ 
and in this Light the additional E^pence of our Army for 
thb Year will amount almoft to hundreds of thoufands ; Be- 
fides J thofe Gentlemen feem to forget^ thac every Man added 
to the Arm/ is a Man taken hom the Labour and Indciflry 
ofthdr Country j and with this View the real Lofs to the 
Nation will amount to double that Sum, Do they think that 
the Labour of a working Man is to be valued at nothing ? 
I believe at the moft modeil Computation, the Labour of 
tvery working Man in the Kingdom, one with another^ 
brings in 20 L to his Country ; It ia by the Labour and In- 
duftry of fuch Men, that the Trade, and confequently the 
Kiches and the Power of this Nation is fupported ; there* 
fore the taking any fuch Man from his Labour^ muA be do- 
ing a real Injury to his Country* 

' What was mentioned by an honourable Gentleman af- 
fords me a moil melancholy Consideration : He wa5 afraid 
Ie/1 an Army of at leall t B,ooo Men Jhould come to be made 
a Part of our ConHitution i I am of Opinion, that the Gen- 
tleman\^ Fears are by much too well founded ; for there are 
fo many Gentlemenj who feem to look upon an Army of 
I Sjooo Men as always neceflary for the Support of our Go- 
vernment ; that tho' we have for fome Years paH: been in 
a State of the mo fl profound Peace, we have never been 
able to reduce our Army below that Number 1 but, as that 
Number is not neceffiiry in Time of Peace ; as I think it m 
fufficicnt, even tho* we were in fome little Danger of a 
War, I cannot agree to any Augmentation, nnlefs 1 fee fomo 
greater NccefTity for it than has been yet fhewn.^ 

Then Sir William Wyndham flood up again, and faid. 
Sir, 

III w.Wyikikam, ' My honourable Friend has done me Juflice, in faying, 
the Amendment, I moved for, was principally with a View^ 
of having a llult Information from fome Gentleman In 
the A dm migration, as to our prefent Situation, in order 
that [may from thence be able to judge of the Necefiity of 
complyiijg with the Demand nude by the Crown : This is, 
I think, no more than what the Parliament ought to defire, 
and certainly has a Right to ejcpeft i and therefore I cannot 
even yet think, but that fome Gentleman, who is quaJiiied 
for that Purpofe, will give us at leaft a^i much Information 
about mr prefent Circumftances, as may enable us to give 

fome 
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Tome R^afoD for our god renting to the Aiigmentatidn now 

demanded.' 

Upon this. Sir Robert Walpolc lofc up and fpoke as 
fotlowSi 
Sir, 
* Tho' I had refolved to fit flill and fay nothing in the ^^ wi^pow, 
prefent Debate, yet, as I believe myfelf pointed at bjr the 
itonourable Gentleman who fpoke taft, when I find myfelf 
fo often called upon, I cannot forbear giving fome AnJWer 
to what Gentlemen have been pleaied to Jay againft tho 
Imali Augmentation of our Forces, which has been propofed* 
As to the Information which Gciidcmen are fo fond of hav^ 
ing, I do not really know what they mean by it, or what 
they want to be bformed about : It i& publickly known, 
that there is a War now broke out in Europe, even his 
Majeily in hit Speech h^ taken Notice of it, and in the 
fame Speech his M^jefty has been pleafed to declare to us, 
that he is yet no Way cngriged iu the War, nor would de- 
termine himfelf 'till he had examined the feveral Fafb al- 
Icdged by both Parties : This, Sir, is a Deliberation con- 
fident with the Wifdom of bb Majefty's Councib, and frona 
thence we may fae aiTuredf that we are not as yet any Way 
concerned in the prefent War ; we may, 'tis true, he con- 
cerned relatively and confequentially j but, from what bis 
Maje% himfelf has told us, we muA conclude that we am 
under no prefent Engagements ; and therefore I muil: think 
it ilrange in Gentlemen to expe^ or defire any Dedaratioa 
from his Majefty, or thofc who have the Honour to ferve bim, 
before any Reloluiion has been taken^ nay, even before his 
Majefly could poflibly have an Opportunity to in(|uire into 
thofe Fads, which, he ha« told us, be will thoroughly exa- 
mine before he determines what to do. 

* But as it is a Matter of the utmoft Confequencc to all 
the Powers engaged in the War, to know what Part Great 
Britain is to talce, or whether or no we are to take any Part 
in the prefent War ; we may conclude, that they are all 
extrenacly anxious about knowing what we are to do* And 
furcfy, if there is any Power in Europe^ who may in the 
Event become the Enemy of Great Bruain, particularly ini 
terctted in, and therefore anxious to know the Refalt of our 
Deliberations, it %-ould be a very good Rcafon, if there were 
no other, why Gentlemen ought not to exped the Satif. 
fkdion they feem fo cameQly to defire, cfptcially before fo 
full and fo publick an Audience : This, I fay, would be 
a good Reafon for his Majelty not to decl^ire Kis Refolutioa 
here, even fuppofmg he had come to a Refohition ; and 'till 
his Majejly thinks fit to publifh his Refolutions, Gentlemen 
, a uy believe, that neithet I, aor aoy M^^vber of this HoaU^ 
^K whq 
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who has the Honour to ferve the Crown^ will be ready to 
make any Declarations in this Place, 'till we do it ex Officio, 
and by his Majefty*s Orders. 

* Now, Sir, without any farther Information, let us con- 
sider the prefent Circumftanccs of Europe j we all know, 
and his Majefty has told us, that a War is broke out in Eu- 
rope ; we are not immediately concerned in this War 5 but 
as the too great Succefs of either Side may endanger the 
Liberties of Europe, wc are certainly concern'd in the Event 1 
and as we are concerned in the Event, thofe Powers, who 
may now, or hereafter come to think, that wc are, in In- 
terefl or Self-Prefervation, obliged to declare againit them. 
will not they, as foon as they begin to think fo, endeavour 
to take us at a Diiadvantage, and before we are prepared 
for our Defence, in order to prevent our attempting to put 
a Stop to thofe ambitious Views, which Succefs may infpire 
them with ? Is it not therefore neceiTary for us to be upon 
our Guard, and to provide in Time for our own Defence } 
Upon this Coniideration, the Neceflity for the Augmenta- 
tion propofed, which fome Gentlemen pretend they cannot 
difcover, is to me fo apparent, that it fpeaks itfelf ; and the 
Demand is in itfelf fo modefl, and fo evidently ihews, *that ' 
his Majeily's Inclinations are to lay as few and as eafy Bur-< 
dens on his People as poffible, that I muft fay, the making 
of any Difficulty to comply with it, does not teftify any 
great Refpeft towards his Majefty, nor a warm AffedUon 
or Zeal for his Government ; and therefore I hope the 
Quellion will be agreed to without any Amendment. 

* As to the Infinuations'made by a worthy Gentleman 
over the way, that there was a Deflgn to make Gibraltar 
appear expenfive, in order to make People ilck of it, and 
induce them to confcnt to the giving it up, the repeating 
this Iniinuation is, I think, a fufficient Anfwer to it i for to 
fay that the Minillry, by adding three Regiments to the 
Defence of Gibraltar, are in a Plot to deliver it up, has 
fomething fo ridiculous in it, that I am furprized it fhould 
drop from that honourable Gentleman ; but I am perfuaded 
he did not mean to be ferious when he made that Infmua- 
tion, and therefore I fhall take no. farther Notice of it.* 

Mr w. Paitcney. Hereupon Mr William Pulteney replied : 
Sir, 

* I believe moil Gentlemen, as well as my^diy whofe 
Expedlations were raifed when the honourable Gentleman 
Hood up, have met with a very great Difappointment : That 
Gentleman, from whom we hadReafon to expeft fomething 
that would have been of Weight in the prefent Debate, has 
not only told us, that we are to have no Reafon for what 
W arc dcfired this Pay ^o ?gre^ to i but has given us very 
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littk Hopes of Having, at any other Time, ihu Information, Anno?, ft*©, \u 
which one would think a Britifh Parliament might cxped. 
Are wc to vote powerful Fleets, and numerwis Armies ; 
are we to lay new and great Burthens on tht People, and 
ail tlus Without being told any Rcafons for what we are 
fiefifed to do ? What Satis faft ton can we give our Contli- 
tucntSj if they (hould aflt usj why we have augmented our 
Standmg Army, which mull al%vay5 be dangerous to the Li- 
berties of otir Country ? Why we have con fen ted to the in- 
creafing the publick Charge, which is already heavier than 
the People can bear ? Really, to this moft material and rea- 
fonable Quellion, I know as yet of no other Anfwer we 
can gime, tut only that his Maj elly has told us iri his Speech, 
that there is a War broke out in Europe, jn which we have 
no manner of Concern ; and his Minifiers have told us, 
that we ought to be afraid of the Armies and Fleets raifed 
and fieted out by our Neighbours, becaufe they are under an 
abfolute Neceffity of employing all the Armies they can 
raife and all the Fleets they can fit out, in thofi? Parts of 
Europe which are mofl remote from us* We have Zeal, Sir# 
I hope we have all a great deal of AfFeftion and Zcat for his 
Majeily*s Perfon and Government ; but do not let us allow 
his Majelly*s Mmiften, or even his Majefty himftif, to ex- 
pc^ fuch a blind Zeal from his Parliament : It is incon- 
fiftent with the Dignity of ftirltament, and I am fure that 
Bad lament?, thirty or forty Year^ ago, would hardly have 
been pcrfuaded to have Ihewn h much Complaifance to the 
Mini iters of the Cro^^Tj. 

' What has been obferved by fome Gentlemen, I own. 
Sir, weighs greatly with me : From the Demand now be- 
fore us we have Reafon to conclude, that 18,000 Men may 
be the Number intended to be always kept up wichrn this 
Ifland, even in the Times of the gmatcft Peace and Trao* 
qittlity ; and that the Augmentation now required is done 
with a View cmly, rftat when fuch Times ihall agam come, 
thofe in the Adminiftratjon m:{y have an Opportunit)- to pre- 
tend great Merit, in reducing the 1 800 Men now propofcd 
to be added : We all know what Jcaloufics and Fears the 
People have entertained at the continuing of this Army» 
during the laft Years of perfe^ Peace and Tranquility both 
at Home and Abroad ; and sf tbat Meafarc Should be again 
attempted when chofc Days of Peace return, every Man 
maSL then conclude, that that Army is kept t-^p, not far de- 
liending us i^gainrt our foreign Encmses j but for the Saftty 
of thofc who have rendered themfclvcs odious among the 
Feopki and for defending them ngimil the RefenmKnt of 
aa injured and a plundered N^ttan : U i\\l> Ciould ever 
hApfcntfl be put uoforti3n»tc Coaditiort, the Peof^^e will 
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in»7- «5t* !!. certainly make a Straggle for the PreretTation of thetr aU- 
i7H"?+. ^j^j Conftitution : This will certainly be the Cife i I knov^ 
it muft be the Cafe, and when it la^ 1 hofQ thofe who Ihall 
bring us under fuch hard Circuinilances w^ill £nd, that eveti 
this Army of j S^ooo Men will not b^ able to ftand againil 
the whole People of England* I have a great Opinion of 
many Gentlemen who have now Commands in the Army^ 
and if fuch a Cafe fhould happen, while they have an/ 
Command, I make no Doubt but they would behave as 
their Predeceffova did at the Rcvolation j I dare fay, that 
motl of them would foOn be fbaiid of the People's Side of 
the Quellion. 

* If we are, Siri to have ally Share in the War, the Ad- 
dition of I Soo Men is but a Bauble ; and if we are to have 
Tio SUare, v^hy ihould we bring any additional Expence upon 
the People ? The honoarnble Gentleman would not fay po- 
fitively, that we wore engaged or were not engaged, or that 
we were or were not to be engaged, biit that we might be 
engaged relatively and confequential^y ; and this reiined 
Quibbling, Sir, is, it feems, all the batisfa^lion, all the Rca- 
fons he will vouchfafe to give Gentlemen, for agreeing to 
the Demand now made upon them. Is an EngUfti Houfe of 
Commons to take this as a Reafon for breaking in upon 
their Conflitudon, and for loading their Conftituents with 
Taxes ? Surely, Sir, let our Condition be never fo bad, and 
I believe it is bad enough, if the Advice of Parliament is 
wanted on that Occafion^ if their Aflittance be deiircd, they 
ought to have a full Information of the pre fen t Circum- 
ftances of the Nation ^ and they ought to have fufficient Rea- 
fons given for the Demand that is made. But it feems we are 
for the future to have no other Reafon given us for com- 
plying with any Demand that comes from the Crown, but 
on!y becaufe it IS afked j and if any Gentleman fcruples to 
uke that as a fufficient Realon, he is, it feems, always to be 
told, that his not agreeing readily lo the Demand will be 
looked upon as a WanL ol Refptft to the Crown : Let us^ 
Sir, have all due Refpefi tt> the Crown, but for God s Sake 
Jet us have likewife fome Regard to ourfclves and to our 
Fellow-Subjefb^ without which I am fure we have no Bu- 
linefs here, nor can the Nation ever reap any Benefit from 
our Meeting in thia Place. 

* The extr;iordmary Expence of the Augmentation now 
alked for, is i'aid to be but 34 or 35,000 K It is, at leaft^ 
55^000 K which is a Sum that may, perhaps, found but 
fitrle in thofe Ears which arc accuflomed to MiUiona, yet it is 
a great Sum, and will be thought fo hy the People of Eng- 
land, who are already over-burdened w^ith Taxes and Im- 
orrtions : It i^ an additional Expence^ which no Man ought 

to 
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to conr<nC to, unlefs he fees aft absolute Hcctftuy for to Anno ?■ ^w. 
doing * The honourable Gentleman, 'tjs true, fays that 
the Ncceffity is apparent, and rhat it fpeaks for itfelf ; k 
ts wet! It does fa, for no Gentleman has as yet thought fit 
to fay any Thing for it ; but as I neither caa fee this appa- 
rent Nccefrit)% nor hear it fpeak for itfelf^ I muft therefore 
IS vet be for the Annendment which has been propakd.' 
Upon which Sir William Vongc replieti t 
Sir, 

* The QueJlion now before us is, in my Opinion, fo rea- 
Ibnable, and the additionTil Expence, which the iionourable 
Gentleman, who fpoke laJi> was plea fed to call a great Sum, 
is, I think, fo far otherwife, th\t I believe every Gentleman 
in this Houfe, wher* he heard this Motion made, was far* 
prized at the Modellv of tite Demand, and could no£ but ad- 
mire his Miijefty^s Wifdom, and the great C 5 re he had of 
doting nothmg that might be burdenfome to hh People, 

* Gentlemen may^ if they will, fliut rhcir EvcSi nnd not 
fee that Object which ftands before them in the cleared Light i 
but the Ncceffity of what is r.ow propofed is to me as appa- 
rent as the Son at Noon -Day, Tho' we b? not as yet any 
^ay engaged in the War now earned on In Europe, yet 
no Man can anfwer for future Events, nor can we know 
what Refolutions foreign Courts may hereafter come to t It 
is for thts Reafoti, that we ought to be always well provided 
fjr oar Defence againft any fudden Attempts, that may be 
refoh*ed on or made again ft us ; and we certainly ought to 
be better provided for our Defence, when our Neighbours 
a-e at War, than when they are in a State of profound 
Tranquility, When they are at War» they always have 
Aitnies in ihe Field, and Fleers at Sea 5 they have many 
Pretences for marching their Armies wherever they have a 
mind, and for fitting out what Fleets, and at what Places 
they think proper ; with fome of thefe they may come upon 
u» unawares, and when we think that their warlike Pre- 
parations are deftgned againft thofe they are aftually at War 
wirh. Whereas, in time of Peace, though they have Stand- 
ing Armies, yet thofe Armies are difperfed and in Quarters; 
and if any Number of them fhould be gathered together, 
and prepared for an Expedition, we fbouli have a Right to 
demand the Reafon for fuch Preparations j atid we could ca- 

» fily judge, whether or no they were, or could be defigned 
wainit us ; as to their Fleer it is the fame, though in Time of 
fiace they have Ships of Wan as well as oihcr Ships, yet 

I their Men of War arc iroftly laid up in iheir Docks, and 
Ibeir other Ships employed in their proper BufmeJs ; and 
If ihey fhould begin to fit out a Fleet, and prepare for a 
Kav^ii Ejfpeditionp wc fliould have a Right to demand wb*- 
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Armof, Cm. il thcr they were deltgned i and could eafily judge, whether or 
no they could be intended for aa Invaiion upon us ; in m.* 
ther of which Cafes, we fhould have Time to prcpn^re for 
giving them a proper Reception : From this ConJideratioa 
it appears evident to me, that it is neceirary for us to have 
both a great Fleet dt Sea, and a more tjumtrous Army at 
Land^ when our Neighbours are engaged in War, than 
we have Occafion for when they are all in a profound Peace i 
and I cannot but think that the Augmentation now pro- 
pofed is the leall that can be judged nccelTary. 

As CO the Conje^ures, Sir, which Gcnclemen have been 
pleafed to throw out, of what may be mteiided wiien Peace 
ihall be again leftored co Europe, I think no Gentleman 
now In this Houfe is any way concerned in them, or obliged 
to give any Anfwer to what has been faid upon that Subjed ; 
If what ought to be then done be not done, let thofe who 
ihall then have the Honour to adsrife the King anfwer for 
at ; but a Syppofition that they will not do their Duty^ 
on be no Rcafon tor us to negle£fc or to rcfufe doing ouz' 
Duty upon the prefent Emergency. The honourable Gen- 
tleman wiis pleafed to fay, that he had htard no Body fpeat, 
or give any Reafon for the Necefiity of the Augmentation 
propofed; if it be fo, I am furc I have heard no Gentleman 
fay any Thing againft it, and therefore, fince nothing has 
been fa id of either Side of the Queftion, let every Gentle- 
man give his Vote^ according to what his Thoughts may 
fuggeit to him/ 

Hereupon Sir Jofeph Jekyll faid. 
Sir, 

' As I Ihall always fliew a ready Compliance with any 
Demands, which his Majeily Oiall pleafe to make, when I 
fee they are requifite for fupporting or defi.'nding the Ho* 
nour and Intereii of this Niition ; fo I fhall always be ex- 
tremely camions of agreeing to any thing, that m^y bring 
new Loads upon die People, by increaling the puhlick Ejc«- 
ponce, imlcfs when I pUinly fee an abfolute Neceflity for 
it; and therefore, Sir^ J cannot^ for all I have yet feen 
Of heard, agree to the prefent Motion. J am not ignorant 
of the prefent State of Affurs abroad, but a5 we are not as 
yet any way engaged in the Qoarrel, I can fee no Danger 
we are in from any Power abroad, and therefore can fio4 
no Reafon for our making any additional Provifion for 
our Defence ; for tho' we were really in fome Danger, we 
have, in my Opinion, fufficiently provided againll it, by 
the large Armaments we have already voted for the Sea- 
SerncCj which, as it is our natural Defence, was chearfully, 
iisd, I may fay. unanimously agreed to t Nay, if we were 
10 give fome Afliilaiice to Ibme of the Powers engaged in 
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the War* which no Gentleman has yet faid we are, it is Anno r f'to, u* 
cercaiti that we may aiTiil them as effeduiUy hy our Fleet *^*^*^' 
as by our Lind- Forces, and in fuch Cafe I fhould be for 
augmenting our Naval Force rather tlian our Laiid-Army* 

* The hoTiourable Gentleman, who fpoke lail, endeavour- 
ed to fliew, I hat we ought to be better provided for our 
Defence, when onr Neighbours are engaged jn W^r^ than 
when they are in a profound Peace ; bur in my Opinion, if 
we are no way engnged m the Qiiarrel, we have then Icfs 
Occasion to pravitie for oar Defence ; becaufe when our 
Neighbours arc efigaged againft one anotherj ihey will ccr- 
tainiy be fo fir from doing any thing that may difobiige 
ns, that we muil then be courted by both Parcitfs^ if not 
for our AJIiilance, at leail for this, chat we obfeive an ex- 
ai£l Neutrality t and to me it really feems a Paradox to fay^ 
that any Nation in Europe will be the more ready to attack 
tJ5, becaufe rhcy are already deeply engaged agaiuli aiiother 
Enemy* For this Reafon I muft conciude, tiiat we ate in 
no Danger of being attacked » *uU we come to a Kcfolutioa 
to join one Side or other ; when wc have once comt^ to fuch 
a Refolution^ we ought to provide for Offence^ as well as 
Defence, and 'till chen we ought to fave as much a^ pof- 
fiblc, that we may be fible to execute our Refolution^ when 
taken, with the more Vigour, 

* Gentlemen talk of France, and of the great Annies tiicy 
Irnve in the Field, and the great Fleets they have at Sea j 
but I am fure we can be at prefent under no Appiehcnfions 
from them : That Nation has now Work enough upon their 
Hands^ in fending two great Armies to different Farti of the 
World, and providing at the fame time for their own Se- 
curity at home ; and whatever Fleets they may have at 
Sca^ it is certain, that they will have Occafion for ihem 
el few here ; nay, even tho' they had not, 1 doubt mucli if 
it be in their Power to fend any fuch Fleets to Se.i, as could 

ive us juft Caufe of Ftiir^ When Gentlemen talk of 
nvafions, 1 hope they do not think that this Nation is to 
conquered by ten or twelve thou fa nd Men ; and unkfa 
I hey could fend at once fuch an Army, as would be able ta 
conquer the Nation, any lefler Number would be jui^ fa 
many iVJen thrown away ; for our Fleet would not only 
prevent Staccou^ from coming to them, but would likewife 
prevent its being in the Power of thofe who landed, to make 
their Efcapc oat of the l(l\nd, 

* But bcfidcs, its not being in the Power of France to at- 
ipt any thing at prefcnt again it m, I believe it is not in 

Inclination : They crrtainly look upon us as their 

ics, and have, I believe, good Reafon for fo doing, I Ihall 

enter jnto a D^f<|udltion of the many Erga^cxQents we 
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are at prerent under to foreign Powers, but I am afraul 

they are Aichj that whatever Meafures we may purlue wiib 
lefpe^ to the prd'ent War, it will no: be eaiy to reconcile 
iht Hon oar and the Interell of this Nation. I four Intereft 
fhouLd call upon us to aiUft the Emperor and his Allies, l 
am afraid we muft forfeit oar Hanour to France nnd hcf 
Allies ; and if our Intereft call upon us to afliil France and 
Spain^ wc muil equally forfeit otir Honour to the Emperor ; 
nay, if we flxould obfefve an cxatt Neutrality, I am afraid 
both Parties would have (omt Grounds for accufmg us of a 
Breach of Faith j 1 i^iU not pretend to give Names or Epi- 
thets to any Meafure, or to any MiniJler i but a Manage- 
ment, which has brought the Hongur and Jntereil of the N 
tion thus to claih, I cannot applaud. 

• As the Defign of propofmg the Amendment, whitJi haw' 
been offered, feems to be only in order to procure fome In 
formation, or fome Reafons for the Augmentation demand- 
ed, 1 mufl fay, that if the Demand on one Side be thought 
fo very modeft, it mull be granted that what is a iked on 
[he other Side is full as modeil ; and if nothing has been 
iald for or againft the Aogmetuation, it certainly ought not 
to be comply 'd with ; for there is an eternal Reafon againil 
it, which every Member of this Houle mull know : The 
People of England arc not to be loaded with unnecellary 
Charges ; if this new CWge be unnecelTary, it ought not 
to lie comply'd with j and if there be a Ncceflity for it, that 
ISeccflity ought to be Ihewn to this Houfc ; the Parliament 
lias as good a Right to have the Reafons for any Demand 
from the Crown laid before them, nay, a belter, in my O- 
pinion, than the Crown has to expedl a Compliance, with- 
out ihewing them any Reafons for ihch fo domg i and therc^ 
fore^ 'till fome Reafons be offi^r^id for oar complying with 
the Demand, I Ih.^U be for the Ajnendment/ 

Mr Talb;)t fpoke next in Favour of the Augmentation. 
Sir, 

* I am heartily forry I Hiould differ from the honourable 
and learned Gentleman over tne Way, with whom I have 
nlHays, *lill now, concurred in Quellions of this Nature; 
and for whom I have the greatell Relpefl and Ellecm. As I 
have always been one of thofe Gentlemen, who have appeared 
againlt keeping up mimeraus Standing Armies in time of 
Peace, I think myJelf obliged to give iny Reafons before I 
give my Vote for the Augnientactun propoftd : For though 
I never thought, that we ouj^ht to keep up a large Suiuiing- 
Amiy in tinje ot a profound Peace, yet when there is a War 
a^aally kindled in Europe; when our Neighbours are all 
making %^ail military Preparations, 1 mull think that we 
ought then to add a UtiiQ to our Forces botb by Sea and 






Ltndi not Only for our own Security at homc^ hnt likawlfe Aiiia7'C;«.u. 
to add to the Influence which we tnay have, arjd ought to '?** i*- 
afprre to, witK all the Parties engaged in tlie W^t. 

* It is certairj. Sir, that if there were up Parties nor Di- 
vifions among us, this Nation would have no Occafion to 
be afmtd of ten or twelve thouCand Men poured in bv Sur- 
prize upon us ; in fach Cafe f do not believe any Fower hi 
Europe would attempt to invade us with double the Num* 
ber I but 05 there are Parties and Diviftons among us, and 
always will be, as long as we arc a free People, ten or 
twelve thoufand Foreigners, Joined by all the Power of the 
Difdfefted amongll ouriclves, might do us a gre^ic deal of 
Mifchief, if not overturn our prefcnt happy fclttabUnimentj 
crpecially if we had but a fmaU Number of regular Forces 
at home. 

* Ith likewife certain, Sir^ that none of the Powers en* 
gaged in the War will attack us, or do any thing to difO' 
blige us as long as we remain quiet, and they are under no 
ApprehenfionB of our going to join with their Enemies. 
But when fuch a general War is broke forth in Europe, 
when the united Forces (^f France, Spain, and Sardinia, are 
tearing the Emperor'*s Dominions in Italy afunder, are we 
io be altogether unattcncive ? Arc we to fit tntirely rcgard- 
lefs of a War, which may end in the total Oirt throw of the 
Balance of Power in Europe ? Surely, Sir, we are not ; and 
if we Oiould refolve to join either Party engaged in the War, 
or if either of them (hould but fufpeft fuch a Thing, would 
»ot the Party againft whom we fliouM refolve to join, or 
who fulj^dted thpit we were to come to fuch a Refolution ; 
would not that Party, I fay, attempt to make a fudden In- 
vafion upon us ? For tho' they could not perhaps expc^ 
immediate Succefs, yet it might give fuch a Diverfion to 
the Arms of this Nation, as might prevent its being in our 
Power to put a Stop to their ambitious Views, or to pre- 
fcrve the Balance of Power in Europe* 

* In this Cafe, Sir> it b of no Weight to fey, that, after 
we have come to fuch a Refolutiou, it will be Time enough 
to provide for our Defence ; for, as I have faid, the Ap* 
prehenfions of our Neighbours may be fufficient Caufe for 
them to invade us, and thofe Apprehenfions we can know 
nothing of *till we feel the EfFed'ts of them i but even as to 
our own Rcfoluiions, tliey may happen to be difcovcred, at 
foon as taken ; and as it requires a long time to raife any 
Land-Forces, and to difciplinc the Men, fo as to m:ike 
them fit for Service, it will be too late then to begin only 
to provide for our Security at home i we ought, before we 
t^ret V9 any fuch ReblutIoni>t Bt leait to be fccure at 
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home i and then, after it is taken^ we may with Eafe pro* 
vide for acting an offeniive Part 

* Upon the whole. Sir, if any very large Augmenta* 
tion had been nQ%v demanded, I fhould not perhaps have gi- 
ven my Vote for complying with that Demand, without 
liaving been a little better informed as to the Neceffity for 
making fuch an Augmentation ; but the Augmentation now 
afked is fo fmall, that I look upon it as done chiefly with 
ft View of ftiewing the World, that there is a good Har- 
mony fubfifling between his Majefty and his Parliament, 
which, perhaps, fome Powers abroad have been made to 
doubt of: And therefore I ihall not only heartily comply 
with the D.emand made by his Majefty, but I wiih that no 
Sort of Unwillingnefs had been fhewn by any Gentleman 
in this Houfe *, for as nothing can give fo great a Weight to 
the Counfels of this Nation among foreicjn Princes, as a 
firidl Union between the King and his Parliament ; fo no- 
thing can give fuch a Stab to our Influence abroad, as an 
Attempt to dedroy that Union ; and if Great Britain (hould 
tofe all the Weight it has in the Scale of Europe^ to what 
a Pafs it might bring the Affairs of Europe I fhall leave to 
Gentlemen to judge. 

* In fhoft. Sir, thofe who oppofe an Army, as well when 
it is become necefTary as when it Was unnecefTary, I muft 
fufpeft of having fome other Reafons for their fo doing, 
than thofe they publickly avow. To me the ^ceffity of 
the Augmentation aiked appears to be fufficiently evident, 
therefore I am ready to give my Vote againft the Amende 
ment propofed.' 

After him Mr Wyndham fjpoke againft the Augmentation I 
and then Sir John St Aubin fpoke as follows : 
Sir, 

* I cannot perfuade myfelf to agree to the Motion as It 
now ftands, becaufe I have as yet heard no Reafon given 
for convincing me, that the Augmentation now demanded 
is neceffary ; for tho' it be called but a fmall Number, yet 
to me and to all thofe Gentlemen, who were laft Year of 
Opinion, that the Number of Land-Forces then voted was 
by much too large, the Augmentation muft appear to be 
very confiderable, as has been already obferved. By the 
Arguments I had formerly heard for continuing the Army^ 
and the Arguments I now hear for augmenting the Army, 
it appears plain to me, that fome Gentlemen are of Opi- 
nion that an Army, of at Icaft 1 8,000 Men, will always be 
neceffary for the Support of our Government, and confe- 
quently muft become a Part of our Conftitution ; for when 
our Neighbours arc all at Peace, we are told that we muft 
keep up at leaft that Number of regular Troops, becaufe 
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Our Neighbours have nothing to do with their Troops clfe- Anno : 
%vhere, and mzy therefore make fudden and pnexpc^ted In- 
vafious upon m i and when any two of our Neighbours are 
at War with one another, which is the prefent Cafe, we arc 
told we mull k^rep up a numerous Standing- Army, becaufe 
our Neighbours hive large Armies in the Field, and great 
Fleers at Sca^ which they may turn fuddenly againll us* 

* I have, Sif» a very good Opinion of the Ewgllfh Sol- 
diery, and when they have been properly em ployed, and 
iE€f>t in A^ion^ they have always done great Honour to 
their Country ; bwt an Army kept here at Home* in .a State 
of fna^lion, and w.tntoning in Lcwdnefs and Luxury till 
they have cjuite htl the true Spirit of Englifhmen, and are 
become fit to be mad^ Slaves themfelves, may eafily be per- 
fuaded fo make Slaves of their FelIow*Subje€ts t and there^ 
lore r fhall always be agatnfl keeping up a numerous reg jJar 
Army within this Ifland, let the Pretences for h be never 
fo plaufible : Our Governmeni has been fupported for many 
Ages without any fuch Army, and even during the whole 
Courfe of the M two great Wars, there never was a greater 
Number of Forces kept at Home for the Defence of this 
Nation, than the additional Number now propofed, above 
what T, a« well as a great many other Gentlemeit^ thought 
DCcefTary laft Yeir to be kept up. 

' Gentlemen talk of Parties and Dlvifions among us, and 
of its being neceflary for its to prepare for our Defence be- 
fore we come to any Refdution i there may be little Divi* 
lions among m, but as long aft hi$ Majcfiy enjoys the Af- 
fe^ions of his People, fhofe Divifjons would immediately 
ccafc upon the Approach of a foreign Enemy ; we would 
all then unite in the Defence of our King and Country j 
arid as to preparing for our Defence, it is certain, chat half 
the Number of the Troops we now have, would be fuffi- 
cient to repel any fuch Invsfton that could be fuddenly 
brought upon us ; and if any Dcfign Jhould be formed to 
invade us with a great Number pf Troops, would not they 
require a great Number of Tranfport-Ships t Could fuch 
a naval Armament be prepared without our hearing of it ? 
And have not we already voted a great naval Force, willv 
which we might eaAIy block up our Enemi^ in their ow« 
Harbrtur f 

* While the true Maxims of Engliih Policy are purfucd, 
neither hb Majeily, nor any of his Succeflbfs^ will ever 
have an Occafion for Standing Armies; the King will always 
^nd a Security for his Perfon and Government in the Hearts 
;ind Pnrfcs of hit People; but if ever a vicious Minirter 
<hall bc^in to ad upon other Maxim*, Armies may then be- 
come n«cf flary lo flurcm ihe Mitiiikr^ or even to fupport 
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mife, they made a Law, that no Officer fhoold thereafter 
be removed from his Commiffion in the Army, without the 
Confent of the Senate. This muft ihcw what Opinion all 
our Neighbours, who have any Regard for the Liberty of 
their Country, have of this arbitrary Power in the Crown f 
and, as I hope, there are no People upon the Earth who 
have a greater Regard to the Liberty of their Country, than 
the Gentlemen who now hear me, I ihall therefore, with« 
out farther opening this Affair, move. That Leave may be 
given to bring in a Bill for tne better fecuring the Con^ta- 
tion, by preventing the Officers not above the Rank of Co- 
lonels of Regiments, of fuch Land- Forces as Ihall at any 
Time be allowed by Authority of Parliament, from being 
deprived of their Commiffions, other wife than by Judgmenc 
of a Court- Martial to be held for that Purpofe, or by Ad- 
dreis of either Houfe of Parliament.* 

Sir John Rufhout feconded the Motion thus : 
Sir, 

• The noble Lord, who has been pleafed to make yoa 
the Motion, has opened it in fo full and ib clear a Manner, 
and has made it appear to me fo reafonable, that I tannot 
help joining with his Lordfhip in it. That a Standing- Armf 
is no Part of our Conftitution, will not, I believe, be do* 
nied by any Gentieman in this Houfe, ijt being declared fe 
by the Mutiny-Bill, which we have jufl now read a (ecoad 
I'ime J but yet our Army has been kept up fo many Yean, 
and is likely to be kept up for fo many Years longer, that 
it is high Time to provide fome Antidote for that Evil, which 
every Man fo juftly apprehends. 

« By the Mutiny- Bill it appears, that no common Soldier 
can be punifhed or difmifTed as guilty of a Crime, till he be 
firft t' ied and fo nd guilty by the Sentence of a Court-Mar^ 
tial ; that the Officer- of the Army fhould be in a woHe 
Situation, that they fhould be liable to be removed, as if 
guilty, without any Crime fo much as alledged againft dum, 
or any Trial or Sentence, appears to me fo inconikknt, that 
I am furprized fome Regulations in this Particular has not 
been made long ago. The noble Lord, who made this Mo- 
tion, took Notice that there were, and, I believe, alwayis 
will be, a great many Officers of the Army who have Seats 
in Parliament ; there are now above forty who have Sieatii 
in this Houfe ; and tho' I have an Opinion of them, and do 
not doubt but that they will adl with aa much Integrity at 
any other Gentlemen in the Houfe, yet as long as they are 
liable to be turned out of their Commiffions at the Pleafdre 
of a Miniiter, they may juilly fufped that the Continuance 
of their Commiffions, may depend upon their Behaviour in 
this Houfe ; and therefore it muft be granted, that the^ are 

more 
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mOfe liable to a Mmifterial, or a Court-Dependence than 
other Members are; for which Reafbrr^ I am Jure that they 
cannot di^ipprove of a Propofiuyn, meant chiefly lo fet ihem 
on the fame indopemlent Fqtit that other Gtntlemeri dta 
on, with refpeit to their B<;havioar Li this Houfe : I can- 
not indeed apprehend, that a PrL^poiltion in it felf fo rca* 
ibnable can me^t with any Oppolltion ; but if it iliould, I 
malce no Doubt of having the /ilElbnce of thole Gen tie uvea 
of the Artny, who have the Honour to be Members of this 
Houfe, in Support of a Propofition designed for their Secu- 
wityt as well as for fecuring the Liberties of their Country ; 
I am only afraid left Modeiiy may make fume of tiicm with- 
draw : This I (hAl be forry for i but 1 hope none of 
them wiil ihew fo much Self-denial as to oppofe the Mo- 
tion, only becaufe it is for their private Interett to agree to 
it* I (hall not upon this Occafion give the Houfe any far- 
ther Trouble i the Regulation propofed is fo npp^iently 
reafonabic and necefTiry, that I do not think ir requires 
much to be faid, either to ejcplain or enforce it ; and if any 
Obje^^ons ihould be ibutedi I hope other Gentlemt^n will 
take Care to remove them« therefore I fhall only fecond 
the Motion.' 

Hereupon Mr Clutterbuck ftood up, and opposM the Motion* 

Sir, 

* Notwithftanc'iT^g what has been iaid by the nuble Iiord Mr ciiitwxiiBck. 
who made the Motion, and the honourable Gentleman who 
feondt-d it, I cannot give my Concurrence. The noble Lord 
fet out with f^iying, that a Stan ding- Army is no Part of oiir 
Conliltudun t God forbi^ it fiiould ever become fo : But it 
certain, that the Parliament may fometimes £nd it necef- 
to keep up ^i. Standing- Army from Vc^r to Vear, for 
the Support and Defrncc of our ConlUtutton ; and for this 
Purpofe it is, that the' Parliament has of laie Ye^rs conient- 
ed to the keeping up of the Army, which fome Cientlt men 
ill this Houfe have, indeed thought to confdl of too great a 
umber ; but 1 do not rememoer ever to have heard it fo 
nch aa itifmuated, that we ought not to have any regular 
Forces at aU in the Country. The CorJtitution of this 
Countn' is ihe bell I know, or ever heard of ; and there- 
fore I fhaH always thtnk, that all that is incumbent upoa us, 
h to prrlcrve and hand it down, as it U now, to thafe that 
ihalf conic after us i but if there were any Flaw in oar Con- 
ftjtution^ I am furc the Propofition now made to us, would 
be (b far from mendings that it would JiitTrely Up and under- 
"" line it. It his always been the unduubuJ Prerogative of 
Crown, to make and remove the OJli\,crs of the Anny 
Pleafure ; this h a Part of our Contlitution, and to in- 
J Pierogative, or wantonly to rob die Crown of any 
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Pari of it, is certainly an Invaijon of oar Conftitution, 
which People ougKt to be esrtremely cautious ofi for if w« 
once btgb to make Alterations or Innovations in our Confli- 
tioir, it wili HOC be fo eaiy to tell where it will end, or 
how far wc ma) go : If wc once begin, wc may he carried 
fuc I Lengths as m.w ifiurely fubvtrt diatConilitiiDr>n» whidl 
has rendered this Nation fo rich and h powerful, ;iad whldi 
m:ikes as at prefent tii^* hjppieJl People upon Earth. While 
the Army continues in its prefent Condition, while the Of- 
ficers depend upon the King for their Cbmrnifilons, and the 
whole Army upon the Fiirliament foj its Com m nance and Pay^ 
oui UunOitution cmnot be fubverted by our Army, nor can we 
be in any Danger from any Number of regular Forces fo kept 
wp i but if this PropoTition ftionld take Place^ it would make 
the Army really dangerous :o our Conflitution ; the Army 
wouW then become botli independent of King and Parlia* 
ineni, and might foon make thtjjnfcives Maliers of both* 
Th'^re -re many Crimes an OfEcer may be guilty of, which 
mignt give good and fufficieut Risafon to his Majelly to re* 
muve hjm* Tind yet thoie Crimes may be fuch as cannot pnj- 
perfy be tried by a Court-Martial ; for Example. Dif^ffec- 
tion : His Majeiiy and all Mankind may he fully convinced 
of the Diiailettion of an Officer, tho* it may be impoffible 
to prove th:a Dibffedlion to the Satisfaftion of a Cqurt^Mar' 
lial ; and vet the Dil>,lfe€lion may be fo flagrant, and fo 
ready co break forth in fome rreafonable A£l, that the Safe^ 
of the Government, the very Being of our CoTiHitutlon^ may 
depend ijpon the immediate Removal of that Officer ; and 
as this PrcpofitioTi, ihoutd it pafs. into a Law, wo aid make 
fuch Officers the more bold and enterprising, die Confe- 
que ice of their Difjfftfiiorr^ which could not then be im- 
mediately prevented^ wo jM be the more to be dreaded. The 
noble Lord mentioned to us the Cafe of fome of our neigh- 
bouring CoantrieSfr but I muO thinks that when we fee other 
People mo fir happy or more frtQ than ourfelvcs, it is then 
time enough for us to fly to other Countries to feek Ex- 
amples far our Imitation : And is to the Cafe of Holland, 
1 cannot (m' I have lately confidejed that Conllitution, i here- 
fore I fpeak wirh Uncertainty i but I believe that as to 
their Army their Sfc'tholder has the fame Power that our 
King h.is ; he m ly, I berieve, remove th^ Officers of the 
Army at Pleainre, ;ind for us to take from his Majdly that 
Poiver, which all his Royal P red eceirors have enjoyed, which 
even tiie Stares of Holland hnvc tralkd their Supreme Ma- 
giilrate with, would, in my Opinion^ appear very Ibange^ 
efpeciaJly fmce it mull be granted, tliat his Majeily has ne- 
ver once made an ill Ufe of th^i Power, or done any 
^'hiog to dercrve jca being taken from him. In ihort, I uke 
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this Ffopoficioii to be a moft d ingcrous Innoirationt if not a 

rhorough AkeratioD of oar CdnlUtution; theiefoxe I can»OE 
confent co iC 

Mr Cltttterbuck w^ aufwer^d hy Mr 5aQd>'s, 
Sir. 

* I iim very imich furprized to hear the honourable Gen- 
tlcfoan, who fpoke lall^ fay» that this Propofitjon would 
fapaud undermine our CojiiUtatioo ; for if a Standing Army 
be no Fart of our Conilitatlon, as he himfelf wa^ pleafsd 
to .^ifnir, hnw cnn k be pofliblc ihat any Reguiation with 
l^lpefl to our ^^my^ eniUpa.nd undermine, or indeed have 
any ihirg to do Mtth our Uonilitutitiu ? It is certain, that 
oor Army i$ rjot as yet any Part of our Conilitution ; but 
}f a Sfanditg-Army be contioued, far any time to conie^ 
upon the f*ime Footing it is at prefcnt, fome futujie ambi- 
tious King, or criminal Primc-Miniiler may mudel it fa 
m to make it not only a Part, but under them, the whole 
of our Conftnution. The Officers of the Army and other

^■frombemg a Purt of our Conflitutiont that 'till of late Years 

^Hicre never was any fuch thing known in thh Nation i 'Till 

^Bhe Revolution we never had my fuch Thing as a regular 

^Standing-Army ; the Army that was raifod at that time, 

was faifed to defend our Liberties fcnd Properties, and to 

aJFift a Prince who came lo refcue us from Slavery ; aa foon 

a* the Danger was over, it was always imderftood, that the 

Army was to be diihanded^ but the two heavy^ Wars wo 

wcr« fucceffivdy engaged in, made it neceflkry to keep up 

Standing- Army during the Reigos of that Prince and his 

l|icceff:>r ; and ever fince thai time there have always been, 

I do not know how, fome Pretmces found to ke^p up a 

|Miiliirou& Standing- Army, even i^ times of the mo!l pro* 

found 
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found Peace ; (o thkt we feem now fo firmly faildled witK it, 
that I am afraid few Gentkmcn in this Home will live to 
fee ourprefenc Army, or uny Part of tiiem, rcduc'd. Befare 
the Revolution, thofe Armies, by which we always fo brave- 
ly defended ourfelves, thofc Armies, which made us a Ter- 
ror to ottr Enemies, were Armies raifed among the People, 
upon the Approach of Danger ; and as foon a? that Bangef 
was over, as fooa as Peice returned > the Army was difmif- 
fed, and the Soldiers returned to their ufiial Labour and In- 
dultry ; in thofe Days it is well known that our Military 
Force did not intirejy depend upon our liings. The King, 
indeed, had the chief Conimand, but moit of the other Com- 
manders were fuch as were choieo b/ tlidr refpe^i^e CtJtiii- 
tie^, or ftieh as held their Commands by tJieir Tenure*, 
and could not be removed from that Comma nd^ without be- 
ing legally found guilty of a Crime, no more th^in they 
could have been removed from their Free- holds : Thf o- 
fore, when Gentlemen talk of the Prerogative of the Crown, 
which they fay is to be invaded by this Propofition, they 
muft be uoderftood to mean only that Prerogative, which 
has grown up fmce the Revolution. It is certain* that the 
Prerogative of the Crown has always been a very growing 
?art of our Conftitutjon, and for thi* Reafon our Ancellors 
iiave often been obliged to clip and pare jt^ otherwife all the 
Liberties and Privileges of the People would long ago have 
been fwallowcd up by the Prerogative! and, I believe, it 
will be granted, that the Prerogative, even within thcfe I aft 
30 or 40 Year^t has grown pretty confidcrably. I believ* 
every Gentleman will admit, the Power of the Crown is now 
infinitely greater thar\ it wa? for fomc Years after the Revo- 
lution ; and I wi{h that thofe, who now feem lo tender of 
Invading what they call the Prerogative, would, upon other 
Occafions, appear as tender of invading the Liberties of the 
People : This otjght to be the principal Care of every Mem- 
ber of this Houfe ; the Crown {lands in no Need of any 
Advocates here, becaufc by our Conftitution, the Crown 
may pi:t a Sfop to any Incroachment upon the Prerogative, 
when the Incroachmcnt h fuch as m.iy not be thought nc- 
cefHuy for the Prefer v.iti on . f our Ltbcrtirs. The Gentle- 
mail ulked of Innovations and Alterations in the Conllita- 
tion, as of fome thing new and terrible ; I do not know what 
that Gentleman may mean by Innovations and Alterations 1 
but I am fore our Conftittitfon has feafonnWy met with 
many Amendments. Do we not know* that formerly the 
Crown not only named, but could remove the Judge,-?, at 
Pleafure ; and this arbitrary Power of removing, with re- 
fpcft to the Judges, was formerly a Part of the Prerogative; 
but ai great luconveniencies were feJt fi^om the Ufe that had 
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heen msde of this Power, k was taken from the Crown ; 

and the Judges, whtn once named by die Crown> were by i 

^^^w made Judges for Life. This Liiw, when lirit made^ 

^B^as certainly intended to make them Judges for their own 

^HJves ; but even this Fart of the Prerogative has begun again 

^Hp grow ; and thofe very Gentlemen, the judges themfelves, 

^Bive been prevailed on to 6nd otic I do not know what 

^iQatrks and Evaftons, whereby they fcem now to have £xcd 

their Rtght for the Life of another Perfon only. However, 

even as it Jlands tiow^ the Prerogative has thereby been 

4imini(hed, and whether this was to be called an Invafion, 

an Innovation^ ©r an Alteration, I do not know, but I ani 

¥cry fare, it wai a very neceflkry Amendment, whidi has 

ptfodnced no Inconveniencies* nor any way injured our 

Conllltntion ; and why doing the fame thing with refpcft 

to the O^icers of the Axmy, (hould give fuch a terrible 

Alarm to Tome Gentlemen, as if our CouiUtution was there^ 

tby to be Tapped and undermined, I cannot comprehend. £ 

; with the honouraMe Gentleman, that our Conilitution, 

'to take it in the general, is as good, if not better than 

thac of any of our neighbouring Countries, yet in ibme Pai- 

ticukri fome of them may have the Advantage of us^ and m 

thefe we ought not to be a/hamed to take Example from them, 

and from thence endeavour to improve our own : For poliiical

EifL'^s whkh 
were formerly produced in this Nation by fuch ,an Army, 
I thank God» I am none of thofe who are tired of oar pre- 
fent hapfy EfUblifhment : I think %ve enjoy our Libfrtica 
ia their fijU Extent, and I ihall never give my Cun fen t to 
a Propoficicn^ whicli woidd put it ^out of the Kiug^s Power 
£0 remove any, eve»i of thofe Officers who ire iippointeJ to

Sir Thomas Robinfon fpoke next againft Lord Morpeth's sirTbo^Robinft^ 
Motion, as folbws : 

(Sir, 
* I cannot help eatprefling my Surprife at a Propofition of 
this Nature ; for though it has been talked of without Boors 
fat Tome time pafl, yet I never could 'dll Yefkrday believe 
that It would adoally have been introduced here ; bccaufe 
It appears to me to be founded on a Suppoiition, tliat the 
fame Number of l^^orces we now maint;tin, is for ever to 
be entailed on our Poilerity. 

* Had a Propofitton of this Nature come hither from ano* 
thcr Q^artert founded on die Perpetuity of the Army, it 
would have been thought highly umrcafonable ; and if a

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A3n6 7 oe^.ii. * As this Qiiedion has b^en ftated, the Power of the 
47^ J' 14- . j^j^g j^^ ^^^ Liberties of the People feem to interfere, 
and therefore it will be very difficult to fpeak in Favour of 
the one, without being liable to be reprefetited as having 
a Dtfign to dcprefs the other i but as the Excellency of 
our Conilitution confills in prefervJng a juil Temperament 
between the King, Lorda, and Commons, and the right 
balancing the Power allotted to each, we ought not to 
attempt to diminiOi the Power of either of thefc three in 
any InlUnce, unlefs by the Exercife of Power in that par- 
cular Cafe it be found, that that Branch of our Legiila- 
ture h armed with a Strength difproportlonablc to the 
other two ^ and therefore, before we concur in taking a- 
way from the Ciown the Prerogative of difplacing Offi- 
cers, it ought firll to be very clearly demo nitrated, that 
the Influence the King ha5 at prefent over the Army, is 
greater thtin is iieceflary for the Security of his Perfon 
and Government, or greater than is conftltent with the Li- 
berties of the People i and this I take to be the very Point 
in Queftion* 

' The very Point now in Debate feems to be, Whether 
the lopping off fo great a Branch of Prerogative from the 
Crown, and trans ferriiig it to the Army, wiU not difarm 
the Crown of a Power ncceffary to keep the Army Hrm 
and Iteady to our prefent EftabJifliment ? and whether by 
trailing it in the Hands of the Soldters, we may throw 
a greater Degree of independent Strength into the Ar- 
my itfelf, than it ought to have, a much greater than 
has hitherto been thought either fit or prudent to intruft 
it with, 

* Upon this Occaiion, I cannot help reminding Gentle* 
men, what fatal Confequences attended that Law made in 
the Year 1641, wherel^ it was put out of the Power of 
the King to dlflblve or prorogue the Parliament without 
their own Confent ; if breaking the Balance of any of" the 
three Powers in the Legiflature, if the two Houfes of Par- 
liament aJTuining to themfelves an Independency not law- 
fully veftcd in them by our Conf^itution^ was attended with 
fb many Evils, what may we not dread, fhould we fee the 
Officers of an Army not removable, but by their own Con* 
fent f The Hiflory of the lall: Century fully ihews ns, what 
various Scenes of Confufion fucceeded the fatal Statute f 
havejuft mentioned, and every one's Thoughts may fuggeft 
to him, what mult be the natural Confequence of this^ 
lliould it fucceed. 
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• If Gendemcn will only recollea a littJe the Roman Hi- 
iloryt they will find, that whenever ^lilitarjr Governments 
of Provinces were givcri for Life^ or for a certarn Term of 
Years only, or even when the Army got the Privilege of 
choofmg their own Oiicers, the Sovereign Power came fooa 
after to be lodged in the Army kfelfj and proved fatal to 
thofe very Perfone who had accjuiefced under thefe Ul-judged 
Conceffions ; and I am afraid, if a Power ihould be given 
our Army, that no Officer (hall be put out, but by the 
Judgment and Confent of the other Officers, the next natu- 
ral Step for them to take will be, that none Jhall be put m 
or preferred, who have not their Recommendation j for Ar- 
mies are of fuch sl Nature, that they either muft obey, or 
will foon command, Nuniberlefs Examples might be pro- 
daced in Support of w'hat I have faid, both from ancient 
and modem HQlory i but I Ihall not now enumerate Par- 
ttcularsy with which many other Gentlemen may be better 
acquainted than I am, 

* And that this has E^een the received Opinion of our An- 
ceAorSj iincc Monarchy was known in this Ifland, becomes 
evident by relieving, that in all the Struggles they had 
ivith the Crown for Liberty i nay, even at the Time of 
the late Revolution, when every thing was thought of by 
the Patriots of thofe Da.y$^ for iellening the Royal Preroga- 
tive, (o far as was judged necejiary for, or confiil^mt with 
the Preservation of our Conftitution, I do not remember to 
have read or heard, that there was ever a Mention made of 
any Projed of this Nature ; and it h moi! certain, that if 
fuch a Proje^ had been in Force 50 Years ago, our Bufi- 
iiffs in thb fioufe would now have been rather to have re- 
gifiered the Edi& prcfcribed to us l^ the Army, than to 
iiave debated any thing that might affed a Body of Men 
ciade fo formidable by their Independency. 

»* I would aJk the Gentlemen, who &re for thb Propofition, 
one plain Queilion, Whether it be not abfolutely neceiTary, 
that cither the Military Power muft be dependent on the Ci- 
vil Power, or the Civil upon the Military ? If from the 
Kature of Things one be neceflkry, the Option cannot be 
diihcuh to make. Surely^ Gentlemen upon this Occafion, 
do not reojllcd the Fate of their Predeceflbrs in the Middle 
of the lad Ccmury» when the Parliament, by pranti ng fuch 
Conceffions to the Army, made the Army foon hold them 
in Contempt^ who had thus made the Military Power in- 
dependent of the Civil Msgiflrate ; I fay, I muft take it for 
granted, tJ>at this Part of our Hillory b intirely forgot, 
when I &0 a QueAion moved in %hh Houfe^ tending to 
N a givt 
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Anno 7- Cm. II. give the Army that Independency of the State, which hai 
17U-H- ^ formerly made, and in Process of Time, muft agam make 
parliaments urelefs ; foJ' I look tipon M^inLind in general 
as pretty near upon a Lerel, in ail Age:, very lliong temp- 
tations will too often get the better of the vei^' bell Intention, 
and like Caufes will always produce like Eff^ds, 

■ In my Opinion, the great Danger to be gtiardad againil 
m all Armies is, any Step that tetids to ra^fe them to a 
State of Independency ; and therefore by the Wifdom of 
the Legiflaturc, our Army is (o wifely coniiituted, as not 
only to be dependent on the annual Votes of this Houfe for 
JEs Subfiftence and Contmaancep but A'o as to the Number 
it fliall confill of; then as to the Nominadon of the Of- 
iicersj it Iia^ always been lodged in the Crown, as ^lis highly 
proper it ihould, they have always been left dependent on 
the King, whofe Perfon they are obliged to defend, wbofe 
Government they are intended to fuppurt. 

* rjiua is our Army neccflarily dependent in a double 
Capacity, the Whole i^ dependent on this Ho Life for its very 
Exiftcoce, which may be put an End to whenever any Dan- 
ger gomes to be apprehended from it i but the Officers, 
while the Army cxiils, are to depnd on tht King for their 
Commiilions, otherwife how could he depend on their Fi- 
delity or Behaviour, Ihonld they be called forth to Adlion j; 
for an Officer may be guilty of feveral Crimes which can- 
not be properly laid before a Court MarttaJ^ particularly 
Difaffc<5lion, of which, tho' there be Proof fufficient t© 
make it indifpti table, yet the Proof may be of fuch a Na- 
ture, as not to be proper to be laid before a Court Martial, 
or perhaps cannot be laid in fuch a Manner, as to make it 
have its juil Weiglit with Officers iitting in Judgment oq 
one of their own Fraternity, 

* Tho\ therefore, in this Refpef^, our Army, as it re^ 
cefves its annual Support and Ex: Hence from the Parliament, 
may be caird a State- Army, a Denomination an honourable 
Gentleman has much iofifted on, yet, J think, the Conclu- 
fioas he has drawn from thence are very tU grounded ; for 
a State- Army, as fuch, does not in the leail imply a Necei^ 
fity of the Officers holding their Imployments for Life ; on 
the contrary^, it Teems necefl^ry in all Armies, they {hoiild 
tie fubordinate to fome other Power, that they may not de- 
feat I he Ptirpofe for which they are maintained ; for if they 
ftouid be thus made dependent only on themfelves, and in- 
dependent of the three other Powers of the LegiilaturCfr it 
will, in my Opinion, be laying the Foundation of a fourtI^ 
Power, a Military one, which may, in Procefs of Time, 
render ufelcls the other three. 
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I • This leads me to coBilder, in whom the Ad^cates for 
this Queftion propofe to lodge this Power, this important 
> Stanch of the Prerogative, wliich is to be Jopp*d off from 
the Crown, if this Military Scheme fucceeds ; As the Pre- 
rogative of the Crown h to be dimtniflied, one would na- 
I turally imagine the Power of the People was intended to be 
increafed ^ but this is not to be the Cafe, it is to be tranf- 
Itrrcd from the Crown^ not to the People, but lo the Ar- 
my, and lodged folely with the Officers themfelvcs, who, 
from that Momentt will be independent of the Crown, 
and in Time, perhaps, of all other Authority ; for one of 
the great Rdlraints upon the Army is this very Prerogative* 
which the King has of displacing Officers who may bt fuf- 
j |J€ded of bad Intentions : Give this Privilege to the Offi- 
cers themfelves only, and what Security fhall we thtii have 
for their future Behaviour I Tn fhort, we fhnll then have 
raifed a Power in Support of the prefent Ellablifhmeiit, 
without having provioed a Security againil its attempting 
to overturn that very Elbbli/hmcnt ; for thus^ by removing 
this neceflary Check upon the Army, a dillant 7'imc may 
come, when the Nation, with Reafon, may be jealous of 
»n Army, in whofe Hands we Ihall have put a Power fuf- 
ficient to enable them to get the better both of King and 
Parliament, and to fet up a new Conllitution of their 
own ; whereas, while the Army continues in the State it 
is at prefent, there is little Danger to E^e apprehended 
from it, ei'en (hould it have the Ralhnefs to attempt any 
—S'bmg againll either. 

H| ' It has been urged by an honourable Gentleman under 
^Thc Gallery^ that, as the Judges hold their Imployments 
for Life, we ought to convey the fame Privileges to the 
Officers of the Army : In my Qpinian, this is Reafoning 
opon a vety wrong Foundation^ for, I think, 4io jiUl Pa- 
fillel can be drawn betwixt Civil and Military Officers In 
general, but certainly there is the widcil Difference between 
uiofe who a6t in a Judidal, and thofe who aft in a iVIilitary 
Capacity ; for the fame State of Independence ncceffary to 
leave the Judge unbiaffed in pronouncing Judgment, would 
tend to difengage tlic Soldier from that Intercll, to which 
he ought folely, and in ContradilUnilion to all others, to 
be thoroughly atuched ; A Judge 0iould be left free and 
onbiaffcd, that he may fpcak what the Law fpeals, and 
di /tribute Juftice irapartiaJly to all Parties i but the very 
Nature of the Army requires the ftrificft Subordination in 
the Officers, without which there can be no Difciphne ; 
ihe Soldier muA be dependent, and muil ad in Subje^ticm m 
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the lawful Commands of thofe, by whom he is niaintaiii*d ; 
nor can any Qualiftcation make amends for his Falliue ia 
this Particular* 

' There is befides a paiticutar Circumibince* which 
makes it impoiTihle to draw any juft Paralki between the 
judges and the OMcers of the Ai*my j the Judges rot only 
determine between Sobje^ and Subje^, but they are like* 
wife to decermine between the Crown and the People ; if 
any Queftion arifes between the King and a Subject, they 
arc to determine the Point in difpute, and therefore it is 
necefiary that they ihould be made as independent as poiTiblc 
wpon either of the Parties ; but no fuch Power was ever 
yet lodged in the Officers of the Army, and it is .to be 
hoped never will i for tho' 1 have fo great an Opinion of 
the Gentlemen who are at prefent in the Service, that I 
think any Power may be fafcly lodged in their Hands^ 
yet, I believe, they neither deiire fuch a Power, nor 
would they con fen t to the giving of any fuch to rfieit 
Succeflbrs. 

* But the Propofition now made to us would render the 
Officers of the Army ilill more independent, both upon our 
King and Government^ than the Judges are at prcfenE : I| 
a Judge be guilty of any Crime, or of any Neglect of Do* 
ty ip the Execution cf ius Office, he is not to be tiyM bf 
the oeher Judges only, he is to be try^d by a Jury, he ii 
to have an open and a fair Trial in Weflminfler*Hall, as thi 
rd^ of his Fdlow-Snbje^ have i and if it were other* 
wife, if a Jadge for any Misbehaviour, were to be try 'd in 
a private Way by his Brother- J udges^ only, I fliould think 
both o«r Lives^ Liberties, and Properties iji greater Danget 
from them under fuch a Regulation, than if they were iHlt 
dependent on the Crown for the Continuance of their Qnt^ 
fniffions ; and it muft be granted, that this laii would be tho 
Cafe of the Officers of the Army, if this Propoiition ihouU 
take place ; for they could be try'd by none, they could bft 
Ijuniih'd by none but themfelves, and confeijuently th^ 
woLild have no Dependence but upon one another ; and 
without any Derogation to the Charaders of thofe, who aii 
now fo worthily at thtr Head of the Liw» or to thofe wha 
command in the Army, I believe every Perfon will allow# 
that the Fear of Puniihrnent, and the Hopes of Reward. 
are equally necefiiiry to keep moll Men to their Duty, ati4 
•f courfe to make them ufeful to Society. 

* As another Heafon in Support of this Proportion, mm 
honourable Gentleman has rccom mended the Wifdom rf 
the Sweden to our Imitation, who, he fays^ have introduce^ 
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thi9 very Regulatiofi m thcrir Army i but givt me Leave to Aiitt^?, Gt^u, 
obferve. In Anfwer to this, it is (a vcrjr late a Practice ^^ ^*^^'ji^ 
among tbem, that they cannot yet be proper jadges, 
how fur *cwill anfwcr the Purpofc £or which *twas in- 
troduced, 

* To be fare it is very comtnendabU in thofc who have 
ipoke for this Queftion i nay, it is the Duty every Man 
owes his Country, to obferve the Methods of Government 
ttfed In other States^ and ^opt that which is founded on 
Wifdom and true Policy into their own j b^t in all Attempts 
of this Kind, a drift Regard ii to be had to the particular 
Turn of our own ConHitution ; for what may be a neceflary 
Step in one State, may prove to be the Deftru&on of ano- 
ther i and thetefore* mofl certainly^ the hare Example of 
the Swedes ought not to influence us to take fo extraordinary 
a Refolution^ nnlefs the Nature of our own ConllitutiQn 
would juftify it : If Gentlemen rcafon only from the Exani' 
pie of the Swedes, they may with the fame J u (lice plead for 
a farther Jntrodu^on of their Laws ; and as aU foreign Af- 
fairs are tranfafted by their Senate^ they may on the fame 
Account expeft, that the Management of all our foreign 
Negoclations ought to be fubmitted folely to the Direfllon 
of this Houfe ; they may like wife pretend to tranfplant 
other Culloms^ prevalent in the Senate of Sweden, into our 
Parliament^ which would quite alter the prefijii Form of 
our Conllicution, and introduce a new Species of Govern* 
ment into this Kingdom ; for it is certain, that a King of 
Sweden has now hardly the Power of a Stadcholder of Hol- 
land, efpccially with Refpe^ to the OfEcers of the Army ; 
none of whom he can even create or promote, without the 
Confent of the Senate j their Government at prefcnt is, in- 
little more than a Common wealthy fo that few Things 

can be drawn from their Pradicei as an Example ht for us 
to follow* 

* Before I conclude. Sir, give me Leave to remind Gen* 
tlemen, that o«r Hiftorics fufiiciently t^ch us this Truth, 
duu our Liberties and Conllitution arc never in greater Dan- 

^^ger^ than when any one of the Branches of our Legiflatuie 
^■grafps at any Power or Authority, which hath^ by the 
^ Wifdom of our Anceftors, been appropriated to another i 
and therefore, moft certainly, an unwatrantable Attack up- 
on the Prerogative of the Crown, which may, indeed, be 
intended to extend the Liberties of the People, is in Reali- 
ty the readied Way to bring them into Danger.^ J believe 
every impartial Perfon will acknowledge, that in our pre- 
fent happy Situation, we of this Nation enjoy as much 
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Liberty ^ is cohfiHeiit with that Subje£Uon which is. nt* 
cel&iy for the Support of all Governments ; and the fure^ 
Way to continue this particular Blefling to ourielves, and 
to perpetuate it . to our FoAerity, is to reft fatisfyM with 
what we enjoy, and not to hazard what we already have^ 
by aiming to extend the Liberties of the People to a 
Degree, perhaps, we ourfelves may be the firft PeHbna 
ihall be feniible of the Inconveniencies of: All Experi- 
ments, therefore, of reforming the Conflitution, mufi be 
hazardous, unlefs where the Event is clear and undiipated t 
Tampering with the Laws, where our Liberties arc con- 
cerned, hath often proved of dangerous Confequence ; and 
whenever we come to new modelling the ConiUtution in any 
effcntial Point, unlefs where an apparent Neceifity requires 
it, *tis impoifible to tell how far the Spirit of Reformation 
will proceed. 

* I beg Pardon for taking up fo much of your Time : 
As I once had the Honour to be in the Service, and under 
a Gentleman^ whofe good Nature and Affability mufl: ever 
demand the Elleem of all that know him, [Gen. iFade] and 
who is aj little defirous of grafping at an unrcafooable 
Power, as he is capable of mifapplying that he is already 
tcuiic'd witii^ I flatter myfelf, that during the Time I was 
under his Command, I learn'd a little what the Nature of 
an Army is 3 and had I Itill been in the Service^ fo far from 
retiring upon this QuelUon, as has been recommended to 
thofe in the Service, if Gentlemen would divide upon it, 
which I fhall not believe they intend doing, 'till I fee it 
done ; I fay, had I ftill been in the Service, I fhould have 
been equally flrenuous againft the Queflion ; as it has al- 
ways oeen my Opinion, that the furefl way to depend OHL 
any Set of Men for their adling right, is not to give theni 
an unnecefTary Power or Temptation to do wrong. 

* For thefe Reafons I think myfelf obliged to ufe my 
Endeavours, that neither this, nor any other Propoiitioii 
of the like Nature, however popular they may at this or 
any other Time appear, fhall ever meet with Encourage- 
ment from this Houfe.'

nington flood <ip, and fpoke againil the Motion thus : 
Sir, 

* I cannot let this Queflion go, without declaring rnyAb* 
horrence to the Motion that has been made to us : I really 
thir.lv' it is the mofl monftrous Motion I ever heard made^ 
fince I had the Honour to fit in Parliament. Gentlemen 
fay, an Army is no Part of our Conftitution j but if the Pro- 
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pofltbn they have made fhould take Place, the whole of 
our Conlluution would foon be at the Merc/ of oirr Army* 
At prefent, the Offiiijrs of the Army depend upon the King 
for their Commifllons, ^"d the Army itftlf depends upon the 
Pa.rliament for its QntlnuancCj and for its ¥^y ; but if you 
ihould once make th^ QiHcers of the Aimy mdependent of 
the Crown, if you lliould once give then* a Sort of Frt^ehold 
in their Commiftioiis, they would foonmake both King and 
Pari Jam em depend upon them. If both King and Parlia- 
ment Ihould join in Opinion, and think it proper lo make a 
Redu£lion of any Part of our Army, do you Imagine that 
theie Gentlemen, with their Swords in their Hands, would 
quietly lay liicm down, and retire to their refpeclive Homes 
at our Defire ? No, they would then tell you, ourCummif- 
fions are for Life, they are our Freehofd^ a Law of your 
own making has made them fo, and you fhall not take t^jem 
from us, unlefs we have been guilty of a Crime ; if we have 
done any Wrong, let a Court Martial be culled, let us be 
try cd in that Way which is by Law prefcribed, and If we

' The Liberties of Rome were never daflroyedj 'till their 
Army was made an Army for Life ; aftd even this Country 
loft its Liberty by an Army ; As loon as an Army was raif- 
cd, and made independent of the Sovereign Power, they' 
overturned the whole of ourConftitution ; they puUt;J a Pre^ 
deceflbr of yours otit of the Chair i and ktck'd the Mem- 
bers out of Doors ; and (hall we eftablilh fuch another Ar- 
my I The Propofition b furprifing. I would rather lie un- 
der any Imputation, than that of having made fuch a one 
to this Houfc * I am Cure it is very far from appearing to 
iht noble Lord, who made it, in the fame Light it dcies to 
me : I have, I think, a juft Opinion of it i but if he h.id 
judged fo, I am very well convinced he would never have 
offered it to this Houfe. However fince the Propofuion haj 
been made, and as every Gentleman is at liberty to treat 
any Propofuion accofdli^g to that Light in which it appears 
to him» I mull fay, that I look upon the Mction as moti- 
flrous, abfurd, and iLvtih, and therefore I am heartily a^.

Sir J. H. Bruce. To this Speech of Mr Winnington's Sir John Hope Bruc^ 
reply 'd as follows : 
Sir, 
* The honourable Gentleman over the way, I muft fay, 
Jias fpoke with a great deal of more Warmth than De- 
cency, and has treated the Soldiery, both antient and mo- 
dern, in a Manner which I think both fcandalous and un- 
juft. That Gentleman fpoke of the Roman Liberty, and 
pretended that the Lofs of it was owing to their Army's 
being made an Army for Life : I can remember nothing. 
Sir, cf an Army for Life at Rome : I do not remember 
that they ever had any fuch Regulation in their Armies 
even as this now propofed, which is ycry far from eilabliih- 
ing an Army for Life : On the contrary, if they had had 
any fuch Regulation, I believe it would not have been in 
the Power of their Generals, or Emperors, to have mo- 
delled and garbled their Armies, fo as to make them fenre 
thofe vile Purpofes, which they were made to ferve. 

' If the Gentleman will pleafe to read over the Roman 
Hiilory with Attention, he will find, that the Lofs of 
the Roman Liberty was, at firil, more owing to Bribery 
and Corruption in their EledUons, and in their Senate, 
than to their Army : It was by this Bribery and Cor- 
ruption that all publick Virtue was deltroyed in that Coun- 
try ; and when the Virtue of the Army, as well as the 
People, was deftroyed, it became an eafy Matter to make 
Tools of both, for the Support of arbitrary Power. 

* I have had the Honour to ferve in our own Army : 
I have likewife. Sir, ferved in foreign Armies, and I think 
I know a little of the Nature of both : From thence it is 
that I judge, that no Army will allow themfelves to be 
turned againft the Liberties of their Country, unlefs it 
be left in the Power of fome ambitious Man to model . 
them, fo as to make them fit for his own wicked Purpoies : 
It was this that made our Army, in the lail Century, tura 
againfl the Parliament which had raifed them ; and the 
Army will always be dangerous, as long as any fuch Power 
is lodged in any one Man. 

* I have the Honour, Sir, to be acquainted with many . 
of the General Officers, as well as other Officers, in our 
own Army at prefent i I know their Worth and their Me- 
rit; and I (hall never fear any thing from an Army under

Mr Hugli Williams fpoke next agalnil the Motion, and Mr h. wmkm^ 
after him General Wade Itood up, and fpoko as followa. croerai w>%.

' The Gentlemen of the Army are certainly very much 
obliged to the noble Lord, who made this Propofition ; and 
I doubt not but every one of us would be for it, if we 
thought it were conMent with the Good of our Country^ 
For as it is natural for all Men to deft re to be independent, 
it is not to be doubted, but that the Officers of the Ar- 
my defire il as much as any other Set of Men ; but whether 
it may not be of dangerous Confequcnce to make fo greac 
^n Alteration in our Conftitution^ is what principally weight 
with me ; and for my own Part, I fhall always give up any 
private Advantage I may expeflj rather than agree to anjr 
Meafure, which may in the leail endanger or hurt the Con^ 
iUtution, or the public k Intereft af my Country. 

* Since I have had the Honour, Sir, to fit in this Houfe, 
1 can fay, that I have always a^ed with the f?ime Free- 
dom, as if f had no CommiiTion, nor any Concern ir» 
the Army i and though 1 have generally joined in Opimoi 
with thofe who were in the AdminiAration, yet I hav« 
Itkcwife upon many Occafions differed from them. 

' I remember that when the lajnous South-Sca-Schcme 
was in Agitation in this Houfe, though It was brought m 
by a Minilierj and flrongly fupported by thofe who were 
then at the Head of the Admin idrai ion, yet I had th« 
Honour to be one of the 55 who divided againft it. It 
1^ true. Sir, I had upon that Occalion Mcitiges fcnt to me.

tain : And, I hope, chat this is the Refolution ol every 
Man, who has the Honour to bear a GoainiiiTioii in the

* Gentlemen talk of Courts Martial, and of his Majeily's 
having ihe Power to name the Ofligers wlio are to be upon 
them : His Majelly has indeed the Puwer of granting 
Warrants for the holding of Courts Martial, as often, ?nd 
in facli Places as he ftiall pleafe to appoint ; J have my- 
felf a Warrant from his Majefty for holding Courts Martial 
in North Britain, where I have the Honour at prefent to 
command : But I never did, nor docs his Majcfty, ever 
name the Officers who are to be upon fuch Courts MartiaL 
That Service being performed by a Roll, as other Pans of 
Duty are, I have often very great DiiHculty to get a 
f efficient Number of Officers for holding thofe Courts Mar- 
tial ; for fomc times fix or feven Captains, be fides Subal- 
terns, will be abfent at one Time ; and it is hardly pofli- 
ble now, in Time of Peace, to get them to attend their 
Duty, notwithttanding the great Power the Crown has, 
over them ; Since then they arc at prefent fo negligent of 
their Duty, would they not be much more fo, if they 
could not be difmilTed for Negle^ of Duty, but by a Sen-. 
tence of a Court Martial f If any of thofe Officers fiiould 
be brought to be tried for Neglect of Duty, or any othex 
fuch Crime, by a Court Martial, the M^ijority of which 
might perhaps confill of Oillccrs, who bad themfelves been 
guilty of the fame Fault, can Ctentlemen imagine, that in 
luch a Cafe any Officer would be broke, or any Way 
puniflied by a Sentence of that Court Mardal ? 

' In 0iort, Sir, the Difcipline of our Army is already i a 
a very bad Way, nnd I am afraid, if this Propofition fliould 
take Place, it would be intirely deftroyed ; for if this Pro- 
pofition 0iould pafs into a Law, it would not only taka 
away ail Dependency upon the Crown, but it would deftroy- 
that Subordination of inferior Officers to their Super iors, 
which is abfolutely necefTary to be fbiflly kept up in 
all Armies ; and without which, an Army would foon be- 
come an unruly Mob, inHead of being a regular, and ^ 
wcU-difdplined Army 1 tJjcrcfore, Sir, I cannot but bo 
againll the Propofition.' 
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Mr. Erie fpoke next. 
Sir, 

* As this Propofition muft certainly tend to tlie Eftnblifti- ^' ^J^t 
fnent of ji!1 Army, with too great and too independent a 
Foiver in itfelf, I muft think k extreamly improper; and I 
muft think that the honourable Gentleman, who fpoke laft, 
ha^ very well iind very ju Illy obferved, th^il it would deilroy 
all Difciplmc m the Army, and would, I believe, introduce 
a genertl Licentioufnefti among the Oficer^ ; for there are 
many Intfguliirities an Officer may be guilty of, which could 
oot well be brought before a Court M:irtM ; and if they 
were, the Irregularity might be fo generalp that it would 
be hard to get fuck a Court Mania! as would puntih the 
Officer for a Crime^ which perhaps cvtry one of themfelvcs 
might be guilty of. Ft j^ well known hovv many Com plaints 
there are *il ready, both againfl Officers jind Soldiers » for li^ 
regularities committed in their Quarters ; cvm with all the 
Power which his Majefty now has aver the Army, it is very 
hard for thofe to whom he entrulls the chief Care and Ma» 
mgetnent of his Army, to keep the Officers and Soldiers to 
iheir Duty, and to prevent their being now and then guiitj* 
of fome iittle A^s of Oppreflion in their QLTafters i but if 
the Propofilion now made ftould pafi into i Lnw, it would 
render the QuarteTing of Soldiers mofl grievous to the Peo - 
pie ; one OIRcer would (:\y, I hrive made my Quarters good ^ 
as they call it, another would do the {^mc s this would tm- 
courage a third, a fourth, and fo on, *till the Pr.i^ice be- 
came general ; and if they were to be tryed and punilhed 
fQT tbi& only by a Court Martial, can Gentlemen imagine, 
chat they would not acquit one another f *Tls true. Officers 
mi^y hsve been removed without being guilt)' of any Crime f 
I was myfelf once removed, when 1 am fure they could not 
lay any Crime to my Charge t I was then forrj' for it^ but 
J was not for carrying my Refentment fo ht a& on that Ac- 
count to lum every thing topfy-turvy ; yet there was at that 
Time more Ground for fucli a Propolition than there Is at 
prtTent ; there has been no garbling of retnoving of my

1 cannot, with the honourable Gentleman 
who ipoke laft, think, that the Officers of the Army arc 
much obliged to thofc Gentleijien who appear in Favour of 
this Propofition ; on the contrary, I think, thnt it is enter- 
taining a very bad Opinion at ItAl of thofe Officers, who 
have the Honour of fitting in this Houfe, to imagine, that 
they do not aft with the fame Integrity and Freedom that 
other Gen^lf men do ; I am fure I fhould not think, that 
any Man entertained a good Opinion of me, if he thought 
that I could be induced, either by Threats or Rewards, to 
ad contrary to my Duty in this Houfe.

ofMarlboroagh's having been removed,' I believe no Mah ^""^^Vj^^^j';"- 
will fay it was a right Step to remove that great General, \ 
but it has no Relation to the Qneftion now before us ; be- 
caufe, if I underltood the noble Lord^s Motion right,- the 
Power of removing Gerterals from their Cfommand, as G^r 
nerals in the Army, is to remain in the Crown, as much 
unlimited afe ever it was before ; and it muft be granted,, 
that the Removal of that great Man, and the many Remo- 
vals that fdlowedj if they have any Relation to the prefent 
Queflion, are ilrong Arguments in its FaVour-; for, 1 be- 
lieve, every Man who wilhcd well to the CbhiHtution, would 
have wilhed that fuCh a Law had been in being at that 
Time ; and indeed all the other Arguments I have heard 
againft the Propofuion, if I may be allowM to call them fo, 
are much ftrongef for it than ag?inft it. 

• Gentlemen talk of invading the Prerogative, *as if it 
tvere a moft heinous Things to leflTen, in any Refpcdt,- what 
they call the Prerogative j but this hfts been already anfwer- 
ed by a worthy Gentleman ; he jullly faid, that the Prero- 
gative has been gh)wing eVsr fince the Revolution^ and it is 
certain that it is daily gaining Ground both in this Houfe 
and the other. The Power of the Crown, every Member 
of this Houfe, as welf as the other, ought always to be jea* 
lous of ; for what by Creations and Ttanflations, it may at 
laft grow fo great, as entirely toO\'erturn that Ballance upon 
which our Constitution depends < The Prerogative now irt 
Difpute, is a Prerogative of very (hort Standing ; even th^ 
Prerogative, as to the Militia, mentioned by an honourable 
Gentleman, has been afTumed but of late Years; and tho* 
the Power of the King, as to the Militia, be very fully and 
explicitly declared in the twd Ads that Gentleman was 
pleafed to read to us, yet I hope, that neither he, nor his 
Friends, will recommend all the Proceedings of the Parlia- 
ment in which thofe A^ paiTed, as proper Patterns for us 
to imitate ; nor will he deilre, that we fliould approve of 
every Thing that was done at that Time in Parliament : 
fiefides, there is a very great Difference between the Officer* 
of a Standing Army, and thofe of the Militia ; the iirll i% 
both an honourable and a beneficial Employment, the lail i% 
become of late Years not very honourable, and 1 am very 
fure it cannot by Law be made a beneficial Employment j 
fo that the arbitrary Difpofai of CommifTions in the Army, 
nay be of much more fatal Confequcnce to our Conftitution^ 
than the arbitrary Difpofal of Commillions in the Militia. 
Gentlemen have afked us, Will you make the Officers of 
the Ann/ Independent ? Will you give them their Cnni- 
jniflions in the Nature sf a Freehold ? No, by the Projx)-

An Officer, who de- 
pends upon nothing but the Laws of his Country, isei^aged 
in IntereH, as well as Honour, to fupport thofe Laws ai 
the Tenure by which he holds his Commiffion ; but an OiE- 
«erwho depends entirely upon the abCblute Wili .of one 
Maij, be he King, or be he chief General, is a Tenant at 
Will, and is in Intereft, at leaft, engaged to fubmit to the 
Will of his Lord in every Thing : It was this that made the 
Army ib pemidoos about the Middle of the laft Centory i 
fhey had become entirely dependent upon their Generalp 
and then their General made what Ufe of them he had a 
Mind ; and it was a Negle^ of this Maxim, which £vred 
our Conilitudon towards the End of the {i^ne Century, be- 
caufe our King then began to break through the Conftitn- 
(ion, before he had taken Care to make the Army entirdy 
dependent upon himfelf alone : If that King had taken Care 
of the lail before he had attempted thefirft, the Nation 
would now have been groaning under Popery, Slavery, and 
arbitrary Power » it was a moft remarkablo Fatality in tias 
Counfels of our Oppreflbrs, that faved the Nation at that 
Time ; but if ^^e do not, by our own Wifdom and our own 
Condu6^, prevent it for the Future, we deferve the moft hei- 
^ Chains that were ever laid upon any People. 

' It is not intended, by the Proportion, to give the Offi- 
cers a Freehold in their Commiffions; but if it were, can 
k be faid, it would be unjuil ? Have not many cHfthcm 
purchafed their CommifEons at a very high Price ; perliana 
with the whole of what they had in the World ? And woim 
itnot be the Heighth of Injuftice, that fuch Gentlemen ftonld 
be turned a-drift, at the Pleafure of a Mini iter of State f 
H:;ve not n}any of them bought their Commiffions by long 
Services, much Blood-ihed, and many Wounds? knot this 
a Purchafe much more honourable, than that of giving n 
few Guineas for a Piece of Land ? And muft the Officer bt 
turned out of his only Subfiilence to pleafe a peevifhMiiHfier« 
whilft the'Ii^uid-Pk;rchafer, who perhaps robb'd bin C6un» 
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try in order w purcfei fe that L^nd, is protefled by the ^ 

Ljiws of hii Country in the Pofftffion of his ill-gotten Pur- ^ 
chafe ? li this Jui^icc ? Or is it a fhewing of chat Reipe6l 
which is due to thofc who h^ve boldly and fitith fully fcfved 
their Coi^nrry ? But there is thif farther Hardftiip, the Offi- 
cer who i^ turned Qut» not only lofes his Breads but hh Ho^ 
■pour may ftffer into the Bargain i for if it is oot very pub* 
licMy known for what he was rttrned out, the malicious 
.World may be apt to fufpeft, that he was difcarded for 
Ibme very heinous anil diihonourable Crime* Some Gentle- 
men hiive already tal- en Noticei that there are a gT^ ''t many 
Officers of theArmy who have now S^ts in Parli^imenl, and 
while they are allowed to fit in this^ or in either Houfe of 
Parliament, ii is ocrtrinly to be wifhed, that they were put 
upon the fame independent Footing with other Gentlemen: 
I do not in the leali fufpefl the Virtue of thofe who at pre- 
fent have Scats in either Houfe of Pi^rliament : *]'heir Vir- 
tue is, I find, what thofe who oppofe the prefcnt Queftioa 
would gladly lug into the Debate : But as neither their 
Virtue nor Honour has any Thing to do in the Queilion, 
1 may freely hy^ that when Gentlemen either now, or 
hereafter, have their Whole tt Stake, and fee by the Exam- 
ple of others, the Danger of pretending to contradid an in- 
tblent Minifter in any of the moji widled of his Meafures^ 
it is putting their Virtue lo too great a Trial ; it is more 
than human Frailty can well fupport; and I am fure he 
moil be very little acqtiairiEed with the Nature of Mnnkind^ 
who thinks that the Conititution, and the H^ppinef^ of his 
Country, may fafely depend upon the Event of fuch a Trial- 
The honourable Gentleman over the Way, who k in the 
Army, and who I am fure, has afied with as much Honour 
in this Houfe la any Gentleman in it, ha? given us an un.nn- 
fwerable Argument in favour of the Propofition now before 
us : He has told us, that when heoppofed a Scheme, which he 
thought a pernicious Scheme, and which afterwards moft 
e^efhially proved fo, he was fent 10 and ihre'*tened with 
the Lofs of all his Employments in the Army, becaufe tliat 
Scheme was brought in and fupportcd by a Mini Her ; Ffa 
had^ 'tis true. Virtue to withltand thofe Threats ; but it 
cannot be fuppofed that every Man has the iamc Virtue; 
and what he has now told us is an evident Demouilration, 
that thi&preten^d Prerogative of removing Officers at P'ea- 
furc, may by a Minifter be made ufe of to obtnin the Ap- 
probation of Farliamenr to the moit deltruftiTe Schemes he 
can invent, 

* We know that the late King WilUain was once applied 19 
by fome of his Minillci^, lo remove an Officer of his A rmy, 
h6&ki^(t of A Voii hm had given in this Hmtfe : But th«t 
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Prince, like a great and a' wife King, anfwered; • Ifup^ 
' * pofe the Gentleman voted according to what appeared 
' jiift and right td him at thit Time ; I know him to be a 
' brave and a good Officer, and one who has always don6 
' his Duty in his military Capacity i I have nothing to dd 

* with his Behaviour in Parliament, andtherefore twill not 

* remove him from his Command in the Amiy.' Hii late 
Majelly was fo ienfible of the Neceflity of what is now pro" 
pofed, that he approved of a Bill of this very Nature ; the 
Bill was a^ually drawn up, and was to have been brought 
into the other Houfe by the late Earl Sta: hope : This I 
know to be true, I do not know how it was prevented, but 
I know that his late Majefty chearfiiUy gave his Confent for 
the bringing it into Parliament. 

* The honourable Gentleman who fjpoke M faid, that 
thofe Gentlemen who are for the prefent Queflion ufed the 
Officers ill *but t leave it to the impartial World, I leave it 
to the Officers themfelves, to judge which Side ufes them 
worft : Thofe who fay they ought to be fecared againft the 
Refentment of a tyrannical Minifter, or thofe who td) ni^ 
you are to expe£l; no Juftice from Officers fitting in a Court 
Martial, notwithibnding their being fworn to do the fame 
Juftice, and to try with the fame Impartiality, that Judges 
and Juries ought, and are fuppofed to do : You are not to 
truft to Officers, they will certainly combine together, and 
deftroy your Cbnftitution ; there is nothing can keep *em 
honeft or faithful to their Country, but keeping them in a 
flavifh Dependence upon the Crown. Has not this been the 
whole Language of thofe, who have hitherto oppofed this 
Queftion ? And I do not doubt but the Officers of the Army 
will judge of the Argument as they ought to do. I have 
fpoke much earlier in this Debate than I intended, and I 
muft fay, that I had but very little Room from any Thing 
that has been faid againft the Proportion, to have taken up 
fo much of your Time ; but J find fome Gentlemen do not 
incline to fpeak to the Queftion ;. however, if they do not^ 
if no better R-afons be given againft it than what have 
been already given, I am perfnaded the Fate of the Queftion 
muft be very different from what they expeft.' 
Mr H. Pdbara. Mr. Henry Pelham fpoke next as foltews ;

Time ago, happened to drop fome Exprdfion^, which F ^m 
furc wiere owing to his Warmth j hr ipokc of Foreign Offi- 
cers, and infinuatcd as if they might happen to be pat into 
thcPLicesof thofe, who may hereafter bcr removed. Every 
Gentleman ftirely knows^ th^t this would be dirc^ly con^ 
trary to Law ; md no Man c^ fay, that there has been 
any Thing done Or attempted, that can give the Icafl Ground 
for apprehending any fuch Thing in Time to come ; It 
was indeed an indecent and an ugly Infmuation ; I wiJh the 
Gentleman hadfpared it ; but asl am convinced th..t it was 
entirely owing to Warmth, I ftiall t^ke no farther Notice of 
it. I did really think it wnnccefl'ty to have given you any 
Trouble in this Debste, lince other Gentlemen before mc 
Iiave given fufficient Re^ifons for not greet ng to this Ma- 
tion, and have anfwered every Tiling fiud in Favour of it; 
hut the honourable Gentleman^ who fpoke laA, feemed fo 
mighty defirous, tJiatGentlemenwouldfpcak agiiftft •hat 
be and his Friends feem to be for, thit I rofe up rather to 
gratify htm, th^ that I thought any Thing neceff^ry tobe 
added to what had before been faid ^ j^inft this Fropoiition j 
and therefore I fliall take up no more of your Time, but 
leave the Proposition to ftand or fall by it£ own Merits.* 

Then Sir William Wyndham Ibod up and faid, 

* TheGentlemen, who have been pie afed to fpeak againft 
this Propofition, have all of them jifferted, that, (hould it 
take place, it would alter the very Being of our Conftitu- 
tion i from whence we mail conclude, thi^t thefe Gentle- 
men think, that the very Being of our Conftitution confifty* 
not only in having a Standing Army, but it confiils alfo in 
having that Army abfolutely and entirely dependent on the 
Crown I which is an Opinion fo dire^ly contrary lo th;U 
which every Man ought to have about our ConHitution, that 
I atn fbrry to hear of its being entertained by any Gentle- 
man, who has the Honour of being a Member of this Houfe* 
I wilh thofe Gentlemen would confider a little better the 
Kature and the Being of our Conftitution, and tiie many At* 
terations that have fr«m Time to Time crept into it i if 
they do they will find no greater Novelty, nor can they fiad 
one more dangerous, than that of a Standing Army, It is 
mtmy^l, Ihape« aKm^f ourOmftimion^ and there- 

fare. 



fere, what is now propofed cannot be an Alteratioa of cMir 
ConlHtuiioD ; it is indeed fo far other wife, that the very 
Defigijk of it is to prevent our ConiUtution's being altered, 
fcy a Standing Army's being hereafter made a Part of It ; or 
at Jedil to make that Army lefs dangerous, in cafe it fhculd 
tecoftie abfolutdy neceffary for us always to keep up a Standi 
ing Army. We liavc Ukewife been toldj th^t the Preroga' 
tiveisaPrirtofoyr Conftitution, and the leiTemng the Powef 
of the Crown, or robbing the Crown of its Prerqgrttive, as 
Gentlemen have been pleafed to call it, is an Alteration of 
our Conrtitution. For my oWn Part, I have no Notion of 
any legal Power or Prerogative, but what h for the Benefit 
of the Community ; nor do I think, that any Power can be 
legalj but what is originally derived from the Community i 
and it is certain, that all the Power that is. Or can be given 
by the People^ muft be given for thei# own Protcflion and 
liefciice ; Therefore, if the People Ibould afterward* find 
that they have given too much, if liicy fhotild begin to 
fbrefee^ that the Power they have given may come to be oT 
dangerous Confequence to themfelvea ; have not they Ren- 
fon, have not they a Right, to take back what Part of it 
they think nccefTaTy for their own Safety ? This in the pro* 
per Footing, upon which the prcfent Debate ought to be 
put ; and raking it upon this Footing, fuppofe, tJiat this 
Power of removing the Officers of the Am ty wcrt a Patt of 
ihe ancient Prerogative of the Crown; if the Parliament 
ftiould forefee, that this Power toight be made a bad \Jf^ 
qf; that it might eafily be turned towards cnilaving the 
People, would not the People have a Right to take it from 
the Crown i would it not be tlieir Duty to do fo ? r^p 
Ought not the Crown willingly and frcelf logive it up ? 

' Gentteinen have next endeavoured to frighten l5 with 
fhe EfFeds of this Propofition, fhould it be pailcd into a Law ; 
*rhey fay we flioilld foon fee whu fuch nn Jndejjcndcnee in 
the Army would turn to ; but, for God*s Sake, is nOt the 
Army to be ilil! as mucb dependent upnn King and Parlia- 
inent, as cvet they wtre before ? If it fhould be but lufpe^l- 
cd, that any OfEccrt of any Number of Officers, were go- 
ing to attempt any Thmg againil K.ifig and Fuiiiauient, 
could not the King immedi itdy fufp^Td them, or even put 
Ihem under Arrelt ? arid ^oiild not th^ P:ii tiamcnt, as Iboll 
as they iDtt; addrifs hit Majcfiy to remove them ? Upofl 
(his Occ^fion, 1 ♦ball b*^g Leave to f a?e the Difference of 
the two Cafes : la tfte one w afe^ an Army eritirtly depen* 
dent on the Cfown fo muc « the Murcy of tiie Crown, 
thatj Itt the Merit of thofc Gentlemen tn their milita-y Ca* 
facity be never fo great; let their F.dflity to their King 
tnd Country be ncvcf £b canfplcuoai i let their pati;>^ i vicet 
Vol, m* , P hi 
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ie ttcver fo meritorious i yet, if they do ml implicitly obey 
all the Orders they fh:ill receive from the Crown, or rather 
from the favourite MiniAer of the Crown j if they do not 
fubmk to prop'^g ite the moft fl.wjfh Schemes of a pmjvdiug 
iWinitier, thiy m^iy prob^ibly be turned out of their En^pkoy* 
tnents in the Army j and thus, after hiving wore out uicir 
Youth and Y%f>^i* i^ ^^ Service of their Country, they 
^ay at laft, and in tlieir Old Age i be turned adrift, 2M 
reduced to a ftarving Condition. In ihe other Cate, sn 
Army under na fach fertJIc Dependence^ having no Reaibn 
to doabt of Preferment according to their Merit, and cer- 
tain they could not be turned out of the PI ces they have 
pure ha fed by their long Services, without being guilty of 
fome Crime, or of difhonourable Eehavioiir ; ana having 
the ConHjtutiont and the Laws of their Country, as a Seen* 
fSty fot theii' enjoying all thofe AdvawLiges as long ai they 
live ; is it not I an cafy Matter to determine, in which of 
Aefe Cafes an Army may be of moft Danger, or of moft 
Service, to the Conftitution of this Country. 

* t will allow nil that has been faid about the Virtue of 
thofcp who are at prefcnt the Offieirrs of our Army ; about 
their being Englifhmen, and every Thing elfe^ that has been 
faid, or c^n be faid> in Favour of the Chara£tcrs of thdfe 
Gentlemen ; but ftill they are Men, and every Body kncwa, 
tliat thofe who have a Dependence, perhaps for the whole they 
have in the World, muft be fomething more than Men, if 
they aft with the fame Freedom, that they would do if they 
were under no fuch Influence or Dependence ; It is certain j 
1 hope the Gentlemen of the other Side of the Queftion, 
even thofe Gentlemen who now itand up fo xealotifly for 
^K%' Prerogative, will grant, thatoari is a limited Monarchy : 
Our ConiUtution depends upon its not being in the Power 
of the Crown, to break thro*' thofe Limits which are pre* 
fcribed by Law, or to manage fo la to render them quite 
ineffcftual ^ for when either of thefe comes to be the Cafe« 
€mf Conftitution will be at ^n End 1 the Monarchy can no 
longer be faid to, be limited, any more than a Man can be 
faid CO be under any Reftraint, who, tho' lock'd up in a 
Koom, has the Keys in his Pocket, and may open the Doort 
when he pleafe% or has poper Materials at hand, and may 
break the Doors open, and walk out whenever he has a 
Mind. We arc therefore never to give a Power to the 
Crown f we ought not to leave the Crown in the Poflcffion 
of a Power, which may enable any future King to fhake off 
a!3 thofe Limitation;^, which the Roya? Power ought by our 
ConiHcution to be fubje^ m : And in this View I leave it 
to every Gentleman to cor>fider, whether a Standing Army^

We know, thai the Peo* 
jple of this Nation have generally been divided mta parties, 
and that Party which I have always beeii protid to reckon 
my(k\f one of, has generally, tho* very wrongfully, been 
called the Republican Party ; but if I, or any ot^er Gentlc' 
man tn this Houfe, who has the Honour of being reputed a 
Whigg, ihould come into thi^ Propofition, we ftiould juftly 
defervethat Kame» which thofe of another Party 'have al- 
ways given us by way of Reproach i for it is certain, that, 
if this Propofition flbsuld take l^lace, oar chief Magiftrafc 
could not pmperly be called a King ; he would not have 
fo much Power left him, as the Stadtholder of the Repub- 
lick of Holland has always enjoyed. The honourat^le Gen- 
tie man, who fpoke laft, infifted much iipon the Danger of 
an Army depending upon the Crown, and talked of turning 
Oncers adrift, and reducing them to a ftaiving Condition } 
but let us confult our Hiftories, and fee whether an Arm^ 
depending upon the Crown, or one depending upon the 
Parliament, has done moft Harm to our CoBllitmion : Wfe 
Ihal! there fee, that an Army of the latter Kind was fo far 
ffotn improving, qr doing Go#d to our Conftitucion, that 
they very quickly 'overturned it ^ they foon brought the 
King from the Throne to the Scaffold i they turned both 
Lords and Commons out of Doors^ and then fet up a moft 
arb 3 trajy Go vernmen t of %h eir own : Whereas an Army of 
the firil Klad- has often preferved the Conjlitution ; an Ar- 
iny much more dependent upon the Crown , than our Army 
h at prefect, was/ we know, fo far from fupporting the 
Crown in Attemptii agalnft tli Liberties of the People, that 
Bioft of the Army joined witK the People iri vindicating thctf 
Liberties, even agihift a King upon whom they had a moft 
itbfolute Dependence j and while our Army confifts only of 
our own Countrymen, and is commanded by Gentlemen of 
good Families and Fortune* in the Kingdom, wc may al- 
ways expe£l from them the fame honourable Behaviour, 
As for turning Officers adrift, and reducing thenci to a ftarv-* 
ing Con4ition, it is certain that no fdchThing can ever iiap- 
pen to any Officer that is a Member of this Houfe, let him 
vote or behave in this Houfe in what ever Manner he will i 
for hi& very Qualification, the EUate he muft have in hi:» 
own Right and PojTeffion, in order to qualify him far hav* 
ing a Seat in parliament, wiU always be fuEcient lo afford 
him a comfortable SubJifbncei fo that if he has any Ho- 
nour or Regard to his Country^ the Fear of being turned

before condemned it. Since then the Removal of thofe two 
noble Lords is look*d on to be a wrong Step, and fince his '

ought therefore, in Duty to the Crown^ to preient fuch an 
Addrcfs as is now propofed to us, that his MajeHy mny be 
freed from the Sufpicion of doing any Thing that is wrong * 
that the wicked Perfon who advifed it may be pointed out 
to the World, and that the Reproach of fuch a Meafure m^iy 
fall where it ought.

* Wbethrr or no there are any Gentlemen in the Honfe ^'^^ WiDdaun 
againft the Queftion^ cannot, as yet, be determined $ but 

if there are, 1 w^ in Hopes they would have ftood up, 
iind huve given the Houfe fomd SatisfafHon as to their Rea- 
foiM for being againil a Qaeilion, which feems to be highly 
approved or by fe vera!

* In my Opinion, the Affair now before ws deferves a 
i^uch more decent Treatment, if it were for no other Rea- 
fon, but becaufe the Njimes of two noble Lords are men- 
tioned in theQueflion, both of whom have done great Ser- 
vices to their Country, but one in particular. As I do not 
mean' to compliment the one, nor to depreciate the 
Services of the othe-r, therefore I fay they have both* 
done greirt Services, though in different Capacities ; but 
whoever remembers the late War, which was carried on fo 
much to the Honour of this Nation, muft remember how 
often honourable Mention was then made in our Gasfettes 
of Sir Richard Temple : In moft of the Accounts trartfmit- 
ted to us from Flanders,either of Battles or Sieges, hisName 
generally flood among the foremoft in the Lift of thofe gallant 
OlRcers, who bravely ventured their Lives in the Service (5f 
their Country. And if we look upon his Behaviour in the 
Senate,- it is as much to his IJonour as his Service in the 
Field : In the laft he has always affed as a good Officer 
and a brave Soldier,, in the Defehce of his Country ; in tht 
£rft he has always behaved as a faithful Subject and a good 
CounfcUor to his King ; and that (uch aMan fhould be one 
of the £rft to fall a Sacrifice to minifterial Refentment, is 
what muft give a juft Alarm to all the honcft Part of Man- 
kind : It is what principally' ^ve Rife to this Day's De- 
bate, and, in particular, to the Motion now before you, 
which I very much approve of, and if no Gentleman thinks 
fit to fay any thing againft it, I can hardly doubt of its 
being unanimoufly agreed to.*

who has an Eniployment in the Government, that very 
Choice is a fufficknt Proof thai c hey do not think the Ser- 
vice of their Country in Parliament, and the Service of the 
Crown incompatible : And the Law has already wifeiy pro- 
vided, that in cafe any Gentleman accepts of a Place, of 
an Employment in the GovernmenCj after he has been 
choftn a iVIember oi Parliamentj his Seat in Parliament 
(hall thereby be vacated j he mull ret tro to his Country, 
City, or Borough, to he rcchofcn ; and if they again chufe 
him, it la a certain Sign, that they continue to think him 
the moll proper Pcrfon to reprefcnt them, not with ftanding^ 
his having accepted of a Place or Employment unjijier the 
Crown. Then as to the Gentlemen w^ho are now, or may 
hereafti^r be In Otficcs, Civil or Military, under the Crown, 
it h certain, that they generally are Gentlemen of Families, 
nrjd many of them have very large Properties in their 
Country.

' By tlus BUI, I mull llkewife think, there h a very great Piece 
of Injufticc done to the Crown; I cannot but think ita ver>* ex- 
traordlmry Thing to put fnch a Mark of Difgrace upon all 
the OfHcers employed by the Crown, as to exclude thetn 
from the Right of having Seats in Parliament, and that for 
no other Reafon bnt becaufe the King haj* thought them^ 
worthy of ferving their Country m fome OfKee, Civil oi 
Military, under him. It is, really, no: only patting an 
Affront upon hi?5 pnefcnt Majefly, but even upon the Crowiv 
itfclf, and rendering it impoITihle for our Government ta 
fubfirt under its prcfent Form ; for if fuch an Ignominy llinli 
be put upon all thofe, who !hall accept of any EmploymenE 
wader the Crown, as to render them incapable of ffervin^ 
their Country in Parliamctit, which is one of thq higbeit

* Should the Bill now before us pafs into a Law, I think 
it is eafy to forefee the Confequence* It would bring the 
Houfe of Commons into the liigheft Contempt, or it would 
bring all thofe Gentlemen, who accept of any Office? in the 
Government, Civil or Military, under Contempt, It is na- 
tural lor every Man to endeavour to render contemptible 
that Honour, that Foil, or that Thing, which he knows he 
cannot attain to : The Gentlemen of the Army, the Ni^vy, 
or in Civil Offices^ knowing that by L^w they were all at 
folutely exdudcd from the Honour of having Seats in the 
Houfe of Commons^ would all join together in endeavouring 
to render the Houfe contemptible in the Eves of the People | 
and we need not doubt, but that the Clergy would join with 
the r^^^ becaufe, I think, they are already excluded : On th?

comes before this Houfe, to have like wife fome of thofe 
Gentlemen among us, who belong to, and are acquainted

as I am convinced, that a Man*s being in an Officcf, doe* 
not in the leaft influence his way of Thinking, or his Man- 
ner of Afting, in this HoTfe, I therefore think we have no 
Oecafioti for contriving L^ny fiich Remedies at prefent, and 
far I cfs for fuch an extraor dinar)'' Remedy, as is propofed by 
the BiU now before us^ for which Realbn I am againft com- 
mitting it.' 

Mr, Campbell was oppos'd by Mr. Sandys, as follows ; **' ^^^- 
Sir^ 

* As this BiH met with no Oppofition^ either when it was 
moved for^ or when it ^vas brought in and read the firll 
Tiinej J was very little npprehenfive, th:i£ we {hould have 
had any Debate upon it ; ar.d much lefs was I apprehcnfive^ 
that our going into a Committee upon it would have been 
oppofed, for as yet it cm be called little more than a Blank ; 
it cannot well dcfcrve the Name of a BiU, *till it ha? gone 
through the Committee^ where the many Blanks which arc 
now in it, are properly to be filled up* I was, indeed, fttrrpif- 
ed, to hear the worthy Gentleman, who fpoke laft, fay that 
he thought it the moft extraordinaiy and unrcafonable Bill 
he had ever feen brought into this Houfe j for if the Gen- 
tleman will bok into our Journals, he will fee that this very 
Bill haj been often bjought in» and has almoll always beea 
paiTed in this Houfe ; and I am fure, if ever it was thought 
reafonable by this Houfe, it mufl now be thought much 
more fo, when the Number of Placemen is much greater in 
this Houfe than it was ever heretofore. The worthy Gentle- 
man has likewife told us, that he thinks the Billurjuilj both 
with refpeft to the Crown, the People, and the Gentlemen 
who have the Honour to be employed by the Crown j as to 
which, I (haU take Notice in general, that, by the fame 
Method of reafoning, he may pretend to fhew us, that all 
the Laws that were ever made for regulating EleOions were 
unjufl, and were Encroachments upon the Rights of the Peo- 
ple. I (hall readily agree with him th:tt the People are the 
pr ope re ll Judges, who ought to be chofen by them for Re- 
prefentatives in Parliament ; and 1 am confident, that were 
they left to a free Choice, we fhould not fee fo many Civil 
and Military Officen brought into^Parhament. 

• The People, I believe, would always think themfelvet 
more fee u re in being rcprefented by Country Gentlemen* 
with whom they ^re well acquainted, and who can have no 
Jiitereft fcpaiiiEe fxom ihcm, than by Clerki of Offices, or 
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fueh other Perfbns, wKom they perhaps never faw or hcaid 
of before they came down to be cJiofe their Reprefentatives, 
and whoHij probably, they may never fee agriin, hill they 
return to ask the fame Favour ; which every Gentlemati 
here kaows to be often the Cafe of many of oar little Bo- 
roughs in Englmd. But^ to Cny, that it would b^ any In- 
jailice in us, to lay any Reftraint upon the People, as to the 
Choice of their Reprefentativcs, feems to me very extraor- 
dinary, when we confider the La^vs now in Being, by which 
the People are reftrained from chtifing any Gentleman for 
their Reprerentativc, who is not pnfRnTed of fuch an ElLite, 
Surely, we miy, with refpc£l to Eledions, without being 
guilty of any Injufltce, lay what Reftraints we think necel^ 
fary for the Good of the Publick, and the Prefer vat inn of 
our Conilitution ; for I am fure, that whatever is for the 
Benefit of the People, cannot be juftly faid or thought to be 
injurious to the Cro^n. It is cxtraordin^.ry to fay, thLit 
what is propofed by this Bill, would be an Injulbcc done to 
thofe, who arc thereby to be made incapnblc of being e'e£l- 
ed ; for have not we already a Law, by which all the Offi- 
cers concerned in the CoUeition of the Culloms or Excife, 
are rendered incnpable of being chofen Meml^crs of Parlia- 
ment ? And yet I have never before heard ii urged, that 
there was any Injuftice done to thofe Gentlemen, by ex- 
cluding them from having Seats in Parliament, as long as 
they are in an Office which is inconfillent with their being 
Member I of this Houfe. 

* I wjll allow xhiit the Choice made by the Burgefles of a 
little Borough, pr by the Freeholders of a County, if it falls 
upsn an Officj^r, Civil or Military, fhews that the M jority 
ot thofe Eled^Gr^ at that Time, did not think the Office he 
then enjoyed incompatible or inconfillent with his being 
their Reprefentative i but I hope it will not be faid, that 
the Burgcffes of a little Borough, or even f he Freeholders 
of a County, arc better Judges In thi? Refped than the Re- 
prefentatives of the whole People of Great Britain met m 
this Houfe ; efpecially when the Opinion of this Hcfufe is 
approved of and confirmed by the other two Branches of 
our Legilliture. As to the Altematiye pretended, that if 
this Bin 0it>uld pafs into a Law, it would render cither the 
Officers, Civil and Military, contemptible, or this Honfe 
contemptible in the Eyes of the People, I cannot imagine 
how it could prodiice either of thcfe Effc£ls i for as to the 
Officers, Civil or Military, is it to be imagined, thata fuc- 
Ciefsful General or Admiral, a brave and experienced Cap- 
tain, by Sea or Land, or a Civil OiEcer, honeft^ expert, 
and diligent, in the Station he is in, would be contemned, 
Jjccaufc l|c was iwt capable of bemg a Member of this 
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Houfe i Were llhe Clergy ever brought into Contempt, by f^^^^ T; Pco. ir, 
iheiT being exclacfed die Privilege of bdng chofcn Mcm~ ^ *^5''**- - 
bers of Farlinment } On the contrary, I believe, they never 
got nny Honour by bdng Members of either Houfe j and, 
I believe, there are very few Officers, either Civil or Mili- 
tary, in ihe Kingdom, who ever gained much Honour, of ■ 
much Repute^ among the People, by their being Member* 
df either Houfe of Parliament, unlefs when their being focH 
was tbe Occafion of their being turned out of the Oflices 
they enjoyed, and might have continued to enjoy j to their 
own Honour, and the Advantage of their Country, if they 
h^d not been Members of Parliament. As to the other Part 
of the Alternative, that this Houfe may be rendered con- 
temptible by what is how propofed, I am not in the leait 
afraid of it ; but I am very much afraid, that if fome Bill 
of this Nature is not fpeedily pafled into a Law, thii Houfe 
will become contemptible in the Eyes not only of our own 
People, but of the whole Worl^. 

♦ Gentlemen may pretend, that n0 Man h influenced Jii 
his way of Thinking, or in his manner of Afting, in this 
Houfe, hy the Poll or the Office he pofltfle?, and may be 
turned out of, whenever a Prime Minifter may have » mind ; 
but while Men are Men, I am convinced, there will always 
bea great Number, by fir, I fear, the greateft Number, who 
ivill rather vote according to the Direft ions of the Prime Mini- 
fter for the Time being, than run the Risk of being turned out 
iifthe [ucrativc Poll orOflice he then holds at thePIeafure of 
ihc Crown: And if ever a Majority of this Houfe ihould 
luppen to be compofed of fuch Men, I am fure it will be- 
come as contemptible as ever the Senate of Rome was, after 
it became the political Tool of their arbritary and tyranni- 
cal Emperors.

Seats in Parliament all thofe who are in Offices Civil and

|>crafc the Bill as it ftandanow, they wirll fee, that there is 
fo be an Exception, which is now left btank, as in all fuch

Blank, but I am confident j it may be made a good and a 
feafonable Bill, and agreeable to every Gentleman in this 
Houfe i therefore I hope the Houfc will agree to the going 
kito a Committee upon it, becaufe if Gentlemen do not like 
it after the Blanks are filled up, they may then drop it^ or 
tKrow it out upon the third lleading** 

Mr Edward Thompfon fpoke next : 
Sir, 

* if we do refolve to gcj iftto a Committee on the BlH 
now befol^ usj which I hope we (ball not, I mull take Li- 
berty to move for an Inllruftion to receive a Claufe, for ex- 
cluding all thofe who have aiked for any Place or Employ- 
ment, or any other Favour^ from the Government, and 
liave been refused what they asked fi^r ; becaufe I am per- 
fuaded, that Anger, Revenge and Difappointment, ma/ 
inEuence Mens AfUons, and even their Behaviour in .thi» 
Houfe, as much as the Hopes of getting a Place, or the 
fears of lofmg one, can poifibly do ^ and therefore I think 
it fully as realonable to exclude the former, as it is to ex- 
clude the latter, from having Seats in this Houfe. If it can 
be fuppofcd, that the Hopes of getting a Place, or Ihe Fears 
of lofmg one, can influence fome Men fo much, as to make 
them approve of aU the Meafures of the Government, right 
or wrong! I amfuie it may be fuppofed, that thePaiTionsof 
Revenge and Difappomtment may like wife influence fome 
Men fo much, as to make them £nd Fault where there is none, 
and to oppofc whatever is propofed by the Government, 
t^zn when they are in their own Confcicnces convinced 
that what was propofed is right, and neceflkry for the Sup- 
port of our Government and Conflitution : But for my own 
Part, I can make no fuch Suppofition t I cannot fuppofe, 
diat the being in a Place or Employment under the Govern- 
ment, is inconfiflent with common Honour and Honefly ; 
nor can I fuppofe^ that any Man would, for the fake of 
fatisfying his Malice or Revenge^ oppofe any Thing that he 
faw was neteflary for preferving or improving the Happinefe '

if that, whfch thtry have fo long ilruggled to come at, be fo 
near at H^iiicl, m foitie People h^-.ve been plea fed to give out 
without Ddors, the pafling of fuch a Bill may foon affefl a 
great mrmy of themfelve*. They may then, perhaps^ think 
of the Bill as I now think of tt ; and I muft declare, that I 
6an by no means agree, to the commstiing of it, bfCaufe I 
think it impRiTible to make if a good Bill/ 

Then Mr.Digby faid, Mr»%*fi 

Sir, 

I differ fo ftr, in my Opinion about the Bill now before 
u*:, from the honotirablt' Gentleman who fpoke Lift, that I 
think it is not pofTible to make it a bad Bill* It is a Bill 
that h^ often, as was before obferved, paflcd through this 
Houfe ; and I am fare it was never more neceffl^ry for fe- 
curing the Freedom and Independency of Parliaments than 
it is at this prefent Time ; lam afraid, that even the Tranf- 
aftions of this Day may be a convincirig Proof, of the great 
NeceiTity that there is for having fome ftich Bill p:ifled ; or 
rather th^t they will be amcbncholy Proof of its being al* 
l-eady impoffible ever to get fuch a Bj!1 pafled. It is certain, 
that the Prefervation of our Conftkution depends upon pre- 
ferving a juft Ballance between the feveral Powers of which 
it is compofed ; for if ever the Scale Ihould be fo much 
turned, as to overthrow and deftroy that B:illance, our Con- 
flttution will, from that Moment, be at an End : And it is 
certain, that the many penal Laws which have been enad^ 
cd fincc the Revolution, the many Taxes that have beeii 
kid on and ftill continued, and the great Number oi Officers 
that are neceffiry for the coll eft ing of thofe Taxes, have 
thrown a great and a dangerous Power m to the Hands of 
the Crown ; fuch a Power as^ *ris gfe:itly to be feared, may 
enable the Crown to fwallow np the two other Branches of 
our Legiftature, by making them entirely dependent on the 
Crown, if ever thofe employed by the Crown ihould be 
wicked enough to make fuch a cruel Ufe of the Power they 
hnve got into their Hands. I will not fay, that ever fuch a 
Ufe, or any wicked Ufe, has as yet been made of the great 
Power which the Crown has lately acquired ; but there is 
no doubt but that fuch a Ufe may be made of it : Some fa- 
ture Minifter may anfe, who may make an abfolute and a 
blind Obedience to his Comxnands, both as to voting and 
f peaking in either Houfe, i^nd ai to voting at Eleftions (or 
Members of this Houfe, the only Tenure by which Gentle- 
men in Office can hope to continue m their xcfpedive Offl^ 
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Arrao 7. pco. 11 <«es, and the only Merit which can intklc a Man to Prefer- 

' ment cither in Church or State ; and if this fhould ever hap-- 

pen to be the Cafe, I muft leave it to every Gentleman that 
hears me to confider, whether our Conftitution would not 
Chen be in the moft imminent Danger : Shall we then, who 
are the Guardians of the People's Liberties, negleft or rc- 
fufe to provide proper Fences, againfl: that Power, which 
may, fome time or other, be made ufe of for invading or 
breaking down all thofe Fences, which now ferve to proteA 
and defend the Liberties and the Properties of the People ? 
We all know, that the Service of the Crown and the Ser- 
vice of the People ought always to be the fame 5 we know 
that the Crown ought never to afk any Thing but what is 
for the Service of the People, and that the People ought 
never to refufe what is neceflary for the Support of the 
Cjowny and for their own Defence ; but wclikewife know, 
that the Service of the Crown and the Service of the People 
have not been always the fame ; we know that the Crown 
has fometimes been the People's moil dangerous Enemy, and 
the People may^ perhaps,- have fometimes refufed what was 
ricc'efTary for the Support of the Grown, and for their own 
Defence. What has happened xrtay happen again ; but as 
long as the Parliament continues pure and uncorrupted, 
they wiH always be proper Mediators between the Crown 
and the People; whereas, if both Houfes of Parliament 
ihould ever come to be entirely dependent on the Crown, 
and ready to fellow blindly whatever Inftruftions they may 
deceive from the Miniftei*s of the CroWn, could it then be 
faid, that the Parliament would be pfoper Mediators be- 
tween the CroWn and the People ? Could it Be expefted, 
that the Parliament would ever put a Check upon the moft 
arbitrary Demands of the Crown ? or could it be expefted^ 
that they would ever haVe Weight enough with the reople, 
to prevail with them to comply willingly with the moft ne- 
cefTary Demands of the Crown ? This is a Cafe that is 
cbrtainly to be apprehended by all thofe, who have any Re- 
gard for our prefent happy Conftitution j an4 as the Ntim- 
ber of Officers in the Service of the Grown is daily increafing 
lA this Houfe, I thmk it high Time to put a Stop to it j 
for the Difeafe may, ytty foon, become incurable. 

V That fome dangerous Pradices have formerly been at- 
tempted, by the Mimfters of the Crown, up6n the Members 
df this Houfe, cannot be denied ; fince an honourable Gen- 
tleman of great Worth,' a Gentleman of great Diftindionin 
the Army, General Wade^ has but lately told us, thatevea 
he himfelf was threatened, for daring to give his Votfe 
againft one of the moft deftru&ive mmSerial Schemes that 
WM f¥er brought ijito Pafliaaif nt f and t W Iw haA Virtuf 
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and Courage enough to dcfpife fac}%ThreatSp yet it is pro- 
bable, th:U xm^ny were brougln ovJr by fuch or the like 
Arguments ; becaufc that Scheme^ deltniftive as it wa?, 
got the Siindion of a Britifti A^ of ParHiiment ; an A61, 
which, for ics many Btal and iniquitous Effects, will for 
ever make i confTclerable Mra. in the Annds of this Nation. 
But i need not enlarge, upon the Ncccflirjr o^ our having 
fome foch Law as ispropofed by thb Bill ^ the Thing fpeaks 
itfelf; the Independence of our Piirliamenti h certainly our 
grcatefi: Security i and if we cannot render them altogether 
independent, the more they are To, the lefs our Danger 
will be, therefore I am for our going into the Committee 
moved for ' 

Mr. Wining ton fpoke next, 
Sir, 

* This Bill, as Gentlemen haye obfervetJ, has, -'tis true, 
been often propofcd, and has fomctimes pafied in this Hoiifc, 
but it has likewife been fometlmei rejedled ; fo that if there 
is any Argument in this, it h equally Ilrong on both Sides i 
and as it has been often propofed, and never yet has parted 
into a Law, it is a certnin proof that it has never yet btren 
thought reafonable : Indeed, if we look into the Hiltory 
of it we (hall find, that it has, at all Times , been brought In 
and fupported by thofc, who were at thofe feveral Times 
endeavouring as much as they con Id to diikefs the Govern- 
ment. 1 will likewife agree with the honourable Genfle-

thofe Gentle naen are, and, I believe, always muil be. Gen- 
tlemen of good Families, and poflefied of confiderabl? 
Eftates of their own ; they may not p^rhap^ be very ready- 
to join with any Set of Men to diitrefs that Government 
they ferve i but if they ftioufd obferve that Government in- 
croaching upon the Liberties of the Pcopl?^ they would 
dien, without doubt* ibew fome Regard to the Families 
they were come of, and the Prefervation of their own pri- 
vate Fortunes j and would rather throw up the Pofts or 
Places they enjoyed under the Cro^vn, than join with the 
Crown in overturning the Laws and the ConAitution of 
theif Country.

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^""*73j^* '* *^^ ^^^ Hands of the Crown, fo, I hope, it will be grant- 
^ ed, that the Hands of the Crown may be fo much weaken- 
ed, as to render it impoflible for the Crown to fupport ijt- 
felf, and adminifler the publick Affairs of the Nation as 
Xhey ought to be; and this laft would, I am convinced, be 
the Cafe, if this Bill fhould pafs into a Law. For, as it 
certainly contains a total Exclufion of all Officers, civil and 
military, where muft the Crown go to find Perfons to 
fill up thofe Employments as they fhall become vaicant ? 
Gentlemen of Figure or Fortune in their Cpuntry would 
not certainly accept of any them, were they thereby to b« 
branded with fuch a Mark of Infamy, as to be rendered 
incapable of ferving their Country in Parliament ; fo that 
the Crown would be obliged to go among the very Drege 
of the People, to find out Perfons who would undertake, or 
accept of any Office under the Crown ; and thus, in a fhort 
Time, we fhould have all our Offices and Employments, 
both civil and military, filled with Creatures of no Family 
or Fortune in the Kingdom : And if all our civil Employ* 
jnents, but efpecially our military Employments, fhould 
come into fuch Hands, I wquld gladly k.no\y, from the 
Gentlemen fo fond of this Bill, if they would think the 
Conflitution ftfe under fuch an Adminjflration. This I 
jtake to be a y^ry flrong Argument againft the Bill, and I 
cannot really fee any one Argument for it ; I can fee n« 
Jleafon, why a Gentleman, only becaufe he is in Employ- 
ment under the Crown, fhould be deprived of his Birthright, 
by being difqualified from fitting in Parliament. It is cer- 
tain, that the People at prefent do not think fo, otherwife 
they would not chufe fo many of thofe Gentlemen as they 
4o ; and I mufl think, that it woulji be a very great En- 
croachment on the Rights of the People, to didtate to them 
in their Choice, and to tell them, you fhall chufe only fuch 
or fuch Perfons for your Reprcfentatives in Parliament. 
The Laws, as they fland now, have, I think, provided 
fufficiently in this Refpe£t ; if any Qentleman accepts of an 
Office or EJmployment lender the Crown, he is fent down to 
be re^phofen, and if t\\e People think him tjiereby difquali- 
fied, they may refufe chufing him again for their Repre 
Tentative ; but the many Inflances, which have even lately 
fDccurred, of Genf lemjBn being f^^elefted upon fuch Occa- 
fions, is with me a full Proof, that the People do not think 
any Gentleman difqualified from being their Reprefentativc, 
})y his haying accepted of an Office or Employment under 
the Crown. As for the South Sea-Scheme, which thp hon- 
purable Gentjemap was pleafed ^o mention, hpwever de- 
ftrudive it was, it is certain it is not to be laid to the 
Charge of the CrowD» oroftlieMimftl7ev^a((tiatTixne 
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We all know how, and by what Methods, it wa3 carried ^^no t. ntn. n. 
through Parliament : We know, that when the Inquiry »-n r 
came to be made, it appeared, that thofe Diredlors, who "^^ 
were let into the Secret, and intrulled with the Manage- 
ment of that Scheme in Parliament, were Men of all Deno- 
minations and Complexion?, and Subfcriptions were given 
to Members of as different Denominations and Complexions; 
by which there were, I believe, many more brought in to 
fupport thnt vScheme, than were brought in by any minille-* 
rial Influence : But whatever may be in that, it is well 
known, that the Minifters that now are, were ftrenuous 
Oppofers of that Scheme; fo that no Argument can be 
drawn from thence, for or againll any Thing that is now

Mr Winington was anfwered by Sir William Wyndham : 
Sir, 

* As it has always been my Opinion, that every Man, 
who is in a Place or 0€k:e under the Government, is not 
therefore neceflarily to. be fuppofcd to be under any fliiviih 
Influence as to - his Behaviour in this Houfe, I have for- 
merly oppofed Bills of this Sort ; and if this Bill, when it 
may properly be cali'd one, does appear to be the fame 
with thofe which I have formerly oppofed, I fhall oppofe 
thb likewife. But the worthy Gentleman, who brought in 
this Bill, has already, in Converfation, (hewed me a good 
deal of DifFerence between what is now dcfigned, and the 
Bills I have formerly oppofed ; for which Reafon I (hall be 
for going into a Committee upon it, bccaufe no Man can 
well fay any Thing, either for or againll the Bill, as it 
now (lands, it being really nothing but a Blank ; but when 
thofe Blanks are filled up, and the Bill brought into fuch a 
Shape, as to enable one to form fome fort of Judgment 
about it, I can then eafily determine, what farther I am 
to do J an4 if it be not then made very different from the 
Bills I have formerly oppofed, under the fame Title, I 
fhall in this, as, I hope, I have on all other Occafions, ad 
confidently with myfelf, and oppofe the BilPs being carried 
any Step farther. At the fame Time I mull take Notice, 
that the Neceffity for fame fuch Bill is certainly much great- 
er now than it wa^l formerly : Parliaments are nOw of a 
much longer Continuance, and it mufl be granted, that a 
more intimate Acquaintance, and a more clofe Correfpond- 
ence between the Crown and a Parliament, may be con- 
traded in a Courfc of feven Years, than could pofFibly ha^«e 
happened in a Courfe of three Years only. This is a mofk 
dangerous Novelty, which has been lately introduced i and 
when fuch Novelties are introduced into our Conftitution, 
if (dey cai>*C be ibakea o4& if Tilings caa't be brought hack 
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Anno 7. Ceo. II. to whcrc thcy were, Laws, which formerly were thought 
\_ I — ^— * _; junneceiTary and unreafonable, may then become both 
reafo;^able and neceffary 5 and Gentlemen who formerly 
oppbfed them may then think themfelves obliged, both in 
Honour and Dutyj to fupport and promote them to the ut- 
moft of their Power. 

* As the Bill is now but a Blank, we argue in the dark 
upon it, but if I have been rightly informed, there never 
was the leail Defign of excluding all Officers, civil and mili- 
tary i on the contrary, the great Officers of State, the 
Commiffioners of the Treafury, Admiralty, Trade, and 
many others in fuch Offices are to be excepted ; None of 
them are deflgned, nor indeed ought they to be excluded, 
becaufe they are generally fuch, who by their Families and 
Fortunes have a natural Intereft in the Couhtry, and may 
be chofe Members of Parliament without any Affiilance 
from the Board to which they belong. Such Gentlemen 
may reafonably be fuppofed to be independent of the Board, 
or evenofany Minifler of State; but the fame cannot be 
faid of all the other little Officers belonging to thofe Boards, 
or to any other Office under the Government ; if fuch little 
Officers fhould ever be brought into Parliament, it muft be 
by the unnatural Intereft of the Board or Offi^^e to which they 
belong ; and as they'll then be entirely dependent on the 
Board or Office to which they belong, not only for their 
Seats in Parliament but likewife for their daily Bread, we 
cannot fuppofe, that their Behaviour in this Houfe will be 
abfolutely ftee from miniftcrial Influence ; therefore I 
muil think, that it may be very proper to exclude all fuch 
from being brought into Parliament ; for though it may he 
neceffary to allow a Secretary of State, or any fuch great 
Officer, a Seat in this Houfe, yet it is not at ail neceffary he 
fhould come here with his Clerks, and the whole Equipage 
of his Office. Tho* the honourable Gentleman, who (poke 
laft, feemed to think that no Argument could be drawn 
&om the Succefs of late the fatal South Sea-Scheme, yet, I 
think he, from thence^ gave us a very ftrong Argument 
for fome fuch Bill ias is now propofed, when he told us, 
that Gentlemen of all Denominations and Complexions 
were drawn in to fupport that Scheme, by means of the 
Subfcriptions that were ^iven them ; for does not thatihew, 
that Men of all Denominations and Complexions are apt to 
have their Inclinations byaffed, and even their UnderfUnd- 
ings blinded, in Favour of that publick Meafore, Irom 
which they cxpeft, to draw a private Advantage? Is not 
this one of the fbx>ngeft Arguments, that can be given, 
for us to take all poffiible Care, that no Member of this 
Houfe Ihali ^er have any private A4vantage lQ«xpe&i «r 
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any private Lof^to fear, from iiis Voting on either Side of ^^"^ \^^' " 
any QueftioUji that may iiappen in this Houfe ? And is not 
this a mo ft unanfwerable Argumentj for our agreeing to 
exclude thofe from Sears in this Houfcj who may h^ve 
the whole, or at leafl the principal Fart, of their daily Sub* 
fjlkucc depending upon their way of voting or behaving, 
as Mem ben of this Houfe? However, it isimpofllble cd 
argue with any Certainty, either for or againfl the BilJ, as 
it now ftands ; if the Bill, after it has puffed thro' the Com- 
mitteej fhall appear ro be an unreafonable, or an unnecef 
fary Bill, we mjiy ealily prevent its going any farther ; and 
tiierefbre I maft fay, that I can fee no Rcafon for Gentle-

Filruary 1 9. Complaint being made to the Houfe, ^™i^i^i"^ ^fj^ 
that William Noble, Clerk, had aflerted, in a pubUcIc ^rr. for' rt^civms 
Coffee-houie, that Sir William Milnerj Bart. Member lor ier^AnA^n* fo?^hj« 
York, received a Penfion from the Court, and that he knew Vc^* in p..u*uw=iit. 
the Perfon who paid it ; in Diihonour of the fald Sir Wil- 
liam Milner, and in Breach of the Privilege of the Houfe, 
Mr James Far re r and Mr Brudenell Greenwood, who had 
heard and reported this Piece of Converfation. attending at 
the Door, they were called in, and examined looching the 
Matter of the faid Complaint ; and upon declaring that 
they had heard Mr Noble publickly aifert* That Sir 
William Milner was a Penfioner, and received ^00 h fir 
Jitn, for his voting in Parliament^ and that he knew from 
whom he received the fame ; it was ordered. That the faid 
William Noble, Clerk, be ftimmoned to attend the Houfe 
forthwith, to aniwer the f^id Complaint. Mr Noble, 
being called in and examined, acknowledged. That he 
might perhaps have faid in private Converiation, that he 
had heard of Sir William Milner*s having a Penfion from 
the Court, or fomething to that EiFed ; but as what he 
faid upon that Occafion, was faid only curforily m Con- 
f erfation, and without any Defign of refledting upon any 
Gentleman* he conld not remember the very Words he 
then made Ufc of He being withdrawn.

di redly, for my voting in Parliament, or upon any other 
Account whatever : And likcwife, Tha^ it is, and has ever 
been my conllant Refolution, that, during the Time I have 
the Honour of ferving my Country in Parliament, in or- 
der to keep my Opinion unbyaffed, 1 never will accept of 
any Place or Pennon either from this Minillry, or any fuc- 
cceding one. 

' The refledling upon the Members of this Houfe has 
been a common Pradice of late Years, by the Enemies of 
our Conftitution, to render his Majefly's Government odi-* 
ous, to inflame the Nation, and to leiTen the Dignity and 
Authority of this Houfe : For if Mankind can be once 
brought to believe, that the Members of this Houfe are 
corrupted, it is a very liatural Confequence to imagine, that 
whatever is done here proceeds from private Views, and a 
felf-intereftcd Principle, without regarding the Good of the 
Publick. 

* For my own Part, I think, if the Gentleman, whofe 
Charader fliould be Sacred, can make good his AiTertions, 
he ought to have the Thanks of this Houfe, for doing his 
Country fo publick a Service, as the detcfting a corrupt 
and unworthy Member : But If it be falfe and groundlefs, I 
hope this Houfe will have fo jufl a Regard ftfr bne of their 
own Body, as to (hew a proper Refentment.' 

Then it was refolved, Nem, Con. TJiat it appeared tb 
the Houfe, 
ThefudCom uint ^' ^^^^ William Noble, Clerk, had publickly afferted 
vutoa fliic^^f *ii- that Sir William Milner, a Member of that Houfe, was 
diious. ^ Penfioner, ^nd received 500 1. per Annum^ for his 

voting in Parliament; and that he knew from whom he re- 
ceived the fame. 

II. That the faid AfTertion was falfe and fcandalous, highly 
reflefting upon the Honour of the faid Sir William Milner, 
and of that Houfe, and a Breach of the Priviledge thereof:

believe the People thought them felves highly aggrieved by 
the Septennial Bill : That they even looked upon it as A 
dangerous Infringement of their Liberties, notwithllanding 
the Caufe alledged in the Preamble to the A^^ which 
fecmed at that Time to carry fome Weight witli It. 

* That Cacfe being happily removed, they dcfire to revert, 
It ueair as may bc, to their ancient ConlHuation ; &nd furely 
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^Athg-i.psv. ij. thJtfc can ttcvcr be a more favourable OppOrtmiity td ellee- 
isDMS^Jii,^ tuate it than at this Junduri,' when his Majefty, to the 
great Joy of the Kingdom, has been gracioufly pleafcd to 
declare his Satisfaftion, That the People are foon to have 
an Opportunity of chufmg a new Reprefentadve. The prt* 
fent Parliamenf draws nea/its Diffolution : What can it d0 
more for ils own Honour ? How can it crown its many 
meritorious A6b better, than by redreffing a Grievance, 
which a fucceediifg Parliament may poffibly have its Rea* 
(bns for not entering into ? 

* Frequent Parliaments were early declared a fundamen- 
tal P^art of oiir Gonftitution. In the fourth of Edward III. 
an A&- paflcd for holding them once a Year, or oftner if 
there fhould be Oecafiofi. In the ^6tb Year of the fame 
Reign that Statute was confirmed. In that Parliament 
Magna Charts and Charta de forefia were confirmM, and 
feveral new Privileges granted to the Subjeft. Then comes 
the Claufe relating to Pailiaments, which fufficiently fhews, 
the Intention and original Inftitution of them was for tht 
Jiedrefs of Grievances : For the Bill enacts, That for the 
Maintenance of the faid Articles and Statutes, that is, the 
Privileges before-mentioned, and for Redrefs of divers Mif- 
chiefs and Grievances, which daily happen, a new Parlia- 
ment fhjill be held once every Yeari as at another Tim^ was^ 
ordained- The i6th of Car. II. recites. That by th^ an- 
cient Laws and Statutes, Parliaments are to be held very 
often, and therefore ena£b. That the fitting and holding of 
Parliaments fhall not be intermitted/ Or difcoatihued, for 
more than three Years. 

* In the early Days when this pfudiettt Care was taken 
for frequent M eetmg of Parliaments, the Crown was jpofieA 
fed of Revenues, which made Applications to the Peopli 
for Money, unlefs upon extraordmary Emergencies, unnd^ 
cefTary. It therefore plainly appears. That Redrefs of 
Grievances, making falutary Laws for the Good of the 
Community, andpreferving the Liberties of the People, by 
Supporting a due Balance between the Power of the Crown 
and the Rights of the Sub)e6^, were the main Ends of caUiof 
parliaments. The Power of calling then being the un- 
doubted Prei*ogatitC of the Crown, it became neceflhry, for 
the Safety of the Subjeft, to oblige the Crown to call them 
frequently. I muft confefs, a &ution of this Kind is ncT 
ibnger ncccflary, nor can it ever be, fo long as we preferva 
tb ourfelves the Power of granting Money ; the Crown Re* 
^/enues being funk, or wantonly granted away, the annual 
Call f&T a Supply muft neceflkrily produce an annual Meet- 
ing of Parliament- But give me Leave to obferve, the 
Grievance novir ccmiplained of iis of a very dificnpt Nature :

a too Jong and dangerous Conti nuance of one and the fame \ 
ParlirLinent i A Pratlice unheard of in former Times, when 
ProrogAcions were not known i For when a Parliament was 
annuikily called for the Redref^ of Grievances, svs ibon as tlje 
Bufinefs of the Seflion vviu over^ it was diflblved^ and a new 
one called the next Year for the fame Purpofe ; by which 
M«atis the Country had a proper Check upon their Repre- 
ientritiveSj and chofe who h^id appeared to be too much on-* 
der the Ir^iaeriCe of the Crown j thofe who W^re too much 
att ched to the Minilkr, had lefs Opportunity of injuring 
their Country ; the People had it m^re frequently in their 
1*0 wer to fhew a proper Kefentment^ und remedy the Evil, 

lending others the next Year in their Phccs. 

* This Matter feems fully expl-iiiied by t6 Car. If. 
which doe?5 not on!y prevent Difconti nuance of Par li amen t«f, 
but wifely provider a^ainft the too long ContJEua^cc of one 
and the fame parliament, by enacting it into a Law, that 
a new Pa^rliament ftiall be called once in Three Years, or 
oftner If there be Occafion, The Bill of Rights in the 
fecond StiUon of William and Marj% among many other 
Privileges which we now enjoy, ena£b. That fpr Redrefs 
iof Grievances, n mending, Urcngthening and preserving 
Laws, Parliaments ought to be frequently held j znd ttie 
foth of the fame Reign, explains the true Meaning of the 
.Claufe, fvhen it declaims. That frequent and new Parlia- 
jncnts tend ^cry much to the happy Union and good Agree- 
flient between the King and the People; it confirms 
the 1 6 Car. IL that Parliaments fhall be held once in 
three Years ac lead, and adds. That no Parliament fhal I 
(continue more than three Years at farthert. Between that 
imd rhe tnl of the late King, fevera! Parliaments were 
iieid, and none continued longer than three Years ; fome 
lield for one SeiTion ; which feems to be the original Con- 
flitutiofij and (?eft calculated for the good of the Nation* 
That Year the Septennial Bill part, the Repeal of which I 
am going to move, but believe ii more agreeable to the 
Itules of the Houfe, that the Aft itfelf fixould be fidl Tc:\d, 
\Hirt i^e Ckrk r0ad thi Aa ] The Preamble to the Bill, 
which is the Foundation of itj will, I think, admit a very 
eafy Anfwer i As to the Jirft Point, That Triennial Par- 
liaments have proved more gncvou?, burthenfome, and 
«fpenfivej than they were ever known before that l.awpaflj J 
readily agree \ But let uf tonfidcr the Caufe ; the Length- 
ening the Term occafioned the Expence. I fear I might 
add, the Multiplicity of Places enjoyM by the Members 
0f this Hoiife, may be too juftlyaJlcdg^ another Caufe^ 
But 1 WQiild willingly confine myfclf to the paiticular Pointp 
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*''"j7n^^ "* ^^ ^^^ ^^ Term or Duration of Parliaments might iHcrcaflf 
^„ii^^»** 1,,^ or leflen the Expence ? Might add to or diminifh the 
prievance complained of? And I will confidcr it pnly in 
this Light, by fubmitting it to ev«ry Gentleman that hears 
me. Whether he would not give more for an Annuity qf 
three Years than ftr a Grant determinable at the end of 
one ? And by the fame Parity of Reafoning, Whether 
Septennial Parliaments muft not prove more grievous, bar- 
thenfqn^e and expeniive than Triennial, at leaft in fuch a 
pegree as an Annuity for f^ven Y^ars deferves a better 
Confideratipn than one for three. 

* But fuppofmg I (hould be out in this Point, which I 
can never give up without due Convidlion ; this Argu • 
ment in the Preamble is, I hope, entirely at an End. The 
A61 againft Bribery and Corruption^ which muft ever re- 
dound to the Honour of this Parliament, will neceifarily 
remedy this Evil : That glorious Aft will prevent Corrup- 
tion in tjie Eleftors. I^fothing ^ut frequent new Parlia- 
ments caii remedy it in the Slefte4* ^ 

* The pther Reafoa upon which that Aft was founded, 
namely, a Sufpicion that Defigns were carrying on to re- 
new the Rebellion, an4 an Inyafion froip al^road, was i(i 
py humjjle Opinion, the only juftifiable fretenpe fqr qn- 
afting it intq a Law | atid might poffibly have indulged fpme 
Gentlemen of very great Honour and Integrity, to give 
their Votes for the Bill at that Junfture, whofe Aififtance, 
t flatter myfelf, I (hall now have in repealing it : For 
thofe who voted for it from that View, could never intend 
It fhould 'be made perpetual, or that it fhould continue 
longer than that Misfortune fubfifted. 

* I muft beg Pardon of ypu Sir, and of the Houfe, for the 
Trouble I have given you. The >fature qf the Motion, I 
am going to make you, has unavoidably drawn n)e into a 
3Length as difagjreeable to myfelf, as it mtift h^ye been to 
thofe that hcaf n^e* Numl)erlefs Arguments will occur to 
every Gentleman in favour of it; I will therefore conclude 
with this Mofion, vix. ' 

* That |-.caye }>e given to bring in a Bill for repealing 
the Septennial Aft, and fpr the fnprc frequent Meeting 1^4 
Calling of parliaments. 

* In this, &ir, I hope I ihaU hfi ji)ftiiied| as it cannot 
proceed from aijy indireft or priyate Vi^ws ; but from a 
real Conviftion, that the Happinefs and Safety of this 
Nation depends upon it; in which I ajn fupported by the 
common Voipeqf the People, and have it particularly re- 
commended to me ty a great Majority of thpfe I have the 
Honour to reprefent in Parliament, as wel} a9 from my 
NpghbottTs pf thj t»^ of QPVcntry, fpf ^feofc (tcconi- 
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mentation I (IiaII always have a due Regard, tho* I have ^'^^j^j.^JJ"* 
fiot the Honour to repiefent them.* 

Mr Bromky was ieconded by Sir John St. AtibyUj u 
follows : 

Mr Spfaker, 

' The honourable Gentleman^ who made you tliis Mo* 
iJoiij has fupported the Keceffity of k by fo many Arong and 
fordble j'^rgumenEs, that there b hardly any Thing new 
to be offered. I am very fcnfible therefore of the Difad* 
vantages 1 mufl: lie under, in attempting to fpcak after 
tim ; and I (hould content myfelf with barely fccondipg 
Jiim^ if the Subje^ Matter of this Debate was not of 
fo great Importance^ that I ihould beaiham*d to return to 
my EIe£iorsj without endeavouring, in the befl Manner J 
ajn able, to declare pubiickly the Reafons, which indaced 
me to give my mod ready Affent to this Qaeftion. 

* Tis evident fi*om what has been {"aid, that the I*eople 
have an unqudlionable Right to freq^lenE new Parliament* 
by ancient Ufage t and that this Ufage has been confirmed 
hy fevera! Laws, which have been progrefiively made by 
mx Anceftors, a^ often as they foiir4 u neceflaiy to infill 
pn this Eflenfia! Privilege. 

* Parliaments were gener?illy annual, bat never continued 
longer than three Years, 'till the remarkable Reign of 
Henry VIII. He wa5 a Prmcc ofunrafy Appetites, and 
of an Arbitrary Will: He was impatient of every Re* 
ftraint i the Laws of God and Man fell equally a Sacii* 
Jice as they flood in the Way of his Avarice, ofdifnp* 
painted hi& Anibition ; He therefore introduced Lone 
Parliaments^ becaufe he very well knew that they would 
become the proper Inftrumenti of both f and what a flav* 
Jih Obedience they paid to all his Mpafures is fufficlently 
knowfi. 

' rf we come to the R eign of King Charles L we mull 
acknowledge him to be a Prince of a contrary Tempo^ i 
Jie had certainly an innate Love for Religion and Virtue, 
and of Confequence for the Liberty of his Country. — — 
But here lay the Misfortune^ —— He was led from his 
iiiitural Difpofttion by Sycophants and Flatterers ; they ad- 
vifed him to negleft the calling of frequent Parliaments i 
and therefore^ by not taking the conftant Senfe of his Peo- 
ple iti what he did^ he was work'd up into fo high a Notion 
of Prerogative, that the Commons, in order to retrain iti 
obiain'd that independent fatal Power, which at M unhap- 
pily brought him to hii mofl tragical End» and AC the fame 
Time fubvcrted the whole Conftitution. And I hope we 
{halt learn thii LelTon from it, never to compliment thf 
Crowa With ai^y iww or extravagant £<^wWi mv m 4^ny 
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*'*"'i7!i^^ "^ thel*eo|^e tbofe Rights which by ancient Ufagcril«y arc )n- 
' titled to ; but to preserve that juH and equal dafbnce, from 
which they will derive mutual Security ; and which, if du- 
ly obferved, will render out Conftitution the Envy and 
Admiration of the Wcr!d* 

* King Charkall. natarally took a Surfeit of Parlia- 
ments in his Fnther^s Time, and w*is therefore exti-emely 
ddirous to lay them afidc : But this was a Scheme mir 
pra^icable. Howei'er, In EfFe£l he did To : For he obtain- 
ed a Parliainent, which by its long Duration, lil>e an Ani^y 
of Veterans, became fo exa£tly difcip^lin*d to liis own Mta- 
fures, that ihey knew tio other Ck)mmand but from th^t 
Perfon who give them their Pay. 

' This was a lafe and tnoft mgenious Way of enflivlng 
a Natien, It was very well known, that arbitrary Power, 
if it was open and avow*d, would never prevail here. The 
People were therefore amufed with the fpc^ciows Form of th eir 
Antient Conftitntion : ItexilVed, indeed^ in their Fiincy | 
but, like a niere Phantom, had no Subftance or Reality m 
it; for the Powetj the Authority, the Dagnky of Parlia- 
ments were wholly loft* This was that remarkable Parlia- 
ment, which fojoflly obtained the opprobious Name of 
The Penfioncr Pariianient, and was the Model from which, 
I believe, fome later Parliaments have been exaftly copied. 

* At the Time of the Revolution, the People mf^de a 
irdh claim of their ancient Privileges ; and as they had fo 
lately experienced the Misfortufie of long and fervile Par- 
liament's It wa& then Declared, that they fhould be held 
frequently. But it feems their Ml Meaning was not 
under Hood by this Declaration i and therefore, as in every 
new Settlement, the Intention of all Parties ihould be fpc- 
cifically maiitfeftedj the Parliament never ceafed ftrug- 
gling with thp Crown *till the Triennial Law was obtained : 
The Preamble of it, which the honourably Gentleman has 
recited, is extremely full and ftrortg ^ and in the Body of the 
Bin yoti will find the Word Declared before Bna^ied^ by 
which I apprehend, that tho' this Law did not immediately 
take Place fit the Time of the Revolution, it was certainly 
intended as declaratory of the firft Meaning ; and therefore 
Hands as Part of that original Contra £1, «nd€r which the Con- 
Jliturion was then fettled, ffisMajeJ^'s Title to the Crowa 
16 primarily derived from that Contrail ; and jf» upon a 
Review, there Hiall appear to be any Deviations from it^ 
we ought to treat them a$ fo many Injuries done to that 
Title. And I dare fay, that this |iottfe, which has gone 
thro^ (q long a Series of Services to his Majefty, wiU at lafl 
be willitig to revert to thofe original ftated Meafuffs ef Go- 
vemmoit, to renew and ftj^gthcn that Tide* 

' 5^t 
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Buc I t^ink the Mannef in which the Septennial Law 
was firii introduced, is 1 very ilrong Reafon why it (hould 
be repealed* Pepole in their Fears have very often Recourfe 
to dciperate Expedients, which » if not cancelled in Scafon, 
will themfelves prove fatal to that Conftitution which they 
were meant to fccttre. iauch is the Nature of the Septennial 
Law ; it was intended only as a Prefervativc againfl ^ Tem- 
porary Inconveniency ; The Inconveniency is removed, 
EKit the mifchlevQus Effc^ 01 U continue 1 for it not only 
altered the Cotiftitution o( Parliaments, but it extended 
that fame Parliament beyond its Natural Duration ; and 
therefore cairnes this moft unjull Implication with it. That 
you may at any Time nfurp the molt indubitable, the moft 
cflTential Privilege of the People, I mean that of chufing 
their own Reprefentative. A Precedent of fuch a danger- 
ous Confequencej of fo fatal a Tendency, that I thmk it 
would be a Reproach to our Statute-book if that Law was 
zny longer to fubfffl:, which might record it to Pafterity. 

* This is a Seafon of Virtue and publick Spirit. Let us 
fake Advantage of It, to repeal thofe Laws which infringe 
on our Liberties, and introduce fuch as may rellore the Vi* 
gour of our Aricieal Conliitution* 

* Human Nature is fo very corrupt, that all Obligations 
Jofe their Force^ unlefs they are fret^uently renewed, Long 
Parliaments become therefore independent of the People i 
3ui4 wheif they do fo, there always happens a moil danger- 
ous Dependence elfcwhere, 

' Jt has of hte been dcny'd, that the People have a Right 
0f remonftrating to us. It has been called an unjalHfiable 
Controu! upon the Freedom of our Proceedings. But thai, 
let them have more frequent Opportunities of varying the 
Choice of their Reprefcntatives, that they may djfmifs fuch 
who have unfaithfully wichdjawn their Attention (xQm 
them. 

* The influencmg Powers of the Crown are daily increa* 
gag, and it is highly requifice that Parliaments Ihould be 
freqijently refpodrble to their Conftituents ; that they fhouM 
be kqjt under the conflant Awe of a filing contrary to their 
Intcrcits. Modern Hiftory, 1 believe, will inform gs, that 
fome very dangerous Attempts upon our Liberties have been 
iifappoinced. Not fo much from the Virtue of many in 
this Houfe, as from the Apprehen^on$ they may have ha4 
*f an approaching EleSJon. 

* It is true, there is a Pro viHoti againft fitch whofe Places 
Vacate their Seati here 5 but this is no Guard agaiflft Secret 
Pcnfioner$ and Ptaceholden. Give me Leave to^y, that 
llie Lnw&, with refpedito them are very iniuffiuent ; and a* 
we were not alloH^ do make them effe£tmal> the People 
Imy^uxf ocJb^r IWiii«4y bat a new Elc^Uon. . ^ 
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* I tliink that long Parliaments area great Hardfhip u|!oil 
thofe, who may be exckdcd out of this Houfe, and otigh6 
reafonably to take their Turn : But feven Years is the Pur- 
chafe of a Man's Lxk. It is eqadly h^rd upon fach, whofc 
private Fortunes will not admit them to engage in ib long 
mnd painful a Service* It maft be fo to thofe who mean nd 
View nor Advantage by it* 

* 1 think too* that n<Jthing can be of greater Ufe to hii 
Majclty than frequent new parliaments ; that he may ofteri 
lake the freih Senfc of the Natioli, and not be partially ad- 
vifed ; For his Meafuies will alwayshave a greater Weight 
both at Home and Abroad, the more gerierally he rtfuis 
himfelf to the Opinion of his People. 

* A fiirther Mifchief of bng Parliaments is, that a Mi- 
ll iftcr lua Time and Opportunities^ of getting Acquaintance 
with Members, of praftifmg his fcvcral Arts to win them 
into his Schemes* But thii^ muft be the Work of Time. 
Corruption is of fo bafe n Nature, that at firft Sight it 1$ 
cxttemely fliodchig, Hafdiy any one has fubmitted to it 
all at once. His Difpofition muil be previoufly underllood, 
the particular Bait mull be found oat, with which he Is to 
be all u red 1 and after all, it is not without many Struggles 
that he furrenders his Virtue. Indeed, there arc fome 
who will at once plunge themfelvc^ over Head and Earsi 
into any bafe AfSion, but the generality of Mankind are of 
ft more cautious Nature; and will proceed only by leifure 
Degrees* One or two perhaps have deferted their Colour* 
the firil Campaign, fome have done it a fecofid. But a 
great many, who have not that eager Difpofition to Vice^ 
will wait 'till a third. 

* For this Reafon, ffiort Parliamenis have been lefs cor- 
rupt than long ones ; they are obferved, like Streams of 
Water^ always to grow more impure, the greater Diftance 
they run from the Fountain Head. 

* I am aware it may be faid, that frequent new Parlia- 
ments will produce frequent new Expenees^ but T think 
quite contrary ; I am really of Opinion, that it W'ill be a 
proper Remedy againJl the Evil of Bribery at Eledtions^ 
efpecially as yon have provided fo wholefome a Law ta 
co-operate upon thefe Occafions. 

* As to Bribery at Ele^ions, whence did k arife ? Not 
from Country-Gentlemeni for they are fure of being ch bfe 
without it; it was the Invention of wicked and corrupt 
Minlflers, who have from Time to Time !ed weak Princes 
into luch deftr unlive Meafures, that they did not dare td 
tely upon the natural Reprefentation of the People* Long 
ParliamcnU firft introduced Bribery, becaufe they were 
worth purchafmg at any Rate s Country ^jentUmen, whd 
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h^ve only tic it private Fortunes to rely npon^ and havf no Anna 7 
mercenary Ends to ferve, are unable co oppofc it, efpecially 1731 
If at Any Tim^ the publkk Trcafure iball be unfkithfuily 
fqaandered away to corrupt their Boroughs. Country Geatle> 
men, indeed, may ma^ke fdme weak E^orts, but as they ge- 
neralfy prove unfuccersful, and the Time of a frefti Strufegle 
15 at (o great a Diilance, they at laft grow faint in the Di(- 
pate, give up their Country fur loft* and retire m Defpair* 
Defpair naturally produces Indolence^ and That is the pro- 
per Difpofitton for Slavery. MimAers of State under (land 
this very well, and are therefore unwilling to awaken the 
Nation out of its Lethargy by frequeot Eleftioni, They 
know that the Spirit of Liberty, like every other Virtue of 
the Mind, is to be kept alive only by eonJlani Adbn, that 
it is impofGble to en {lave this Nation, whilll it is perpetually 
upon its Guard. Let Country Gentlenien then, by having 
frequent Opportunities of exerting themfelves, be kept 
warm and active in their Contention for the Puhlick Good; 
This will raife that Zeal and Indignation which will at lafi 
get the better of thofe undue FnfiuenceSj by which the Offi- 
cers of the Crown, choiJgh unknown to the feveral Boroughs, 
have been able to fuppbnt Country Gentlcnien of great Cha- 
ra£lers and Fortune, who live in their Netghbourhood. I 
don*t fay this upon idle Speculation only. I live in a Coun* 
try where it is too well known^ and Til appeal to many 
Gentlemen in the Ifoufe, to more out of it (and who are U> 
for this very Reafon} for the Truth of my Afimion. It ii 
a Sore which has been bng eating into the moft vital Part of 
our Conftitution, and I hope the Time will come whenyoa 
will probe it to the Bottotn. For if a Miniiler ihould ever 
gain a corrupt Fa iliarity with our Boroughs, if he ihould 
keep a Regiuer of them in his Clofct, and, by fending down 
hif Trcafury mandates, ^ould procure a fpurious Reprefenta- 
tive of the People^ the OSpring of his Corruption, who 
will be at all Times ready to reconcile and juftiiy the moll 
contradiflory Meafures of bis Admini ft ration, and even to 
vote every crude indigcfied Dream of their Patron into a 
Law I if the Mainteniyice of bis Power Ihould become the 
fole Objeft of th'dr Attennon, and they Ihould be guilty of 
the moll violent Breach of parliamentary Troll, by giving 
the King a difcfetionary Liberty of taxing the People with* 
out Limitation or Controul ; the laft fatal Comptitnent they 
can pay to the Crown ■ If this fhoidd ever be the unhappy 
CiKumflancc of this Nntion^ the People indeed may com- 
plain 1 but the Doors of that Place where their Complaints 
Jhould be heard, will for ever be flmt againil them. 

' The Power of the Crown is very juitty apprehended to 
be growing to a monilrous, I fltouM have fajd, too gr^t m 
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Size, mi4 fevcral Methods liave b«en unfuccefstully propopfci 
for reft raining it wi chin h^ proper Bounij?. 

* But our DifeafeTi I fear, is of a complicated Nature, and 
I think that this Motion is wikly intended to remove the 
ftrfl: and principal Diforder. Give the People their antient 
Right of frequent new Ele^ioijs ; that will reJlore the de- 
cayed Aulhonty of ParHaroent^j and will pat our ConiHtu- 
tipn into a natural Condition of working out htr own 
Cure. 

' upon the whole, I am of Opinion, that I can't cxprefs 
a greater Zeal for his Majtliy^ for the Liberties of the Pco' 
pie. Of the Honour and Dignit)^ of this HoiJe» than by •^ 
feconding the Moiiou wlucli the honourable G^i^tleuM^ ha^ 
made you-' 

Mr, Conduit fpoke next : 

' As t happen to differ in Opinion fpom-lhe two honourS^ 
ble Gentlemen who have fpok^ in favoiir of this Motion^ 
I (hall endeavour to follow them in every Thing they havft 
faid, and give my Reafona for not thinkirig the Arguments, 
they have made Ufe of any way conclufjve* Thiiy havctalkedj 
a great deal of our antient Conftitution, and feem, I thinks 
mighty defirous of reverting to it ; bat if Gentlemen wil^.! 
confidcr the Difadvantages as well as the Advar>tages whiclv '^ 
ivtt ended every Part of our old Conftitittion, I bebeve they 
will not be fo very fond of returning to it, I ihall agree 
that there were fuch old Statutes as have been mentioned,

This was our old Conlti- 
tution, and F ihould be glad to know, if it be to this Fori

King Charles the Second''^ Reign, it is certain chat cher^ 

Wat a great deal more oF Remfbn to complain againll their 

Condud during|the Hrll Y^eai^ of their fitcingr than there wai 

towards the latter End ; fo that no Part of the Hiftor)r of 

either of thefe thiree Reigns can afford io much as a ptaufible 

Argument in favrour of the Motion tiow madt to us. 

* It has been alledged^ that the Crovtrn muit always ne- 
ceifariljr have a much greater Influence upon Septeimial Par- 
liaments, than it tAn ever have upon thofe which are chofeii 
and continued only fbi* three Years i But it is my Opinion, 
it ever the Crown fliou Id attempt, if ever any Mini ft ry ihould 
be wicked enough to cndeavoar to gain a corrupt InHuence 
Over the Parliament, it will be as eafy to gain it over the one 
Sort of Parliament Sis over the other. For if eitr the Mem- 
bers chofen and returned, Or the Majoncy of thim, Aiouldt 
be fuch 4S will Jloop to Cori'uptton, the Infection may bs 
eafUy fpread, the alluring Balb may be thrbwn out in iieved 
Bays a^ well as in feven Years ; nor do I think it fuch a 
DifEculty or tedious Aftatr to £nd out who may be the Per- 
fons proper to be wrought on ; that h a KjiOwledge that 
may be eafily acquired after the Ekdioris are over, and be* 
fore It may be neceffary for the Parliament to meet, Nay ^ if 
ever fuch a Thing ftiould happen (which I hope never will) 
i am convinced it woyld be much more eafy for fuch a Mi- 
fiiftry to manage a Triennial Parliament, than it will ever 
be to mamge a Septennial . for It is well known how Urong- 
ly Men may be wrought on by Hopes and Promifes ; and 
it is certain, that by fuch Hopes and Promifes, fome^mlghc 
be kept firmly attached to a Court and Minrftry for two or 
three Years, who could not be kept fo for four or ftve* 
Therefore 1 mult conclude, as Hopes and Fromlfes are more 
eafily given than Penfions or Eribes, it would be more eafy 
for the Miniiters to keep a Triennial Parliament depending 
upon them, thati to keep a Septennial in any Sort of De- 
pendence* And as to pall Tames, we by Experience find, 
fhat the Court has llcvc^ gained much by long Parliameatii 
on the contrary^ we have always foiind that the Party againlt 
th^ Court has gradually increasM in Number by the long 
Cootinuajicc ofthe Parliament ; infomuch that from a fmaii 
Minority in the Beginning, thev have often come up to very 
iicar an Equal it}*, fometunes to a Majority before theEndl 
fo that if we reaion either from the Nature of Mankind or 
from Expai«nce, we muLl coo elude, tkat ^le Libo'tits of 
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Anjio-jGeoai, the People are bHter fecuied by SeptenDial, Uian they an 
UP*^ ^ ever be by Trieniiial Parliaments. 

• The prefetii Power of the Crown has beaa fet in tlio 
moil hi<3eou3 Light, and the Number of Places now at the 
Difpofat of the Cmwn, has been reprefented as of the moft 
dangerous Conrequence to the Independency of Pari lament. 
But in this I muk think that Gentlemen arc like wife very 
much miflaken t I mn^ evenahink^ that the Difpcfal of 
thofe Pofts arid Places which are neceflary for the Support 
of our Goveromeot, rather weakens the Infiucnce and In- 
tereft of the Crown^ both in the Parliament and in the 
Coiuttry ; becaiife it is certain, that there h never any Poft 
or Placft to be dirpofed of, for which there are not three or 
four Candidates at lea it; the Crown can give it bat to one* 
and by giving it to any one of the fonr, the other three arc 
difappointed and difobUged, by which the Crown Tcry pro- 
bably raifes up three Enemies^ for the Sake of fecuring one 
Friend, upon whooi no very great Depeirdance can perhaps 
be had : For if it be a Place for liivj the PerTon who got 
It becomes then independent upon the Crown, and may 
fooo come to be difobliged, by being refufed fome fecon4 
Favour, This every Man who hears me, muft by hi* own 
Experience be convinced of j and thcwfore though it be ab- 
folutely neceifary for the executive Part of our Government 
whkh is lodged in the Crown » to have the Difpo^l of thofe 
Poils and Fkces, yet it cnnnot f'Tom thence bcmferrcd, that 
the Power of the Ci own is thereby greatly Jncreafcd.

As for the Reign 
of King Charles the Firit, I little aipeded. Sir, that Rcign

or fevcnth ; and it was Icfs fo the eleventh or twelfth, that! 
It was the ninth or tenth : And I agree with the honniir- 
abk Gentleman J that the further it removed from its Ori* 
ginal, the better Title the Members acquired to the De- 
nomination of veteran Troops, which he has been pleafed 
■ to compare them to ; bat this Title they merited for a Kea^ 
fon very different from what he has afligricd ; It was not 
becaufe they knew no other Command but from the Per fon 
who gave them their Pay, but it was becaufe they became 
every Ddij more and more obfervant of their Doty, 
in ore watchful over the Liberties of their Fellow^6ubje^s» 
and l<fs traftable to the Meafures of the Court; Jnfo^ 
much that at lafl, by their per fevering in an honeft Op^ 
pofjtion to thofe Meafures, they forced their own Dif- 
iblution.

prehend ; wiufd it not be as much in the Power of thej 
Court to meddle in theEle(^ions for aTrienmil, as in thofeJ 
{qt a Septennial Parliament ? And if a Cotmtry GentJemai^^ 
can fcarce bear up agalnit thefe Pradiccs when he has fij^ j 
Vears refpite to recover the Expences and Trouble he may* J 
have been put to by fuch Attempts on his Borough ; fo^J 
God'^s fake ! how will it Itand with htm when the Battle i^ 3 
to be fought every three Years ? Surdy he will be then J 
mtichlefs able to bear fuch Expences, or to withl^andfiichf^j 
Influence ; and, thereiVjre, if the Court ever ha^ endea-TJ 
voured, or if it ever flmuld endeavour, to influence EJedti- ' 
qns by the Force of Money, that Influence would be much 
more dangerous in Triennial than in Septennial Elcd:iona. 
J?rom whence I muit be of Opinion, if this Quell: ion fliould 
fucccedj it might in time more eff(.£lually ellabliih the ab- 
folute Power of the Crown, and deflroy the Liberties of the 
People, than any otli^r Method that could be thought of. 
The worthy Gehlleman who made the Motion has told us, 
(hat an Annuity for feven Years, is more valuable than an 
A nmaky for three, and from thence he fcemed to infer, 
tliat a Septennial ParHamentmufl be rtiore expenfive than 
a Triennial, in the fame proportion as an Annuity for fe- 
ven Years deferves a better Con fide rat ion than an Annuity 
for three : But he does riot confider that a Parliament for 
fcven Years is above twice the Duration of one for three ; fo

the changing of them into Triennial, will be fo far from re* 
moving ttiat Evil, that it will ncceilart!)^ increafe it. And I 
believe fomc Gentletnen willj in another Particular, find 
their Expeflationg as little anfwered by the prefent Motion : 
i mean I that they will not iind it fo popular a Motion 
hmong the generality of Eleflors, as fome of them may ima- 
gine. It may indeed pleafe thofe of the Populace who hava 
no Votes^ who are fond of Noife and BuHle, a>nd who would 
be ^lad of any Change by which they might have a more 
Jrequent Chance to gee drunk and be idle. It may alfo he 
Agreeable to the lower and meaner fort of ciur Eleflors^ whd 
have heretofore perhaps too often made their Market upon 
fuch Occaftons i but to the honell Shopkeeper^ and the quiet 
Snd fair Tradetj who have no other Views but to gam a 
comfortable Subiiilence, by carn^ing on their refpe£live 
IVades, and to the better kind of our Freehold ers^ and t6 
the Gentry in general j to all thofe forts of Men» in fliort^ 
whofe Inclinations we ought to have the chief Regard to; 
the propofmg of this Bill will be found, I believe, not to 
be a very proper Way of paying court- The worthy 
Gentlenien^ Sir, who have (poke Qti the other Side of tbd 
Quellion, make a very partial Ufe of our atitient Conftitu- 
tion, when they plead for a Oiohcr Darationof Parliaments it 
bccaufe in former Times, Inilanccs may be found of fre- 
quent Elc(flions ; but forget at the fame time to remind 
lis of the different Situation of our AflFairs, both at Home 
and Abroail. Muit not prtper Allowances be made for the 
fevetal Changes which have fmce happened in oofr Conili- 
tution^ and ^e di Cerent Relations we now bear to foreign 
Nations ! For without a Parity of Circumfbnces, Gentle* 
men cannot rcafonably expert an Equality of Coufequences, 
Forraeily Parliaments fate but ten, fifteen^ or twenty Diiysi 
&nd difpaCched ail the Bulinefs they had before them in tha£ 
Time ; we now fit four or five Months, and find fufficient 
Employment : The Reafonof this Dii^rence is obvious ; our 
Government has £nce gone through fo many Changes, and 
the Riches and Commerce of this Nation have fo much in- 
treafed, that thii Houfe is now engaged in a much larger 
l^ircte of fiufiiicfs i and^ at the fame tim& hath affcrted a 
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Ami 7 @io.lt Right to fcvf ral Power* in the State, which» till ^ithnl 
r*7JI'4» . thae 100 Vears, the Crown has often conceded. May uot 
Geademen as well infer, becaufe fome Paj-Uament& in for^ 
mcr Times have fate bac to Days^ thac we ought now co 
iblfow their Pi^ice in this Particular, as to plead for a 
Jhorter Duration of Parliaments, becaufe there may b« 
found Inilances of annual Eleflions in remote Ages f Would- 
Gentlemeni Sir, who fpeak fo favourably of antient Times^ 
have our Parliaments brought again to be entirely upon the 
fame Foot they were formerly ? Surely, No ! As the Law 
now (lands, the Crown cannot poflibly prolong a Parlia- 
tnent beyond feven Years ; and as the Affairs of the Pub- 
Itck are now difpofed^ k muA nccelfariiy meet every Year. 
Formerly the Crown could keep a Parliament in Being 
without any Limitation of Time for their Diffolution^ and^ 
as I have faid before, did fometimes prevent them, though 
defied, from ever meeting ; nay, at other Timet, there has 
been for many Years together a total Inter miiTion of Pari 13* 
ments. I therefore really think, no one can make the 
leail Comparifon on this Headi at leafL Ifuppofe the wor- 
thy Gentlemen would not be willing to return to the Prac-^ 
tice of preceding Times in thefe Particulars In ihort. Sir, 
] think the Septennial A£l as well adapted to our preft^nc 
Conftitiition» as well calculated to anfwcr the Furpofes and 
fectire the Freedom of Parliaments, as any Regulation that 
qin be made; and I do not know any one particular In*, 
flanoe in which oiir Liberty and Conftimtion have been 
more ilrengehened and improved iince the Revolution, than 
by thofe Laws which have been made relative to the 
Chufing, Sitting, and Duration of Parliaments. Before I 
leave thisSabje^ I iiiuil take this Opportunity to return 
my Thanks to the Honourable Gentleman who called for

• Another Objeftionagaintt this Motion is, that a Septen- 
nial Parliament is ncceilary for eftabliihing and confirm- 
ing 04jr Credit abroad. If this be yet to ao^ if our Cre- 
dit abroad remains yet to be either elUbliOied or con- 
^rrned, I wilJ fay that we have lately fpent many Mil* 
lionsj And have made many Treaties to very little pur- 
pofe. Is not this likewife an Argument for fettling the 
Duration of our Pari in men ts at a much longer Term? 
For if our Credit abroad were any Way ftrengthcn'd by

cannot in roy Confcieoce agree to ; for c ho' ons of the Mo- 
tives for enabling that Law docs not at prefcnt cxiH m fuch 
an apparent manner, as it did at the Time it was enaded, 
yet it cannot be faid, that even that Motive has now en^ 
tirely celfcd ; I wifh with all my Heart it could be juftly 
fsj^'t that there is not now a Jacobite or difafRded Perron 
in the Nation i but I am afraid no fuch thing can bejuiUy 
faid for many Vcai^ 10 come, and therefore even that Mo- 
tive,which the honourable Gentlemen^ who havefpoke upon 
the other fide of the Quellion, have faid to be the only 
Motii«e for enacting this Law, has not yet entirely ceafed : 
But, Sir, this was not the fole and only Motive for enadl- 

I Ing that Law ; if Gentlemen had given Attention to the

* It has been faid. Sir, that this Law has &en attended 
I ^ith fev«ral Inconveniences, which fcannot fay I was ever 
I 4enfi ble of ; and I think they have not yet been made fuf- 
- fit iently appear by any of the Gentlemen who have fpoke 
[im this Xkiftate; but, granting that there were any fuch, is 
[•this a Time to repeal a Law which has been produdive of 
1 4b much Good, and which fo much llrengthens his Maje- 

ly's Government, only becaufe it has been found to beat- 
ended with a few trifling Inconvenienctes f I cannot think 
I that the Gentlemen who talk at this rate are fo ignorant of

* Let us, Sir, but confider the pvefent Situation of the 
Affairs of Europe ; Italy fwallowed up by France and her 
Allies ; ntinierous Armies on the Rhine threatning to pe- 
netrate into the very Bowels of the Empire ; our old AJ' 
lies; the Dutch, reduced to the Inw Ebb of begging a Ncu^ 
trail ty from France, for their Barrier in Flanders. In feck 
a State of foreign A^irr, h it to be imagined, that Great 
Britain can remain quiet, or indulge herf^If in a State of 
Eafc and Security \ Noj farely. Sir, we mull concert pro- 
per Meafures to prevent the Balance of Pawer in Europe 
from being quite overturned ; We niuil Jook in Time ta 
the Prefervation of that Balance which has already coll 
this Nation fo much Blood and Treafure ; and, at fuch a 
Conjuncture ought we to repeal that Law which llrengthens 
hh Majefly*s Hands, which gives Steadinefs to his Coun* 
cilsj and adds Weight to his Negotiations with foreign 
Powers ? Or ihall we fubHitute in its Place a Law wKzh 
would throw the Nation every two or three Years into 
^ch DiilraAioas and Confuiigns m Elcftions are alwayi 
attended with ? 

* Would not this, Sir, be giving the Enemies of his Ma- 
jc fly's Government at home, in Conjundlion with his Ene* 
mies abroad, (q many Opportunities of di lire fling his Ma- 
Jefty's Government, of throwing all Thinp into Confu- 
Jlon, and perhaps of deftroying that Eltablifhmeiit, and

* I am farprifcd to hear it infmuated by the honour- 
able Gentleman who {fokc laft, as if the Motion now 
before as was made with a View to diflref^ his Majefty'* 
Government^ or to diflurb the Peace of the Nation* Such 
an Infinuation is really not treating the Gentlemen, 
who have fpoke in favour of this Motion, with that Can- 
dour which one Gentleman has reafon to expefl from ano- 
rher in this Houfe j nor, indeed » can I look upon it as any 
Compliment made to his Majclly or his Government: Ic 
is not to be doubted but that hk Majefty, in all the Mea- 
fures he purfues, looks a little further than this Houfe. It 
is not to be que A toned but that his Majeily looks for the 
Approbation of the Generality of his People^ ai welt as 
the Majority of his Parliament ; and while his Meafures 
are approve of by the Generality of his People, frequent 
Ele^ions cannot furely bring any Didrefs upon his Go- 
vemment, but will greatly llrengthen it, by (hewing fre-

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> 7 €tp.Jk for a Pofl either of Honour or Profit, tliat is to be enjoyed 
i?3V4- for feven Yearsj than for one that is to be enjoyed but for 
one, or for three* 

* Then, Sir^ as to Bribery and Corrupti6n at Eleftbns^ 
I am fure k hu^ very muck increafed fmce the Septennial 
Law took place. It is a natural Coofequence of lengthen- 
in% the Time of a P*irliament*s Continuance j a Confc- 
quence fo natural^ that I am rurprifed to iind it fo much 
mi^aken as tt feems to be» by fome Gentlemen who ha^e 
fpoken upon the other fide of the Quell ion. It is certain. 
Sir, that Bribery will never be made ufe of at any Elettion, 
but by a Man who has not a fufiicient natural IntereH in 
the Place where he declares himfelf a Candidate i and by 
foch we may expert it will always be made ufe of, as far 
as It can be done with Safety t if the Candidate hns but the 
leaft Hopes of fucceeding by fuch diihonourable Means. 
Where there happens a Competition, every Ele^lor baa a 
latural Byafs to vote for oie Man rather than another* 
and ev«ry Eleflor will vote according to hk natural Byafs, 
if he is not bought off ; whoever eodeavours to buy him 
off, mull certainly come up to his Price, and this Price will 
be higher or lower, according to the EleAor*s Honour and 
Circumftances, and the natural Eyafs he has for the other 
Candidate. A great many Men may be perhaps bought 
off with IOC or looo Guineas, who, if half that Sum were 
o^red, would fpurn it away with an honelt Difdain. X 
hope. Sir, there are a great many Eiedors in this King- 
dom j, whole Honour^ upon fuch Occailons, \s above the 
Power of any fuch corrupt Temptations^ but that there are 
Jikewife a great many who m^y be bought, is a Fafl 
which, I believe, no Gentleman m this Houfe will difpute; 
and in this View let us examine the Difference between 
Triennial and Septennial Parliaments. 

• Give me Leave then to fuppofe two Gentlemen fet up 
iQ Opposition to each other, for reprefenting one of our little 
Boroughs in Parliament i one of them a Country Gentle- 
roan, of a great natural Intereft in the Place, the other a 
CiuKcn of London, or a Place-man, not near equal to him 
in Intereft, but depending entirely upon the Money he is 
able to lay out : Suppofe the Citizen, or Place-man, come* 
to a Calculation, and £iids that it wHl cofl him at leaii 
^oooh toiuy the Country Gentleman ou^. of his Intereil 
m that Borough ; if the Parliament were to continue but 
for three Years^ he would, very probably, refolve not to be 
At fuch an Expence, and fo would refrain from being guilty 
of the Crime of corrupting his Countrymen; h)ki when 
the Parliament is to continue for feven Year,s he may as 
probably refolve to be at that Charge. Thus, by Corrupt 
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tioti be may get a Seal in thh Houfe, and k is to be feared, Aim'^yOe^lL 
that he who comes in here by Coriupdon, mil not walk _ *7JJM- 
oat with dean Hands. 

* Gcntlenien are very much mlftakeit if they imagine, 
that the Price of an EJeftor depends upon the Duratioii 
of a Parliament^ or that a Man who feUs his Vote for ] 
I oa Guineas at an Ele^Vian of a Septennial Parliament* | 
would fell his Vote for the half of that Sum, if the Par- I 
liament to be chofen weie to continue only for three Years* .1 
Ko» Sir, there arc very few of this fort of Eleftors, wha j 
think of Futurity i the preicnt Gflfer is the Temptation,] 
and the only Temptation which can be of any i^ndght 1 
with them ; Befides, they cannot depend upon having the I 
like Ofer made them at the next ElefUon ; and 5Q 
Guineas ready Money, with an uncertain Hope of having , 
50 more three Years hence, is not furely fo great a Frice J 
^B too Guineas ready down: The natural Inierelt of Eh» 
Country Gentlemen, and the Honour of the Lienors, are 
what the Dealers in Corruption have to contend with, and 
sgainft thcfe a fraall Price cannot be fo prevalent as oie 
a little higher. Some may, per hap, be corrupted by a 
fmatl Price^ but certainly the higher it is^ the greaier ] 
will the Numbers be that are tempted to yield to it ; 

*as a Man may give a higher Price at the Eleftion for a 
.Septennial Parliameot, than he can do at one foran Aa^ 
nual or TrienniaU therefore the greater the Nambers wiH 
be of thofe who yield to his Temptation^ the more he - 
m:iy depend npon Corruption ; and the more it is to be 
depended on, me more general and the more frequent will 
it certainly bt. From hence it appears cv^ident, that the 
Increafe of Bribery and Corruption b as natural a Conle^ 
i|uence of Septennial Parliaments, as any one Thing can 
be conceived to be the Confequence of another. 

* There is no way* Sir, of effe<5lually preventing Corrap- 
tion, but by putting it out of the Power of any Man td < 
corrupt : There is no corrupting any Man but by coming 
up to his Price ; therefore the only way of putting it out 
of the Power of any Man to corrupt, is to put it our 
of the Power of any Man to come up to the Price of any 
Number of Eieftors ; and this can only be done by ma- J 

.king oorEIedions frequent: The more frequent the bet- r 
:r«cn It is oertaiot a Gentleman who ettjoysi a good Pen- 
ion for fcven Years, is more able to give a high Price^ 
than if he had enjoyed that Peafion but for one Year, or 1 
even for three i and he will more willingly give a hif k I 
Ftiotp when he is thereby to puichafe the ContimiaacB 
of that Penfion for fevcn Yean, than when he is to pur- I 
chafe ic only for one or for three Yean. This, $ir^ iij

* If our Parliaments were annual, it would be impoflible 
for Place-men or Pen (ion erg to fave as much yearly as 
would be fafEcient to bribe Country Gcntknicn out of 
their Intcreit^ and the Eleflora out of their Honelly i 
ivhich I ani afraid i^ a Praflice now too frequent ia 
mtny Parts of this Kingdom : How can k otherwife be 
imagined that the People would cbufe Perfons they never 
faw, Perfons they perhaps never heard of, in Oppofi- 
tion to Gentlemen who live in the Neighbourhood ; 
Gentlemen who give ihem daily Employment, by buying 
in their Shops and Markets all the Manufaftures and Pro* 
vifions they have ufe for m their Families, and Gentlemen 
whofc Anceilors have, perhaps, often re pre fenced ihatve* 
jy Place in Parliament with great Honour and uoiverM 
Approbation ? I remember. Sir, I was told by a Gentle* 
man who is now dead, and therefore 1 may name him, f 
mean Mr Spencer Cowper, afterwards one of the judges 
of the Common-Pieas, he told me himfclfthat he had ne- 
ver been in the Borough he reprdented in Parliament, nor 
bad ever fcen or fpoke with any of his Eledlors ; and 1 
bd^ieve [ could, without much DifficuUy, name feme who 
are now in the fame Situation.

* The Parliament, Sir, h the great Council of the Na* 
tion, and the Bufmefs of this Houfe in particular is to rc- 
prefent to his Majelly the Grievances of the People, to 
inform his Majefty if any of his Miniliers or Officers make^ 
an ill nfe of the Power he delegates to them, and to im- 
peach and profecute fuch evil Minilkrs. Now I would be 
glad to know who are the moll proper Reprefentatives 
for thefe Pnrpofes, Gentlemen who have, large Properties 
in the Country, who are independent of the Miniilers and 
Officers of the Crown* and who by living in the Country 
are perfefUy acquainted with the Circumftances of the 
People i or Gentlemen w^ho for their chief Support depend

hfe againli Bribery and Cdr rapt ion, will join with me in 
voting for the Rellltntion or Triennial Parliaments, ft 
is not the Expeiice of an Ele^ion that Coantty Gentlemen 
sue to be afraid of ; the moft extravagant Entertainments 
that a Strangfer in the Country coula give, would hare 
but litde weighty if to thefe he did not add downright Bri* 
berj^ ; and even thofe Bribes mail be fo high, as to over- 
balknce the natural Interdl of the Country Gentleman, as 
well as the Hoaefty of the grcatefl Part of the Eleftors : 
As thefe Bribes cannot be made lb high for a Triennial 
Parliament, as they may be for a Septeimiali they cannot 
be fo prevalent among the Electors i and tlicrefore a Gentle* 
man, who depends upon nothing but bis natural IntereA^ 
will always have a "better Lay for rep refen ting his Coun- 
try in a IViennial Parliament, than he can have for re* 
prefenting it in one whtch is to continue ibr feven Years ; 
for which Reafon I cannot but think that crerf Gentle- 
inan, who has a miiid that his Pofleney Ihall depend for 
their Seats in Parliament, upon the natural Interell they

* I have given all pofliblc Attention to what has been MA 
by Geiitieinen, on both fides of this QueJHon ; antj I muH 
confefs, I cannot yet fee any manner of Reafon for agree- 
ing to the Motion. Gentlemen have been pleafed to put 
us in mind of our ancient Confiitution ; but it has been 
£o often varied and altered, that it will l>e found very dif- 
ficult to fix upon B. Time when it *was fuch as we ought 
or would defire to return to ; And if any Time is to be 
Excd on, we are not furely to take the Time when our 
Coni^itution was weak and in its Infancy, we are certainly^ 
to chufe that Time when it was come to its fall Strength 
and Vigour, which, in my Opinion, is the prefenE. "But 
as Gentlemen have mentioned the Claim of Rights, let U5 
examine how it flood at that Time, for I am perfuaded it 
will be agreed *to by every Gentleman in this Houfe, that 
after that Claim was fettled and confirmed, our Confticution 
was more vigorous than it ever was before that Time ; and 
yet even in our Claim of Rights there is tio Mention made 
of frequent new Parliaments : It is indeed faid, that for 
Redrefs of Grievances, and for amendiilg, ftrcngthening 
and p refer ving the Laws, ParHoments ought to oe held 
frequently i but it is not fo much as infinuated, that every 
one of thefe Parliainente ought to be a new Parliament ; - 
and as to the Frequency of Parliaments^ I am fure there j 
never was lefs Reafon for Complaint than fince the Sep^] 
tennial Bill paJted i for ever fince that Time the Sdions 
have been regularly held, and all of them have been al- ; 
lowed to fit as long a^ it was neceflary or proper they < 
Ihould. 

* But, Sir, even by the Claim of Rights our Conilitution 
was not fo well regulated or eftablilhea as it is at prefent^^ 
It was ftill left in the Power of the King to continue a 
Parliament as long as he pleafed, ^nd this certainly might 
have become a Grievance upon the People. This Over- 
fight tiie \^ hale Nation were fenfible of, and this they 
were willing to obviate ; but in all fuch Cafes, People ge- 
nerally run from one Extreme to another j the Paffions of 
Men are fomething liki a Pendulum, if they are raifed 
too high on one Side, they always rife too hijjh on the o- 
t,her ; it requires Time before they come to fettle iii the 
Eijuilibrimn of Reafon. This was the very Cafe with rc- 
fped to the I'riennial Bill, which, was paiTed in the KeigQ

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of King William : The Paffions of the People were raifcd 
high again ft the unlimited Prcrcgative of the Crown, In con- 
f muing a Farliameni as lotsg m ihe King had a mind ; this the 
Ei^cmies of ihe Government took hold of, in order co intro- 
duce a Law by which the Prerogative was in thfs rcfpeft Ji- 
mi ted too much : for it is well known that the Triennal Aft 
was neither introduced nor promoted by the Patrons of 
Liberty, or the real Friends to that King's Government ; 
it was by thofc who m«ant to diftrefs the Meafures of that 
good Prince, to whom their native Country, nay even 
they themfelves, flood fo much indebted- They at laft 
prevailed, they got that Law pafied, which after a long 
Experience was found to be of dangerous Confequence to 
the Peace of the Nation, and to the Quiet of the Subje^ft t 
and therefore the Septennial Bill i^as agreed to, which is a 
mo ft reafonabie Mean between the one Extreme of leaving 
the Prerogative of the Crown in this rcfpcft unlimitedj 
and the other Extreme of limiting this Prcro^ati^'c too 
macht by laying the Crown under a Neceflit}^ of calling a 
new Parliament once in three Year?, whether it be confi- 
ftent with the Peace and Security of the Nation or not* 
- From whence. Sir, I think I have good Reafon to be of 
Opinion, that our Conilitution is now in its iitmoft Perfec- 
tion, I was indeed glad to hear iEncomiums beftowed by a a 
Honourable Gentleman upon the late King Willi am, becajafe 
fucH feldom come from the Corner cf the Houfe where 
be fits i but if that glorious KJng had been limited to 
Septennial Parliaments onty, and not to Triennial, the fu- 
ture Happinefs of this Nation would have been better fe- 
cvired^ an<fmore firmly cllablifh'd by him ; he would not 
Jbftve been obliged to have put an End co the War fo foon 
i|f%edid, or to have agreed to thofe Treat ie5, which were 
iftervv*a*ds fo 3 c udly complained of; the Continuance of 
the Wixbut f<?r a very few Years, might have reduced the 
Powrf of Fr*5ti-e 10 low, as 10 hwe rendered them utterly 
unable 10 hAve made a Conqi^eil of Spain ; and thcrrby the 
heavy War which rnfued. aud which coft trkji Nation fo 
Diadi Blood and Treafure, woukl have been effeduaily 
prevented. 

* Gcnrlemcn h,ive been pleafedt Sir, to mention Ire* 
qoecdy to us the Prerogative of the Crown^ and to talk 
of its being grown up to a great Height j but can any 
Gentleman fay, that his prefent Majetly, or the late 
King his Father, ever made the l^fl Attempt to the Pre- 
judJce of the Pcopie^s Rrghts, or ever endcavcurM to extend 
any Branch of the Prerogative beyond thofe Boandswhich 
MTt prefcribcd to it by Law ? And 1 hope no Gentleman 
Will fay, that the Prerogative, a$ now limited and clla« 
Y a bliflied,

I71l*4" tioii is prefer vcd, it is certain the monarchial Part of it 
mull be endowed with fome Powers and Prerogatives j it i 
miift have at Ic^ft thofe which are ncceiTary to fupport it-^ | 
felf agamil Faflion, and to preferve that Influence whic(| [ 
it ought by Law to have in the Governnient of this Kingrj 
dom. And as for the Influence which, as has .been fup* 
pofed, the Crown ms^y acquire over long Parliaments^ it 
ha5 already had a very proper Anfwer from both the 
Gentlemen who fpoke Hrfl again (t this Motion ; for it i% 
very certain, that the long Parliament in King Charles 
the Second'^ Reign, which has been called the Penfionflry- , 
Parliament, became towards the End fp very little fub- 
je£b ro the Influence of ihe Crpwn, that rhey did all they 
coold to fecure the Liberties of the People againft the \ 
Schemes which were then forming hy the Court* and 
became fo flrenuous in thdr Endeavours this Way» that 
the King was at, laft obliged to difl'olve them. This fliews, 
that the Length of a Parliament rather dtintniflies thavi 
increafes the Influence of the Crown ; and the Hiflory of *| 
tEvery Parliament flnce that Time confirms this Obfcr* 
vation. 

' We have been told, that we always ought tp ha^c a 
De pen dance pn thofe we reprefent, and that in long Par- 
liaments this Dependance may probably be th»'OWti off^ 
which could never be the Cafe if Parliaments were AnnuaL 
Tha: w^ h^ve all ^ Dependance uppn the People for our 
Eiedion, is what. Sir, 1 fliall readily grant ; but after wc 
are chofen» and have taken our Seats in this Houfe, we 
have no longer any Dependance upon our Eleftors, at leaft 
in fo far as regards our Behaviour here ; Their whole Power 
IB then devolved upon us, and we are in e^ery Queflion that 
comes before this Houfe, to regard pnly the publick Good 
in general, and tp determine according to Qur own Jndg^ 
inents : If we do not, if we are to depend upon our Repre- 
sentatives, apd to follow blindly the Inilrumons they fend 
us, we cannot be faid to ad freely, nor can fuch Parliament^ 
be called fr&e Parliaments : Such a Dependance would be a 
jnoft dangerous Dependance : It would, in my Opinion, be 
more dangerous and qf worfe Confequence than a Depen- 
dance upon the Crown j for in a Dependance on the Crown, 
can fee no Danger as long as the Intercft of the Crown 13 
made the fame with that of the People, which every Man 
^uit allow to be the Cafe at prefent ; whereas the People 
of any County, City, or Borough are very liable to b^ . 
^ifs-led, and may often be induced to giv6 Inilru^ons di- 
{gftljr contrary to the IntcreH pf "their Country^ 
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* Bribery and Corruption, Sir* are two hideous Words^ ^Aoaft 7 G«tll» 
said are often fet in the moft terrible Light i J have> *cis ^71%-^ 
tru^, as terrible an Idea of fnch Practices as any Gentle - 
man in this Houfc ; but I cannot think we are in any pre- 
fent Danger from fuch : Our tonllitudon is fo happily 
formed, that it is almoil impolTiblc to overthrow it by fuel* 
Pra^ices ; for before fuch a Thing can hp dom^ the Gene- 
rality of the People muft be corrupted 1 nay, they mull be 
fo far corrupted as to be ready to fell themfeli^^s for a fmall 
l^rtce; for if they iniift upon a high one, there €annot be a 
Purchafer. This is a Cafe which 1 hope never will happen* 
but if ever it Jhould^ I cannot fee how our CondicuCion 
^uld be more fafe with a Triennial than with a Septennial 
Parliament 1 for I am perfuaded that if a Man will fell 
his Vote either in Parliament, or at Eledloiis, for 1 000 or 
1 00 Guineas, he will fell it for half that Sum, when he 

jinds he am get no more. Whatever is once brought to 
Marketj is generally fold for tli£ Market-Price ; and we 
|ind chat the more frequently a Thing is fold, the lower it 
falls in its Price, the more contemptible it becomes. Peo- 
ple ufually fuppofe that Corruption is only of one fort; 
but this. Sir, ii a Miftake, it appears in many Shapes i a 
Man may be bribed without giving him Money | and even 
Members of this Houfe may be brit^d without getting any 
place or Preferment from the Government. If any Gentle- 
man, CO pleafe hi^ Borough, and to fecure his next Ele£ti- 
on, ftiould ad contrary to his own Judgment, it is as down* 
right Bribery as if he had got a Fenfiou, a Place or Prefer* 
ment from the Cou^ and I look upon this as one of the 
very worll forts of Corruption* 

* Gentlemen have told us, that Septennial Parliaments 
are attended with many f neon veo fences, but they have not 
been fo good as to ihew us any of theiq, at leaft in fo far 
as I have yet heard ; we have had the Experience of fuch 
Parliaments for above thefe eighteen Years, and yet I do 
not find ^hat they have pretarrded to fhewany one Inconve- 
nience which has artfen from them in all that Time ; from 
whence I muft prefume, that it is not in their Powers and 
I believe it cannot be fliewn that fo many good Laws have 
palTed in any fuch Number of Years, as havo been pafled 
Imcc Septennial Parliaments took place- I am fure it can- 
not be riiewn, that any one Law has been paifcd by any of 
our Septennial Parliaments, that incroached upon the Rights 
of the People, or that was attended with an Inconvenience, 
or was looked on by the Generality of the Peopk as a 
Grievance. If ever there were any fuch, I muft dcflre that 
fhc Gentlemen of the oti^r Side pf the QyclUon would 
point them oat to ut. 
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A|M» 7 Cc<s.IL * But, Sir, I conlj ihewmany Inconveniences that woul<J 
f 733*4* , certainly cnfae from Triennial or Annual Parliaments : The 
whole Nation would be kept in a continual Ferment : The 
Feuds and Divifions which by every Ele^ioa are raifed 
among Neighbours m the Country, would be condniian)^ ' 
kept up : The Ccwntry Gentlemen would be entirely ruined 
by the Expence of frequent Elections, and an annual At- 
tendance upon this Houfe with Multitudes of WitneiTes^ 
about thofe that might be con celled ; and a vail Encourage- 
ment would be given to Drunkcnncfs and Idknefs among 
all Ranla of Men* We knuw, when working People have 
been habituated but for a few Days to Drunken nefs and 
Idlenefs, hovv hard it 15 to bring them back to their La- 
bour and Induftry; from whence we muft conclude, that 
ftfch frcquecit Hle^lions would be a great Prejudice to our 
Hulbandry, to our Mann failures, zni to atl forts of Im- 
provements; for the Drinking and Feafling about one 
Election would hardly be over, when that for the next would 
begin. All thefe, and many worfe, would be the certain 
Confequences of Triennial^ or Annual EJeftions ; whereas 
when Eleftions return bat once in fcven Years, the Feuds 
and Divifions among Neighbours, and the Ferment the 
Nation is put into, have time to fubfide ; the labouring 
people have time to cool and return to their Labour, and 
the Country Gentlemen may eailly bear the Expence of 
Eleftions, becaufe they have fix Years to rccruitj and to 
lay in a Stock for that Purpofe. 

* An Honourable Gentleman fpoke of Septennial Parlia- 
ments as necejfliiry tofupporc falling^nifters : How a Sep- 
tennial can be more proper for this Pu^sfe than a Triennial^ 
I cannot really comprehend ; but whatever may be in this^ 
lam ftue it is not the Cafe at prefenc ; for I have been of 
]ate in as many Counties and Corporations as any Gentle- 
man, I believe, in this Houfe i and notwithftanding all the 
Arts that have been praftifed, and alt the Induftry that 
has hhtn ufed to give th^ People a 'bad Imp; '^ffion of the 
prefent Adminiftration, I found the People in every Place 1 
paflTed through, generally well inclined towards it; and the 
prefent Parliament^ iVd* a Septennial one, Hands fo frmiy 
jn the Efteem and Affcflions of the People, that 1 dare hy 
'we ihall fee the greatcft Part of the Gentlemen now in this 
Houfe re chofen. 

• Upon the whole. Sir, rts no Gentleman m:i^ (chink, 
flicw me any Inconvenience attending Septennial Parlia- 
ments but what is imaginary, as a great many dangerous 
Inconveniences always have attended, and always mull at- 
tend Triennial rarliaments ; and as I am convinced that

tlie Nation in general is v^iy far from defiriixg a Repeal of Aniw 7 Geo.li: 
tlie Septennial Law, I am entirely againit the Quellion/ ^753-4. 

Mr Walter Plumcr fpoke next : 

* I am not a little aftonifhed at the Do^riise kid down Mr. Wdist 
hy the Honourable and Learned Gentleman who fpokd HuAfr^ 
laft : That after we are chofen, we are to give no At^ 
tent ion to onr ConAituentSj that we are then to throw 
afidc all J>cpendance upon theoij is a Do^rioe 1 never be- 
fore heard in this Honte ; and I am the more fiirprifed to 
hear it come from that learned Gentleman » becaufe fome 
of our principal Law-Books tell us, that in ancient Timei 
this Boufe has often refuted to agree to Proportions made hy 
the Court J for ihh Reafon only, that they could not agree 
Co any futh new Propofmons, ttil they wexit home and con- 
ftiked with their Conftituejits, For my own Part, Sir, I 
ftall always give the greateil Attention to the Sentiments of 
thofe I reprefent ; 1 fhall always have a great Regard for 
their Interefts, and Jhall never thiBk there is any Danger m 
having a Depen dance upon them* 

* The learned Gentleman a feed us. If the Prerogative of 
the Crown had been extended beyond its due Bounds by his 
late or his prefent Majelty ^ Sir, [ do not fay it has : It is 
a Qucllion cannot properly be anfwered, nor have I heard 
any iuch Thing fo much as inHnuaicd in this Debate. But 
I wiih we would tike an Example from the Crown in one 
Thing I We may obferve, that the Crown never gives 2 
Place or Emplo) aieifHbr Life, or for a long Tern* ot Years, 
excejpc fuch ai cannot be otherwise difpofed of; and the 
Rcalon is plain ; Were thefe Places given for Life, the 
Grantee would then be out of the Power of the Crown, 
and confcquently would not have fuch a Dependaiace on the 
Crown, as thofe Perfons mul> have who enjoy their Places 
during Plcafure only* In this the Crown afts wifely ; and 
1 wjfli we would follow the Example : When I fay We, I 
fpeak of the Gentlemen prefent not as Members of this 
Houfe^ but as a Part of the People of Great-Britain : It 
would certaioly be the Height of Wifdom in the Peo- 
ple to keep thofe they truil and employ in their Service 
as much in their Power as ^ofiible. If thofe the People 
chofe to reprefent them in this Houfe, were to continue in 
that Station only during the Fleafure of the People, the 
Reprcfentatives would, I belie vej have a proper Regard for 
the Interefts of the People, and would never think oFthrow- 
ing off all Dependance upon them.

* Another Gentleman over the W^y mehtipned to us the 
prefent Situation of Europe ; and alked us. If we were to 
5t ftillj and take no Part I This, Sir, is a Queflton that 
inlght be anfwered, if they would Ijct us into the Secret fo 
fer, as to know what is the preient Situation of Europe witi 
refpeft to ourfelves ; but this they do not feem inclined to 
do. However, vvithoutfuch an Infjght, I think I may fay, 
that we ought to mind our ow^ Bunnefi* and take proper 
Care of the Interefls of Great- Britain ; but that we are not 
to enter headlong into every German Quarrel that happens 
beyond Seas. 1 hii may be a very proper Queftion, and 
probably will come to be a Queftion in the firft SeiEon of 
the next Parliament ; In which Cafe I hope thofe who have 
it in their Power, will lay every Thing before this Houfe, 
that may be neceffary for giving a proper Anfwer to fuch 
an important Qucftion. But how the Rlembers of next Par-

' The learned Gentleman was fo good as to. tell uSj that 
we had all, or moft of us, by our Behaviour in this Par- 
liament, eflabliDied our Chaia^lers fo firmly among th6 
Feople, that moft of us will be chofen again : if fo, it is tb 
be hoped we will behave a^ well in the next, and then as 
many of us as are alive maj expcd to be chofeh a third 
Time. And if we beiiave ill, 1 hope no Gentleman ^11 fay 
we ought to continue even for oiie Yeftr, much lefs for 
feven, in the Station we are in, whether our Reprefeniativcs 
will or no. Thi^, Sir, is as proper an Anfwer as can be 
inade to the principal Argument urged again ft ffe^uent 
Eledions ; which was* that they woulddiftrefs liia MajeHy's 
Government, and reader the Meafures of iiJs Adminiftra- 
tion unfleady ; for if the fame Members be upon a new 
filedlion generally rettrned as long as they behave well, 
furely even an Annual Eleflion could never diHrefs his Ma- 
jefty^s Government, nor render his Miniftfrs unfteady iji 
the Meafures they purfue, at leaft as long as the Members 
behave well in Parliament. And I hope no King will,

hope this Cafe never will happen ; but left it Ihould, the

Sir, 

* There is one Reafon, which chiefly prevails with me to Sir William 
bea^nft your (^eftion : It has-been iaid, that the prin- X-owther. 
cipaT'Motive^or introducing Septennial Parliament:* now no 

longer exifls ; but this I can by no means agree with» be- - 
cauie I am fure the Number of Papifts has greatly increafed 
even fince the Septennial Law took place : And as a true 
Regard for our own Religion has in the fame Tim^ very 
much decreafed, I am afraid the Popifh Intereft will daily 
l^iii more and more upon us ; and the Traniition from 
Popery to Jacobitifm we know to be fhort and certain. 

* Befidesy Sir, there has lately been publilhed - iii Qta

Sir, 

* I do not fland up, to enter into your Debate ; but ohiy Mr. eholmon- 
to take Notice of what was faid by the Gentleman whO '^^^^* 
fpoke laft. I do not know whether the Number of Pa- 
pifts be increafed fmce the Time he mentions or not 1 

but I would gladly know from him, which Side in the 
Elections the Papifts favour moft in that Par{ of the^Coun- 
try where he lives ?

* As to all the Parts of England I know^ I can 'affirnij 
the Truth of what my worthy Friend by me has faidJ 
The Papifts are in general making ufe of all their Intereft"

F fo ? That Law which had remained unilcered m an 
the Contcfts, and the long Wars that happened between 
the Houfes of York and Lanailkr, was altered ppon a 
trilling Infurrcdion in fomc of the Northern Parts of thi3 
KJugdom; Formerly every Man was to be tried by a Ju- 
ry of his honelt Neighbours, within the pounty where 
the Crimes alledged again ft him were faid to have been 
committed: but a Septennial Parliament ordered him t^ 
be carried away, and tried in any County, where the 
Crown ^ or rather the Miniiier, could find ^1 Jury proper 
for their Pufpofc; and where the Prifoner might not per- 
haps be able to biing any WitneiTes in his own JulHf.ca- 
tion, it might at leall have been iTnpoiftble for him to 
bring *any without a gretit Expence. And yet farther, 
Sir» was not the Riot AO. p?tffcd by a Septennial Par- 
liament; and is this no Incfoachment upon the Rights 
of the People ? Is it no Grkv,inte that a little dirty 
ImHicc of the Peace, the mranett and vilell Tool a Mi* 
niiler can make ufe of, a I'cjoI who, perhaps, fub fills by 
his being in the CommifHonj and who may be turned out 
of that ^ubfiilence whenever the Mi niiler pleafes ; Is this, 
J fay, no Grievance that fuch a Tool Hioold h^ve it in his 
Power, by reading a Proclamation, to pnt perhaps 20 or 30 
of the beit Subjects in England to immediate Death, with- 
out any Trial or Form of Law ? This Law, Sii', and feve- 
ral others I could name, have been p ailed by Septennial 
Pjirli'imcnts ; to which, be caufe they itand yet unrepealed, 
I fliall not give the Names 1 think they dcfetve. 

* But, Sir, to ask whether any Laws have been pafTed 
by Septennial Parliaments, which have been attended with 
Inconveniences, or have been complained of ss a Grie- 
vance, is a QneHion I nm furprifed to hear come from a 
Gentleman J earned in the Laws* V/as not the fatal South* 
fca Schema?, in the Year 1720, eflablifhed by an Ail of :i 
Septennial Parliameot, and can any Man ask, whether that 
Law was aitcndcd with any Inconvenience? It was. Sir, 
the moll fc^jtiiiilous Act that ever was palled by any Par- 
liament ; If luennial ParliJiments had then been in Being, 
I am pcrluadcd it would never have piffed ; or if it had, I 
,im fure, the chief Promoters of it would have fulFcred a 
very different Fate from what they Jid. An J, did not the 
fame Parliatnent pafs fome Claufcs in an Af^ for hindering 
the fprcidlng of ihe Plague, ihat were look'd upon by the 
Generality of the People as fo great a Grievance, and were 
fo loudly <;DmpIained of by all Ranki of People irk the Na- 
ii©n, th^it it i^vas thought proper to repeal thenj. in the 
Xtry ftcxt Scffion of Parliament ?

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Msmtt 7 Geo. IL have been rcprefcntcd as fo great an Inconvenience^ tli^t; 
'733 4- we ought to run the Rbk of having oar Conilitution bver- 
nirned, rather than fubmit to it. But, Sir, can it be ima- , 
gined that there would be the fame Contention for a Seat 
in Parliament, which was to continue but for one Vear, or 
even for three, that there is for one which is to continue for 
feven : The Example of the City of London plainly {lie wi 
m the contrary* As the Com n>on- Councilman, and a 
great many other Officers in the City are chofen annually, 
fhav« had Occasion to be often prefent at thefe ahnaal 
Ele<^]ons, and never could find that they were attended 
with any great Heats and Animofitle?^ or with any Incon- 
vctikncei for after the Eleftion is over, the con'tehtling 
Parties go home, and live In the fame Friendship they 
did before: And 1 am convinced the Cafe would be the 
very fame, if annual Elections for Members of thk Houfe 
were refto red. The fame Man might perhaps be continued 
and re-chofen every Year for many Years together, probii- 
bly Without any I>ifpQte or Oppofition ; bnt his being Ha- 
ll le every Year to be turned out, would be a contmual 
Check upon his Behaviour, and would make him fludy 
the Interelts of the People, inftead of purfuing^ onl}' fome 
private and fellifh Views of his own. 

^ Even as Eleftions fland at prefent, there would be no 
fuch Contentions, nor any fuch Heats and Animofities as 
we hear of, if they were entirely left to Gentlemen who 
have a natural Intereft in the Plac« : in fuch Cafe, if a 
Candidate found himfelf defeated by fair Means only, and 
merely by the fuperior Interefl; of hia Antagonjllj it would" 
notlraife his Indignation, it would occafion no Heats or 
Animofities, he would wait mth Patience for a new Op- 
portunity, and in the mean time woLild endeavour to re- 
commend himfelf to his Country by Afts of Hofpitality 
and Benevolence, It is Minillers of State intcrmeJJling hi 
Eleflions j it is Eleflion-Brokers, and fuch Dealers in Cor- 
ruption, that occafion all the Heats and Anrnjofiti^ we' 
have : for when a Gentleman, of a great natural Interefi* 
fees his Ele<^ors obliged by Power, or bribed by Money, 
to vote againft him, perhaps in favour of an utter Stranger, 
it cannot bu: raife his Indignation : it may indeed juftl/ 
ralfe his utniofl Fury and Revenge. 

' It is certain. Sir, that if the People were entirely left 
to themfclves^ they would, without much Contention, al- 
ways chnfe thofe Gentlemen, who» by having In rge Pro-' 
per ties of their own, might be reafonably fuppo fed £o be

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Places oF Fi-oJit, and- bartering their Votes and their Beha- Anm y.Geo,IL 
ykmr in Eirliament for Pofts, Places and Henfionsj the Peo- 1733-4* 
pie will foon follow theJixampIe of their Repreientatives, 
and will infift upoti fliaring with them in the Profits* Thus, 
hy degrees the Minds of the People will be debauched ; 
they . will be brought to think, that the fellicg their Votes 
J at Election j is no Crime, the Reprefentatives who buy their 
Seats mull fell their Votes ; and at lafti all Regard f^r the 
yublkk Good will be generally laid afide by all foris of 
Men* The only effeftual Method, Sir, of preventiog dii* 
£ital E^efl, is to rellore annua) Eledtons ; for then it 
would be impoffible, even for theTreafury itfelf (if ever 
tKe publick Money flioold come to be fo mifapplied) to il- 
fife yearly. Sums of Money fulEdent to get the better of 
ihe natural Intereft, which Country Gentlemen always 
iav^ m the Places where they and iheir Families have per- 
haps for many Generations rcfided. The Confcquence of 
which will be, tha.t none but Country Gcntlemenj and 
thofe v/ho have a natural Interell in the Place, will ever 
appear as Candidates ; and thus neither the Morals of the 
People will be debauched, nor their Properties plundered* 
r.or their Liberties dellroyed by thofe Eledl ton -Brokers and 
Miniflerial Agents, or their Candidates^ who nerer can be 
employed or fet up but for fuch bale Purpofes, 

' As for our Credit abroad, which, it h pretended. Sep- 
tennial Parliaments very much contribute to, I think it b 
evident, that it has been finking ever fmce the Septennial 
Law took place ; which confirms what was juitly obfervt^ 
by an honourable Gentleman, that the Credit of the Na- 
tion among Foreigners docs not depend upon the Length 
or Shortnds of our Parliaments, but upon that Corrc'- 
l|Jondence aiid Confidence which ought always to be kepc 
tip between the King and his People. I wdl not fay that 
this DiTcay of our Credit abroad has bsen altogether owing 
XQ the Septennial Law j but I dare fay, if our Parliaments 
hid not been Septennial^ they would probably, before now, 
bave enquired into the Condu*^^ of thofe who have beeti 
the Cmib of this Decay ; and whatever Reafons the D^cay 
of our Credit among ForeJgnci % may have been owing to,

faid : Indeed I am ftill of the fame Opinion, and fhould 
iiaye continued in my Refolution of not giving you any 
Trouble this Day, had not the Honourable GentlemaA 
over the Way thrown out what I take to be a very un- 
^ndid Reflection upon xhy Honourable and Learned 
Friend. 

* My learned Friend happened to make an Obferva- 
don, which I ftill think a very joft oiie ; he ftid, thai 
after we are returned and have taken our Seats m this 
♦ Honfe, we ought not any longer to have a Dependance 
upon thofe we reprefent. This the Honourable Gentle- 
man laid hold of, he not only called it a new and k 
very extraordinary Doctrine ; l5ut he dropt an Expreflion 
iuch as I think ought not to be made ufe, of in this 
Houfe : As to the Obfervation made by my learned 
Friend, he certainly meant, and I believe almoft every 
Gentleman underftood him, that after we have taken our 
Scats in this Houfe we ought, every one of \x% to lopk up- 
on ourfelves, as one of the Reprefentatives of the whole 
* Body of the Commons of England, and ought not to have 

any particular Byafs for the County, City or Borough we 
reprefent. This, Sir, is fo' far from being a Doflrine ve- 
ry cj^traqrdinary, or altogether new, that I wi(h every 
Gendeman in this Houfe would make it a (landing Rule 
for his Conduft ; ft)r I cannot help obferving, that there 
are fome Gentlemen in the Houfe who on many Occafions 
confine their Thoughts too much to the particular Coun- 
ty, City or Borough they reprefent ; but furely they 
ihuft be fenfible, that many Things may happen in Par- 
liament which may be for the Intereft of the Nation in 
. general, the' they may not perhaps quadrate fo cxaftty 
' with the particular Intereft of London, Bridol, Liverpool, ' 

or other like City ; and in fueh a Cafe the Gentlemen 
mull furely grant, that as Members of this Houfe, thfty 
ought to drop not only their Dependance upon, but even 
their Concern for the particular City they reprefent, in 
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order to concur wJth the reft of the Members of tkis Amo 7 Geo, lU 
Houfc, in what the^ jsjdge to be for the general Intcreil ^ J731^ 
of the Nation. 

* This, Sir* 1 thought myfelf ohliged to (ky in Vin- 
dication of my learned Friend $ but as co the Quellioa 
itfelf^ 1 ihall give you but very kittle lYoubte : for tho^ 
I muft do the Gendemen who introduced thU Mocion the 
Jullice to own, tb^t they did it with as much Candour^ 
mnd in as pretty a Manner, as f ever he^rd any Quell ion 
Introduced in this Houfe, yet all the Arguments chcy made 
ufe of were fo fully anfwcred, and the Objedions agsiinU 
their Motion ftated in fo clear a Light, by the two wor- 
thy Gentlemeo who fpoke firft Jg^inJi their Motion, that 
I cannot agree tt> it : and indeed^. J I bslieve we owe the 
Happiiiefi of having the prcfent Royal Family irpon the 
Throne, and the Liberty of debating any Queliion in this 
Houfe, chiefly to the Septennial Law, I Jhall never agree 
to the Repeal of that Law, without feeing much ftronger 
Reafons for it than any I have hitherto heard offered* 

• One of the great Inconveniences faid to attend Septen- 
nial Parliaments ts, that they heighten and- increafe thofe 
Heats ami Animofitie$ which are ufually rtifed among the 
People about the Time of Elections ; but this I cannot agree 
to, oecanfe it l& well known that thofe Heats and Ani* 
loofitics rofc to as great a Height, nay to a much greater 
^Height, during the Continuance of Triennial Parlisimentsi 
than they ever did lince that Time; from whence we 
may obferve, that the Violence of thofe Fleats and Ani- 
moJities does not depend upon the quick or the (low Re- 
turn of Eledions, bat upon the Temper of the People at 
the Timei In every Nation there arifes fomecimes a ge- 
neral Ferment among the People, fometimes without any 
viiibic Caufe, atid often from Caufes that are in themfdves 
unjull : In this Nation^ if an Eledion for a new Parlia- 
ment fhould came on when the Nation is in any fuch 
Ferment, the Heats and Animosities at that Time would 
certainly become extremely violent, nay fo violent, as to 
endanger the Peace of the Kingdom ; and if we had An- 
nual or even Triennial Parliaments, no fach Ferment could 
ever haopeo biit what would probably be attended with 
an Ele£lion, by which the Nation might be involved in 
fucb frequent Diforders and Confufions, as niight at lad 
make m a Prey for fome foreign Enemy 1 whicb, in my 
Opinion, is a Danger much more to be apprciienJed, than 
any Danger our Constitution ca^ be in from hiving our 
Parliaments Septeniual.

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* Anotlier Inconvenience is, that Scpwnnial Parliament* 
jncreafe and give Encouragements to Bribery and Corrup- 
tion. That there is Bribery and Corruption, that there 
always has been Bribery and Corruption, is a F'adt I fh^l 
not difpute: But^ Sir, that the Increafe or Becreafc of 
that Vice depends upon the frequent or the rare Return' of 
Ek£lions, is what I cannot agree to i for I am convinced 
it will always depend upon the Virtue of the People in ge- 
neral, and the Humour they happen to be in at the Time, 
I wi{h Bribery and Corruption of all K inds codd be pre- 
vented ; but the Evil I am afraid is inevitable ; for not- 
ivithftandmg the many exprefs Laws againll iti notwith- 
ftanding the fevere LaWjf j±de but a little while ago for 
preventing itj yec we &A that Methods have been con- 
trived for evading all thofe Laws, either by giving great 
Entertainments and great plenty of Viifluals, or by lomc 
more fecret and corrupt Pra^ices, fo that the only Way 
to pret^ent the Growth of this Evil, is to prefer ve the 
Virtue of the Pemile ; and I believe the beft Way to pre- 
ferve the Virtue ofthe People, is to give them as few Op- 
portunities as pofHble for being vicious : from whence I 
muft cottclude, that for obviating this Inconvenience, Sep- 
tennial Parliaments are better than Triennial, 

' If fo many and fo great Inconveniences have been 
felt a!l over the Nation from Septennial Parliaments, if 
fo great Complaints have been made, it is very ilrange^ 
Sir, that no Attempt has been made, ever fince the paf* 
fing of that Law, for the Repeal of it ; but the Time 
BOW chofen for making that Attempt, fliews plainly with 
what View n is made : Jt is now the laft SelEon of a 
Parliament, a new Election mull faon come on, and as 
this Motion has an Appearance of Popularity among 
the meaner fort of E!e£lors, it may be of Service to fome 
Gentlemen at the next Eledions : And as to the Conten- 
tions about tlyrfe Efedions beginning fo early* I do not 
know by whom they were begun, mit I believe they have 
been fet on foot on purpofc to furniih Gentlemen with 
Arguments in this Day*s Debate ; and an Honourable Gen- 
tleman has accordingly taken hold of it, and has made ufe 
of thofe Contentions To early begun, as an Argument a- 
gainft Septennial Parliaments. 

' Another Honourable Gentleman has given us a glorious 
Catalogue^ as he was pleafed to call it, of Laws paiTed b^ 
Septennial Parliaments ; but I think he ought ifta parti- 
cular Manner to have guarded again ft putting the Riot A^ 
into that Catalogue, for he knows it was founded on the 
fame Motive with the iieptennia!. It was abfolutely ne- 
eeffary iot the Safety ofthe Govemment, and had it not 
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been for (ome Executions in Fleet- ftreet, m oonfeqaence Aano 7 Goo* 11, 
of chat A 61, 1 am pcrfuaded it would not have been polTible '73 r4' 
to have p refer ved the Peace of the Kingdom at that Time : 
and I moll fay, that it is fomewhat very il range to hear 
Gentlemen argubg againil Contentions and Riots at Ele£li- 
ons, and at the fameTime complaining of that Law which 
was made for the preventing of Riots upon any Occafion,. 
As to the Law for regulating Trials in Cafes of Treafon, 
there was never a more reafonable Law paGx:d in Par Ha* 
jnent : Is it not at all Times abfolutely inconfiflent with 
the Safety of the Government 1 nay, is it not in itfelf ridicu- 
lous, that Re bell and Traitors fhguld be tried by a Jury of 
their own Friends and Relations, embarked in the ^ame 
wicked Deiigns, and as much difaff^fted to the Government 
as the Pri loners at the Bar ? Can it be expefled that fncb 
a Jury wilt ever find the Prifoners guiky? And therefore 
when whole Counties had rebened, what could have been 
tnore reafonable than the fending the Rebels of thofe 
Counties to be tried in other Counties, where an honeit 
and a difinterelied Jury might be found 1 and as that Law 
was confined to the Rebels then in Ciiftody, or fuch as 
ihould be taken within a fliort Time aJter, 1 am furprifed 
to hear it found fault with. 

* We have been told. Sir, that the Natron in general de- 
fires the Repeal of the Septennial Law, and that lulbu^li- 
pns have been fetit up to feveral Members for that pur- 
pofe. As to the Dciires of the Nation in general, it k a 
Faft not eafy to be determined ; I do not know but the 
Mob, I mean fuch a^ have 00 Bufincfs with E legions, may 
generally dcfire the Repeal of this Law, bccaufc they would 
then have an Opportnnity of getting drunk, committing 
Riots, and livmg idly, much oftner than ihey have at pre- 
fcnt I but as to all tliofe who have any Right to vote at 
Eledion?, I am convinced the Generality of them defire no 
fuch Thing, And as for thofe Inllrudtions that may have 
been icnt up to M embers, no Man is ignorant how they am, 
ufually obtained ; X faw a Copy of one of them lately in 
one of our Evening News- papas, and by the Stik of it I 
may leave any Gentleman to judge, what fort of Perfons 
they were who fent it, or rather obtained its being fent.

* The learned Gendeman, as well as fomc others, par- 
ticularly an Honourable Gentleman under the Gallery, 
who fpoke early in the Debate, and who indeed faid as 
much, and in as handfome a Manner as can, in my Opini- 
on, be faid againfl the Que fi ion, has told us, that our Con- 
ititution has been often varied ; and that there was no 'J ime 
IV hen it was fuch as we ought, or wonld defire, to return 
to.

RightSj notwitMlandljig what the learned Gentleman ha^ 
faid to the contrary. At the Time of the Revolution, nay 
at the prefenc Time, at all Times, the word Parliameist, iri 
the common Wa.y of Speakingj comprehends all the Sefli- 
ons held from one Elt^ion to another: That this is the 
common Meaning of the Word, I nppeal to every GencJe* 
inai3 in this Houfe ; and for this Realbn thofe Patriots, who 
drew np oar Claim of Rights, could not imagine that it 
was necciTary to put in the word New : They could not fo 
much as dream that the two Words, Frequent pArllaments, 
would afterwards be interpreted to mean. Frequent Scffions 
of Parliament i but the Lawyers, who are accuftomtd to

obtained by the Triennial Bill : By that Bill the Right of 
the people to frequent new Parliaments, was eft^iblilbcd iti 
fuch clear Terms as not to be mifunderllood ; and God for- 
give them who confented to the giving it up, 

' I am extremely furprifedj, Sir, to hear it fajd, that the 
Triennial Hill was introduced ' by the Enemies to the Revo- 
lution, I will not fay, that it was introduced by the Cour- 
tiers at tiiat Time ; we feldom fee fuch Bills introduced by 
fuch Gentlemen ■ but, does not every know, that it was 
my Lord Somers who was the chief Promoter of that Bill, 
and that moA of thofe who fupported him in it, were Gen- 
tlemen who had been deeply concerned in bringing about 
the Revolution ? *Tis true^ the Courtiers oppofed it, and 
even King William himlelf, by the Advice oi fome wicked 
MJnJfters, refufed to pafs it the firll Time it was offered ;

Thc^ other Pretence, that Triennial Parliaments were the 
Canfc of his putting an End to the War, or of that Treaty 
which was fo mDch complained of, is, I am fure, as ground- 
lefs i for the fecond War was begun and carried on with 
great Succefs, under the Influence of Triennial Parliaments^ 
till the Ballancc of Power was fully rellored, and fo firmly 
eftabliihed^ that France has never iince endeavoured ca 
make the Icafl: Incroachment upon any of her Neighbours; 
What fome late Meafures may encourage her to do here- 
after, I ihall not pretend t^ determine ; but this Nation, 
has ever fmce that Time enjoyed what I think I may call 
a profound Tranquillity, which, if the Triennial Law had 
remained in force, we would, I believe, have made a muck 
better ufe of# than we now feem to have done. 

' The learned Gentleman has told us. That the Sep ten* 
nial Law is a proper Medium between the nnlimitetl Power 
of the Crown, and the limiting that Power too much ; but» 
Sir» before he had fixed upon this as a Medium, he ihould 
iiril have difcovered to us the two Extremes. 1 will readily 
aliow^ that an unlimited Power in the Crown, with refpe^ 
to the continuing of Parliaments, is one Extreme ; but the 
other I cannot really find out : for I am very /hr from 
thinking, that the Power of the Crown was too much li- 
mited by the Triennial Law, or that the Happinefs of the 
Nation was any way injured by it, or can ever be injured 
by frequent Eledions. As to the Power of the Crown, it 
is very certain, that as long as the Adminiflration of pub* 
lick Affairs is agreeable to the Generality of the People, 
were they to chufe a new Parliament every Year, they 
would chufe fuch Rcprefentatives as would moit heartily 
concur in every thing with fuch an Adminiflration ; fo that 
even an Annual Parliament could not be any Limitation of 
the jttft Power of the Crown ; and as to the Happmefs of 
the Nation, it is certain, that Gentlemen will always con- 
tend with more Heat and Animofity about being Members 
of 3t long Parliament, than about being Members of a fhort 
one ; and therefore the Ekftions for a Septennial Parliament 
mull always ditlurb the Peace, and injure the Happinefs gf 
the Nation, more than the Elcilions for an Annual or 
Triennial Parliament, Of this the Elcdions in the City

It is plain, tha£*^ 
the People feidom or ever were in a Ferment, but what ( 
Jncroachments were made upon their Rights and Privileges 1 
and when any fuch are made^^ it is v€ry proper, nay it i» 
even neceflary, that the People ihould be allowed to pro- , 
ceed to a new Eleftion, in order that they may chufe fuch 
Rcprefentatives as will do them Juilice, by punifhing thofe 
who have been making Incroachments upon them ; other- 
wife om of ihefe two EJFefta mzy very probably enfne : 
Either the Ferment will break out into an open Infurrcfli* 
on, or the Inc roach ment that has been made^ may happen 
to be forgot before a new Eledlon comes on 1 and then the 
invaders of the Pcople'^a Rights will have a mucb better 
Lay for getting fuch a new Parliament chofen> as will not 
only free them from all PaniHiment, but will con:firm the 
Incroachments that have been made, and encourage the 
making of new* Thus the Rights of the People may be 
nibbled and curtailed by Piece-meal, and ambitious Crimi- 
nals may at laft get themfelves fo firmly f<^ted, that it will 
be out of the Poi^er of the People to Jtop their Career, or 
to avoid the Chains which they are preparing. 

' Now, Sir I to return to the Power of the Crown, 
which the learned Gentleman has told us was too much li- 
mited by the Triennial law ; I think I have made it plain, 
that the jull Power of the Crown cannot poffibly be limited 
by frequent Eleflions, and confequently could not be too 
much limited by the Triennial Law ; but by long Parlia- 
ments the Crown may be enabled to aCnme, and to make 
ufe of an ufijuit Power. By our ConlHiution the only le- 
gal Method we have of vindicating our Rights and Privi- 
leges again ft the Incroachments of ambitious Miniilers is 
by Parliament j the only Way we have of reftifying a 
weak or wicked Adminifiration, h by Parliament ; the 
only cffeflual Way we have of bringing high and powerful 
Criminals to condign Punifhmentj k by Parliament. But if 
ever it fhould come to be in the Power of the Adminiftra- 
tion to have a Majority of this Houfe depending upon the" 
Crown, or to get a A^ajoricy of fuch Men returned, as the 
Reprefentatives of the People, the Parliament will then 
iland us in no ftead : It can anfwer none of thefe great 
Purpofes ; the whole Nation may be convinced of the 
Weaknels or the Wickednefs of thofe in the AdminiHra- 
tion ; and yet k may be out of the Nation^'s Power, in a 
legal Way, to get the Fools turned out, or the Knaves 
kinged. 

' This Misfortune, Sir, can be brought upon ua by no- 
thing but by Bribery and Corruption ; and therefore there 
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is iidthiag we dUght to guard more watctftilly kgalhft. Anno 7 c5eo. Hi 
And an honourable Gentleman, who fpoke fome time ago, . ^33*4* 
upon the (kmc fide with me, has fo clearly demonllrated', V 
that the Eledions for a Septehniat Parliament are more lia- 
ble to be influenced by Corruption, than thofe for a Tri- 
ennial, that 1 am furprifed his Argument fhould be mis- 
taken,, or not comprenended ; but it feems the moil cer- 
tain Maxims, the plainell Truths, are now to be contro- 
verted or denied. It has beien laid down a^a Maxim, and 
I think it is a mod in&llible Maxim, that a'Man will con- 
tend with more Hcnt and Vigour for a Poft, either of Ho- 
nbur or Profit, which he is to hold for a long Term, than 
he ^ill do for one he is -to hold For a fhoh Term : this 
has been controverted. It has been laid down as a Maxim, 
and I think eaaally infallible^ that a hundred Guineas is 
a more powerful Bribe than fifty ) this has been denied : 
Yet neverthelpfs, I muft beg Leave to pufh this Argument 
a little further. 

* Let us fuppofc. Sir, a Gentleman at the Head of thefc 
Adminiil ration, whofe only Safety depends upon corrupt- 
ing the Members of this HoUfe. This may now be only a 
Suppofitidn, but it is certainly fuch a^one as niay happen ; 
and if ever it fhould, let us fee whether fuch a Minifter 
might not promifc himfelf more Succefs id a Septennial; 
than h: could in a Triennial Parliament. It is an old 
Maxim, that every Man has his Price, if you can but 
come up to \i. This, I hope, does not hold true of every 
Man ; but I am afraid it foo generaUy holds true ; and 
ihzt of a great many it may hold true, is what, I believe, 
was never doubted of ; the* I don*t know but it may now 
likewiie be denied : Howcvet, let us fuppofe this dillrefled 
Minider applving to one of thofe Men who has a Price, 
and is a Member of this Houfe ; in order to engage this 
Member to vote as he ihall dired him, he ofiers him a 
Penfion of 1000 /. a Year : if it be but a Triennial Parlia- 
ment, will not the Member immediately confider within 
himfelf. If I accept of this Penfion, and vote according to 
Direction, I (hall lofe my Charadlcr in the Country, I 
ihall lofe my Seat in Parliament the next Election , and my 
Penfion will then of courfe be at an end ; fo that by turn- 
ing Rogue I (hall get but 3000 /. this is not worth my 
while ? And fo the Miniiler mull either offer him, perhaps^ 
the double of that Sum, or otherwife he will probably de- 
termine againft being corrupted ; but if the Parliament 
were Septennial, the fame Man might perhaps fay within 
himfelf, I am now in for feven Years ; by accepting of this 
Penlion, I (hall have at leall 7000 /. this will fet me abov^ 
Contempt ; and if I am turned oat at ne:(t Ele^on, I do 
Vol. in. B b nbt 
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Anftfl f Gtt^.llp not value it, TU take the Money in tlie mean time. Is it ' 
1733 "4* .not very natural to fappofe all this. Sir ; and, does not thif 
evidently fhew, that a wicked Mifiifter can not corrupt ^i 
Triennial Parliament with the fame Money with which he 
may cormpt a Septennial ? 

' Again, Suppofe this Minifler applies to a Gentlemanr^ 
who has purchafed, and thereby made himfelf Member fow ] 
a Borough, at the Rate ofy perhaps, 1 500 A be fides tra- 
vellijig Charges, and other little Expences : Suppofe the* 
MiaiHer offers him a Fenfion of 506/. a Year to engage his 
Vote, will not he naturally con fide r, if it be a Triennial 
Pgrliament, that if he cannot get a higher Penfion he wilt 
lofe Money by being a Member j and furely, if he be a 
right Bnrgef^, he will refolve not to fell at all, rather than 
fell his Commodity for Icfs than it coll him ; and if he 
finds he cannot fell at all^ he will probably give over 
ilanding a Candidate again upon fnch a footing ; by which 
not only he^ but many others, will be induced to give over 
dealing in cor riip ting the Eleiflors at the next Eleftion. 
But in cafe it be a Septennial Parliament, wiU he not then 
probably accept of the 500 / Penfion, if he be one of thofe 
Men that has a Price ? becaufe he conci tides , that for 
1 500 L he may always fecure his Eleftion ; and every Par- 
liament will put near 2000 /.in his Pocket, befidcs reim- 
burfmg him all his Charges. Afcer viewing the p'refcnt 
Queflion in this light, is it pofiible. Sir, not to conclude* 
that Septennial Parliaments, as well as the EI eft ions for 
fucht muft always be much mure liable to be iniluenced by 
Corruption, than Triennial, or the Eleftions for Triennial ^ 

* For my own partj Sir, 1 have been often chofen ; I 
have fat in Parliament above thefe twenty Years ; and I 
c^n fay with Truth, chat neither at my Eledion^ nor after 
my Return, no Man ever dared to attempt to let me know 
vebat is meant by Bribery and Corruption j but I am forry 
to hear the rmpofLbility of preventing it mentioned, and 
mentioned too,. Sir, within thefe Walls. The honourable 
Gentleman who fpoke bll, told us -the Evil of Corrnpdon 
v{.%s inevitable. If I were fo unhappy as to think fo» I fhould'"- 
look upon my Country to be in the moft melancholy Situa- 
tion, Perhaps it m*iy be the way of thinking among thofc 
be keeps company with ; but 1 thank God I have a better 
Opinion of my Countrymen i and fince it appears to be a 
way of thinking among fome Gentlemen, it is high Time 
for us £0 contrive feme Method of putting it out of their 
power to corrupt the Virtue of the People : for we may 
depend upon this as a certain Maxim^ that thofe who think 
they cannot gain the Affeftions of the People, will . endea- 
vour to purchafe their Pioilitution ; and the bcft way to 
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prevent tbt Saccefi of their Ende^^irouT«, is to ralfe the Ajino 7 Ge&.ll. 
Price fq liigh as to put k out of the Powvr of any Man, or *73S 4" 
of any Set of Men to come up to it. If a Parliameni h to 
ht purcbftfed, if Elc^ions iire to be ptarchafed, it is mani- 
ftfl the corrupting of Tr!et>niiil muft, upon the whole* coft 
a great desi\ more than the corrupting of Scptentiial Ete£kt- 
ons or ParlUmetits : Therefore, in order to put tt out of the 
Power of any Man, or of any Ad mini lira t ton, to purchafe 
rhc Frofiituiion of a Parliament^ or of the People, let us 
return to Trie n hi a] Parliaments; and if that will not d<?, 
}tt ys return to Annual Elcflionsj which, I am very certain, 
woald render the Prai^ice of Corruption impoffible. This, 
Sir, is now the more neceiTary, becaufe of the many new 
Poib and PIuccs of Profit which the Crown hss at its Dif- 
poHif, and tiic great Ci^fil Lid fettled upon his prefentMa- 
jelly, and whith will ptobably be continued to his Succef- 
lors Thi^i I fay, urges the NecciUty for frequent new 
Parlbmeiitss becaufe the Crown hus it now more in their 
Power than foimerly, to feduce the Peoplej or the Repre- 
fentatives of the PcDple, in cafe any future Adminitlradon 
Ihould find it necdfiiry (6r their own Safety to do (o. 

* '1 hat the Tncreafe or Dccreafe of Corruption at E!fc- 
iions, or in Parlitment, mull always depend u| on the In- 
crcafe or Decreafe of Virtue among t're People, I fhrill 
readily grant ; but it is as certain, that the Virtue ofalmoll 
cveiy partkubr Mun depends U}>on the Tcniptttions that 
are thrown in hi* Way; and according to the t^antity of 
Virtue he has, the Quantity of the 'remptatbn mull be 
laifed, fo as at la 11 to make it an Over-baUance for his 
Virtue, Sappofe then, Sir, that the Generality o! the FJe- 
dors in England have Virtue enough to ^vithiland a Temp* 
tation of Ave Guineajv each^ but not Virtt^c enough to with- 
ftand a Tern ptat ton of ten Guineas, one with another : fs 
it not then much more probable, that the Gentlemen who 
deal in Corruption, may be able to raife as much Money, 
once every feven Vears^ as will be falHcient to gi?e tun 
Cuinens each, one with another, to the Generality of the 
* Eledori, than that they will be able to raife fuch a Sum 
once in every three Vears ? And is tt not from thence cer- 
tain, that the Virtue of the People in general is. in greater 
Danger of being dell royed by Septennial than% Triennial 
Parliaments ? To fappofe, Sir, that every Man^s Vote at 
an Eleclron is like a Commodity which moil be fold at the 
Market Price, is really to fuppofe that no Man has atiy 
Virtue at all ; for I will aver, that when once a Man r&- 
folv^ to fell his Vote at any rate, he has then no Virtue 
left, which, I hope, is not the Cafe of many of our Elect- 
ors ; and therefore, the only Thing we are to apprehend 
U b 2 b. 
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Ai>opi Ge9.Jt is, left fo high a Price fhoplcl be offered as may tempt thpiir 
^73 3*j' ^ , (ands to felly who had never before any Thoughts of catry- 
^^^ ing fuch a Commodity to Market. This, Sir, is the fetal 

Invent we are to dread^ and it is much moi:e to be dreaded 
from Septennial than from Triennial Parliaments. If we 
have therefore any Defire tp prtferve the Virtue of our 
people; if we have any Defire to preferve bur Conftitu,- 
tion ; if we have any Pefire tq preferve our Liberties, our 
PropertieSj^ and every tjiipg that can be dear to a free People, 
we ou;^ht to redore th^ Triennial Law ; and if that be found 
to be insignificant, we ought to abplifh Prorogations, an4 
return to Annual Eleftions. 

* The learned Gentleman fpoke of the Prerogative qf 
the Crown, and alked'us. If it had lately been extended be- 
yond thofe Bounds prefcriljed to it by Law. Sir, I will 
not fay that there has been lately any Attempts tq extend 
it beyond the Bovinds prefcribed by Law; but I will fay, 
that thofe Bounds have b^en of late fo valUy .erjarged, th^t 
there feetns to, be no great Ckcafipn for any fuch Attempt. 
What are the many Penal I.aw8 made within thefe for^ 
Years, but fp many Extenfions of the Prerogative of the 
Crown, and as many Diminutions of the Liberty of the Sub- 
jedl ? And whatever tbe Necefiity was that brought us into 
the enafting of f«ch laws, it was a fatal Neceffityt it has 
greatly added to the Power of the Crown, and particular 
Care bught to be taken not to throw any mdre Weight 
into that Scale. Perhaps ,the cnaAing of feveral of thofe. 
penal Laws might have been avoided; I am perfuaded the 
enading of the Law relating to Trials for Treafpn, not only 
might, but ought to have been avoided; for tho' it was 
but a temporary Law, it was a dangerous Precedent; aiyl 
the Rebellion was far from being fo general in any County 
as not to leave a fufHcient Number qf faithful Subjedb fpr 
trying thofe who had conimitted A£ts of Treafon within the 
County. 

* In former Times the Crown had a large Eftate of its 
own ; an Eftate fulficient for fupporting the Dignity of the 
Crown ; and as we had no Standing i\rmies, nor any great- 
Fleets to provide for, the Crown did not; want frequent Sup- 
plies; fo that they were not under any Necefiity of calling, 
frequent Parliaments ; and as Parliaments were always trou-' 
blefome, often dangerous to Minifters, therefore they avoided 
the calling of any fuch . as much as poffible : But tho' tl^e 
Crown did not then want frequent Supplies, the People fre- 
quently wanted a Redrefs of Grievances, which could not 
be obtained but by Parliament ; therefore the only Complaiat 
then was, that the Crown either did not call any Parlia- 
ment at all, or did not allow them to At long enough : This

* But now* Sir, the Cafe is altered ; the Crown, eithet 
\hy ill Management, or by Prodigality and Profufenefs la 
its Favourites, iias fpent or granted away all that Eilatci 
and the publick E-xpence is fo much enlarged, that the 
Crown mull have annual Supplies, and is therefore tinder a 
NeceiTity of having the Parliament meet every Year ; ■ btit 
as new Elections are always dangerous as well as trouble* 
fome to Minikkrs of State* they are for having ihcm as fel- 
dom as potiible; fo ih:^t the Complaint b not now tor want 
of frequent Meetings or Seffions of Parliament, but again J t 
having the Ikme Parliament continued too long. This is 
the Grievance now complained of; thi^ is what the People 
detire; this is what they have a Right to have redreHed* 
The Members of Parliament may for one Year be lookM on

Suppofc him next poffelTed of great Wealth, the Plunder 
of the Nation, with a Parliament of his own chufing, moft 
of their Seats purcKafed, and their Votes bought at the Ex- 
pence of the publick Treafure; Jn fucha ParTiament, let us 
iuppofe Attempts made to enouire into his Conduft, or r» 
relieve the Nation from the DiArefs he has, brought upon it 4 
and when Lights proper for attaining thofe Ends are called for, 
not perhaps for the Information of the particular Gentle- 
men who call for them, but bccaufe nothing cati be done 
in a Parliamentary Way, till thefe Things oe in a proper 
Way laid before j^arliament ^ fuppofe thefe LightJ refufed, 
thefe reafonable Retjuelb rejedcd by a corrupt Majority of 
his Creatures, whom he retains in daily Fnyt or engages in 
his particular Intereft, by granting them thofe Pofts and 
Places which ought never to be given to any but for the 
Good of the Publick: Upon this Scindalous Viflorys let 
us fuppofe this chief Win ill er pluming bintfelf in Defiances, 
becaufe he finds he hai got a Parliament^ like a packed 
Jury, ready to acquit him at all adventures: Let ui far- 
ther fuppofe him arrived to that Degree of Infoknce and 
Arrogance, as to domineer over all the Men of ancient Fa- 
milies, all the Men of Senfe, Figure or Fortune in the 
Nation i and as he has no Virtue of hi^i own, ddiculing it 
in others, find endeavouring to deftroy or corrupt it in all 
* I am ftili not prophefying. Sir, I am only fuppofmg^ 
and the Cafe I am gomg to fuppofe 1 hope never will hap- 
pen : but with fv^h a Minifler and fuch a Parliament* let 
us fuppofe a Prince upon the Throne, cither for want of 
true Information, or for fome other Reafon, ignorant and 
unacquainted with the Iricli nation 3 and the Jr^terell of his 
Peopfet weak, and hurried away by unbounded Ambition 
and infatiabie Avarice ; This Cafe, Sir, has never yet hap- 
pened in this Nation i I hope, I fay, 'twill never ex ill j but 
as it is poifible it may, could there any greater Curfe hap* 
pen to a Nation, than fuch a Prince 041 the Throne, advife4 
and fokly advifed by fuch aMiniiler, and that MinUler fup- 
ported by fnch a Parliament.

But as to the 
Spirit raifed in the Nation laft SeiTion of ParUimeni, which 
he fays was raifed by Mifreprcfentation, and was plea fed 
to call a Spirit, if not of Difaifedion, at leaft of Dillrafti- 
on^ ido not know, but it may have been reprefented as 
fuch in another Place ; and whether that was a Mifreprc- 
fentadon^ 1 fliall leave to the World to judge. But of all 
Mifreprcfen rations, 1 will fay, the moil criminal is that of 
mifreprefenting to the King the true Sentiments and real 
Inclinations of his People 1 for, however much fome Gentle- 
men may find their Intereft in it, 1 am fure it is not their 
Duty to do fo : but I hop* his prefent Majefty will always 
be able to dtilinguifh, and it is the Duty of Parliament to 
inform him how to diftin|ui(h between DififF^;£lion to his 
Government, and DifHiFe^ion to hb Mini Iter. If the Ho- 
nourable Gentleman thinks, that the AfEiir which occa- 
iionedthe RiFeof that Spirit, was at firft mifreprefented, or 
that it gained any Advantage by bcit^g fully ej^ploined, he 
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li; in the Opiuioh of; I beUevCt much tlic greateft Part of Artii*7 Geo. UJf 

tlie Natian* vailly miflaktn ; for, the more fcriou fly that ^731*4- 

Afikir has been confide red, the more fully it has been ex* 

|)lijned, the more horrible it has appeared: So that the 

spirit:, which was rai fed in Oppofition to it, was fo far 

from being unjuQly, or groundletly railed^ that 1 believe it 

would have been for the Advantage of the Nation, that a 

neiv ElefUon had. come on, when tliat Spirit was in its 

grcatell Vigour ; and I hope it will not altogether fubfide* 

tilt the People have fully fccured their Liberties againft all 

fuch Attempts for the future, 

* To imagine. Sir, that frequent Eleftions fhould ever 
become the Caufeof Fadion and Sedition, is, m my Opinion, 
fomething very extraordinary ; for it is certain, that Sediti- 
ons have always proceeded from a general Difcontent a* 
jiiong the People, and a long Difappointmcnt of meeting 
in a legal Way, with that Redrefs which they had reafdn 
to exped i and till this Difcontent becomes violent as wetl 
as general, no Fa^ion will ever break out into Sedition ; 
Then indeed Fa^ion begins to change its Name, and thofo 
Men^ who at hrll perhaps with Jufticc were charged witk 
being fa^ious, become then the Patrons and the Protedor» 
of the Eights of the People, and of the Liberties of their 

'Country; for nothing can be called Faflion^ but when a 
Set of Men combine and unite together againil a wife and 
a jail Government, which no Government can bSj^ that dif- 
obliges and ifficaies the generality of the Pcopte. The 
certain and the only Way therefore ot preventing Sedition* 
and difappoioting Fa^ion, i* to give tne People frequent 
Opportunities of repreienting their Grievances^ and obtain- 
ing Redref^ in that legal Way which is prefcribcd by the 
CoolUtudon of iheir Country* Such a. Way ought certain- 
ly to be elUblilhcd, and is eilabliihed in every wife Con* 
ftttution ; otherwife the People will feek that by Sedition, 
which they find they cannot obtain by Law; and the Me- 
thod which is ellabliihed by oar Conllitntlon, Is by a Parlia- 
ment chofen by the free and uncorrupted Voice of the Peo- 
ple? therefore in order to avoid Sedition, every Thing 
ought to be carefully avoided, which may tend to the in* 
terruptlng the free Choice of the People j and the ofrener 
this Choke h made, the better our Country is guarded 
againll Sedition i becaufe tn a long Parliament the People 
may in the Beginning of it be difobliged ; tliey may defpair 
of obtaimng Redrefs from that Parliament, and before the 
hnd their Uifcontents may become fo vioteni, as to break 
oat in Seditions and J nfur regions. 

* F^sftion and Sedidoo^ Sir* arc two Words that have 
ilways been n^idc uk of by the Advocates for Arbitrary 
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Aiuo7 0«.lf* P<i#tr^ in order to induce the People to give ap chofe Pri* 
^TJJ'** ^ vUeges upon wbkb their Liberties depended > or to divert 
flkem from reaffuming, or vindicatin|; thofe which ha4 been 
before fooliihly given up, or unjailly iifurped and taken 
from them i but Jt is to be hopeiJ, thofe two hideous Words 
will never in this Country have the de fired Effe^» It has 
been already fully fhewn, that the Elections for a long Par* 
lUment mufl always be attended with more violent Heats and 
AnimoAties than the Eledion for a Ihon, confequently the 
Coimcry maJl always be more expofed to Faaions and Scdi* 
tions by the former, than by the latter : I do not know^ 
but the Election for a Parliament may come at lait to be 
like the Ete£lion of a King of Poland ; it may be always 
attended wich a civil War, perhaps with an an welcome Vi- 
fit from fome of our NeighbourG. Therefore if the Fears of 
Fa^ion and S<^ition be any Argument againd frecjucnt E- 
led^ionSj as good an Argument may from thence be drawn 
againll ekfiing any new Parliament at all ; fo that I do not 
know but I may fee a Propofition made for continuing our 
Seats in this Houfe for Life; and after that, it may be 
thought proper to make a Law for tranfmitting them to 
oar Heirit nay even to our Executors or Adminitlrators. 

' An Honourable Gentleman fecmed much rurprifed that 
the Riot-Aft ihould have been mentioned upon this Occa- 
iion, or that any Gentleman fhould have th« I<^ft Thought 
of having it repealed.

' Ai ro Bribery and Corrupt! on , Str» k has been Co fully 
tnd fo clearly dcmonltraced that Septennial Patliaments arc 
more liable than Tnenniaj to be influenced by fnch'bafe 
Methods* that I ftiall conclade with obferving what every 
Gentleman E believe Is fenfible of : It is come to a moil in* 
tolerable E^cighc i in many, nay in moll Parts of our Con- 
flitution, we are fynk to the loweft and vilefl Dregs of Cor-* ^ 
ruption i and if iome extraordinary Event do not prevent it» 
our ConfUtution will foon be irreeoverabl/ loJt.' 

To this Sir Robert Walpole replied : 

Sir, 
' I do alTure yout I did not intend to have troubled you Sir Rtfert 
in thb Debate, but ftich Incidents now generally happen W*^^'*** 
towards the End of our Debates, nothing at all relating to 
the Subje^l, mid Gentlemen make fuch Suppoficions, mean- 
ing fome Perfon, or perhaps^ as they fay^ no Perfon now 
In Being, ami talk fo much of wicked Minjlters, domineer- 
ing Miniflers^ MintJlera pluming themfclves in Defiances, 
which Terms, and fuch like, have been of late fo much 
made ufe of in this Houfe* that if they really mean no body 
either in the Houfe or out of it, yet it muft be fuppofed 
they at Icifl mean to call upon feme Genctemtn in this 
Houfe to makc^ them a Reply : and therefore I hope I 
may be allowed to draw a Pifture in my Turn i and I 
may Ifkewife fayv that 1 do not mean to give a Beferipti- 
on of any particular Perfon now in Beingv When Gentle^ 
men talk of hlinifters abandoned co all §m{e of Virtue or 
Honour, other Gentlemen may, I am fure, with equaj

* Thcn^ Sir, It b by Experience well knowii, that 
whal is called ih< Populace of every Country, arc apt to 
bt too much dated with Succefsi and too much dejeflcd 
with every Misfortune i this malce^ them wavering in 
their Opinions about Affeirs of Slate, and never lopg of 
iHe fame Mind : and as this Houfe is chofen by the free 
and imbyafled Voice of the People in general ^ if thli Choice 
were fo ofte/i renewed, we might expeft, thitt this HouiV 
would b« as waverin|, and as unfteady as the People ufaal- 
If are i and it being impoHible fo carry on the publick 
Affairs of the Nation without the Concurrence of this 
Hoti(e, the MtniAert would i!way< be obliged to comply^ 
and cotiiequently would be obliged to change their Mea^ 
fufCs as often as the People changed tkeif Minds.

* As to FaCion and Sedition, Sir» I will grant tkit In 
llfofiafchkal and Ariitotratical Governments, it generally 
irifes from Violence and Oppreffion ; but in Democratical 
Govemmentff, it always a riles from the People's having 
too great a Share in the Government i for in all Countries^ 
and in ail Government s» there always will be many fac* 
dous and unquiet Spirits, who can never be at Reft' eithef 
in Pawet OE mt of Power i When in Power, they are 
never eafy, unlefs every Man fubmits entirely to their 
Direetion^ and when out of Power, they are always work- 
ing and t^trigufng again^ thofe that are in, without any 
Hcgard m julice, or to the Intefeft of their Country. 
In popultf Cover nmertifl fuch Men have too mnch Game, 
they have too many Opportunities for working upon and 
corrupting the Mind* of the People, in order to give thent 
a bad Impreffiort of, and to nife Difcontems againil thofe 
that have the Management of the publick Affairs fof 
flic Tiane ; and thcfe Difcontents often break out in- 
to Seditions and InfurreAions. This, Sir, would in my

* As to Bribery and Corrupiloi], Sir, if it were poOlble 
I to inAuence, by fuch bafe Means, the Majority of the 

ElefboTf of Great Britaui, to chufe fuch Men ai would 
probably ffive up their Liberties ; if it were pofiible ta 
influence, by fuch Mean^p a Majority of the Members ol 

, ihii Houfe to conient t^ the Ellabliihment of Arbitary Pow^ 
er, I fhoold readily allow, that the Calculations made 
by the Gentlemen of the other Side were juft« and their 
Inference true; but I am perfuaded, that neither of thcf« 
is poiEble.

* To idfinuate. Sir, that Money may be ifiied from the 
publick Treafury for bribing Elections, is really fomc- 
tfaing very extraordinary ; efpecially in thofe Gentlemen 
who know bow many Gheclts are upon every Shilling 
that can be iffued from thence ; and how regularly the 
Money granted in one Year for the publick Service of 
the Nation, muft always he accounted for the very next 
Scilion in this Houfe, and like wife in the other, if they 
have a mind to call for any fucli Account. And as to 
the Gentlemen in Offices, if lliey Jiave any Advantage 
over Country Gendemcn^ in having fomething elfe to de- 
pend on befidcs their own private Fortunes, they have 
likewife many Difadvancages : They are obliged to live 
here at London with their Families, by which they are 
put to a much greater Expe nee, than Gentlemen of equal 

* Fortunes who live in the Country : This lays them un- 
der a very gr^t Difadvantnge^ with reipell to the fup-* 
porting their Intereft in the Country, The Country Gen* 
tleman, by living among the Electors, and purchafing the 
Necefiarics for his Family from them,- keeps up an Ac- 
quaintance and Gorrefpondence with them, without put- 
ting himfelf.to any extraordinary Charge; whereas a Gen- 
tleman who lives in London^ has no other Way of keep- 
ing up an Acquaintance or Gorrefpondence among his Friends 
in the Country, but by going down once or twice a Year 
at a very extraordinary Charge, and often without any other 
Bufmefs : fo that we may conclude, a Gentleman in OfHce 
cannot, even in fevcn Years, fave much for diftributing. 
in ready Moneys at the Time of an FJcdioni and I really 
believe, if the Fafl were narrowly enquired into, it would 
appear, that the Gentlemen in Office are as little guilty, 
of bribing their Eledors with ready Money, as any other 
Set of Gentlemen in the Kingdom* 

S * That there are Ferments often raifed among the Peo- 
ple without any juft CauCe, is what I am furprifed to 
hear controverted, fmcc very late Experience may con- 
vince us of the contrary ; Do not we know what a Fer- 
ment was raifed in the Nation towards the latter End of 
the late Queen^s Reign ? and it is well known what ^ 
fatal Change in the Affairs of this Nation waa introduced, 
or at kail confirmed by an.Elr^ipn's coming on while 
the Nation was in that Ferment . Do not we know what^ 
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a Ferment w&s ralfcd ia the Nation ibon after his late Anjia 7 Gm* tt 
Majefty's Aeceffion f A^d if an Elet^ion had then been i731'4- 
allowed to come on while the Natba was in that Fer- 
ment, it mighc perhaps have had as fatal Effeds as the 
Ibrmer; hut, thank God, this was wifdy provided agaifili 
by the very Law which is now wanted to be repealed. 

' It hts mdeedj Sir^ been faid. That the chief Motive 
for cnafting that Law now no longer exifts : I cannot 
admit that ihe Motive they tm^n was the chief Motive ; 
bnt even thai: Motive is very fiir frooi haying entirely cea- 
(ed. Can Gentlemen imagine^ that in the Spirit raifed 
in the Nation but about a Twelvemonth ilncc, Jacob! tifm 
and Difa^dion to the prefent Government had no Share ? 
Perhaps fome who might wifti well to the prcfent Efta- 
bliflimcnt did co-operate, nay, I do not know but they 
were the firlt Movers of that Spirit ; but it cannot be fup- 
fo fed that the Spirit then raifftd fhould have grown up to 
fuch a Ferment, meerlj^ from a Propofition which was ho- 
neftly and fairly laid before a Parliament, and left entire- 
ly to their Determination* No* Sir, the Spirit w^<i per- 
haps begun by thofe who are truly Friends to the il- 
luftrious Family we have now upon the Throne ; but 
it was raifed to a much greater Height than, 1 believe, 
even they defigned by Jacobites, and fuch as are Ene- 
mies to our prefent Eilablifhment, who thought they Oje- 
ver had a fairer Opportunity of bringing about what they 
have fo long and fo unfuccefisfully wimed for^ than that 
which had been furniflied them by thofe who firft raifed 
that Spirit. I hope the People have njow in a great mea- 
fare come to thcmfelves, and therefore I doubt not but 
the next Ele^llons will fliew, that when they are left to 
judge coolly they can diitmgt?ifh bemecn the real and the 
prciefadfd Friends to the Government : But I mull fay, 
if the Ferment then raifed tn the Nation had not already 
greatly fubfided, I llvould have thought a new Election a 
very dangerous £jt peri men t ; and as fuch Ferments may 
hereafter often happen, I muH think that frequent Elec- 
tions will always be dangjerous ; for which Rc;;fan, in fo 
far as 1 can fee at prefent, 1 fhall, I believe, at all Times 
thint It a very dangerous Expcfimem to repeal the Sep-

vc ha vein the World, This, indeed, h layjng the Ax to 
the Root of the Tree, and may prevent our being eVer trqu* 
bled with any Demands for the future : But as this is an Af- 
fair of the greatdl Confeqtienceto the whole Nation, as well as 
to the Gt^ntlemen now in this Houfe^ I hops fome longer 
Tiifnc will be given 10 Gentlemen to confider of fach an ex- 
traordinary Demand, before they be obliged to determine 
what they are to do; for if they once agree to fuch a Grants 
it may be generoufly and voluntarily ref!ored, but it will 
never be in their Power to refumeit, 

* When we come to take the Meflage into our ConJldera- 
tion, I don't doubt. Sir, but the Honourable Gentleman 
who brought it wiU not only give us the Reafons, why it 
became ncceffary for his Majefly to fend us fuch a Meflage^ 
but why it was fo long in being fent ; therefore I fhall noc 
till then fo mUch fafpefl ht$ Candour^ 03 10 think there was 

, any unfair Defign in delaying it till fo many Gentlemen are 
cone into the Country : but as ;t has been fo long delayed, I 
Sope fome few Days will be granted before we take it into 
Confide ration* that fome of thofe Gi'ntlcmen may have 
Time do return: I iliall not pretend to name any Day; but 

I if the Honourable Gentleman wilt be fo good as to with- 
draw hi\ Motion, I doubt tiot of fome other Geotleman^s 
rifing up CO propofc fome more diftanc D^y.* 

To this Sir Robert Walpole replied;

under thefc Exprefllons : And upon that Occafion I might 
lor once take the liberty to aiTiure the Houfe, thai no fuch

1 remember, was what J faid, and I faid no more: Nor 

Imn I believe that any more was faid by any Gentleman in 
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this rioafc i for as the NeceiTuy of demancijag Votm of 
Credit depend upon future Events, it would have been ri- 
diculous for £tny Gendeman to have pretended to have 
promifed, that no fuch Thing iheuld be deli red. 

' As to the Mcflr:ige Itfelf, it is not now proper to enter 
into the Merits of it, or into the Catifes which have pro- 
duced it ; but in a.11 the Time I have had the Honour to Jit 
in Parliament, I remember no Inftancc where a MelFage, 
figced by the King, has not been next Day taken into Con- 
fide rat ion. This IS a Rafpefl which has been always pid 
to the Crown ; and I am fure his prefent Majefty has ne- 
ver done any thing to merit Jefs Refpe6l being paid by the 
Parliament to him, than what ha^ been paid to all his Pre- 
deceiTorj. I am perfuadedt when we come to enter into 
the Merits of the MeflTagc, there can be no Reafon found 
for making a Diftin^tlon between this and the former Mef- 
fages of the like nature ; and the Neceflity of fending k 
at this Conjundlure will be made fully appear : thererore, , 
as I have already moved, I hope the Hoiife will cake it ' j 
into Coniideration to-morrow Moining/

Fricnd*Sj that a Meflage of this nature fiiould be fent to , 
this Houfe fo near the Clofe of this SclTion ; for whatever 
Promifes were or were not made the firft Day of the Sef-^ 
fion, I am very fure moil Gentlemen eicpeded: that cvcrj ' 1 
thing of Confequence had been over long before this Timet M 
and upon this general Prefumption, a great many Gentle- j 
men* who have not the Honour to be let into Minifterial I 
Secrets, arc gone into the Country j it being at prefent 
jUQtt n^ceflary, perhaps, than ufual, for fuch Gentlemen 
to return to their rcfpe^ive CouncrieSp in order to prevent: 
their being bought and jobbed out of that natural Intereft 
by which only they cafi expeft to enjoy the Honoui^ of re- *| 
prefeiting their Country is Parliament, But however nc- 
ccifary their Prcfence may be at this Time, yet if Time be 
allowed them, I doubt not but moft of thep will think it 
their Duty to return to the Service of thefr Country in this 
Hftufe, when they hear that a Matter of fo very great Im* 
pcrtance is to come before us i it is^ I think. Sir, a Matter j 
of the higheft Importance ; it is, as my worthy Friend * 
called it, an abfolute Surrender of our All, a Surrender of 
the Rights, and a delegating the Power of Parliament la 
the Crown. This abfolute Power^ 'tis true, is now d^ 
manded but tiU next Sellion of Parliament ; but if it w«« 
not for the great Confidence I repofe in his prefent Mia- 
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ytftfi 1 fhould be much afraid che next SdTiori wouM never Anno 7C<t>.lZ 
be allowed to meet, unlefs upon Ehc new Eleftion a Majo- ^^^^ 
xky of the Members Diould appear to be fuch as would be 
ready to confirm, or to renew that Surrender. 

* The honourable GcntJeman on the Floor has told us, tJiat 
It has always been ufual to {hew Co much Rcfpeel to the 
Crown, as to take fuch Meflkgcs as the prefent into oar 
rConfideration the very next Bay, and that he rtimemher^ 
po Inilance to the contrary* 'Tis true. Sir, fince I have 
flat in Parliament, I remember many* but too many, Mcf- 
Ifages fomething of this Nature ; and I believe they have 
[always been taken into Confideration the next Day i but 
[that did not proceed fo much from the Refpefl we owe to 
the Crown, as from the Caufc of fending the Mefiage : 
f Therencvcr was aMeflagc of this kind fent from the Crown ^ 
buc when the Nation was threatened with fome inch thing 
&s an immediate Invafion or Infurre^ion, which in the 
Body of the Meffage was exprefled to be the Reafon or 
Caufe of fending fuch a MeiTage ; and m in fuch Cafes the 
near Approach of the Danger required the immediate con- 
certing of proper Meafurcs to prevent it^ we may fuppofe 
this was the chief Reafon of their being fo immediately 
taken into Confideration by this Houfe, But as we are ge> 
nerally apt to improve upon bad Precedents, I will be bold 
fo fay, there never was fuch a MeflTage fent to Parliament at 
the pr«fent, cither with refpeft to its Nature, to the Rea- 
fon of fending it, or to the Time of iti being fenc By no 
Meflage that was ever fent to Parliament, was there an ab- 
folute and unlimited Power demanded by the Crown ; 
which to every Ceo ttem an maft appear, at firll fight ^ to 
be the Demand now made upon us : there was n^ver fuch 
A MelTage fent to Parliament, but what informed us of 
fome immediate Banger impending, and Juil ready to fall 
upon the Nation. By the prefeat MelTagc we are totd of no 
fuch Thing; nor do I believe that any fuch Thing can be 
pretended : and I remember no In flan cc of a MeiTage any 
way rcfembling this, that ever was fent to this Houfe the 
very End of a SeiEon, and that Seflbn the lall of a Patlia' 
meot. 

' I cannot indeed. Sir, form to my feU a Reafon why any 
fuch Meilage fhould have been at all fent ; and much lefs 
can I form a Reafon why it Jhould have been fent at fuch a 
remarkable Time ; therefore I muft think, that Gentlemen 
will certainly expe£t to be informed by thofe who arc able 
to inform them, what NeceiEty there was for this MeiTagc, 
and from what fudden» and, ti!t now, unforefeen Change in 
our Afain the fending of fuch ^ Meflage has now become 
more QCceiTaryf than it was u any Time during tke former 
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part of the SeiTion : But whatever may be told m as to tlils 
particular, conideriog that almoU one half of the Houfe 
are, for Reafons we nil know, retired to the Country, in 
Decency, I think, and out of Regard to our own Proceed- 
ingSj as well 2^ out of Refpcft to ths Crown ; whatever h 
to be done in cotifequeace of this MefTage, ought to be 
done in a full Houfe, . Whether yon fliould order a Call, 
or which may be a (horter and more eifeftua! Method, di- 
rect Letters to the SberiSj I lliaJl leave to Gentlemen to 
determine ; but one of the two ought certainly to he done, 
unlefs the honourable Gentleman who brought m the Mef- 
fage, %vill n(Q up and inform tis of fome imminent Danger 
wc arc now threats ed with : atid, e%'en in that cafe, I think 
fome few Days ought to be allowed, that thofe Gentle- 
men, at ieail^ who are at no great Diftance, may have Tim ^ 
to come up J and attend the Service of tTie Houfe upon this 
important Occafion ; otherwife it will look like ftealing a 
Rcfolntion of the Houfe, when Gentlemen's Bacl^3 are 
tui'Dcdi which, I am fare, caa tefti fy no great Refpeft to 
the Crown, Sir, if we are really threatened wkh any im- 
mediate Danger, I fhall propofe the taking of this Meffage 
into our Confi deration on Monday or Tuehiay next ; and I 
am futie, let the Neceflity be never fo prefllng, let the Dan- 
ger be never fo great, fo Ihort a Delay can be attended 
with no great Jnconveniencfr ; and whatever Rcfolutioo 
you may come to, it will carry the greater Weight, and 
will be the more effedual for obviating any impending 
Danger,* 



To this Sir WiJIiam Vonge anfwered : 
Sia, 

* 1 remember no Pfomifes of A Cd ranees given the firft 
Day of the SeiTion^ other than thofe whkh tlie honourable 
Gcntlenian by me has fully and rightly ilated to you ; and 
a3 no Gentleman has drawn, or, I believe^ will draw any 
Argument in favour of the prefent Quelbon, from any 
Words or Expreffions in the Addrefs then agreed to, I do 
not think that either the Promires then made, or the AflTu- 
ra[icea then given, can have any relation to the prefent De- 
bate. But Gentlemen are very apt, I find ^ to wander from 
the Affair in hand ; and in particular, the honourable Gen- 
tleman who fpoke lall, has entered a good deal into the 
Merits of the Queflion, which I cannot think either pro- 
per or neceffary at prefent i for, in my Opinion, all that Is 
now before us, is, whetheV we ihould take the Meffage into

As to the Qiicilioo now before us, the Annoy Gn.lU 
hoBoarabic Gcntkmnii who f poke lafl owns, that he knows *734^' 
of no Mcffage from the Crown that was ever fent to Par- 
liament, but wlmt was next Day taken icto Confideration i 
and by this, I really think he Teems to give up the Quef- 
tion J bat then he has endeavoured to make a Diftin^hon 
(between this Meflfage and thofe formerly fent by the Cfowit 
to Parliament : Whether any fuch Diftinftion can be made 
or not, isj in my Opinion, a Queftion that cannot be re^ 
folved till we come to take the Mcilage mto our Coniidera- 
pon i and then, I believe every Gendeman in this Houfe 
will fee that there is no material Difference between this 
and former Mefiages of the like n:itiire, As to the Time 
of fending this Meilkgej it is certain that the Crown never ^ 

does fend fuch MelTages, b^t when fome Exigency of Af ■ 
fairsy in a manner, forces them to do fo. It is always the 
Necefikies of State that obliges the Crown to ask for 
any extraordinary Powers from Parliament ; and whether 
tht: Ncceflity for asking for fuch Powers falls out early or 
lace in a SefTion, or in the jirfl or lall Scilion of a Parlia- 
ment, feems not material. It is by the Ncceffity there is 
for granting fuch Powers, that Gentlemen are to be induced 
to grant the Powers demanded, and not by any Confidera- 
don as to the Time of making the Demand : And as it can- 
not appear to us, whether the Keceffity for granting what 
is now asked for, be urgent or nor, till we have taken the 
MelT^ige into Con Ji deration, u$ it cannot till then appear 
whether the fhortelt Tklzy msy not be attended with great 
Jnconveniencics, therefore the fooner it is taken into Con- 
fid era tion ♦ the better ; for which Reafon I mult think, 
that the Motion made by the honourable Gentleman near 
me, for taking it into ConCderation to-morrow Mornings 
is a proper and a right Motion : And whoever hiis a mind 
to ihew us the contrary, willr I hope, confine himfelf to

Sia, 
, * The honourable Gentleman who fpoke lalt, has been Sir John 
Jleafed to find fault with my wonhy Friend by me» for B*r«w^- 
entering, as he called it, into the Merits of the Qucrtion; - 
but that Gentleman ought to Conlider, that there is a very 
great Difference between fpeaking to the Nature of a 
QuelUon, and entering into the Merits of it.

' J hope neitiier the boii» (JentleniaD, nor any other Gen^ 
tlpnan^ will Uy it down ai an infallible and anattpi^ble Rule, 
that tills Houfc is to take eirciy Mcf&ge immediately into 
tbeir Conf^deratiQii that may be hercafccr brought from the 
CrowD ; and if we have any Liberty in tbis Rcfpeftj furcly wc

M^ijeily to Parliament of the Situation of Affairs abroad, 
mtiEt have made every Gentleman who heard it expert, 
that fomething of this Nature might poffibly come be- 
fcire you l^me Time this Seffion.

to give Airniance where the fnCereft of this Nation, and*! 
the Prefer vat ion of the Liberties of Eitrope may calJ ini* 
mediately for tt : And as this SefRon of Parliament is draw- 
ing towardii aGlofe, as thi& Pjiliamenc may probably be J 
{oon diHblved^ his Mn jelly will not then have the Op-1 
portunity of ^pplyitig immediacfily to his Parliament for^ 
what may appear to he necefTary for the Defence of the 
Nat J oil, in ci!fc any Chlngc fhould happen during the Inter- 
val of Parliament, which makes it abiolutely neceiTary ta 
furnifti hh Majefty with fuch Powers as are now aflted for, 
before this Seiiion break up j and the furni filing him now 
with fuch a Power, cannot be in the Icaft more inconve- 
luent^^for the Nation than it would have been at the 
Beginning of (he Seflion. 

* Ever fmce the Beginning of this Sefiion* his Majefty, 
in Corrjundion with other Powers, has been endeavouring 
by Negotiation to reconcile the jarring Jnterefta of the ' 
fevcral Powers noW at War, and to reftore the Tranquil- 
I icy of Eiirdyc r if t We Negotiations had fncoeeded, there 
would have been no Occafinn for this Mefiage, there would 
have been no Occafion for putting thi$ Nation to an/ ad- 
ditional E^fpence ; and though thefe Negotiations have not 
yet had th^ di fired E^<5i, yet his Majefly's Propofala arc 
not altogether rejected, which ma Ices it Itill unneceffary to 
put the Nation to arty ira mediate E^pencer This ihews 
his Majefty'ii tender Care for his People^ as well as the 
Wifdom and Integrity of thofe he is pleafed to advife 
with upon fiich Occa^ons : It Ihews how unwilling he U 
to put the Nstioii to any extraordinary Expence, as long 
as it can poifibly be avoided ; but the great Concern his 
Majefty has ibr the Peace and Quiet ot his People^ and 
the Uncertainty in which the Affairs of Europe llili con- 
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tinue, lay his Majcfij^ under z NefefEtjr of thus dcfiring Afflno7C»J 
his Parliament ro ftfCfigihen his Hands in fiich a Manner, ^ '7J*' 
as thftc lie mar be able to pravidc agaicil any^ the moft 
diilant Dangf rs, with which this Nation may happen to 
be threatened p after the End of this, and before the Meet- 
ing of a new Parliament. 

* Jf Gentlemen will but con fide r tKeprefcnt Circumftancef 
of Earope in general, and of that Nation in parti cuUr, 
from the Situation of whofe Country we mcil always 
have moft to fear» I believe the Necefliry of the Motion 
I am to make will pretty evidently appear. France has 
now a large Fleet aCemblcd in one of thofe Ports which 
lie nearcft to this Ifland : The Ships are all jitted out, and 
almoil ready to put to Sea i and thefe are, as we are 
toid^ feveral thou land Men ready Co be fhipt on bo^rd 
th:rt Fleet* I believe, Sir^ there is nothing defigned a- 
gainft us ; but when we know that a large Squadron of 
French iMen of War^ with an Army of fix or eight thou- 
fand Veteran Troops is to pafs through the Britifh Chan- 
nel, I fhould think one in the Station in which 1 have 
the Honour fo unworthily to ferve the Crown, did his 
Duty but very ilh if upon fuch an Occalion he did not

' 1 repeat it again. Sir, I do fincerely believe that the 
Nation is in Safety, but I do not defirc that the Safety 
of the Nation fhould entirely depend on my Belief i I 
have, I thinlc, goodReafon to be!*eve, that the French Squa- 
dron IS defigncd elfewhere ; but if from newCounfels, from 
any Jc:iloufj' grounds fly conceived, or any fudden Change 
in their Mcalures, tliat Squadron ftiould come this Way, 
J muft fay, that in our prcfent Situation I do not know 
what the Coofequence might be: and therefore I muft 
think, that tbofe who have the Honour to advife the 
Kin^f have done their Duty in advifing him to make this 
Application to Parliament. Tho' we are not yet engaged 
in the War, though no Power in Europe has yet op«»ly 
declared again ll us, yet the prefent Circumlbucea of Eu*

This h all the Power 
his Mijeiry asks for, and this Power, wc may depend on it, 
will nbt be wantonly ufed, or ufed at all, anlcJs the Ne- 
cefTity of our Afeirs require it_ From the whole of his 
Majdty's pall Condy^t, from the Coaidud of thofe who, 
have rhe Honour to advife him^ we may expefl, that a 
Backwardnefs, rather than a Forwardnefs, will be Shewed 
in putting the Nation to any Expenge, or engaging it in any

* His MajeRy, Sir, dcfires only a Power of providing 
'If hat may appear to be abfolutdy necefiary for the De- 
fence of the Nation, during the Interval of Parliinient, 
when he cannot have their Advke or Aiiiftance ; with this 
AfTurance^ that ^very Thing that Ajp.ll be done in purfit- 
ance of that Power, fliall be laid befnce nt-xt Parliument 
fi^r their Approbation : to them * he promiies, tbu a full 
Account Umli be rendered of the l^cmporary rnjll rtpofcd 
in the Crown* What Danger then can there be in gninc- 
ing the Power now asked for ?

Jn 1702, her Jate Majefty Qiieen Anne fent a 
MefTage to this Houfe, acquainting them with the c^en Si- 
tuation of A fiair* abroad j and upon that Meflage this Houfe, 
by an Addrelj, gave her Majefty the fame fort of Powers' as 
are now aflted for. In 1715, his late Majefty fent a MefT^ige 
to this Houfe, acquainting them of the Danger the Natbn 
waj. m from InfuneOions at home, and likewife itom in- 
tended Tnvafions from abroad, in favour of the Pretemitfr ; 
and the very fame Powers now aikcd for were granted by 
an Addrefs of this Houfe to his Jate Majefty. In <7i8, 
during the Spaniih War^ that Power was again renewed to 
his late Majdty 1 and in 1735* the fame Powers were agAin 
given to the Crown, both in the fame Method ; thereforb it 
canV be faid, that what is now propos'd is either new or un- 
precedented. It is what has often been praflifed, and what 
mufl always be pmfii fed, when the Nation happens 10 Le 
threatened with any Danger* 

• I am afraid. Sir, 1 have already taken up too mvich 
of your Timti and therefore I (hall now add no more ; but 
if any material Obj colons be made to what 1 am to pro- 
pofc, I hope that the Houfe will again indulge me to maker 
iuch Ani'wcrs to them Si I mAy then thiiik of, or that foJne 
other Gentleman, who may perhaps be of the fame Opi* 
nion with me, and better abJe to anfwer fuch Objc^bn:^ 
than I am, will rife up and do it: Therefore I Ihall oftly 
beg Leave to make you the following Motion 1 That an 
humbfe Addrefs be prcfcnted to his Majefty, .

tnent like mc, who are kept at a Di ftance from the Secrets _ ^Hi?* 
of the Admlniftration* have no way left to judge but ac- 
cording to what appears upon the Face of the MeiTagci 
and from) thence I muil ji^dge* that the Demand now madb 
tipoa us is entirely new, and very extraordinary. As I faid

(noil of the Members were gone to the Coantry ; it waa 
lent in the very Middle of the SefTion, and at a Time when 
it mufl be fuppofed that the Honfe was full, 

* But as to the Powers then demanded or granted, I am 
{urprifed to h^ar it faid^ that that Cafe is parallel to the 
prefent. Sir, her Majdly aiked no Powers i fhe only told^ 
and fliewed the Houfe, what her Allies dcfired and prayed ; 
but ftie did not pretend by her Meffage to direft the Houfe 
what ihey were to do; fhe did not defire them to do any 
Thing; bat only faid^ (he doubted not but they would take 
fuch Mcafurcs upon that Occafion, as might be moll for 
the Honour and Advantage of her Majelly, the Safety of 
ter KingdoiRs, and the neceiTary Support of her Alliei : 
And in confequence of this what was done ? This Houfe

make g&od the fame: And even to this fo particular, this 
fo much limited Qrant, they added this exprefs l^ondition,

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: England (tiovld not be cliarged with the Pay of fuch 
flddttioQal Troops, but from the Day when a Stop fhould 
be made by thcStates*Gcneral to all Correfpondeni^j Trade, 
and Commerce with France and Spain, But this Condition^ 
Sir* was never performed ; the additional Troops weretakea 
into our Pay, but no fuch Stop was ever made by the 
States General : which Ihews how litdcwc ougbt to depend 
upon the Conditions annexed to, or implied in anyOranc 
we make, or in any Power we give- 

' As CO the Mefl'age fcnt to this Houfe in the Years 1715^ 

^md 171 8, they are very far from being Precedents for the 
prefent* At the Tfrne of the firft, there was an Infurrec- 
lion in a manner aftually broke out, and an InvaGon ex^ 
pcScd ; the Nation was then m imminent Danger^ die 
iiovernment was expofed to the Danger of being imm^ 
diA^cely overturned. This the King^ in bis Meluge, ae- 
fjuainted the Houfe of ; and this was the Reafon for their 
coming to the Refolution they then did : But even in that 
Time of imminent Danger, this Houfe neither was defired^ 

^ jiOT did they condefccnd to gram to his lace MajeHy fncli 
extenfive Powers, as are now demanded and propofed to 
be gianted : They deiircd his Majelly^ indeed, to augment

fmall Number of regultr Forces we had then in the Aing^

I £ow appear to be, even fappofe we were threatciked witk 
the like Danger ; but *twas not then fo mueh as de0redlt 

I ihJit the Houfe fhould before- hand approve of all the N«* 

Sotiations and Treaties, which his Majefty, or rather hii 
linillers, fhould think proper to enter into, or to coii- 
'elude; and the Power then granted to his Majefty was the 
r lefs dangerous, becaufe neither the Parliament, nor the 
Seffion of parliament, was then drawing towards a Clofe j 
y but on the contrary^ his late Majefty was fo good as to 
I continue the fame SeiHon of Parliament, till the Danger 
) the Nition was threatened with was entirely over : fo that 
the Parliament had at any Time an Opportunity, and cer* 
tainly would have put a Cheek to the MiniJlers of State, 
1 if they, or any of them, had attempted to have made a 
[wrong Ufc of that Power which the Parliament bad grant- 
ed to his Majefty, The Powers granted in 1718, were 
granted for the fame Caufe. His Majefty, in his Speech, 
acquainted his Parliament, that the Nation was in danger 
of being invaded by a foreign Power ; and it a^ually would 
have been invaded, if the Spanifli Fleet had not met with a 
Difaftcr at S^ ; fo that neither of chefe Cafe» can be any 
[mty Goofidcxcd as ptiallel to the prefent. 







4»t» 7 Ge^lL ' * Tis trut, Sir, the other Precedent, quoted by the ho-' 
*T34' . nourable Gentleman, may be looked on as Ibme way pa* 
lailel to the prefent ; We were tben in a fort of State 
Vrhich I cannot give a Name to j it was neither a Time of i 
War, nor a Time of Peace ; but 1 do not remem^bcr it was 
fo much as pretended^ that the Nation was thieEtened with 
imminent Danger ; yet we then did fomewhat like what 
Tffc arc now defired to do : we granted away Millions, for 
aught we knewt in the Dark, without any Caufe or Rea* 
fen afEgned. But I mult obfervc. Sir* that that Mefiage 
happened fince the honourable Gentkmjin's Return to 
Power, and therefore may be fuppofed to have been ad- 
vjfed by the fame Perfom, and to have proceeded from tbo 
fame Councils with the prefent ; yet they were a little mora 
mod ell at that Time. It could not be then properly faid» 
that the Naticn was in a State of abfolute TranqoitUty i 
yet neverthclefs the honourable Gentleman was fo modeil, 
as to ask only for a Power to make an Addition to the 
Nnmber of Seamen, and to negotiate and make Treaties ; 
he did not fo much us ask for a Power to raife, and keep 
up in this Nation, in a Time of Peuct^ whatever Number 
of Land' Forces he might pretend to think necclTary. Tkui 
we fee the honourable Gcmtleman improves upon his la It 
Precedent ; and it is natural to tuppore he will like wife 
improve upon this ; therefore, if all the Powers now asked 
tor, be granted, as I da not know any other Power his 
MajelVy can want from his Parliament, but that of makine 
Laws, [ fliall expeft that, be fides the Powers now askeS 
for, there will be, in the next Meifjge from the Ciawn, a 
Demand for im powering his Majdly to make ar repeal, 
continue or fufpend, alter, explain, or amend fuch l^Wi» 
and in fuch manner, as he Jhall think abfolutely neceflary^ 
for the Safety of the Nation. This, I fay^ is the only fur- 
ther Grant that is neceflary for us to make, in order to 
cftablifli, by a Refolution of both Houfes, the abfolute 
Power of the Crown ; and with rcfpeft to the Liberties of 
the Nation. I think it is much the fame, whether we grant 
this power to the Crown, or put the Crown in a Capacity 
of affuming it whenever they have a mind, which will 
certainly be the Confequence of the Refolution now pro- 
pofed* ^ 

* Thb, Sir, naturally leads mc tg the other Doarine,; 
which the honourable Gsmleman has cndeavoiired to cfta- 
biifh i that we may with Safety ^rant to the Crown, the^ 
powers now asked for. As to his prefent Majeily, Sir* he 
Is a Pfince of ib much Goodnefs and Wifdanv, and is en* 
dowed with fo many noble and princely Qualifications, that 
we may fcSv\y not only truft him with the Powers now de- 

jnanded. 
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maiKied, bat we may furrender, and lay down the whole <^f Anno 7 Geo. IL 
our Rights and Liberties at the Foot of the Throne i but ^'5** 
as this would be a moft dangerous Precedent, and might be 
made a moft wicked Ufc of in Times to come : TJhe fame 
Wifdoih and Gcmwiiiy, which makes it fafe for tis to put 
(q muchTruft in his prefent Nfajefty, would render Ferfons 
capable of fo much mean and low Complalfance, moil de^ 
fpjcable in his Majcfty's Eyes. He might juHly fay of us, 
what the Roman Emperor fald of that Senate, which was 
(q complaifant as to refufe nothing he aflsedi H&mk 
Tjei firmre paratoi! And his Majelty would have as much 
Reafon to be quite tired with our fawning Complaifance^ 
a J ihat Emperor is by the Hiftorian reprefented to have 
bctn with the Owning Compbifance of the Roman Se- 
nate. We a!l know. Sir, how diScult it is to refufe to 
the King upon the Throne thofe Favours or Powers whict 
have been granted to his Prcdeceffor ; and therefore It 
has always been the eftablifhcd Maxim of every honelt 
Man, who had a Seat in either Houfe of Parliament, not 
to grant to a good King thofe Powers, which a bad King 
might make an ill Ufe of 1 and furely, if a bad Kiog were 
truiled with a Power of raifing Land- Forces at Difcretioa, 
he might eafily tur» it to the utter Subverfion <?f all the 
Liberties and Privileges of the People of this Kingdom. , 

' But with refpeft to the Powers now afked, otirSa^^ty 
15^ it feemSj to be fccurcd by this j that a particular Ac- 
count is to be rendered to next Parliament of whatever 
may be done, and of all the additional Expence that may 
be incurred J in purfaancc of thcfe Powers. Sir, I have 
been fo often deceived by MiniHeral Promifes^ and E;t- 
pcrcince has fo fully convinced me, that we are never tn 
expc^ any fuch Account in a fair and regular Manner, 
that 1 have no Faith in, nor Dependance upon fuch Pro- 
mi fes : Both I and other Gentlemen have often called for 
fuch Accounts^ but we have always been told, that either 
Matters were not ripe for laying fuch Accounts before 
Parliament, or that the Secrets of the Government were 
not to be revealed j and the highcH Satisfa^iou we could 
ever get upon fuch Occafions was to be told, that the Ex- 
penccs had (>een neceirarily incurred on account of fo- 
reign and f<?cret Services ; It has always been pretended 
there was a Ncccflity for fuch Expence^ but the Parlia- 
ment was never to be let into the Secret from whence 
that Necefllry arofc ; we are always, it fcem*, to believe 
fo> upon the bare Word of our honell and wife Minitters ; 
and 1 am xtiy apt to believe that the fame Confidence and 
KeJigiiatioii will be required from the next Parliament.

I iliould fit itill and do nothing, is it to be ex^dled that 
ithev Will go on in the fame Way ?

"714- no former Frecedcrt can give ajiy Authority for doing what 

h now propofed. Wc arc told of the Naval Armaments 
of Prance ; but I woald gladly know what we have done 
to deferve any Infult from- that Nation, If contributing 
to throw the Affiiirs of Europe into their prefent Situation, 
by which the Houfe of Bourbon has heen again put into a 
Condition ^of pulling down the ovei'grown Power of the 
Houfe of Auitria, which fo greatly alarmed ^us fome Years 
ago ; if this, I fay, defer ves* any Infult from France, I dd 
not know but we may defer ve it. But if this were true, 
while we have an Army of i8,ooq Men in this Kingdom, 
and lijOOo In Ireland, aH ready at our Call, and a more 
powerful Fleet than any the French can put to Sea, what 
liaVc we to fear from five or fiat thousand French, if they 
^vere actually landed in the ffland I Sir, if we had not a 
Regiment in the Kingdom, we could not have any Thing 
to Tear from fo inconfi durable a Number And, can wc 
fuppofe the French fuch Fools as to make fo Tidicubus art 
Attempt, by which tht?y mufl expeft to draw the immedi^ 
ate Vengeance of chis Nation upon them ? When our Ar- 
mies ^ or our Fleets f are to be augmented ; when we are to 
enter into cxpenfive Negotiations j or when we arc defiicd 
to put extraordinary Powers into the Hands df the Go- 
vernment, for Purpofes not to be told, 1 have often ob- 
trved, Sir, that ioroe Gentlemen are, upon fuch Occa- 
fions^ migh^ ;ipt to raife Phantoms, and to magnify ima- 
ginary Dangers i from whence they argue for the Neceffity 
of providing again ft them, a 3 if they were rea] ; we are 
thpn to be afraid of Invaftons and Infults from almoffc every 
Power in Europe. Bat when upon other Occafions they are 
told what is too true^ th^t the Nation i> in a molt dange^ 
reus aiid diftrcfTed Condition, they then infiH upon it, that 
we arc in the m oft happy Situation, that our Trade is in a 
flourilhing State, and that we are in Friendihip with, or at 
Icaft have no Biffidence of any foreign Power whatfoevcr. 
But now it fecir*5. Sir, wc mull grant moie extenfive Powers 
to theC^own,tha^wcre ever granted by any Pari ia©crLt,tho' 
it cannot be fo much as pretended, that we are in any im* 
mediate Danger ; for even thofe Gentlemen who talk of the 
Neceflity of granting fuch Powers, tc^l us, we are in the 
fameCircumitanccs we were in at the Beginning of the 
Sttfion i but not what rhofe Circumftarjces are : for this, 
we mdl depend upon th^ Aflertion of an honourable Gen- 
tleman ; and even he h»9 told n% chat he does not believe wc 
are in any Danger, but docs not defire the Safety of the 
Ration to depend on his Belief God forbid.

N outward Appearance, they were all 
very civil ; fet me a Chair equal to the 
Table where they fat, and jicxt ta Se* 
cretary Sianh&pe^ who had the Books and 
Papers of the Secretary's Office before 
him. Mr* Walpdi the Chairman laid 
little more than mere Compliment* Mr, Ucbmert, with 
great Indullryt hid from me, and often himfelf looked 
into Papers in Fofio, ynbound, and covered with a blue 
Sheet. I did not then know what they were, but durJHg 
the Examination, I perceived it was the Report then 
printed, and in fome few Days after publiftied * He began 
with an affeded Eloquence, that as I had ferved in a very 
high Employment, and with very great Applaufe, the 
Committee relied upon my Candour and Problry : That 
as what they aflced me was for the King^s Service, fo 
what I anfwcred would be for my own Honour, After 
thii fome of them began with fcversl vague Quedion^ ; 
What I knew of the Negotiation f How bug I had been 
ftcquainted with the Abbe Gaultier ? II the Propofitions 
came fidi from Ftanet^ or if we fcnt them ? And defired 
me to give them in Account of whatever I could of that 
whole Matter ; which, it feems, they thought I was fo 
ready to do, that fome of them took their Pens and Paper, 
fti if I were to begin % Sermon, and they to take (hort 
Notei^

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t faid, Thu as I had always afled abroad by th^ An-* 
tbority of the Crown of Et^lami, and had, in Obedience 
to the King's Commands^ given tip all the Memorials and 
Papers which related to that Part of the Peace in which I 
had a Share^ I was defirous to anfwer the Honourable 
Committee (before whom I underftood fuch Papers were} 
in every Thing that might help to explain them : That 
my Books were already before them; and, as I had aL- 
ready written to Mr, Secretary Siuniope^ thofe Books 
tnuft even fpeak far themfelves. The Committee feemed 
ta acquiefce in my Anfwcr, Lord Cmngsby whifpered 
the Chairmnnj and fa id, No» we will begin with the 
Money. 

The Committee then defired to know what Money I 
^rew from the Treafury in*i 71 1 , when I went into Frame* 
f anfwered, two huodred Pounds j and, as I remembered* 
that was the Sum. I had either Credit from Mr. Ciif*

were not pleafed with this Anfwer. Waipah faid, WiJl 
you think a little of the Method in which this Exami* 
nation is to proceed ? And Mr. Prw will be pleafed m 
the mean Time to retire a little. 

When I was called in again, the fame Queilion was 
alked me, and the fnme Anfwer returned. I added. That 
I well hoped thofe Sums^ and fevcral others ol miKh 
greater Importance, were paid ; That otherwife, for want 
of Knowledge in the Crown Laws, 1 {hotild find myfelf a 
Beggar ; and from an Hotel at Parh^ might fpend the reft 
of my Efeys in the Counter : And here I add re fled myfelf 
to Mr. Simhop^i as to what I had writ to him concerning 
my Debts. He faid. That nothing of all this concerned 
me. Pr/ar, I muft apply myfelf to you upon another 
Head, I mufl own myfelf unexperienced in the Method 
of Parliament j I have no Papers by mt ; I have no 
Council i for want of Memory or Judgment I may err; 
and tho\ Gentlemen, I am accufed of nothing, ! know not 
but that I may accufe myfelf through Inadvertency or 
Miriakt. 

Here Mr. Btanhpi rofe up, and told the Committee,

ShoM not be of any Prejudice to myieii, I took a Sheet 
of Paper, which lay before me, and wrote this down, as 
I did what ihey had alr^dy laid to mc, Here^ aftcf they 
had whimpered, and ibme tven leparated themfdvei from 
the Tabic to confer in a Corner of the Room, the Chair- 
man told me I might withdraw ; which 1 did, leaving th« 
Notes I had taken upon the Tabte. 

When I was called tn again, £ Ibund their CiviUtjr 
much abated, aiid the £a:tery quite changed. The moJl 
con fu led Queflion^ were put to me, upon feveral Head a 
backward and forward, by Lnhmtre and B&fcanjjen^ and 
Cmingihy, (the two firft of whom I think underliood not 
one Word of what they were faying). C^migshy at length 
prevailed. Mr, Frkr^ you were fent out that you might 
have Time to recoOeft more particularly upon whom you 
iiad Credit, when my Lord of Oxfird ftnt you into 
France.

Frkr, 
Elfe, Sir, he could not have been a Banker at Ffirh, 
ivhich he had been for fevcral Years before I knew him. 
In one Word^ he was the common Banker to whom the 
Engifjh addreHed themfelvesi and \ think Clifford of Jm* 
fiirdam was his Correfpondent. Sianh&f^e and fFalfoUt I 
found frowninjg and nodding at each other, and extremely 
aJhamed at this vile ScuC 

Being ient out, and caUc^ in again, I fo4md the ThuA' 
der broke out. Walpok referred it to Stasthpt to fpeak. 
Sianhcp^ The Committee are not, fatUHed with your Be- 
baviour to them* I have already totd you, that the Lords 
above» and the Committee here, have taken notice that 
I hey £nd a cooHaut Correfpondence on your Side to the 
_ l^ord Treafurer, but do Anfwers from him ; whereas alt 
pjrour Letters from Lord Boihg^rQjke art entire, and com* 
lAQiil/ in th(k right Order. Some of thofe indeed are 
a 1 miffing* 
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jniiHng- The whole Committee ecchoed the fame Thingt 
Pmr, I was toid fame Hours fin€e,'by this Honourable 
Committee, that I fiiould be a feed nothing that might 
prejudfce myfelf. I am a good deal con fu fed i I have no 
Council ; and with great Refpe^, I took upon this to be 
a downright Accufadon of myfelf^ as if 1 fliould have 
lie Id tny Correfpondence I was nnvirilling to declare. I 
mufl refer myfelf to you in this Point, Mr* Stanhope^ 
The Letters that we receive, wheti abroad, from the Se- 
cretaries of State» we keep, copying our Aufwers to them, 
both which juliify our a^ing according to our Orders 
fent us ; and I piefume it will be found that my Letters, 
which you have in your own Kcepmg» anfwcr thofe writ- 
ten to me by the Secretaries of State under whofe Depart- 
ments I a£led ; which Letters you have likewife. Yon 
have alio the Letters I h^ve wrote to the Lord Treafarer 
in my Books, at lea ft thofe of eh cm that related to the 
public Affair J and confequently were worth keeping . I 
did not, nor could I exped a condaht Corrcfpondcncfe 
from him. What I wrote was for his Informatfoii ; 
what Ufe his Lordlhip made of that Information, J had

/nfwers and Dire£tions to me were to come by the Secre- 
tary of State. Ct^mmittee^ It is vtrj ft range that not 
jbove two or three Letters ihould appear from my Lord 
Trcafurer, Did he not write more to you ?

met with at the Court of Franfe in the Execution of mjr 
Orders ; and was very glad when, by the Letters from 
the Secretary of State, I found my Difficulty made eafier : 
But, Gentlemen, fince we arc upon this Subjeft, through- 
cut the whole Courfe of my Letters to my Lord Treafurcr, 
and even in thofe I wrote to the Duke of Shn^fiury, 
after his Grace*! Return both In Emiand and Inland^ I 
ftill complained that my Lord Treasurer did not write to 
mie.

All Treaties, from 
that of Vsrtvim down to this Day, have been thus me- 
diated C/iitires v/zs in H^Uand, and difcomfed and cob* 
ferred privately with Monfieur Dyck^sit^ on the Part of 
the States, above two Years before he took a public eh** 
trader, and figncd the Treaty of Ry/wkk, Monfieur d$ 
Tsrcy was publicly iu Holland, 1 709, conferred with the 
Pcnfioner, and the Deputies of the States ; and our own 
Plenipotentiaries, the Duke of MarJ6&rougha.nd Lord Ih^m^ 
Jhind, reported from thofe Deputies to Her Majefty, what 
the French M iniiier either propofed or granted, Mffimgtr 
had as full Powers as Frmct could give, had owned the 
Queen's Authority^ and fren her Pcrfon ; and had^ by her 
Majefly's Direaions* feveral Times conferred with the 
Lords of a Committee of Cabinet i all the World feeiog 
the MaOp and knowing the Fa^ : 80 that any Meeting af- 
ter this could not be fecretp dangerous, or treafooablc. 
Mr. Si, Jehuh Letter on the 25th Stpimh§r, 1711, to 
Her Majefty "^inform a her immediately of this Meeting, 
and Her Majefty approves of what h there done, by her 
cfpecial Wiirrant for figuing the Preliminaries, containinj 
the Demands made by her Order*, 

It may be obferved that Mr, $t. John writes to the 
Queen thus, 

*' The Committee of CouncH met this Morning at the 
<* C&dpitf acd dire^ed the Earl of Darimmk aad myfelf 
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** to confer with Monlicyr Mifnagtr : Wc fiw Bfm ac* 
*' cordingly thh Evening, at Mr. Fr/Vr's Houfc, where 
'' my Lord Treafurer and Lord Chamberlain were hke- 
*' wife prefent/\ The Treafon therefore, if there were 
any, was committed in the Morning by the Committee of 
Council J and at the C&ckpit^ and not ae Mr. Prior' % Houfe 
an the Evening. It may properly here be added, the 
Queen had figoed a Waf rant the i jth of Sfpttmher^ ' 7 1 ' » 
to the Lord Keeper, for full Powers • ; in which my Lord 
Harceurt then Lord Chancellor, the Earl of Ox/&rd Lord 
Treafurer, the Duke of Buekingham Preiident of the 
Council, the BiHiop of Srifio/ Lord Privy Seal, the Dako 
of Shrru^ury Ixird Chamberlain, the Earl PouAu Lord 
Steward of the Houiholdj and the Earl of Dartmmih and 
Mr, Zt. y^hn Secretaries of State, and Maiihe^w Prior ^ 
£fq; were nominated and empowered to meet with the 
Sieur Mijnagir^ provided with fufficient Authority to fettle 
3in eventual or conditional Convention between Her Ma* 
jeiiy and the moft ChrlHian King ; and that this Warrant 
was not made ufc of, for Reafons given, being very natu* 
lal, becaufe they were Offers only on the Fnnch Side, and 
did not oblige Her Majelly to any Thing : So they were 
only figned Mtfnagtr^ and Darimauth and St. y&hn are 
only WitneiTes that thefe Articles are to be looked upon 89 
Conditions which his mofl ChriAian MsijeRy agrees to 
grant, and which are afterwards to be reduced into Form» 
and explained to the common Satis fadion of Greaf Briiain 
and Framt. Tho* this Procedure will, without doubt* 
thereafter appear confonant to common Senfe, conducive 
to the Safety and Good of Greai Britain^ and jtiAifiable 
by the univerfal Cuftom and Law of Nations, Nunc nm 
irat his /tfo^h I iaid, Monficur Mefiagtr had often beea 
me my Houfe ; that the Secretary of State had leen him 
there ; iliat I had cat and drank, and been abroad wiih 
Jiim feveral Times* They took great hold of this, Bof- 
gawtfi exprefied himfclf with great Joy, This is more 
than we knew before ? And from thence they ran wildljr 
back. When f k»ew Gauiiitrr Where I had been with 
Mifimtr^ I anfwered to this in as general Terms as I 
toold* The Chairman perceived that they would lofe 
their Point in this Multiplicity of QueAions, and^ check- 
ing their Speed, retrained it cothis one Demand. Chmr- 
man. What Lordi were prcfent at your Houfe at the 
Meeting when the preliminary Aniclcs were talked of or 
fiped f I aniVer*d^ The two Secretaries of 3ute ; for it 
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Is cerlaiii they were fo, their Names appealing in the In* 
flrameut* Chairman, Was my Lorn Oxford there ? Prior^ 
1 cannot rccolleft U : One of the Lords were abfent ; 
whether the Duke of Shrtivfiury^ or the Earl of Oxfird^ 
I cannot tell* In all Sincerity and Honour diis is Truth, 
They grew extremelx anger'd upon it, and fent mc out to 
lecolleft if both thefe Lords were not prefcnt* 

I came in, and ailured them again. That as well aa I 
could remember a Tranfa£iion, of which I took no Notes, 
and which was now above three Years pad, and of whick 
I was fo far from espeiling to be called to any Account* 
that I thought it was an Honour to me^ I could not deter* 
mine w hie li of the two were abfent. I faid agaia^ Thai 
this was Fad, that I do not remember h : I have only an 
Idea that one of them was abfeat. The Anfwer indeed 
had this Effied, that it was the fame Thing as if they were 
both abfcntj fince they could not determine which of them 
lyas prefent. But upon this Meeting no lefs Accufation 
than an Aiticle of High Treafon was to be founded. Was 
any thing more diiHcuIt ever put upon a Man, than to endea* 
vour to extort an Evidence from me, in order to bring thofe 
to the Scaffold who were Friends and Patrons, under whofc 
Orders formerly, and with whom jointly now, I had the 
Honour to a£t, by the Queen's Diredions, and in a Mat- 
ter not only innocent, but laudable ! Or could any thing be 
more abfurd, or more inhuman, than to propofe to me a 
<iueftion, by the anfwering of which I might (according 
to them) prove myfelf a Tray tor \ Since, as I had heard, 
every Man who is a Partner, is a Principal in Treafon i 
And notwithllandlng their folemn Promife, that nothing 
which I could fay fhould hurtmyfelf, I had no Reafon v» 
trufl them ; for they violated that Promife about 6ve 
Hours after {as 1 fhall fay anon.) However, I owned I 
was there prefent. Whecher thii was wifely done or no, 
1 leave to my Friends to determine. 

From my being taken up by Order of iht Hoofe ol 
Commons, this Examination was jull a Week* They 
now, after I had been turned out, and rj^urned again, ia- 
terrogated me : If fmce my being taken into Cullody, I 
had not feen my Lord of Oxfird^ or any of his Relations I 
I faid, I had feen u\y Lord Oxford the I aft Sunday at Mr, 
fhm^s Harky% Houfe i and was going on to explain that 
Mr. I'hamas Hurley and I, who were taken up at the fame 
Time, (living within three Doors of each other) com- 
monly dined together at one or the other of our Houfes, 
our refpcflive Meilengers guarding ug. That on Sunduf 
going to dine with Mr, H^Uy^ 1 few my Lord Oxprd 

at 



It the Statra-headj going out ; that f liked him jf he 
dined V?kh t3s : He rold me, he was to dine in better Com- 
pany t That this was all th^t pafTcd bct^ren us ; the 
McfTengcr fit the Bottom df the Stairs beard every Word 
J iM to Jiirii. As 1 was lelllng chis, they anfwered it was 
(afficiiMit, I had feeR my Lord Oxprdt and his Dcar Rela- 
tiotii; which was the Queftion aOted. 

I here was ordered to retire, and ivhen l was called m 
again, the Chairman, from amongft many Bocks and 
opei s which he had before him, (and the Secretary of 
Slate had on the other Side as many ; and ! perceived many 
of them were my own) the Chairman," 1 fay, abruptly 
enough drew out one Half-Sheet of the large Demy Paper, 
written very foul, and rasped xti feveral Places, which, 
indeed, ^vhenhegave into my Hand, I hardly knew what 
it was, fo far as to give any reafonable Account of it, it 
being without Date or Tit!e, and, as I fay* very imjpcrfe^ 
as to the VFry Words and Stile, He afked me drily, and 
without any other previous Word^ If I knew that Hand ? 
/*W^r, There are two Hands in it, one is very like the 
Hand I write when firft I make any Brouillon, One &r 
IwA bf thi Com mh tee, Sir^ What do you mean by a 
Brouillon ? Prhr, When I write any thing at firil only for 
my own Memory, as to what I \vould draw op after in n, 
more perfe^ Manner, I perufed this Piece of Paper, and 
upon a little Refiedion, direfting myfelf to Mr. ZtsukGpef 
faid, I believe this Paper contained fome Notes upsn a 
Letter I received from his rjrcdecefror my Lord BoBngbr^kt^ 
He was apprifed of this before ; for be readily turned to ^ 

the Letter which was regiftred in the Office -Book, I 
added, that I thought there were fome Notes I had taken 
in the Fnnth Language, to enable me to fpeak more pav- 
ticnlarly to Monfieur de Torty of the Matters mentioned in 
the faid Secretary's Letter. As that Letter was written 
four Yean before, and 1 was not in PofieiTion of my owa 
Letters, the Secretary himfelf and the Committee could 
beft inform thcmfclves of the Subftaace thereof. There 
was written , My L&rd^ Tr. nt d$uu p&ini ^ue U Cmr dt 
Fr&nu A^ trounce it ftmede. Now whatever Lord that 
niigbt mean, they had alreadv printed it my Lord Trea- 
furcr*5 and in fo doing had given that Sentence the 
wrongell Conilru^ion imaginable, as proving that my 
Lofd Treafurer would give up Taurnay to Fm/fce i whereas 
the whote Hint was meant to renew to the MiniUers at ^ 

that Court, that ffimiay was to bft given lo the Allies * ao J 
\'ot. IIL h it 
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it wai to keep the Court of Frmnu from endeavouring to 

Iiopp the contrary. As what wa.s m this BrouiJIon was 
fomeumes an AbridgoieBt^ and fomumes a verbal Tranfla- 
lion of my Lord Biiilr.ghnh\ Letter, which Mr, Stanhope 
ill I J held clofe, and as I read the French into Englifi^ I 
afked him if the fame Senfe ivas in the Letter* He did not 
deny It, Cmmgih grew extremely angry, and on a fuddca 
bioke out into fome ExprcfTtons which neither he fhould 
liavc utterr*^dj nor wifl I repeal ; and fo I was ordered to 
withdraw again ; which was into the next Room, wKere 
not only a MeiTenger of the Houle of Commonly but a 
Door^Keeper of the Secretary's Ofiicc, waited all Day, 
and were lUlI ready to receive me. 

Being called in again, I was interrogated without Me- 
thod or Connedion, as any Member of the Committee 
picafed, and indeed with Confufion and Biforder enough 
among them Tel ves ; for they fomeiime^ flopped each other's 
Qaeflion, and propofed new ones of their own. At I ait, it 
came to this. Chmrman^ Mr* Frhr^ we cannot doubt but 
that you are app riled of the whole Aftatr of Tournay, Did 
my Lord ever write about ^mrnajP Prhr^ I cannot 
jeadJIy anfwer, as not underftanding the Force of the Quef* 
tion ; 1 believe my Lord Trcafurcr may have writ to me 
concerning Tourmy at the Beginning of the Negociation : 
I am fure he has Tpoke to me about ^aurnay: I may be 
miflaken as to the Time ; but J think in 1711 the Frenck 
infilled upon their having fournay : But I xtty well remem- 
ber, that the Queen's Inflru£liona to Her Ambailadors far 
the general Peace, were pofitive that the Dutch fhould bavc 
it : i underfiood the Negotiatiou to continue always upon 
that Foot* I added, that as the Affair of the Barrier was 
tran faded at Virechit I had nothing in my InHrudions 
relating to that whole Matter, otherwife than as it might 
relate in general to the Peace. What I have of the whole 
Negotiation is before you* Here WaJpo/t and Siafihffpe 
grew mightily perplexed ; one in a futfen, and t'other in 
an unbounded Fanion. Cmifigsby raved out-right* I may 
jullly protefl that I could not conceive the Caufe of this 
Diforder ; for I did not know that they had already lonnded 
their High Treafon upon the Articles of TQurnuy^ a^nfl 
my Lord Treafurer ; nor can I fmce comprehend why 
they did* To fhew the JuHice, as well as the good Judg- 
ment of tlicfe Men, it mufi certainly appear not only 
extravagant, but ridiculous to all that tkink righter than 
the Committee, that is, to all Men living, that an Article 
cf High Treafon fhould be founded againU aa Eng^Jb 
Winifler upon fournaj^ vfhkh wa& mt given op to the 
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Fremhi and no mention ever made of Lijlt^ which aflualfy 
rwas given up. This by the way. It may be further 
[obferved, that at that Time not one third Part of the 
[Committee themfcJves did know upon what Point the Ac- 
tcufations either againfl the Earl of Oxford^ or any Man 
Icllei were to be grounded ; feveral of them hairing fmee 
] told me themfetycs, that they never either drew up or read 
[the Report; but that thole Things came to them, as they 

Berrily exprefied it, ready cut and dried* 
But to rettirn to my Journal i thli various and jncoberent 
f Manner of Examination having now laHed above nine 
I HourSj Two of my Mailers i}:>y the way) Sir Rkh^rd 
iOfifia^t and General Erk^ had left the Committee almoft 
I at the Beginning of the Day ; for to give them their Due i 
tthey asked me very few Quellions while there, and by 

|oing away feemed afhamed,of the Proceeding ; And now 

Vuip^ii himielf grew weary of it» and was going, but 
jliinderedr and, as it were, kept in the Chair by Mr. 
\^!anh%pu who faid openly, they could not go on withonft 
Itfie Chairman* J was ordered to withdraw^ and during 
ibout half an Hour's Recefs into the next Room, or rather 
IPa^ge^ as the Door was \iy chance opened, I heard them 

rtreniely warm and loud with one another* W hi! ft I was 
in this little Roomi in which the MefTenger, under whofe 
[Caftody I was, and a Door-Keeper of the Secretary's Office^ 
[ms I have already faid, were waiting, Cmhgjfy, came out 
T>y a Back- Way, as Bofcamm did by the Fore- Door* In 

\h Room was a Trunk, and in it feveml Papers and Me- 

Siorials, to which the Committee had Recourfe during the 
xamination* The Trunk was open, and I could not but 
erceive by the Indorfements that many of the Papers 
irere my own, Cmingshy whifpered the Officers to take 
icare that I Jhould not come nigh the Trunk, and really 
T looked on me more like a Fury than a Man ; tho' certainly 
I had all the Right imaginable to fee every Paper that 
) related to me in my Examination, which was pretended 
(to be made upon no other Foot, than that the King ftiould 
[ be informed of what I had done for his Service in the 
' Kegotiation of the Peace ; and if the Committee themfelves 
[ l»ad had really a mind to be apprifcd of the Truth as to 
j7a0, the hindering a Man whom they intended fhould 
[become an Evidence from feeing his own Papers |. was but 
lan ill Methcd towards his giving them a cleaier Intelli* 
ence. 
I wai BOW called in for the lafl Time* and I found that 
they bad colleaed feveral Heads of what they thought 
froper J fliould kt my Hand to. I read them, and made 
b 1 fomf 
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feme Obj>£lioDS tbcregnto, but to hq Purpoff , I ht6, that 
to maiiy Queftions I had not, nor could, anfwer in cbc 
positive Manner that was there fet down : That as to diycrt 
rads, 1 could not take Things upon my Mepiory : That &% 
to others, I had indeed faid f believed, [ thought, I heard, 
or utideriload, they were fo : That the Omifllon of thefc 
Words itiad^ me fay pofuivejy, and as an Evi^^ence, what 
I fhould j^Qt be able to mamtaini having only anf^ered 
them aa my Memory fcrved me, and as mucha^ I ktifsw 
of the Heads upon which I had been interrogated ; k^qw- 
ing that they themfelves had blamed my Anl'wcrs» for be* 
ing very ipipeffe^ ; and I had rpore than once told ihct|i, 
1 was forry I could not anfwer them more fully. I oth 
jefled againil thefe Words: He t^nfeffh^ that fines his ^qh- 
finsmcnt^ he h^^s cen'vir/ed ^itir the Bar i of Oxford, and his 
uiarefi Reiaimi* I did not^ | fa Id, cpofefg. Coafeffiptt 
fuppofes a Crime : I was tofdt I w^s accnfed of none : I 
faidt I had feen the Earl of Oxford ^l Mr, Thomas Harhyi ; 
and as I was going to tell the Thing again, Jtf^il ikid 
C^niiigshy^ how perjured is this Man \ Pmoft, My Lord, 
iave a Care of -^— ^ ♦ Ccningshyf No, ^ir, *tis you that 
mud have a Care . Seeing now the Face af |he Committee 
agriinit me ; knowing and prefuming that if ever the Duke 
o( Shrenijlury^ the Earl of O^fordl or Lord BoHtfghrQh 
himfelf, ihould be brought to Trial, i muft be fure 
before the Lorda have an Opportunity of explaininj 
what I had faid^ and decbrmg what Ufagel bad founi 
from the Committee, I figned the Paper^ I cannot here 
omit a rid J colons Inflance of my Middltfix Juftke*s Skill 
in the Law : He was jufl goipg to fet his Name on the left 
Hand of the Paper, where I wstj to have fet mine ; and, 
if he had not been timely cautioned by the Chair man, It 
tvould have been the Difpofitlon of Hugh B&fia^tn^ jurat* 
tsra^ miy Matthew Prior* 

When I ii ad thus figned the Paper* the Chairman told 
me, that the Committee were not at all fatished with ra]r 
Behaviour, por could give fu<;h an Account of it to the 
Hqjife that might merit t|>eir Favour in my Behalf; That 
at prefcnt they thought ht to lay me under a nri£ler Coo- 
hnement than that of my own Houfe. Here Eajtanx^&n 
play '4 the MoralilU and C^ningihy the Chridian ; but botb 
very aukwardly, Befiu^in faid, that he had often heard 
Air. Supuey, (who was a wife Maor and our old Friend) 
repeat this Proverb, Near is my Shirt, hut martr m Siift ■ 
and told me, if I had remembered that Saying, ano a£lcd 
according to it, it would have been better for me. And 
€m^gs6j faid, he had known me a ioug Time, and was 

heartily 
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heartily ferry for mr Condition ; bdt all this proceeded 
from my own Fnolt. Now this kind Cpmmifer^tion did not 
laft abovea Minute ; for the MefTengery to whofe Houfe 
they intended to confine me, ^jnggalli^d, fonwg^ aUced 
hhii, if his Hoaib was fecnred bjr Bolt^ anJI Bars. TK& 
MfflcM^. «vho u by Birfh a Gcntlttiun, ^d ^ fgU Wod- 
natarp^ Man, was altontlhed at thp QjQi|iqn ; anj an- 
fwered; diat nc never had any In hfs Cuftody but *Parlia- 
Hfnt Pri^iicr^,^ (4S hee:icpr^{l^ ilj ^p4 there ^r< neither 
Bolts i^or Bafs ^p his Hopfe. ^t wl^ipb C^imiy vpry 
angrily faid. Sir, yon muft fecnre this Priloner ; it is for 
the Safety of the Nation , if he efeapes, you fhall anfwer 
for it. And now I met with another Haidfhip, which in- 
deed I could not have expeded, as I had all Day takea 
Notes of the Heads of their Examination, and my Anfwefs, 
ai|d particularly that Mr. Sunbopi had, by his Majelly*a 
Ord)cr» informed the Committee, thajt ftom whatever I 
fliould fay in this Examinatiop, pothiqg fbpuldjof opght to 
redound to my Prejudice : Nor in<reed coiild it oe imagined 
I ihould anfwer upon any other Foot; for without the 
King's Confent, I doubt, if I ougju at*a}l to have anfwered 
to the Committee.

AS foon as the Speech made by your Majefly to the 
Parliament of Qrtat Britain now aiTcmbfcd, came to 
[ihe Knowledge of his Imperial and Catholic Majcfty, 
•my mod gracious Mafter; he w^% flruck with the utmoft 
I Artonifhment, that your Majefly could fufler yourfelf to be 
[prevailed upon to declare from the Royal Throne, to that 
^moft renowned Nation, in a manner hitherto tinheard of, 
L'si certain and undoubted Fadls, feveral Things, fome of 
livhich are Ib&iited in that Speech 10 a wrong Senfe^ fome 
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are entirely diflant from the Intentions of his Imperial 
and Catholic Majefty ; and laftjy, (which affed macji 
more fenfiWy than all the reft) fome Things abfolutely void 
of all Foundation. 

For as to what regards the Peace concluded at Vienna 
with the moft Serene K^ing of 5/^^/«, who can forbear be- 
ing aftoniihed, that this very Peace, which is built on the 
Quadruple Alliance figned at London^ and other Treaties 
contradled with your Majefty, as its folid and folc Foun- 
dation ; and for the obtaining of which Peace, your Ma-, 
jefty, together with your Allies, waged fo bloody, fo Jong, 
and fo glorious a War, and took yourfelf fo much Pains to 
procure, ftiould now be alledged by your Majefty as a joft 
Ground of Complaint, and ftiould be made ufeof as a Pre- 
tence for thefc Things, which hitherto your Minifters have 
been doing in all Parts, to the great Detriment of the 
Emperor and the Empire, and the public Tranquillity, and 
ihould^be reprefented by your Majefty to the 5ri/(/j5 Nation, 
with fo much Animofity againft the Emperor and King of 
^pain, as a Violation of Treaties. 

After complaihing of the Peace made at Vienna^ Com^ 
plaint is likewife made of the Treaty of Commerce en- 
jtered into with 5/tf/V„ which is calculated to promote the mu- 
tual and lawful Advantages of the Subjedls of both Parties, 
which is agreeable to the Law of Nations, and to the Cuftomt 
of all People in Amity with each other i which can |n no. 
Refpeft be of any Prejudice to the Britijh Nation, whether 
we regard the Situation of the Countries, or the particular 
Nature of the Trade, and. which is not in the leaft repug- 
nant to t|ie Treaties made with Great Britain, So that if 
this Treaty be confidered with a Mind fj«e from Prejudice^ 
and from all Defign of inflaming the Nation, there will 
remain no Pretence to fay, that this Treaty can be grievous 
or hurtful to a Nation for which his Imperial Majefty has 
the greateft Affedion and Efteem, and whofc glorioos .Ex- 
ploits and important Succours no Tinle will efface out of 
his Memory. 

The other Head of Complaint, which contains fuch 
Things as are void of all Foundation, relates principally 
to that imaginary Alliance which in the Speech is called 
OiFenfive, andHs there fuppofed to have been made againft 
your Majefty, between the Emperor and King of Spain^ 
But it will not only appear how groundlefs and frivolous 
this Suppofition is, from the Offer lately made by. his Im- 
perial and Catholic Majefty, of enteVing into a Convention, 
De fe mutuo non Offendendo, but will be entirely refuted bjr 
the Confideration of the Tenor of the Tteatf tf AttUmce 

and 
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and FrUndJhtp itfeff made with the Crown of SpaiHt aiKl 
^Lcommunicated in its whole Extent to yoxiT Ma jelly when 
^Bkwas proper; from the Words of which, whether the 
^Bleaft Shadow or Appearance of an Offenflve Alliance can 
^■be drawn, 13 fabmiued to the Judgment of the whole 
■World. 

^^ Another Part of the Complaint relates to the Stem Ar- 
ikhi made tfi F&'Vtutr ef the P mender ^ whereof your Ma- 
jefty aflferts that you have anmn and undouhud In/or mathns^ 
by which Articles it fhould have been agreed to fet the 

I Pretender on the Throne of Gn^t Brkain. With what 
View, on what Motive, and to what Purpofe, thefe In- 
formations, founded on the falfeit Reports, were rcprefented 
to the People of Grmt Bntnin^ is not only eafy to be un- ' 
derl^ood by his Imperial and Catholic Majelly, but is ob^ 
vious to the meanell Capacity > But fince the inviolable 
Dignity and Hononr of fuch Great princes cannot fyfler 
that Affertions of this Nature* intirely unfupported by 
Ttutb, fhould be advanced from the Royal Throne to the 
whole Nation, an4 to all Mankind 1 his Sacred Imperial 
and Catholic Majelly has exprefsly commanded me, that 
I fhould declare to your Majcily, and to the whole King- 
dom of Great Britain, how highly he thinks himfelf af- 
fronted thereby, folemnly affirming* upon his Imperial 
Word, that there ejcifh ik* (ecrct Article nor Convention 
wbaifoever, which contriins, or can tend to prove the le^ilt 
Tittle of what has been alledged. 

I But that the fccret Defigns, which lie concealed under 
a Condud *alJ this Time unheard of, may more manifelUy 
appear, it muft be oblcrved, that the Time is purpefcly 
taken for doing this, wheo a. Negotiation is on Foot ac 
Farh^ ioT compofing the Differences which have arifen 
without any Fault of hi5 Imperial and Cathoiic Majefty ; 
which Negotiation fufficiendy ihews how much his Im- 
perial and Catholic Majelly is at ail Times inclined to 
Peace, and to the religious Obfervation of his Treaties. 
As to what is faid of Gihn^har^ and concerning the 
Siege thereof, under which in the Speech it is infinuated^ 
ai if fome other Befign was concealed ; the Hoflilities no- 
lo rioufly committed in the Indies and clfewhere, againfl the 
Hing of Spain, in Violation of Treaties, feem to have 
given a very juft Occofion to the Kin^Pof Spain for at< 
teoipting that Siege. But as to the Inttntionsand Engage- 
ments of the Emperor upon that Article, it is tziy to Ice 
what they are, by the Treaty abovcmentioned, which has 
been communicated. 

Ai to what 13 Iiid in the hft Place, conccmirg the Optnd 

'Irade, 
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Trade, which the Goodnefa of the Catholic King in^ 
daced him xo favourp (being bound by nc* Treaty) after 
he had been appriised of the jaft Reafona for the Eitabliih- 
mcnt of it, various Expedients for a Compofidon have been 
propofcd, iwt only at the H^gne, but even Jatcly at P^rii^ 
left this harmlcfs Method of providing for the Security of 
the Barrier, fhould prove an Obllade to the common 
Friendfbip of Neighbouring Powers. 

Which Things bfiing thus, the Injury ofkred to Truth, 
the Honour and Dignity of his Sacred Imperial and Ca- 
tholic Ma jelly require, that chey ^ould be expofed to 
your Majelly» to the Kingdotn of Gnat Briiain^ and to 
the World. And his Sacred Imperial MajeJly demands 
that Reparation which n due to him by all manner of 
Right, for the great Injuries which have been done him 
by thefe many Imputations.

HI S Imperial and Catholic Majcfty judges it indif- 
penfably ncceiTary, opon the Step which has been 
lately taken in the Country where you ire, to fend you in 
the Difpatch here annexed, a Memorial ^ which you are i0 
pre fen t to the King of Gr^af Briimnt and to pnblifh after- 
wardsj that the whole Nation may be acquainted with k, 
whilil Afifwers arc preparing to certain Pamphlets pnbllihccl 
before the opening of the Parliament, 

It is eafy to fee that the Speech was made lor no Pur* 
pofe^ but to excite the Nation to a Rupture^ and open 
War with the Emperor and Spain, and to make the Parlia- 
ment approve the precipitate and Ijurthenfomc Mcafurci 
which the Goveifiment has taken for private Ends, but too 
well known : That not only unwarrantable Inferences and 
Pretences have been made ufe of, but that manifcft Fal- 
Ihoods have been boldly advanced for indifpucablc Fads, a 
Proceeding never feen before among Powers who ought to 
rcfpea each other, when in the molt flagrant Wari ; from 

whence 
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' whence It ought to be prefamed, that the King, whofe 
Sac red Mouth ought to be ati Oracle of Truth, muft have 
been himkU abuied by the Suggellions and falfe Reporu of 
thofe, who have the Honour to polTeft his Confidence i and 
who think it their Intereft to inftatne, ty thefe^ Means, 
both the Prince and ihe Nation, for their own private 
Views and Pcrfonal Prefer ration, without any Regard t(i 
the Honour of the Majcliy of the Throne, or to the Evil* 
which may refult irom hence to their own Country, and to 
all Emropt. 

For thefe Purpofes they eUahlifh a Foundation^ and (ay 
down as a certain Fa£t, that the ic h a pofuive Article in the 
Treaty oi Alliance between the Emperor and the King of 
:ipain^ td place the Pretender on the Throne of Gnat 
Mritmn^ and to invade that Kingdom with open Force; 
and this ihey do^ a few Days after the Minifter Plenipo- 
tentiary of the C^thoHck King had, before his Departure 
from LmtJon^ in a Memorial prefented in the Sacred Na^me 
o* his JVfsfter, publicly and in ihe m oft authentic Manner, 
difavowcd thele Imputations^ which fufficiently prove the 
Emperor's Difavowal of the fame» fmce the pretended Ar- 
ticle was equally imputed to the two Powers, and one of 
them could not have stipulated any thing in [he fame 
Treaty without the other, Befide* which, it is to he confj- 
d red, that fix Months ago, upon the firlt Reports of thcfe 
falte Suppfifitionsj the Emperor and King of Spain, in or- 
der to illence them,propofed a formal Al:t, di mn oghid^n- 
j/ff, into which all the Allies on one Side and the other 
might enter, and which would ciFe^oa!Jy have fccured the 
peaceable PolTeJions, of each of the Powers contrafting, 
either in the Treaty of Firman or that of Hmo^er^ *tjll 
fuch Time as it had been polTible by one genei^E Treaty to 
jemove and quiet the Complaints of all Sides : But ihefe 
PropofaSs were rendered ititfFeclaaJ, by the fame Views of 
ihofe Pcrfons, who chofe rather to hinder the peaceable 
Eifefls of thcfe juft Defigns, hy Attacks ai>d open Hodi- 
litiei. 

It ii further knowq» and it b even notorious by the fo- 
lemn Communjcation made to the King of Grc&t BrMifs, 
of the Treity of Peace concluded at FicMna, between the 
Emperor and King of Spain^ that tha Treat/ of the Qca- 
druple Alliance, made at London the 2d of Augufi^ 171 ^^ 
b^s been bid down as the unalterable Bafis of their Pc^ce ; 
,an4 that all the Articles of thii Quadruple Aih.'rvce ate 
[therein c on hrmed and corroborated, as iJ ihey had been in- 
'enedancw : How then can it be iappofed, ai^d even ^iven 
^Mt Si a Matter of Fad| that by anoUicr Secret Treaty, ii^ntsd 
Vpl. UI. ' £ on 
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an the fame Day, Caiiidkiotis liave been eUabliOieii^ andf 
Engagement taken entirely repugnant to the fame i j » 

Such a Thing cannot be advanced, without infuhing and 
injuring, in the moil outrageous Manner, the Majefty of 
the iwo contra^mg Power^j who have a Right to demand 
a fignal Reparation and SatisfeSion propurtioned to the 
Enormity of the Affront* which equally ihtercJh iheir 
Honour, and that Faith which ought always to be lefpedc^l 
among Sovereign Princes* 

But if thofe who endeavour to avail themfelves of fuch 
feigned Recriminations, and to ejccufe themfelves from the 
Blame which their rafti and turbulent Meafures deferve, 
imagine that this unjulUfiable ConduQ may at laR oblige 
the Emperor and King of Spain, to repel Force by Force, 
and to defend themfelves by all chofe Means which God 
has pnt into their Hands, from the Mifchiefs with which 
they are threatened, and from the Infults and iiitackt 
whidi have been adually.made ufe of againR them, fofar 
xhs^i It has been even attempted to engage the Ottoman Ffirtt 
in thele unparallelled Defigns ; at leaft, ought they not to 
publiHi as antecedent Fa£ts^ thofe Things which they have 
Reafon to apprehend may be the Confequence of a War, 
into which they will have forced thefe two Powers to enter 
in their own juit Defence I 

The Emperor and King of Spain hope however from 
the Divine Goodnefs, and from the Wjfdom of Ferfons left 
prejudiced, and lefs paiEonate, chat more mature and ferioui 
Refledions will be made, tn order to rellore amicably the 
public Tranquillity, and to fave all Europe from the Mif* 
fortunes of a War, flirred up by Motives fo triflrng and 
groundlefs, which can tend to nothing but the Deftrudion 
of the Subjcfl, of his Elbte. and of his Commerce. 

Th«ir Maje flies, the Emperor and the Xing of Spaitt^ 
ardently defire the Bleffing of Peace, and m obferve their 
Treaties with all their Allies with the ilriacft Fidelity: 
E tit as a miitual Cootraft can fubfilino longer on one Side, 
thrin while it remains unbroken on the oihcr ; the evil 
Confequence? of a Rupture, if that fiiould happen, ought 
to be imputed to thofe alone who have been the Authors 
of thofe Infractions. 

I have the Empcror'*s exprefs Order to write this to yoo 
in his Name, thai you may be able todcfiroy the Falihoods 
and Calumnies, which have been charged on the high 
■ contrail ing Parties of the TVeaty of Fienna^ who have no 
other VieWj but that of making Peace between themfelves^ 
Without hurting any oneclfe, I am, &o.
